1  There  was  a  man  in  the  land  of  Uz,  whose  n 
name  was  Job;  and  that  man  was  perfect  and 
upright,  and  one  that  feared  God,  and  eschewed 

2  evil.     And   there   were  born   unto    him    seven 

3  sons  and  three  daughters.      His  ^substance  also  ^  Or,  cattu 
was    seven    thousand   sheep,    and   three    thou- 
sand camels,  and  five  hundred  yoke  of  oxen, 

and  five  hundred   she-asses,  and  a  very  great 
household;  so  that  this  man  was  the  greatest 

4  of  all  the  children  of  the  east.  And  his  sons 
went  and  held  a  feast  in  the  house  of  each  one 
upon  his  day;  and  they  sent  and  called  for 
their   three    sisters    to    eat    and   to  drink  with 

5  them.  And  it  was  so,  when  the  days  of  their 
feasting  were  gone  about,  that  Job  sent  and 
sanctified  them,  and  rose  up  early  in  the 
morning,  and  offered  burnt  offerings  according 
to  the  number  of  them  all:  for  Job  said.  It  may 

be  that  my  sons  have  sinned,  and  'renounced  2  o,-,  bias- 
God  in  their  hearts.     Thus  did  Job  continually.  Z^"'"'''/  soch. 

6  Now    there    was    a  day   when    the    sons    ^^  ^- "' "•  •^' 9- 
God    came    to    present   themselves    before  the 

Lord,    and    *  Satan    came    also    among    them.  =>  Keb.  the 

7  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Satan,  Whence  comest  ^'^^""''""y- 
thou?     Then  Satan   answered  the   Lord,   and 

said,  From  going  to  and  fro  in  the  earth,  and 

8  from  walking  up  and  down  in  it.  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  Satan,  Hast  thou  considered 
my  servant  Job?  for  there  is  none  like  him  in 
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the  earth,  a  perfect  and  an  upright  man,  one 
that  feareth   God,  and  escheweth  evil.     Then  9 
Satan  answered  the  Lord,  and  said,  Doth  Job 
fear  God  for  nought?     Hast  not  thou  made  an  10 
hedge    about    him,   and    about  his   house,   and 
about  all   that  he   hath,   on   every  side?    thou 
hast  blessed    the  work  of  his   hands,   and  his 
'substance  is   increased  in  the  land.      But  put  n 
forth   thine   hand   now,    and   touch   all  that   he 
hath,   and  he  will  renounce  thee   to  thy  face. 
And  the  Lord  said  unto  Satan,  Behold,  all  that  12 
he  hath  is  in  thy  'power;   only  upon  himself 
put  not  forth  thine  hand.     So  Satan  went  forth 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

And  it  fell  on  a  day  when  his  sons  and  his  13 
daughters   were   eating  and    drinking  wine   in 
their  eldest   brother's   house,   that  there   came'14 
a    messenger   unto   Job,    and    said.   The    oxen 
were    plowing,    and    the    asses    feeding^  beside^    . 

^  Wiih.  .shcha.  them:    and  Hhe   Sabeans   fell   upon   them,   and  15 
took    them    away;    yea,'  they   have    slain    the 

'' \uh. young    ^servants   with  the   edge   of  the  sword;   and    \ 

While  16 
he  was  yet  speaking,  there  came  also  another, 
and  said,  The  fire  of  God  is  fallen  from  heaven, 
and    hath    burned     up    the    sheep,     and     the 
'servants,  and  consumed  them;  and  I  only  am 
escaped  alone  to  tell  thee.     While  he  was  yet  17 
speaking,   there  came   also  another,   and   said, 
The   Chaldeans    made   three    bands,    and    ^fell 
upon  the  camels,'  and  have  taken  them   away, 
yea,   and   slain  the  servants  with  the  edge   of 
the  sword ;  and  I  only  am  escaped  alone  to  tell 
thee.     While  he  was  yet  speaking,  there  came  18 
also    another,    and    said.    Thy    sons    and    thy 
dauofhters   were    eating    and   drinkinof  wine   in 
their  eldest  brother's  house  :  and,  behold,  there  '9 
came   a  great  wind   from   the  wilderness,    and

21  worshipped  ;  and  he  said,  Naked  came  I  out  of 
my  mother's  womb,  and  naked  shall  I  return 
thither:  the  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath 
taken  away;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

22  In  all  this  Job  sinned  not,  nor  charged  God 
with  foolishness. 

1  Again  there  was  a  day  when  the  sons  of 
God  came  to  present  themselves  before  the 
Lord,  and  Satan  came  also  among  them  to  pre- 

2  sent  himself  before  the  Lord.  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  Satan,  From  whence  comest  thou  ? 
And  Satan  answered  the  Lord,  and  said.  From 
going  to  and  fro  in  the  earth,  and  from  walking 

3  up  and  down  in  it.  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Satan,  Hast  thou  considered  my  servant  Job? 
for  there  is  none  like  him  in  the  earth,  a  perfect 
and  an  upright  man,  one  that  feareth  God,  and 
escheweth  evil:  and  he  still  holdeth  fast  his 
integrity,   although    thou   movedst    me  against 

4  him,  Ho  destroy  him  without  cause.  And 
Satan  answered  the  Lord,  and  said,  Skin  for 
skin,  yea,  all  that  a  man  hath  will  he  give  for 

5  his  life.  But  put  forth  thine  hand  now,  and 
touch  his  bone  and  his  flesh,  and  he  will    re- 

6  nounce  thee  to  thy  face.  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  Satan,   Behold,  he  is  in  thine  hand  ;  only 

7  spare  his  life.  So  Satan  went  forth  from  the 
presence  of  the  Lord,  and  smote  Job  with  sore 
boils  from  the  sole  of  his  foot  unto  his  crown, 

8  And  he  took  him  a  potsherd  to  scrape  himself 

9  withal ;  and  he  sat  among  the  ashes.  Then 
said  his  wife  unto  him,  Dost  thou  still  hold 
fast    thine   integrity  ^^    renounce   God,    and   die.

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But  he  said  unto  her,  Thou  speakest  as  one  of  lo 
the  fooUsh  women  speaketh.  ^   What  ?  shall  we 
receive  good  at  the  hand  of  God,  and  shall  we 
not  receive  evil?   In   all   this  did  not  Job  sin 
with  his  lips. 

Now  when  Job's  three  friends   heard   of  all  n 
this  evil  that  was  come  upon  him,  they  came 
every  one    from    his    own   place ;    Eliphaz   the 
Temanite,  and  Bildad  the  Shuhite,  and  Zophar 
the   Naamathite  :   and   they  made  an  appoint- 
ment together  to  come  to  bemoan  him  and  to 
comfort  him.     And  when  they  lifted  up  their  12 
eyes   afar   off,   and  knew  him   not,   they  lifted 
up  their  voice,  and  wept ;  and  they  rent  every 
one  his  mantle,  and  sprinkled  dust  upon  their 
heads  toward  heaven.     So  they  sat  down  with  13 
him   upon  the  ground  seven  days   and.  seven  » 
nights,  and  none  spake  a  word  unto  him:  for 
they  saw  that  his  grief  was  very  great. 

.After  this  opened  Job  his  niouth,  and  cursed  i  • 
his  day.     And  Job  answered  and  said,  2 

Let  the  day  perish  wherein  I  was  born,  3^ 

And  the  night  which  said,  There  is  a  man  child 

conceived.

Let  no  joyful  voice  come  therein. 

Let  them  curse  it  that  curse  the  clay,  S 
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Who  are  'ready  to  rouse  up  Leviathan.  ^  Or,  skufui 

9  Let  the  stars  of  the  twilight  thereof  be  dark  : 
Let  it  look  for  light,  but  have  none ; 
Neither  let  it  behold  the  eyelids  of  the  morning: 

10  Because  it  shut  not  up  the  doors  of  my  mother  s 

womb, 
Nor  hid  trouble  from  mine  eyes. 

11  Why  died  I  not  from  the  womb  ? 

Why  did  I  not  give  up  the  ghost  when  I  came 
out  of  the  belly  ? 

1 2  W^hy  did  the  knees  receive  me  ? 

Or  why  the  breasts,  that  I  should  suck  ? 

13  For  now  should  I  have   lien  down   and  been 

quiet ; 
I  should  have  slept,  then  had  I  been  at  rest : 

14  With  kings  and  counsellors  of  the  earth, 
Which  'built  up  waste  places  for  themselves ; 

15  Or  with  princes  that  had  gold. 
Who  filled  their  houses  w^ith  silver : 

16  Or  as  a  hidden  untimely  birth  I  had  not  been  ; 
As  infants  which  never  saw  light. 

17  There  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling  ;  ^  o*"'  ^'""^'"S 
And  there  the  weary  be  at  rest. 

18  There  the  prisoners  are  at  ease  together; 
They  hear  not  the  voice  of  the  taskmaster. 

19  The  small  and  great  are  there; 

And  the  servant  is  free  from  his  master. 

20  Wherefore    is    light   given    to    him    that    is   in 

misery, 
And  life  unto  the  bitter  in  soul ; 

21  Which  Mong  for  death,  but  it  cometh  not;  '  i^*^^-  •^'^'■^• 
And  dig  for  it  more  than  for  hid  treasures ; 

22  Which  rejoice  'exceedingly. 
And  are  glad,  when  they  can  find  the  grave  ? 

23  Why  is  light  given  to  a  man  whose  way  is  hid, 
And  whom  God  hath  hedged  in? 

24  For  my  sicrhino;  cometh  'before  I  eat,  "O'--  ti^^  »>}' 
And  my  roarings  are  poured  out  like  water.

3  I  have  seen  the  foolish  taking  root :

I  made  me  great  works  ;  I  builded  4 
me  houses  ;    I   planted  me  vineyards  ;   I   made  5 
me  gardens  and  parks,  and  I  planted  trees  in 
them  of  all  kinds   of  fruit:    I   made  me  pools  6 
of  water,  to  water  therefrom  the  forest  where 
trees  were  reared  :  I  bought  men  servants  and  7 
maidens,  and  had  servants  born  in  my  house  ; 
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also  I  had  great  possessions  of  herds  and  flocks 
above  all  that  were  before  me  in   Jerusalem: 

8  I  gathered  me  also  silver  and  gold,  and  the 
peculiar  treasure  of  kings  and  of  the  provinces  : 
I  gat  me  men  singers  and  women  singers,  and 

the  delights  of  the  sons  of  men,  ^musical  in-  ^Ox,co,uu- 

9  struments  and  that  of  all  sorts.  So  I  was  great,  ^^"Jny"''^- 
and  increased  more  than  all  that  were  before  The  lxx. 
me  in  Jerusalem  :    also  my  wisdom  "remained  render  "'J^- 

10  with  me.     And  whatsoever  mine  eyes  desired  i>earc>-s.   The 
I  kept  not  from  them :  I  withheld  not  my  heart  HXe"wisvery 
from  any  joy,  for  my  heart  rejoiced  because  of  uncertain, 
all  my  labour;  and  this  was  my  portion  from  all  ]2odbyme 

11  my  labour.  Then  I  looked  on  all  the  works 
that  my  hands  had  wrought,  and  on  the  labour 
that  I  had  laboured  to  do :  and,  behold,  all  was 
vanity  and  a  striving  after  wind,  and  there  was 
no  profit  under  the  sun. 

12  And  I  turned  myself  to  behold  wisdom,  and 
madness  and  folly  :    for  what  can  the  man  do 

that  Cometh  after  the  king  }   ^even  that  which  ^  Or,  in  tiwa 

13  hath    been    already    done.     Then    I    saw    that  ^;!arfbem'"' 
wisdom  excelleth  folly,  as  far  as  light  excelleth  already  doncf 

14  darkness.  The  wise  man's  eyes  are  in  his 
head,  and  the  fool  walketh  in  darkness  :  and  yet 
I  perceived  that  one  event  happeneth  to  them 

15  all.  Then  said  I  in  my  heart,  As  it  happeneth 
to  the  fool,  so  will  it  happen  even  to  me ;  and 
why  was   I   then  more  wise  ?     Then  I  said  in 

16  my  heart,  that  this  also  was  vanity.  For  of  the 
wise  man,  even  as  of  the  fool,  there  is  no  re- 
membrance for  ever;  seeing  that  in  the  days 
to  come  all  will  have  been  already  forgotten. 
And  how  doth  the  wise  man  die  even  as  the 

17  fool!  So  I  hated  life;  because  the  work  that 
is  wrought  under  the  sun  was  grievous  unto  rne  : 

18  for  all  is  vanity  and  a  striving  after  wind.  Yea. 
I  hated  all  my  labour  wherein  I  laboured  under 
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the  sun  :   seeing  that  I  must  leave  it  unto  the 
man  that  shall  be  after  me.     And  who  knoweth  19 
whether  he  shall  be  a  wise  man  or  a  fool  ?  yet 
shall  he  have  rule  over  all  my  labour  wherein 
I   have  laboured,  and  wherein  I   have  shewed 
v/isdom    under   the   sun.     This  also  is  vanity. 
Therefore  I  turned  about  to  cause  my  heart  to  20 
despair  concerning  all  the  labour  wherein  I  had 
laboured  under  the  sun.     For  there  is  a   man  21 
whose  labour  is  with  wisdom,  and  with  know- 
ledge, and  with  ^skilfulness ;  yet  to  a  man  that 
hath  not  laboured  therein  shall  he  'leave  it  for 
his   portion.     This  also  is   vanity  and  a  great 
evil.     For  what  hath  a  man  of  all  his  labour,  22 
and  of  the  ^striving  of   his   heart,  wherein  he 
laboureth  under  the  sun  ?     For  all  his  days  are  23 ' 
btit  sorrows,  and  his  travail  is  grief ;  yea,  even  in 
the  night  his  heart  taketh  no  rest.     This  als^  is 
vanity.      'There  is   nothing  better  for   a    man  24 
than  that  he  should  eat  and  drink,  and  make 
his  soul  enjoy  good  in  his  labour.      This  also  I 
saw,  that  it  is   from    the   hand    of   God.      For  25 
who  can  eat,  or  who  can  ^lave  enjoyment,  ®more 
than  I  ?     For  to  the  man  that  pleaseth  him  God  26 
giveth  wisdom,  and  knowledge,  and  joy  :  but  to 
the  sinner  he  giveth  travail,  to  gather  and  to 
heap  up,  that  he  may  give  to  him  that  pleaseth 
God.     This  also  is  vanity  and  a  striving  after 
wind. 

To  every  thing  there  is  a  season,  and  a  time  i   c 
to  every  ^purpose  under  the  heaven  :  a  time  to  2 
be  born,  and  a  tirne  to  die  ;  a  time  to  plant,  and 
a  time  to  pluck  up  that  which  is  planted  ;  a  time  3 
to    kill,  and   a  time  to  heal ;    a  time  to  break 
down,  and  a  time  to  build  up  ;  a  time  to  weep,  4 
and  a  time  to  laugh ;  a  time  to  mourn,  and  a 
time  to  dance  ;  a  time  to  cast  away  stones,  and  5 
a  time  to  gather  stones   together  ;    a   time   to 
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embrace,  and  a  time  to  refrain  from  embracing  ; 

6  a  time  to  seek,  and  a  time  to  lose;  a  time  to 

7  keep,  and  a  time  to  cast  away  ;    a  time  to.  rend, 
and  a  time  to  sew  ;  a  time  to  keep  silence,  and 

8  a  time  to  speak ;  a  time  to  love,  and  a  time  to 
hate  ;    a  time  for  war,  and   a  time   for   peace. 

9  What  profit  hath  he  that  worketh  in  that  where- 

10  in  he  laboureth  ?  I  have  seen  the  travail  which 
God    hath    given    to    the    sons    of   men  to    be 

11  exercised  therewith.     He  hath  made  every  thing 
beautiful  in  its  time  :  also  he  hath  set  'the  world  '  Or,  eternity 
in  their  heart,  yet  so  that  man  cannot  find  out 

the  work  that  God  hath  done  from  the  begin- 

12  ning  even  to  the  end.  I  know  that  there  is

It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourning,  than  2 
to  go  to  the  house  of  feasting :  for  that  is  the 
end  of  all  men  ;  and  the  living  will  lay  it  to  his 
heart.      Sorrow  is  better  than  laughter:  for  by  3

All  this  have  I  seen  in  the  days  of  my  vanity :  15 
there  is  a  righteous  man  that  perisheth  in  his 
righteousness,  and  there  is  a  wicked  man  that 
prolongeth  his  life  in  his  evil  doing.

yea,  the^ night  monster  shall  settle  there    and  .-^^r^  ^ 

15  shall  find  her  a  place  of  rest.     There  shall  the  ^,^,    ^ 
arrowsnake  make  her  nest,  and  lay.  and  hatch.  » neb.  urn. 
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^  Or,  for  he 
shall  be  with'^ 
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and  gather  under  her  shadow.-  yea,  there  shall 
the  vultures  be  gathered,  every  one  with  her 
mate.  Seek  ye  out  of  the  book  of  the  Lord, 
and  read:  no  one  of  these  shall  be  missing, 
none  shall  want  her  mate:  for  my  mouth  it 
hath  commanded,  and  his  spirit  it  hath  gathered 
them.  And  he  hath  cast  the  lot  for  them,  and  his  i; 
hand  hath  divided  it  unto  them  by  line:  they 
shall  possess  it  for  ever,  from  generation  to 
generation  shall  they  dwell  therein. 

The  wilderness  and  the  'solitary  place  shall  i 
be  glad;  and  the  desert  shall  rejoice,  and  blos- 
som as  the  ^rose.  It  shall  blossom  abundantly,  2 
and  rejoice  even  with  joy  and  singing;  the  glory 
of  Lebanon  shall  be  given  unto  it,  the  excellency 
of  Carmel  and  Sharon:  they  shall  see  the. glory 
of  the  Lord,  the  excellency  of  our  God. 

Strengthen  ye  the  weak  hands  and  confirm  3 
the  "^feeble  knees.     Say  to  them  that  are  of  a  4 
'fearful  heart,  Be  strong,  fear  not:  'behold, your 
God  will  come  with  vengeance,  zvitJi  the  recom- 
pence  of  God;   he   will    come    and   save   you. 
Then  the  eyes  of  the  blind  shall  be  opened,  and  5 
the  ears  of  the  deaf  shall  be  unstopped.     Then  6 
shall  the  lame  man  leap   as  an  hart,  and  the 
tongue  of  the  dumb  shall  sing:  for  in  the  wil- 
derness shall  waters  break  out,  and  streams  in 
the  desert.     And  the  'glowing  sand  shall  be-  7 
come  a  pool,  and  the  thirsty  ground  springs  of 
water :  in  the  habitation  of  jackals,  where  they 
lay,  shall  be  ^grass  with  reeds  and  rushes.     And  8 
an  highway  shall  be  there,  and  a  way,  and   it 
shall  be  called  The  way  of  holiness;  the  unclean 
shall  not  pass  over  it;  'but  it  shall  be  for  those: , 
the  wayfaring  men,  yea  fools,  shall  not  err  there- 
in.    No  lion  shall  be  there,  nor  shall  ravenous  9 
beasts  go  up  thereon,  they  shall  not  be  found 
there;  but  the  redeemed  shall  walk  there:  and  i 
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the  ransomed  of  the  Lord  shall  return,  and 
come  with  singing  unto  Zion;  and  everlasting 
joy  shall  be  upon  their  heads:  they  shall  obtain 
gladness  and  joy,  and  sorrow  and  sighing  shall 
flee  away. 

36  T      ^Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fourteenth  year  iSee^Kin^s 
of   king    Hezekiah,   that  "Sennacherib  king  of  ^''^'"'  '^'  ''' 
Assyria  came  up  against  all  the  fenced  cities  2  Heb. 

2  of  Judah,  and  took  them.     And  the  king  of  s<^''heni>- 
Assyria  sent  Rabshakeh  from  Lachish  to  Jeru-    "25^^^  «^ 
salem  unto  king  Hezekiah  with  a  great  army. 

And  he  stood  by  the  conduit  of  the  upper  pool 

3  in  the  highway  of  the  fuller's  field.  Then  came 
forth  unto  him  Eliakim  the  son  of  Hilkiah 
which  was  over  the  household,  and  Shebna  the 
^scribe,   and  Joah   the   son  of  Asaph  the  ''re-  ^  Ox,  secretary 

4  corder.     And  Rabshakeh  said  unto  them.  Say  ^Oi,chromchr 
ye  now  to  Hezekiah,  Thus  saith  the  great  king, 

the  king  of  Assyria,  What  confidence  is  this 

5  wherein  thou  trustest.^  I  say,  thy  counsel  and 
strength  for  the  war  are  but  vain  words:  now 
on  whom  dost  thou  trust,  that  thou  hast  rebelled 

6  against  me?  Behold,  thou  trustest  upon  the 
staff  of  this  bruised  reed,  even  upon  Egypt; 
whereon  if  a  man  lean,  it  will  go  into  his  hand, 
and  pierce  it:  so  is  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt  to 

7  all  that  trust  on  him.  But  if  thou  say  unto  me, 
We  trust  in  the  Lord  our  God:  is  not  that  he, 
whose  high  places  and  whose  altars  Hezekiah 
hath  taken  away,  and  hath  said  to  Judah  and  to 
Jerusalem,  Ye  shall  worship  before  this  altar? 

8  Now  therefore,  I  pray  thee,  'give  pledges  to  my  '•'Ox^makea 
master  the  king  of  Assyria,  and  I  will  give  thee  ''^^^'■''"' 
two  thousand  horses,  if  thou  be  able  on  thy  part 

9  to  set  riders  upon  them.      How  then  wflt  thou       Out- 
turn away  the  face  of  one  captain  of  the  least 

of  my  master's  servants?  and  thou  puttest  thy 
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trust  on  Egypt  for  chariots  and  for  horsemen. 
And  am   I   now  come  up    without   the    Lord  ro 
against  this  land  to  destroy  it?     The  Lord  said 
unto  me,  Go  up  against  this  land,  and  destroy  it. 
Then  said  Eliakim  and  Shebna  and  Joah  unto  n 
Rabshakeh,   Speak,   I   pray  thee,  unto  thy  ser- 
vants in  the  Syrian  language;  for  we  understand 
it:  and  speak  not  to  us  in  the  Jews'  language, 
in  the  ears  of  the  people  that  are  on  the  wall. 
But  Rabshakeh  said,  Hath  my  master  sent  me  to  13 
thy  master  and  to  thee  to  speak  these  words? 
hath  he  not  sent  me  to  the  men  that  sit  upon  the 
wall,  to  eat  their  own  dung,  and  to  drink  their 
own  water  with  you?     Then  Rabshakeh  stood,  13 
and  cried  with  a  loud  voice  in  the  Jews''  lan- 
guage, and  said.  Hear  ye  the  words  of  the  great 
king,  the  king  of  Assyria.     Thus  saith  the  king,  14 
Let  not  Hezekiah  deceive  you:  for  he  shall  not 
be  able  to  deliver  you.     Neither  let  Hezekiah  15 
make  you  trust  in  the  Lord,  saying,  The  Lord 
will   surely  deliver  us:    this    city  shall   not  be 
given   into  the  hand  of  the  king   of  Assyria. 
Hearken  not  to   Hezekiah:  for  thus  saith  the  16 
^Wzh.Make    king  of  AssyHa,  ^Make  your  peace  with  me, 
and  come  out  to  me ;  and  eat  ye  every  one  of 
his  vine,  and  every  one  of  his  fig  tree,  and  drink 
ye  every  one  the  waters  of  his  own  cistern;  until  17 
I  come  and  take  you  away  to  a  land  like  your 
own  land,  a  land  of  corn  and  wine,  a  land  of 
bread  and  vineyards.     Beware   lest    Hezekiah  18 
persuade  you,  saying,  The  Lord  will  deliver  us. 
Hath  any  of  the  gods  of  the  nations  delivered 
his  land  out  of  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Assyria? 
Where  are  the  gods  of  Hamath  and  Arpad?  19 
where  are  the  gods  of  Sepharvaim?  and  have 
they  delivered  Samaria  out  of  my  hand?     Who  20 
are  they  among  all  the  gods  of  these  countries, 
that  have  delivered    their  country  out  of   my 


-with  nie  a 
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hand,  that  the  Lord  should  deHver  Jerusalem 
2  1  out  of  my  hand?     But  they  held  their  peace, 
and  answered  him  not  a  word:  for  the  king's 
commandment  was,   saying,   Answer  him   not. 
22  Then    came  Eliakim  the  son  of   Hilkiah    that 
was  over  the  household,  and  Shebna  the  scribe, 
and    Joah    the  son  of  Asaph  the  recorder,  to 
Hezekiah  with  their  clothes  rent,  and  told  him 
the  words  of  Rabshakeh. 
37  I       'And  it  came  to  pass,  when  king  Hezekiah  \See  2  Kings 
heard  it,  that  he  rent  his  clothes,  and  covered  ^'■^' '' 
himself  with  sackcloth,  and  went  into  the  house 

2  of  the  Lord.  And  he  sent  Eliakim,  who  was 
over  the  household,  and  Shebna  the  scribe,  and 
the  elders  of  the  priests,  covered  with  sackcloth, 

3  unto  Isaiah  the  prophet  the  son  of  Amoz.  And 
they  said  unto  him,  Thus  saith  Hezekiah,  This 
day  is  a   day  of  trouble,  and  of  rebuke,  and 

of  Contumely:  for   the   children   are    come   to  =  Or,  ror/^^/.v 
the  birth,  and  there  is   not  strength    to  bring  '^ 

4  forth.       It    may  be  the   Lord    thy   God    will 

hear  the  words  of  Rabshakeh,  ^vhom  the  king  \^Jffjl^- 
of  Assyria   his  master  hath   sent  to   reproach  'of  AssyUT 
the  living  God,  and  will  rebuke  the  words  which  hath  sent  him 
the  Lord  thy  God  hath  heard:  wherefore  lift 

5  up  thy  prayer  for  the  remnant  that  is  left.  So 
the  servants  of  king  Hezekiah  came  to  Isaiah. 

6  And  Isaiah  said  unto  them.  Thus  shall  ye  say 
to  your  master.  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Be  not 
afraid  of  the  words  that  thou  hast  heard,  where- 
with the  servants  of  the  king  of  Assyria  have 

7  blasphemed  me.      Behold,  I  will  put  a  spirit  in 
f^  him,  and  he  shall  hear  a  rumour,  and  shall  re- 

'>  turn  unto  his  own  land;  and  I  will  cause  him  to 

fall  by  the  sword  in  his  own  land. 

8  So  Rabshakeh  returned,  and  found  the  king  of 
Assyria  warring  against  Libnah :  for  he  had  heard 

9  that  he  was  departed  from  Lachish.  And  he  heard 
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say  concerning  TIrhakah  king -of  Ethiopia,  He 
Is  come  out  to  fight  against  thee.  And  when 
he  heard  it,  he  sent  messengers  to  Hezekiah, 
saying,  Thus  shall  ye  speak  to  Hezekiah  king  10 
of  Judah,  saying,  Let  not  thy  God  In  whom 
thou  trustest  deceive  thee,  saying,  Jerusalem 
shall  not  be  given  Into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 
Assyria.  Behold,  thou  hast  heard  what  the  kings  n 
1  Or,  drjotins  of  AssyHa  havc  done  to  all  lands  by  destroying 
^'^'^"''  them  utterly;  and  shalt  thou  be  delivered?   Have  12 

the  gods  of  the  nations  delivered  them,  which 
my  fathers  have  destroyed,  Gozan,  and   Haran, 
and  Rezeph,  and  the  children  of  Eden  which 
werein  Telassar?  Where  is  the  king  of  Hamath,  13 
and  the  king  of  Arpad,  and  the  king  of  the  city  of 
"-  Ayya  in        Sepharvalm,  of  Hena,  and  "Ivvah?    And  Heze-  14 
2Kingsxvi..     j^j^j^  received  the  letter  from  the  hand  of  the 
messengers  and  read  It:  and  Hezekiah  wentiup 
unto  the  house  of  the  LoRp,  and  spread  it  be- 
fore the  Lord.     And    Hezekiah    prayed   unto  15 
the  Lord,  saying,  O  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  16 
Israel,  that  dwellest  betmeeu  the  cherubim,  thou 
art  the  God,  even  thou  alone,  of  all  the  king- 
doms   of  the   earth:    thou   hast    made   heaven 
and   earth.      Incline    thine    ear,    O    Lord,   and  17 
hear;  open  thine  eyes,  O  Lord,  and  see:  and 
hear  all  the  words  of  Sennacherib,  which  hath 
sent  to  reproach  the  living  God.     Of  a  truth,  18 
Lord,    the    kings  of  Assyria   have  laid  waste 
all   the    countries,    and    their    land,    and   have  19 
cast   their   gods   Into   the    fire:    for  they  were 
no  gods,  but  the  work  of  men's    hands,  wood 
and  stone;  therefore  they  have  destroyed  them. 
Now   therefore,    O    Lord  our    God,    save    us  20 
"  from  his  hand,  that  all   the    kingdoms   of  the 
earth  may  know  that  thou  art  the  Lord,  even 
thou  only. 

Then    Isaiah    the    son    of  Amoz    sent    unto  21 
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Hezekiah,  saying,   Thus  saith    the    Lord,  the 
God  of  Israel,  Whereas  thou  hast  prayed   to 

22  me  against  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria,  this 
is  the  word  which  the  Lord  hath  spoken  con- 
cerning him  :  The  virgin  daughter  of  Zion  hath 
despised  thee,  hath  laughed  "thee  to  scorn  ;  the       <^-^^^^ 
daughter  of  Jerusalem  hath  shaken  her  head  'at  1  iicb.  a/ur. 

23  thee.  Whom  hast  thou  reproached  and  blas- 
phemed ?  and  against  whom  hast  thou  exalted 
thy  voice  ?  thou  hast  even  lifted  up  thine  eyes 

24  on  high  against  the  Holy  One  of  Israel.  By  thy 
servants  hast  thou  reproached  the  Lord,  and 
hast  said.  With  the  multitude  of  my  chariots  am 
I  come  up  to  the  height  of  the  mountains,  to 
the  innermost  parts  of  Lebanon  ;  and  I  will  cut 
down  the  tall  cedars  thereof,  and  the  choice  'fir  -  Or,  cypress 
trees  thereof:   and  I  will  go  unto  his  farthest 

25  height,  to  the  forest  of  his  fruitful  field.  I  have 
digged,  and  drunk  water ;  and  with  the  sole  of 
my  feet  will  I  dry  up  all  the  rivers  of  ^  Egypt.  3  or,  defence 

26  Hast  thou  not  heard  how  I  have  done  it  long  "'"''^xix^?'"^' 
V.  J^p=ou^^%o,  and  formed  it  of  ancient  times  .'*  now  have 

P"^**^     '         I  brought  it  to  pass,  that   thou   shouldest   be 
to  lay  waste  fenced  cities   into   ruinous  heaps. 

27  Therefore  their  inhabitants  were  of  small  power, 
they  were  dismayed  and  confounded  :  they  were 
as  the  grass  of  the  field,  and  as  the  green  herb, 

as  the  grass  on  the  housetops,  and  as  ^a  field  of  *ini  Kings 

28  coi^n  before  it  be  grown  up.      But  I  know  thy  J^^^^j; "'" 
sitting  down,  and  thy  going  out  and  thy  coming 

29  in,  and  thy  raging  against  me.      Because  of  thy 

raofine  against  me,  and  for  that  "thine  arroo^ancy  ^  Or,  thy  care- 
is  come  up  mto  mme  ears,  therefore  will  1  put 
my  hook  in  thy  nose,  and  my  bridle  in  thy  lips, 
and  I  will  turn  thee  back  by  the  way  by  which 

30  thou  camest.  And  this  shall  be  the  sign  unto 
thee,  Ye  shall  eat  this  year  that  which  groweth  of 
itself ;  and  the  second  year  that  which  springeth 
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^  See  2  Kings 
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of  the  same  :  and  in  the  third  .year  sow  ye,  and 
reap,   and  plant   vineyards,   and    eat   the    fruit 
thereof.      And   'the    remnant   that    is    escaped  31 
of  the  house  of  Judah  shall  again   take   root 
downward,  and  bear  fruit  upward  :   for  out  of  32 
Jerusalem  shall  go  forth  a  remnant,  and  out  of 
mount  Zion  they  that  shall  escape  :  the  zeal  of 
the  Lord  of  hosts  shall  perform  this.     There-  33 
fore  thus  saith  the  Lord  concerning  the  king  of 
Assyria,  He  shall  not  come  unto  this  city,  nor 
shoot  an  arrow   there,   neither   shall    he   come 
before  it  with  shield,  nor  cast^a  mount  against 
it.     By  the  way  that  he  came,  by  the  same  shall  34 
he  return,  and  he  shall  not  come  unto  this  city, 
saith  the  Lord.     For  I  will  defend  this  city  to  35 
save  it,  for  mine  own  sake,  and  for  my  servant     ' 
David's  sake. 

And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  went  forth,  ^and  z^ 
smote  in  the  camp  of  the  Assyrians  a  hundred 
and  fourscore  and  five  thousand  :  and  when  men 
arose  early  in  the  morning,  behold,  they  were 
all    dead    c-orpses.     So    Sennacherib    king    of  37 
Assyria  departed,  and  went  and  returned,  and 
dwelt  at  Nineveh.     And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  38 
was  worshipping   in  the  house  of  Njsroch  his 
god,  that  Adrammelech  and  Sharezer  his  sons 
smote  him  with  the  sword  ;   and  they  escaped 
into  the  land  of  Ararat :    and  Esarhaddon  his 
son  reigned  in  his  stead. 

^In  those  days  was  Hezekiah  sick  unto  death,  i 
And  Isaiah  the  prophet  the  son  of  Amoz  came 
to  him,  and  said  unto  him.  Thus  saith  the  Lord, 
Set  thine  house  in  order :    for  thou   shalt  die, 
and  not  live.     Then  Hezekiah  turned  his  face  2 
to   the   wall,  and  prayed   unto  the   Lord,  and  3 
said,  Remember  now,  O  Lord,  I  beseech  thee, 
how   I    have   walked  before  thee  in  truth  and 
with  a  perfect  heart,  and  have  done  that  which 
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is  good  in  thy  sight.    And  Hezekiah  wept  sore. 

4  Then   came   the  word  of  the  Lord  to  Isaiah, 

5  saying,  Go,  and  say  to  Hezekiah,  Thus  saith 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  David  thy  father,  I  have 
heard  thy  prayer,  I  have  seen  thy  tears  :  behokl, 

6  I  will  add  unto  thy  days  fifteen  years.  And  I 
will  deliver  thee  and  this  city  out  of  the  hand  of 
the  king  of  Assyria  :  and  I  will  defei^d  this  city. 

7  And  this  shall  be  the  sign  unto  thee  from  the 
Lord,  that  the  Lord  will  do  this  thing  that  he 

8  hath  spoken  ;   Behold,  I  will  cause  the  shadow 

on  the  steps,  which  is  gone  down  on  the  'dial  of  '  iieb.  steps. 
Ahaz  'with   the  sun,   to   return   backward  ten  -Or, /y 
steps.      So  the  sun  returned  ten  steps  ^on  the  '  Or,  i>y  -whuh 
dial  whereon  it  was  gone  down.  ^^'^'  "■  '^''' 

9  The  writing  of  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah, 
when  he  had  been  sick,  and  was  recovered  of

See  livings        ^At    that   time    Merodach-baladan,    the   son  i  39 
of  Baladan,  king  of  Babylon,  sent  letters  and  a 
present  to  Hezekiah  :  for  he  heard  that  he  had 
been  sick,  and  was  recovered.     And  Hezekiah  2 
was  glad  of  them,  and  shewed  them  the  house 

^  Or,  spicay     of  his  "precious  things,  the  silver,  and  .the  gold, 
and  the  spices,  and  the  precious  oil,  and  all  the 

7  Ox,jc7veis  house  of  his  "armour,  and  all  that  was  found  in 
his  treasures  :  there  was  nothing  in  his  house, 
nor  in  all  his  dominion,  that  Hezekiah  shewed 
them  not.  Then  csCme  Isaiah  the  prophet  unto  3 
king  Hezekiah,  and  said  unto  him.  What  said 
these  men  ?  and  from  whence  came  they  unto 
thee  ?  And  Hezekiah  said,  They  are  come 
from  a  far  country  unto  me,  even  from  Babylon.

Who  hath  declared  it  from  the  be-  26 
ginning,  that  we  may  know.-^  and   beforetlme, 
that  we  may  say,  He  is  righteous  ?  yea,  there  is 
none    that   declareth,    yea,   there    is  none  that 
sheweth,  yea,  there  is  none  that  heareth  your 
words.     ^The  first  shall  say  unto  Zion,  Behold,  27 
behold  them;  and  I  will  give  to  Jerusalem  one 
that  bringeth  good  tidings.

Thy  first   father   sinrted,  27  . ' 
and  ^thine  interpreters  have  transgressed  against 

me.     Therefore  I  will  profane  the  "^ princes  of  28  , 
the  sanctuary,  and  I  will  make  Jacob  a  ^curse, 
and  Israel  a  reviling.     Yet  now  hear,  O  Jacob  i  44 
my  servant ;  and  Israel,  whom  I  have  chosen  : 
thus  saith  the  Lord  that  made  thee,  and  formed  2 
thee  from  the  womb,  who  will  help  thee  :  Fear 
not,  O  Jacob  my  servant;  and  thou,  Jeshurun, 
whom  I  have  chosen.     For  I  will  pour  water  3 
upon  ^him  that  is  thirsty,  and  streams  upon  the 
dry  ground  :    I   will   pour  my  spirit  upon   thy 
seed,  and   my  blessing   upon    thine    offspring : 
and  they  shall  spring  up  among  the  grass,  as  4 
willows  by  the  water  courses.     One  shall  say,  5 

1  am  the  Lord's  ;  and  another  shall  'call  kmi- 
se If  hy  the  name  of  Jacob;  and  another  shall, 
'"subscribe  with  his  hand  unto  the  Lord,  and 
"surname  himself  hy  the  name  of  Israel. 

Thus  saith  the    Lord    the    King   of    Israel,  6 
and  his  redeemer  the  Lord  of  hosts :   I  am  the 
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first,  and   I  am  the  last ;   and  beside  me  there 

7  is  no  God.     And  who,  as  I,^shall  call,  and  shall 
declare    it,  and   set   it   in  order  for  me,   since

t"^'^'-^^''  that  are  coming,  and  that  shall  come  to  pass,  let 

8  them  declare.     Fear  ye  not,  neither  be  afraid  :  '  Or,  declare 
have  I  not  declared  unto  thee  of  old,  and  shewed  ""'° "'""  , 
it?  and  ye  are  my  witnesses.      Is  there  a  God 
beside  me  ?  yea,  there  is  no  Rock ;   I  know  not

ashamed ;  and  the  workmen,  they  are  of  men  :  ^^urJo'"'' "'^ 
let  them  all  be  gathered  together,  let  them  stand 

up  ;  they  shall  fear,  they  shall  be  ashamed  to- 

12  gether.     The  smith  ^makdh  an  axe,  and  worketh  "  Or,  sharpen- 
m  the  coals,  and  fashioneth   it  with  hammers,  ^^^"-^'"^ 
and  worketh  it  with  his  strong  arm  :  yea,  he  is 
hungry,  and  his  strength  faileth  ;  he  drinketh  no

bread  :  yea,  he  maketh  a  god,  and  worshippeth 
it;    he  maketh  it  a  graven   image,  and  lalleth 

16  down  thereto.      He  burneth  ''part  thereof  in  the  ^  or.  the  haij 
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^  Ox,  the  half   fire;    with    ^part   thereof  he   eateth   flesh;    he 
roasteth  roast,  and  is  satisfied  :  yea,  he  warmeth 
himself,  and   saith,   Aha,    I    am  warm,    I    have 
seen  the  fire  :  and  the  residue  thereof  he  maketh  17 
a  god,  even  his  graven  image  :  he  falleth  down 
unto  it  and  worshippeth,  and  prayeth  unto  it, 
and  saith,   DeHver  me  ;   for  thou  art  my  god. 
They  know  not,  neither  do  they  consider:  for  18 
'^w^h.  daubed,  he  hath  ^shut  their  eyes,  that  they  cannot  see  ; 
and  their  hearts,  that  they  cannot  understand. 
And  none  calleth  to  mind,  neither  is  there  know-  19 
ledge  nor  understanding  to  say,  I  have  burned 
part  of  it  in  the  fire ;   yea,  also  I   have  baked 
bread  upon  the  coals  thereof;    I   have  roasted 
flesh  and  eaten  it :  and  shall  I  make  the  residue 
thereof  an   abomination  ?    shall   I   fall  down  to 
the  stock  of  a  tree  ?      He  feedeth  on  ashes  :  a  20 
deceived  heart  hath  turned  him  aside,  that*  he 
cantiot  deliver  his  soul,  nor  say.

Remember  these  things,  O  Jacob;  and  Israel,  21 
for  thou  art  my  servant :   I  have  formed  thee ;

'  not  be  forgotten  of  me.  I  have  blotted  out,  as  22 
a  thick  cloud,  thy  transgressions,  and,  as  a 
cloud,  thy  sins  :  return  unto  me ;  for  I  have 
redeemed  thee.

Hear  ye  this,  O  house  of  Jacob,  which  are  i  48 
called  by  the  name  of  Israel,  and  are  come  forth 
out  of  the  waters  of  Judah;  which  swear  by  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  and  make  mention  of  the 
God  of  Israel,  but  not  in  truth,  nor  in  righteous- 
ness.

the  Lord  of  hosts  is  his  name.     I  have  declared  3 
the  former  things  from  of  old;  yea,  they  went 
forth  out  of  my  mouth,   and    I    shewed  them: 
suddenly   I   did  them,  and  they  came  to  pass.     '  _  - 
Because  I  knew  that  thou  art  obstinate,  and  thy  4 
neck  is  an  iron  sinew,  and  thy  brow  brass;  there-  5 
fore  I  have  declared  it  to  thee  from  of  old;  before 
itcame  to  pass  I  shewed  it  thee:  lest  thou  should- 
est  say,  Mine  idol  hath  done  them,  and  my  gra- 
ven image,  and  my  molten  image,  hath  commanded 
them.     Thou  hast  heard  it;  behold  all -this;  and  6 
ye,  will  ye  not  declare  it?  I  have  shewed  thee  new 
thinos  from  this  time,  even  hidden  thinsfs,  which 
thou  hast  not  known.    They  are  created  now,  and  7 
not  from  of  old ;  and  before  this  day  thou  heard- 
est  them  not;  lest  thou  shouldest  say,  Behold,  I 
knew  them.     Yea,  thou  heardest  not;  yea,  thou  8 
knewest  not;  yea,  from  of  old  thine  ear  was  not 
opened:   for  I  knew  that  thou  didst  deal  very 
treacherously,    and   wast    called  a   transgressor 
from  the  womb.      For  my  name's  sake  will   I  9 
defer  mine  anger,  and  for  my  praise  will  I   re- 
frain for  thee,  that  I  cut  thee  not  off.      Behold,  10 
I  have  refined  thee,  but  not  as  silver;   I   have

And  they  thirsted  not  when  he  led 
them  through  the  deserts :  he  caused  the 
waters  to  flow  out  of  the  rock  for  them:  he 
clave  the  rock  also,  and  the  waters  gushed  out. 
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There  is  no  peace,   saith  the'  Lord,  unto  the  22 
wicked. 

Listen,   O  isles,  unto   me  ;    and  hearken,  ye  i  49 
peoples,  from  far :    The   Lord  hath  called  me 
from  the  womb  ;  from  the  bowels  of  my  mother 
hath   he   made  mention  of  my  name  :    and  he  2

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  redeemer  of  Israel,  7

He  was  oppressed,  yet  he  humbled  himself  7 
and  opened  not  his  mouth;  as  a  lamb  that  is  led 
to  the  slaughter,  and  as  a  sheep  that  before  her 
shearers  is  dumb:  yea,  he  opened  not  his  mouth. 
^Byoppressionand  judgement hewas  takenaway;  8 
"and  whio   considereth   his  ^generation?  for  he 
was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the  living;  for  the 
transgression  of  my  people  Vas    he    stricken.

Declare  ye  in  Judah, 
and  publish  in  Jerusalem;  and  say,  Blow  ye  the 
trumpet  in  the  land:  cry  aloud  and  say,  Assem- 
ble yourselves,  and  let   us  go  into  the  fenced 

6  cities.  Set  up  a  standard  toward  Zion  :  flee  for 
safety,  stay  not :   for  I  will  bring  evil  from  the 

7  north,  and  a  great  destruction.  A  lion  is  gone 
up  from  his  thicket,  and  a  destroyer  of  nations ; 
he  is  on  his  way,  he  is  gone  forth  from  his  place ; 
to  make  thy  land  desolate,  that  thy  cities  be  laid 

8  waste  without  inhabitant.  For  this  gird  you 
with  sackcloth,  lament  and  howl  :  for  the  fierce 
anger  of  the  Lord  is  not  turned  back  from  us. 

9  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  at  that  day,  saith  the 
Lord,  that  the  heart  of  the  king  shall  perish, 
and  the  heart  of  the  princes  ;  and  the  priests  shall 
be  astonished,  and  the  prophets  shall  wonder. 

lo  Then  said  I,  Ah,  Lord  God!  surely  thou  hast

make  ye  mention  to  the  nations;  behold,  publish  i6 
against  Jerusalem,  that  watchers  come  from  a 
far  country,  and  give  out  their  voice  against  the 
cities  of  Judah.     As  keepers  of  a  field  are  they  17 
against   her   round    about;    because   she   hath 
been   rebellious   against   me,  saith    the    Lord. 
Thy  way  and  thy  doings  have  procured  these  18 
things  unto  thee ;   this  is  thy  wickedness ;   ^for 
it  is  bitter,  ^for  it  reacheth  unto  thine  heart. 

My  bowels,  my  bowels !  ^"I  am  pained  at  my  19

I  beheld  the  earth,  and,  lo,  it  was  ^waste  and  23 
void ;   and  the  heavens,  and  they  had  no  light.

How  can  I  pardon  7 
thee  ?  thy  children  have  forsaken  me,  and  sworn 
by  them  that  are  no  gods  :    when   I  had   'fed 
rSg,"wJ  them  to  the  full,  they  committed  adultery,  and 
them  swear      assembled  themselves  in  troops  at  the  harlots' 
houses.

Flee  for  safety,  ye  children  of  Benjamin,  out  i 
of  the  midst  of  Jerusalem,  and  blow  the  trumpet 
in  Tekoa,  and  raise  up  a  signal  on   Beth-hac- 
cherem  :    for  evil   hath   looked   forth   from   the 
north,  and  a  great   destruction.     The   comely  2 
and  delicate  one,  the  daughter  of  Zion,  will  I 
cut  off.     Shepherds  with  their  flocks  shall  come  3 
unto  her ;   they  shall  pitch   their  tents  against 
her  round  about ;  they  shall  feed  every  one  in 
his  place.     ^Prepare  ye  war  against  her;  arise,  4 
and  let  us  go  up  at  noon.     Woe  unto  us !  for 
the  day  declineth,  for  the  shadows  of  the  even- 
ing are  stretched  out.

16  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Stand  ye  in  the  ways  ■w«rethcynot 
and  see,  and  ask  for  the  old  paths,  where  is  the  f""* 
good  way,  and  walk  therein,  and  ye  shall  find      ■^'•^'"""^ 
rest  for  your  souls  :  but  they  said,  We  will  not 

17  walk  therein.  And  I  set  watchmen  over  you, 
saying.

Therefore 
hear,   ye  nations,  and    know,   O    congregation,

wicked  are  not   plucked  away.     Refuse  silver  30 
shall  men   call   them,  because  the   Lord   hath 
rejected  them. 

The  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  from  the  i 
Lord,  saying.  Stand  in  the  gate  of  the  Lord's  2 
house,  and  proclaim  there  this  word,  and  say. 
Hear  the  word  of' the  Lord,  all  ye  of  Judah, 
that  enter  in  at  these  gates  to  worship  the  Lord. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  3 
Amend  your  ways  and  your  doings,  and  I  will 
cause  you  to  dwell  in  this  place.     Trust  ye  not  4 
in  lying  words,  saying.  The  temple  of  the  Lord, 
The  temple  of  the  Lord,  The  temple  of  the 
Lord,  are  these.     For  if  ye  throughly  amend  5 
your  ways  and   your  doings  ;    if   ye  throughly 
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execute  judgement  between  a  man  and  his  neigh-

1 1  abominations  .-*  Is  this  house,  which  is  called 
by  my  name,  become  a  den  of  robbers  in  your 
eyes  ?     Behold,  I  even  I  have  seen  it,  saith  the 

12  Lord.  But  go  ye  now  unto  my  place  which 
was  in  Shiloh,  where  I  caused  my  name  to  dwell 
at  the  first,  and  see  what   I   did  to  it  for  the 

13  wickedness  of  my  people  Israel.  And  now, 
because  ye  have  done  all  these  works,  saith  the 
Lord,  and  I  spake  unto  you,  rising  up  early 
and  speaking,  but  ye  heard  not ;  and  I  called 

14  you,  but  ye  answered  not :  therefore  will  I  do 
unto  the  house,  which  is  called  by  my  name, 
wherein  ye  trust,  and  unto  the  place  which  I 
gave  to  you  and  to  your  fathers,  as  1  have  done 

15  to  Shiloh.  And  I  will  cast  you  out  of  my  sight, 
as  I  have  cast  out  all  your  brethren,  even  the 
whole  seed  of  Ephraim. 

16  Therefore  pray  not  thou  for  this  people, 
neither  lift  up  cry  nor  prayer  for  them,  neither 
make  intercession  to  me  :    for   I   will  not  hear 

17  thee.     Seest  thou  not  what  they  do  in  the  cities 

18  of  Judah  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  ?  The 
children  gather  wood,  and  the  fathers  kindle 
the  fire,  and  the  women  knead  the  dough,  to 
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make  cakes  to  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour 
out  drink-offerings  unto  other  gods,  that  they 
may  provoke  me  to  anger.     Do  they  provoke  me  19 
to  anger  ?  saith  the  Lord  ;  do  they  not  provoke 
themselves,  to  the  confusion  of  their  own  faces?

Thus    saith    the     Lord,    Let    not   the   wise  23 
man  glory  in  his  wisdom,  neither  let  the  mighty- 
man  glory  in  his  might,  let  not  the  rich  man 
glory  in  his  riches  :    but  let  him  that  glorieth  24 
glory  in  this,  that  he  understandeth,  and  knoweth 
me,  that  I  am  the  Lord  which  exercise  loving- 
kindness,  judgement,  and  righteousness,  in  the 
earth  :  for  in  these  things  I   delight,  saith  the 
Lord.      Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  25 
that   I  will  punish  all  them  which  are  circum- 
cised   in    tJieir    uncircumcision ;     Egypt,    and  26 
Judah,  and    Edom,  and    the   children  of  Am- 
mon,  and  Moab,  and  all  that  have  the  corners 
of  their  hair  polled,  that  dwell  in  the  wilder- 
ness :    for   all    the    nations    are    uncircunrcised, 
and  all  the  house  of  Israel  are  uncircumcised  in 
heart.

blue  and  purple  for  their  clothing ;  they  are  all 

10  the  work  of  cunning  men.  But  Jehovah  is  -the 
true  God  ;  he  is  the  living  God,  and  an  ever- 
lasting king  :  at  his  wrath  the  earth  trembleth, 
and  the  nations  are  not  able  to  abide  his  indig- 
nation. 

11  ^Thus  shall  ye  say  unto  them,  The  gods  that 
have  not  made  the  heavens  and  the  earth/  these 
shall  perish  from  the  earth,  and  from  under  the 
heavens. 

12  He  hath  made  the  earth  by  his  power,  he 
hath  established  the  world  by  his  wisdom,  and 
by  his  understanding  hath  he  stretched  out  the 
heavens:  ^when  he  uttereth  his  voice,  there  is 
a  tumult  of  waters  in  the  heavens,  and  he 
causeth  the  vapours  to  ascend  from  the  ends  of 
the  earth;  he  maketh  lightnings  for  the  rain, 
and  bringeth  forth  the  wind  out  of  his  treasuries.

prophets  prophesy  Hes  in  my  name :  I  sent  them 
not,  neither  have  I   commanded  them,  neither 
spake  I  unto  them:   they  prophesy  unto  you  a 
lying   vision,    and    divination,   and   a   thing  of 
nought,    and    the    deceit   of    their   own    heart. 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  concerning  the  15 
prophets  that  prophesy  in  my  name,  and  I  sent 
them  not,  yet  they  say,  Sword  and  famine  shall 
not  be  in  this  land  :  By  sword  and  famine  shall 
those  prophets  be  consumed.

And  I  will  make 
thee  unto  this  people  a  fenced  brasen  wall ;  and 
they  shall  fight  against  thee,  but  they  shall  not

And 
I  will  deliver  thee  out  of  the  hand  of  the  wicked, 
and  I  will  redeem  thee  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
terrible.

8  And  thou  shalt  not  go  into  the  house  of  feasting 

9  to  sit  with  them,  to  eat  and  to  drink.  For  thus 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel  : 
Behold,  I  will  cause  to  cease  out  of  this  place. 
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before  your  eyes  and  in  your  days,  the  voice  of 
mirth  and  the  voice  of  gladness,  the  voice  of  the 
bridegroom  and  the  voice  of  the  bride.     And  10 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  thou  shalt  shew  this

waters,  and  that  spreadeth  out  his  roots  by  the 
river,  and  shall  not  ^fear  when  heat  cometh,  but 
his  leaf  shall  be  green  ;  and  shall  not  be  careful 
in  the  year  of  drought,  neither  shall  cease  from 
yielding  fruit.     The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all  9 
things,  and  it  is  desperately  sick :  who  can  know 
it  ?     I  the  Lord  search  the  heart,  I  try  the  reins,  10 
even  to  give  every  man  according  to  his   ways, 
according  to  the  fruit  of  his  doings.     As  the  n 
partridge  'that  gathereth  young  which  she  hath 
not  brought  forth,  so  is  he  that  getteth  riches, 
and  not  by  right;  in  the  midst  of  his  days  Hhey 
shall  leave  him,  and  at  his  end  he  shall  be  a  fool. 

A  glorious  throne,  set  on  high  from  the  begin-  12 
ning,  is  the  place  of  our  sanctuary.    O  Lord,  the  13 
hope  of  Israel,  all  that  forsake  thee  shall  be  a-  ' 
shamed ;  they  that  depart  from  me  shall  be  written 
in  the  earth,  because    they  have  forsaken  the  • 
Lord,  the  fountain  of  living  waters.     Heal  me,  14 
O  Lord,  and  I  shall  be  healed ;  save  me,  and  I 
shall  be  saved  :  for  thou  art  my  praise.     Behold,  i^ 
they  say  unto  me,  Where  is  the  word  of  the 
Lord  ?  let  it  come  now.    As  for  me,  I  have  not  16 
hastened   from    being  a   shepherd   after   thee ; 
neither  have    I  desired 'the  woeful  day;    thou 
knowest :  that  which  came  out  of  my  lips  was 
before  thy  face.     Be  not  a  terror  unto  me  :  thou  1 7 
art  my  refuge  in  the  day  of  evil.     Let  them  be  18 
ashamed  that  persecute  me,  but  let  not  me  be 
ashamed  ;  let  thenx  be  dismayed,  but  let  not  me 
be  dismayed  :  bring  upon  them  the  day  of  evil, 
and  Mestroy  them  with  double  destruction. 

Thus  said  the  Lord  unto  me :  Go  and  stand  19 
in    the   gate    of  'the    children    of   the    people, 
whereby  the  kings  of  Judah  come  in,  and  by 
the  which  they  go  out,  and  in  all  the  gates  of 
Jerusalem;  and   say  unto    them,   Hear  ye  the  20 
word  of  the  Lord,  ye  kings  of  Judah,  and  all 
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Judah,   and   all  the   inhabitants  of  Jerusalem, 
21  that  enter   in   by  these  gates;   thus   saith   the 

Lord:  Take  heed  'to  yourselves,  and  bear  no  ^Oxjoryou,- 
burden  on  the  sabbath  day,  nor  bring  it  in  by  ^'f'^'"'^" 
2  2  the  gates  of  Jerusalem  ;   neither  carry  forth  a 
burden  out  of  your  houses  on  the  sabbath  day, 
neither  do   ye  any  work  :    but    hallow   ye  the 
sabbath   day,   as    I   commanded    your   fathers ; 

23  but  they  hearkened  not,  neither  inclined  their 
ear,  but  made  their  neck  stiff,  that  they  might 
not  hear,   and    might    not   receive    instruction. 

24  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  diligendy  hear- 
ken unto  me,  saith  the  Lord,  to  bring  in  no 
burden  through  the  gates  of  the  city  on  the 
sabbath  day,  but  to  hallow  the  sabbath  day,  to 

25  do  no  work  therein  ;  then  shall  there  enter  in  by 
the  gates  of  this  city  kings  and  princes  sitting 
upon  the  throne  of  David,  riding  in  chariots  and 
on  horses,  they,  and  their  princes,  the  men  of 
Judah,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  :  and 

26  this  city  shall  'remain  for  ever.     And  they  shall  -Or,  /v/«- 
come  from  the  cities   of  Judah,  and  from  the  ^"^'^'•^'^ 
places  round  about  Jerusalem,  and  from  the  land 

of  Benjamin,  and  from  the  lowland,  and  from 
the  mountains,  and  from  the  South,  bringing 
burnt-offerings,  and  sacrifices,  and  oblations,  and 
frankincense,  and  bringing  sacrifices  of  thanks- 

27  giving,  unto  the  house  of  the  Lord.  But  if  ye 
will  not  hearken  unto  me  to  hallow  the  sabbath 
day,  and  not  to  bear  a  burden  and  enter  in  at  , 
the  gates  of  Jerusalem  on  the  sabbath  day;  then 
will  I  kindle  a  fire  in  the  gates  thereof,  and  it 
shall  devour  the  palaces  of  Jerusalem,  and  it 
shall  not  be  quenched. 

18    1       The  word  which  came  to  Jeremiah  from  the 

2  Lord,  saying,  Arise,  and  go  down  to  the  potter's 
house,  and  there  I  will  cause  thee  to  hear  my 

3  words.      Then     I    went    dcjwn    to    the    jxjttcr's 
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house,  and,  behold,  he  wrought  his  work  on  the 
wheels.     And  when  the  vessel  that  he  made  of  4 
the  clay  was  marred  in  the  hand  of  the  potter, 
he  made  it  again  another  vessel,  as  seemed  good 
to  the  potter  to  make  it. 

Then  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  me,  5 
saying,  O  house  of  Israel,  cannot  I  do  with  you  6 
as  this  potter  ?  saith  the  Lord.     Behold,  as  the 
clay  in   the  potter's  hand,  so  are  ye  in  mine 
hand,  O  house  of   Israel.     At  what  instant    I  7 
shall  speak  concerning  a  nation,  and  concerning 
a  kingdom,  to  pluck  up  and  to  break  down  and 
to  destroy  it ;  if  that  nation,  concerning  which  8 
I  have  spoken,  turn  from  their  evil,  I  will  repent 
of  the  evil  that  I  thought  to  do  unto  them.    And  9 
at  what  instant  I  shall  speak  concerning  a  nation,  * 
and  concerning  a  kingdom,  to  build  and  to  plant 
it ;  if  it  do  evil  in  my  sight,  that  it  obey  npt  my  10. 
voice,  then  I  will  repent  of  the  good,  wherewith 
I  said  I  would  benefit  them.     Now  therefore  n 
go  to,  speak  to  the  men  of  Judah,  and  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  saying.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  :   Behold,   I  frame  evil  against  you,  and 
devise  a  device  against   you :    return   ye  now 
every  one  from  his  evil  way,  and  amend  your 
ways  and  your  doings.     But  they  say.  There  is  12 
no  hope :  for  we  will  walk  after  our  own  devices, 
and  we  will  do  every  one  after  the  stubbornness 
of  his  evil  heart. 

Therefore  thus  Saith  the  Lord  :  Ask  ye  now  13 
among  the  nations,  who  hath  heard  such  things; 
the  virgin  of  Israel  hath  done  a  very  horrible 
thing.     Shall  the  snow  of  Lebanon  fail  from  the  14 
^Ox,of strange  rock  of  the  field  }  or  shall  the   cold  waters  ^that 
'Ztt^i^r  flow  down  from  afar  be  Mried  up.?     For  my  15 
2  Or,  people  hath   forgotten    me,   they  have  burned 

p.uckcdup       incense  to  vanity;  and  they  have  caused  them     ' 
to  stumble  in  their  ways,  in  the  ancient  paths, 
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16  to  walk  In  by-paths,  in  a  way  not  cast  up ;  to 
make  their  land  an  astonishment,  and  a  per- 
petual hissing ;  every  one  that  passeth  thereby 

17  shall  be  astonished,  and  shake  his  head,  I  will 
scatter  them  as  with  an  east  wind  before  the 
enemy;  I  will  look  upon  their  back,  and  not 
their  face,  in  the  day  of  their  calamity. 

?^  118  Then  said  they,  Come,  and  let  us  devise 
'  '  devices  against  Jeremiah;  for  the  law  shall  not 
perish  from  the  priest,  nor  counsel  from  the  wise, 
nor  the  word  from  the  prophet.  Come,  and  let 
us  smite  him  with  the  tongue,  and  let  us  not 
give  heed  to  any  of  his  words. 

19  Give  heed  to  me,  O  Lord,  and  hearken  to  the 

20  voice  of  them  that  contend  with  me.  Shall  evil 
be  recompensed  for  good  ?  for  they  have  digged 
a  pit  for  my  soul.  Remember  how  I  stood 
before  thee  to  speak  good  for  them,   to  turn 

21  away  thy  fury  from  them.  Therefore  deliver 
up  their  children  to  the  famine,  and  give  them 
over  to  the  power  of  the  sword ;  and  let  their 
wives  become  childless,  and  widows;  and  let 
their  men  be  slain  of  death,  and  their  young  men 

22  smitten  of  the  sword  in  battle.  Let  a  cry  be 
heard  from  their  houses,  when  thou  shalt  bring 
a  troop  suddenly  upon  them  :  for  they  have 
digged  a  pit  to  take  me,  and  hid  snares  for  my 

23  feet.  Yet,  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  their  counsel 
against  me  to  slay  me;  forgive  not  their  iniquity, 

'  neither  blot  out  their  sin  from  thy  sight :  but 
let  them  be  ^overthrown  before  thee  ;  deal  thou 
with  them  in  the  time  of  thine  anger. 
19  I  Thus  said  the  Lord,  Go  and  buy  a  potter's 
earthen  bottle,  and  take  of  the  elders  of  the 
2  people,  and  of  the  elders  of  the  priests ;  and 
go  forth  unto  the  valley  of  the  son  of  Hinnom, 
which  is  by  the  entry  of  'the  gate  Harsith.  and 
proclaim  there  the  words  that  I  shall  tell  thee  :

14  Then  came  Jeremiah  from  Topheth,  whither

15  to  all  the  people  :  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
the  God  of  Israel,  Behold,  I  will  bring  upon 
this  city  and  upon  all  her  towns  all  the  evil  that 
I  have  pronounced  against  it ;  because  they 
have  made  their  neck  stiff,  that  they  might  not 
hear  my  words.

3  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  Pash- 
hur brought  forth  Jeremiah  out  of  the  stocks. 
Then  said  Jeremiah  unto  him,  The  Lord  hath

they  shall   be   greatly  ashamed,  because   they  v/* 

2  Or,  have  not  "dealt  wisely,  even  with  an  everlasting 
prospered         dlshonour  which  shall  never  be  forgotten.     But,  12 

O  Lord  of  hosts,  that  triest  the  righteous,  that 
seest  the  reins  and  the  heart,  let  me  see  thy 
vengeance  on  them;  for  unto  thee  have  I   re- 
\    vealed  my  cause. 

Sing  unto  the  Lord,  praise   ye   the   Lord:  13 
for  he   hath  delivered  the  soul  of  the   needy 
from  the  hand  of  evildoers.     Cursed  be  the  day  1 4 
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wherjein  I  was  born:  let  not  the  day  wherein 

15  my  mother  bare  me  be  blessed.  Cursed  be 
the  man  who  brou^^ht  tidings  to  my  father, 
saying,  A  man  child  is  born  unto  thee;  making 

16  him  very  glad.  And  let  that  man  be  as  the 
cities  which  the  Lord  overthrew,  and  repented 
not:  and  let  him  hear  a  cry  in  the  morning, 

17  and  ^shouting  at  noontide;  because  he  slew  me  '  Or, 
not  from  the  womb ;  and  so  my  mother  should  "'"'  '^^^'''" 
have  been    my  grave,  and   her   womb   always 

18  great.  Wherefore  came  I  forth  out  of  the 
womb  to  see  labour  and  sorrow,  that  my  days 
should  be  consumed  with  shame? 

21  I  The  word  which  came  unto  Jeremiah  from 
the  Lord,  when  king  Zedekiah  sent  unto  him 
Pashhur  the  son  of  Malchiah,  and  Zephaniah 

2  the  son  of  Maaseiah  the  priest,  saying,  En- 
quire, I  pray  thee,  of  the  Lord  for  us;  for 
Nebucadrezzar  king  of  Babylon  maketh  war 
against  us:  peradventure  the  Lord  will  deal 
with  us  according  to  all  his  wondrous  works, 
that  he  may  go  up  from  us. 

3  Then  said  Jeremiah  unto  them.  Thus  shall 

4  ye  say  to  Zedekiah:  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  the 
God  of  Israel:  Behold,  I  will  turn  back  the 
weapons  of  war  that  are  in  your  hands,  where- 
with ye  fight  against  the  king  of  Babylon,  and 

2^^:^         against  the  Chaldeans  which  besiege  you,  with- 
out the  walls,  and  I  will  gather  them  into  the 
'   5  midst  of   this    city.     And   I    myself  will    fight 
against  you  with  an  outstretched  hand  and  with 
a  strong  arm,  even  in  anger,  and  in  fury,  and 

6  in  great  wrath.  And  I  will  smite  the  inhabit- 
antt   of  this   city,  both   man   and  beast:    they 

7  shall  die  of  a  great  pestilence.  And  after- 
ward, saith  the  Lord,  I  will  deliver  Zedekiah 
king  of  Judah,  and  his  servants,  and  the  people, 
even  such    as    are    left    in    this    city  from    \.\\r 
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pestilence,  from  the  sword,  and  from  the  famine, 
into  the  hand  of  Nebucadrezzar  king  of  Baby- 
lon, and  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies,  and 
into  the  hand  of  those  that  seek  their  life: 
and  he  shall  smite  them  with  the  edge  of  the 
sword;  he  shall  not  spare  them,  neither  have 
pity,  nor  have  mercy.  And  unto  this  people  8 
thou  shalt  say.  Thus  saith  the  Lord:  Behold, 
I  set  before  you  the  way  of  life  and  the  way  of 
death.  He  that  abideth  in  this  city  shall  die  9 
by  the  sword,  and  by  the  famine,  and  by  the 
pestilence:  but  he  that  goeth  out,  and  falleth 
away  to  the  Chaldeans  that  besiege  you,  he 
shall  live,  and  his  life  shall  be  unto  him  for 
a  prey.  For  I  have  set  my  face  upon  this  city  10 
for  evil,  and  not  for  good,  saith  the  Lord:  it? 
shall  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 
Babylon,  and  he  shall  burn  it  with  fire.  .    . 

>    And  touching  the  house  of  the  king  of  Judah,  ii 
hear  ye  the  word  of  the  Lord:    O  house   of  12 
David,  thus  saith  the  Lord;  Execute  judgement' 
in  the  morning,  and  deliver  the  spoiled  out  of 
the  hand  of  the  oppressor,  lest  my  fury  go  forth 
like  fire,  and    burn  that  none   can    quench    it, 
'Another        because  of  the  evil  of  'your  doings.     Behold,  I  13 
/S>"^'^'       ^"^  against  thee,   O  inhabitress  of  the  valley, 
^and  of  the  rock  of  the  plain,  saith  the  Lord  ;  ye 
which  say.  Who  shall  come  down  against  us?      /^^ 
or  who  shall  enter  into  our  habitations?    And  I  14  . 
will  punish  you  according  to  the  fruit  of  your 
doings,  saith  the  Lord:  and  I  will  kindle  a  fire 
in  her  forest,  and  it   shall  devour   all    that    is 
round  about  her. 

Thus  said  the  Lord:  Go  down  to  the  house  i  22 
of  the  king  of  Judah,  and  speak  there  this  word, 
and  say.  Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord,  O  king  of  2 
Judah,  that  sittest  upon  the  throne  of  David, 
thou,    and   thy  servants,    and   thy  people  that

and  Tock 
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3  enter  in  by  these  gates.  Thus  saith  the  I.ORn: 
Execute  ye  judo^-cment  and  ric^htcousncss,  and 
deliver  the  spoiled  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
oppressor:  and  do  no  wrong,  do  no  violence, 
to  the  stranger,  the  fatherless,  nor  the  widow, 

4  neither  shed  innocent  blood  in  this  place.      For 
if  ye  do   this    thing   indeed,  then    shall    there 
enter  in  by  the  gates  of  this  house  kings  sitting 
^upon  the  throne  of  David,  riding  in  chariots  '  \\c\yfor 
and  on  horses,  he,  and   his  servants,  and   his  ZTitro^e" 

5  people.  But  if  ye  will  not  hear  these  words,  I 
swear  by  myself,  saith  the  Lord,  that  this  house 

6  shall  become  a  desolation.     For  thus  saith  the 
Lord  -concerning   the   house   of   the   king   of  -  Or,  unto 
Judah:  Thou  art  Gilead  unto  mc,  ^;z^  the  head 

of   Lebanon:  yet   surely   I    will    make   thee   a 
wilderness,  and  cities  which  are  not  inhabited. 

7  And  I  will  'prepare  destroyers  against  thee,  ^JWx^ 
every  one  with  his  weapons:  and  they  shall  cut  '""'"'jy- 
down  thy  choice  cedars,  and  cast  them  into  the 

8  fire.  And  many  nations  shall  pass  by  this  city, 
and  they  shall  say  every  man  to  his  neighbour, 
Wherefore  hath  the  Lord  done  thus  unto  this 

9  great  city?  Then  they  shall  answer,  Because 
they  forsook  the  covenant  of  the  Lord  their 
God,  and  worshipped  other  gods,  and  served 
them. 

10  Weep  ye  not  for  the  dead,  neither  bemoan 
him:  but  weep  sore  for  him  that  goeth  away; 
for  he  shall  return  no  more,  nor  see  his  native 

11  country.     For   thus   saith    the  Lord   touching 
^Shallum  the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah.  which  'J^j'^^;'^^. 
reio-ned  instead  of  Josiah  his  father,  which  went  hoahaz.'com 
forth  out  of  this  place:  He   shall    not    return  ^^^l^^'- 

12  thither  any  more;  but  in  the  place  whither 
they  have  led  him  captive  there  shall  he  die, 
and  he  shall  see  this  land  no  more. 

13  Woe  unto    him    that  buildcth   his  house:  l)y 
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unrighteousness,  and  his  chambers  by  injustice; 
that  useth  his  neighbour's  service  without  wages, 
and  giveth  him  not  his  hire;  that  saith,  I  will  14 
build  me  a  wide  house  and  spacious  chambers, 
and  cutteth  him  out  windows;  and  it  is  cieled 
with  cedar,  and  painted  with  vermilion.     Shalt  15 
^Ox,viestivith  thou  reigu,   because  thou  ^strivest  to  excel  in 
the  cedar         cedar?   did  not  thy  father  eat  and  drink,  and  do 
judgement  and  justice?  then  it  was  well  with 
him.      He  judged  the   cause  of  the  poor  and  16 
needy ;  then  it  was  well.     Was  not  this  to  know 
me?  saith  the  Lord.      But  thine  eyes  and  thine  17 
heart  are  not  but  for  thy  covetousness,  and  for 
to  shed  innocent  blood,  and  for  oppression,  and    ^^^J-4i< 
for  violence,  to  do  It.     Therefore  thus  saith  the  18 
Lord  concerning  Jehoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah* 
king  of  Judah:  They  shall  not  lament  for  him, 
saymg,   Ah    my  brother !    or.  Ah    sister  J    they    . 
shall  not  lament  for  him,  saying,  Ah  lord !    or. 
Ah    his  glory!    He  shall   be    buried   with   the  19 
burial  of  an  ass,  drawn  and  cast  forth  beyond ' 
the  gates  of  Jerusalem. 

Go   up   to    Lebanon,  and    cry;    and    lift   up  20 
thy  voice  in   Bashan:  and    cry  from    Abarim; 
for  all  thy  lovers  are  destroyed.      I  spake  unto  21 
thee  in  thy  prosperity;  but  thou  saidst,  I  will 
not  hear.     This  hath  been  thy  manner  from  thy 
youth,  that  thou  obeyedst  not  my  voice.     The  22 
"Ox,fecdnpo7i  wind  shall  'feed  all  thy  shepherds,  and  thy  lovers 
shall  go  into  captivity:  surely  then  shalt  thou 
be  ashamed  and  confounded  for  all  thy  wicked- 
■'Someancient  ness.     O  inhabitrcss  of  Lebanon,  that  makest  23 
versions  have,   ^^y  j^est  in  the  cedars,  'how  o;reatly  to  be  pitied

groan.  shalt  thou  be  when  pangs  come  upon  thee,  the 

^ In  2  Kings  pain  as  of  a  woman  in  travail!    As  I  live,  saith  24 

^ylh'oiachm;  the  LoRD,  though  ^Coniah  the  son  of  Jehoiakim 

-"'^  I"  iv^*^*^"  ^i"g  of  Judah  were  the  signet  upon  my  right 

!iiah.'   ''^  hand,  yet    would    I  pluck  thee  thence;   and    I  25 
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will^Ive  thee  into  the  hand  of  them  that  seek 
thy  life,  and  into  the  hand  of  them  of  whom 
thou  art  afraid,  even  into  the  hand  of  Nebucad- 
rezzar  king  of  Babylon,  and  into  the  hand  of 

26  the  Chaldeans.  And  I  will  cast  thee  out,  and 
thy  mother  that  bare  thee,  into  another  country, 
where  ye  were  not  born ;  and  there  shall  ye  die. 

27  But  to  the  land  whereunto 'their  soul  longeth  to  '  Hcb. 

28  return,  thither  shall    they  not  return.      Is  this  /i^wwf 
man  Coniah  a  despised  broken  "vessel?    is  he  a  -Or,/<7/ 
vessel  wherein    is  no  pleasure?   wherefore  are 

they  cast  out,  he  and  his  seed,  and  are  cast  into 

29  the  land  which  they  know  not?    O  ^earth,  earth,  ^Or,  lami 

30  earth,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord.  Thus  saith 
the  Lord,  Write  ye  this  man  childless,  a  man 
that  shall  not  prosper  in  his  days :  for  no  man  of 
his  seed  shall  prosper,  sitting  upon  the  throne  of 
David,  and  ruling  any  more  in  Judah. 

23  I       Woe   unto    the    shepherds  that  destroy  and 
scatter   the   sheep   of   my   pasture !    saith    the 

2  Lord.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  God 
of  Israel,  against  the  shepherds  that  feed  my 
people:  Ye  have  scattered  my  flock,  and  driven 
them  away,  and  have  not  visited  them ;  behold, 
I   will  visit  upon  you  the  evil  of  your  doings, 

3  saith  the  Lord.  And  I  will  gather  the  remnant 
of  my  flock  out  of  all  the  countries  whither  I 
have  driven  them,  and  will  bring  them  again  to 
their    folds;    and    they    shall    be    fruitful    and 

4  multiply.  And  I  will  set  up  shepherds  over 
them  which  shall  feed  them:  and  they  shall 
fear  no  more,  nor  be  dismayed,  neither  shall 
any  be  lacking,  saith  the  Lord. 

5  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that 
I    will  raise  unto  David  a  righteous  'Branch, 
and  he  shall   reign  as  king  and  ''deal    \yisely,  »or,/;w/rr 
and  shall  execute  judgement  and  justice  in  the 

6  land.      In  his  days  Judah  shall  be  saved,  and

children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt;  but,  8 
As  the  Lord  liveth,  which  brought  up  and 
which  led  the  seed  of  the  house  of  Israel  out  of 
the  north  country,  and  from  all  the  countries 
whither  I  had  driven  them;  and  they  shall  dwell 
in  their  own  land. 

Concerning  the  prophets.     Mine  heart  within  9 
me  is  broken,  all  my  bones  shake;   I  am  like  a 
drunken  man,  and  like  a  man  whom  wine  hath 
overcome ;  because  of  the  Lord,  and  because  of 
his  holy  words.     For  the  land  is  full  of  adul-*io 

2  Or, //^^  «/w  terers ;     for    because    of    ^swearing    the    land 

mourneth;   the  pastures  of  the  wilderne^  are'    . 
dried   up ;   and  their  course  is  evil,  and  their 
force  is  not  right.     For  both  prophet  and  priest  1 1 
are  profane;   yea,   in  my  house  have   I   found 
their  wickedpess,  saith  the   Lord.     Wherefore  12 
their  way  shall  be  unto  them  as  slippery  places 
in  the  darkness:  they  shall  be  driven  on,  and 
fall  therein:    for   I   will  bring  evil  upon  them, 

=*  Or,  in  the      ^eveu  the  year  of  their  visitation,  saith  the  Lord. 

■^''"'  And    I    have    seen    folly    in    the    prophets    of  13 

Samaria;  they  prophesied  by  Baal,  and  caused 
my  people  Israel  to  err.  But  in  the  prophets  14 
III  I,  of  Jerusalem  I  have  seen  an  horrible  thing; 
they  commit  adultery,  and  walk  in  lies,  and 
they  strengthen  the  hands  of  evildoers,  that 
none  doth  return  from  his  wickedness :  they  are 
all  of  them  become  unto  me  as  Sodom,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  as  Gomorrah. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts  con-   15 
cerning  the  prophets:  Behold,  I  will  feed  them 
with   wormwood,    and    make   them    drink    the 
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water  of  'gall:  for  from  the  prophets  of  Jerusa-  '  See  viii.  14. 
lem  is  profaneness  gone  forth  into  all  the  land. 

16  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  Hearken  not 
unto  the  words  of  the  prophets  that  prophesy 
unto  you ;  they  teach  you  vanity :  they  speak  a 
vision  of  their  own  heart,  and  not  out  of  the 

17  mouth  of  the  Lord.    They  say  continually  unto 

them  "that  despise  me,  The  Lord  hath  said.  Ye  -  According  t 
shall    have    peace;    and    unto   every  one    that 
walketh  in  the  stubbornness  of  his  own  heart  ofVhcLord, 

18  they  say,  No  evil  shall  come  upon  you.  For 
who  hath  stood  in  the  council  of  the  Lord,  that 
he  should    perceive   and  hear  his  word?   who 

19  hath  marked  ^my  word,  and  heard  it?    Behold,  3  Another 
the  tempest  of  the  Lord,  even  his  fury  is  gone 
forth,   yea,  a   whirling  tempest:    it  shall   burst 

20  upon  the  head  of  the  wicked.     The  anger  of 
the    Lord    shall    not    return,    until    he    have 
■^executed,  and  till  he  have  performed  the  intents  ^  Or,  done  it 
of  his  heart:  in  the  latter  days  ye  shall  'under-  ">  Ox,  consider 

21  stand  it  perfectly.  I  sent  not  these  prophets, 
yet  they  ran :   I  spake  not  unto  them,  yet  they 

22  prophesied.  But  if  they  had  stood  in  my 
council,  then  had  they  caused  my  people  to 
hear  my  words,  and  had  turned  them  from  their 

23  evil  way,  and  from  the  evil  of  their  doings.  Am 
I   a  God  at  hand,  saith  the   Lord,  and  not  a 

24  God  afar  off?  Can  any  hide  himself  in  secret 
places  that  I  shall  not  see  him?  saith  the  Lord. 
Do  not  I  fill  heaven  and  earth?  saith  the  Lord. 

25  I  have  heard  what  the  prophets  have  said,  that 
prophesy   lies    in    my   name,    saying,    I    have 

26  dreamed,  I  have  dreamed.  How  long  shall 
this  be  in  the  heart  of  the  prophets  that 
prophesy  lies;  even  the  prophets  of  the  deceit 

27  of  their  own  heart?  which  think  to  cause  my 
people  to  forget  my  name  by  their  dreams  which 
they  tell  every  man  to  his  neighbour,  as  their 
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fathers  forgat  my  name  for  Baal.  The  prophet  28 
that  hath  a  dream,  let  him  tell  a  dream ;  and  he 
that  hath  my  word,  let  him  speak  my  word 
faithfully.  What  is  the  straw  to  the  wheat? 
saith  the  Lord.  Is  not  my  word  like  as  fire?  29 
saith  the  Lord  ;  and  like  a  hammer  that  breaketh 
the  rock  in  pieces? 

Therefore,  behold,  I  am  against  the  prophets,  30 
saith  the  Lord,  that  steal  my  words  every  one 
from  his  neighbour.      Behold,  I  am  against  the  31 
prophets,  saith  the  Lord,  that  'use  their  tongues, 
and  say,  He  saith.     Behold,  I  am  against  them  32 
that   prophesy  lying   dreams,   saith  the  Lord, 
and    do    tell    them,    and    cause   my   people    to 
err   by  their  lies,  and  by  their  vain  boasting : 
yet    I    sent   them   not,  nor  commanded  them  ;* 
neither  shall  they  profit  this  people  at  all,  saith 
the    Lord.      And    when    this   people,   or   the' 33 
prophet,    or   a   priest,    shall    ask   thee,    saying, 
What  is  the  burden  of  the  Lord  ?  then  shalt 
thou   'say   unto  them,    ^What   burden !    I    will 
cast    you    off,    saith    the    Lord.     And   as   for  34 
the  prophet,   and   the    priest,  and    the  people, 
that    shall    say,    The    burden    of    the    Lord, 
I    will    even    punish  that  man  and.  his  house. 
Thus    shall   ye   say   every   one   to   his    neigh-  35 
bour,    and    every   one    to    his   brother.    What 
hath  the  Lord  answered  ?  and,  What  hath  the 
Lord  spoken?     And  the  burden  of  the  Lord  36 
shall    ye   mention  no    more :    for  *every  man's 
own  word  'shall  be  his  burden;  for  ye  have  per- 
verted the  words  of  the  living  God,  of  the  Lord 
of  hosts  our  God.     Thus  shalt  thou  say  to  the  37 
prophet.  What  hath  the  Lord  answered  thee  ? 
and,  What  hath  the  Lord  spoken?     But  if  ye  38 
say,  The  burden  of  the  Lord;   therefore  thus 
saith  the  Lord  :  Because  ye  say  this  word,  The 
burden  of  the  Lord,  and  I  have  sent  unto  you. 
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saying-,  Ye   shall  not  say,  The  burden  of  the 

39  Lord;  therefore,  behold,  I   will  'utterly  forget  •  Or,  acc.mi- 
you,  and  I  will  cast  you  off,  and  the  city  that  I  1"^^!^^"" 
gave  unto  you  and  to  your  fathers,  away  from  authorities,////' 

40  my  presence :  and  I  will  bring  an  everlasting  re-  -''""  "^ 
proach  upon  you,  and  a  perpetual  shame,  which 
shall  not  be  forgotten. 

24  I  The  Lord  shewed  me,  and,  behold,  two 
baskets  of  figs  set  before  the  temple  of  the 
Lord  ;  after  that  Nebucadrezzar  king  of  Baby- 
lon had  carried  away  captive  Jeconiah  the  son 
of  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah,  and  the  princes  of 
Judah,  with  the  craftsmen  and  smiths,  from 
Jerusalem,  and  had  brought  them  to  Babylon. 

2  One  basket  had  very  good  figs,  like  the  figs  that 
are  first  ripe:  and  the  other  basket  had  very  bad 
figs,  which  could  not  be  eaten,  they  were  so  bad. 

3  Then  said  the  Lord  unto  me,  What  seest  thou, 
Jeremiah?  And  I  said,  Figs;  thegood  figs,  very 
good ;  and  the  bad,  very  bad,  that  cannot  be 

4  eaten,  they  are  so  bad.     And  the  word  of  the 

5  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  the  God  of  Israel ;  Like  these  good  figs. 
so  will  I  regard  the  captives  of  Judah,  whom  I 
have  sent  out  of  this  place  into  the  land  of  the 

6  Chaldeans,  for  good.  For  I  will  set  mine  eyes 
upon  them  for  good,  and  I  will  bring  them 
again  to  this  land  :  and  I  will  build  them,  and 
not  pull  them  down;  and  I  will  plant  them,  and 

7  not  pluck  them  up.  And  I  will  give  them  a 
heart  to  know  me,  that  I  am  the  Lord  :  and 
they  shall  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  their 
God :  for  they  shall  return  unto  me  with  their 

8  whole  heart.  And  as  the  bad  figs,  which  cannot 
be  eaten,  they  are  so  bad  ;  surely  thus  saith  the 
Lord,  So  will  I  give  up  Zedekiah  the  king 
of  Judah,  and  his  princes,  and  the  residue  of 
Jerusalem,  that  remain  in  this  land,  and  them 


unto 
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that  dwell  in  the  land  of  ^gypt :  I  will  even  9 
^  Ox,  a  terror  give  them  Up  to  be  ^tossed  to  and  fro  among 
all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth  for  evil;  to  be 
a  reproach  and  a  proverb,  a  taunt  and  a  curse, 
in  all  places  whither  I  shall  drive  them.  And  10 
I  will  send  the  sword,  the  famine,  and  the 
pestilence,  among  them,  till  they  be  consumed 
from  off  the  land  that  I  gave  unto  them  and 
to  their  fathers. 

The  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  concerning  i  25 
all  the  people  of  Judah  in  the  fourth    year  of 
Jehoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah  ;  the 
same  was  the  first  year  of  Nebucadrezzar  king 
of   Babylon ;    the  which  Jeremiah  the  prophet  2 
spake  unto  all  the  people  of  Judah,  and  to  all 
the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  saying  :  From  the  ^ 
thirteenth    year  of  Josiah   the   son    of  Amon 
king  of  Judah,  even  unto  this  day,  these  ;three  '    ■ 
aqd  twenty  years,  the  word  of  the  Lord  hath 
come   unto  me,  and  I  have  spoken  unto  you, 
rising  up  early  and  speaking ;  but  ye  have  not 
hearkened.     And  the  Lord  hath  sent  unto  you  4 
all  his  servants  the  prophets,  rising  up  early  and 
sending  them ;  but  ye  have  not  hearkened,  nor 
inclined  your  ear  to  hear ;    saying,   Return    ye  5 
now  every  one  from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the 
evil  of  your  doings,  and  dwell  in  the  land  that 
the    Lord    hath  given  unto   you  and  to   your 
fathers,  from  of  old   and    even  for  evermore  : 
and   go    not   after'  other   gods  to   serve  them,  6 
and  to  worship  them,  and  provoke  me  not  to 
anger  with  the  work  of  your  hands ;  and  I  will 
do  you  no  hurt.     Yet  ye  have  not  hearkened  7 
unto  me,  saith  the  Lord;  that  ye  might  provoke 
me  to  anger  with  the  work  of  your  hands  to 
your  own  hurt.     Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  S 
of  hosts :  Because  ye  have  not  heard  my  words, 
behold,  I  will  send  and  take  all  the  families  of  9 
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the  north,  saith  the  Lord,  and  /  will  send  unto 
Nebucadrezzar  the  king  of  Babylon,  my  ser- 
vant, and  will  bring  them  against  this  land,  and 
against  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  against  all 
these  nations  round  about;  and  I  will  ^utterly  » iicb.  o'.w/.-. 
destroy  them,  and  make  them  an  astonishment, 
and    an    hissing,    and    perpetual    desolations. 

10  Moreover    I    will  Hake   from    them    the   voice  ^YiQ\i.  cause  to 
of  mirth  and  the  voice  of  gladness,  the  voice  ^/,^,l'/'''"" 
of  the  bridegroom  and  the  voice  of  the  bride, 

the  sound  of  the  millstones,  and   the   light  of 

11  the  candle.  And  this  whole  land  shall  be  a 
desolation,  and  an  astonishment ;  and  these 
nations  shall  serve  the  king  of  Babylon  seventy 

12  years.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when 
seventy  years  are  accomplished,  that  I  will 
punish  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  that  nation, 
saith  the  Lord,  for  their  iniquity,  and  the  land 
of  the  Chaldeans ;  and  I  will  make  it  'desolate  '^  Hci 

13  for  ever.  And  I  will  bring  upon  that  land 
all  my  words  which  I  have  pronounced  against 
it,  even  all  that  is  written  in  this  book,  which 
Jeremiah  hath  prophesied  against  all  the  nations. 

14  For  many  nations  and  great  kings  shall  serve 
themselves  of  them,  even  of  them:  and  I  will 
recompense  them  according  to  their  deeds,  and 
according  to  the  work  of  their  hands. 

15  For  thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel, 
unto  me :  Take  the  cup  of  the  wine  of  this  fury 
at  my  hand,  and  cause  all  the  nations,  to  whom 

16  I  send  thee,  to  drink  it.  And  they  shall 
drink,  and  reel  to  and  fro,  and  be  mad,  because 
of  the  sword   that    I    will   send   among   them. 

17  Then  took  I  the  cup  at  the  Lord's  hand,  and 
made  all  the  nations  to  drink,  unto  whom  the 

18  Lord  had  sent  me  :  lo  wit,  Jerusalem,  and  the 
cities  of  Judah,  and  the  kings  thereof,  and  the 
princes  thereof,  to  make  them  a  desolation,  an 
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astonishment,  an  hissing,  and  a  curse ;  as  it  is 
this    day;     Pharaoh    king   of    Egypt,    and    his  19 
servants,  and    his  princes,  and  all  his  people ; 
and  all  the  mingled  people,  and  all  the  kings  of  20 
the  land  of  Uz,  and  all  the  kings  of  the  land  of 
the    Philistines,  and  Ashkelon,  and  Gaza,  and 
Ekron,  and  the  remnant  of  Ashdod;  Edom,  and  21 
Moab,  and  the  children  of  Ammon  ;  and  all  the  22 
kings  of  Tyre,  and  all  the  kings  of  Zidon,  and 

1  Or,  the  kings  of  the  Msle  which  is  beyond  the  sea ; 

coastiand         Qedan,  and  Tema,  and  Buz,  and  all  that  have  23 

the   corners   of  their  hair  polled ;    and  all  the  24    <V^ 
kings  of  Arabia,  and  all  the  kings  of  the  mingled 
people  that  dwell  in  the  wilderness ;  and  all  the 
kings  of  Zimri,  and  all  the  kings  of  Elam,  and  25 
all  the  kings  of  the  Medes  ;  and  all  the  kings  of  26 
the  north,  far  and  near,  one  with  another,  and  all 
the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  which  are  upQn  the '    • 

••'Seech,  li.      face  of  the  earth:  and  the  king  of  "Sheshach 
c  c  /  '   ^''^^  -  /^*  f'  ^  (Shall  drink  after  them.     And  thou  shalt  say  unto  27 
V       (i         — -  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel :  Drink  ye,  and  be  drunken,  and  spue, 
and  fall,  and  rise  no  more,  because  of  the  sword 
which  I  will    send  among  you.     And  it    shall  28 
be,  if  they  refuse  to  take  the  cup  at  .thine  hand 
to  drink,  then  shalt  thou  say  unto  them.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts  :  Ye  shall  surely  drink. 
For,    lo,    I    begin    to    work    evil    at   the   city  29 
which    is   called    by  my  name,  and  should    ye 
be  utterly  unpunished  '^     Ye  shall  not  be  un- 
punished :  for  I  will  call  for  a  sword  upon  all 
the   inhabitants  of  the  earth,  saith    the  Lord 
of    hosts.     Therefore    prophesy   thou    against  3° 
them  all  these  words,  and  say  unto  them.  The 
Lord  shall    roar  from  on  high,  and    utter   his 
voice  from  his  holy  habitation;  he  shall  mightily 

^Ox.pasiiwe    roar   against  his  'fold;    he  shall  give  a  shout, 
as    they  that  tread  the  grapes,  against  all    the 
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31  inhabitants  of  the  earth.  A  noise  shall  come 
even  to  the  end  of  the  earth ;  for  the  Lord  hath 
a  controversy  with  the  nations,  he  will  plead 
with  all  flesh;  as  for  the  wicked,  he  will  give 
them  to  the  sword,  saith  the  Lord. 

32  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  Behold,  evil 
shall  go  forth  from  nation  to  nation,  and  a  great 
tempest  shall  be  raised  up  from  the  uttermost 

33  parts  of  the  earth.  And  the  slain  of  the  Lord 
shall  be  at  that  day  from  one  end  of  the  earth 
even  unto  the  other  end  of  the  earth:  they  shall 
not  be  lamented,  neither  gathered,  nor  buried; 
they  shall  be  dung  upon  the  face  of  the  ground. 

34  Howl,  ye  shepherds,  and  cry ;  and  wallow 
yourselves  in  ashes,  ye  principal  of  the  ilock : 
for  the  days  of  your  slaughter  are  fully  come ; 

^and  T  will  break  you  in  pieces,  and  ye  shall  fall  ^Or, andi-wni 

35  like   a   pleasant   vessel.     And   ^the    shepherds  oi^'^oiher- 
shall  have  no  way  to  flee,  nor  the  principal  of  wise  read,

36  the  rlock  to  escape.  A  voice  ot  the  cry  ot  the  dispersions 
shepherds,  and  the  howling  of  the  principal  of  *Or,  ^^/t

37  ture.      And   the   peaceable   folds   are   brought  «^'»y*^^*<^"'- 
to   silence  because  of  the  fierce  anger  of  the  shJi'pa-'isk 

38  Lord.     He   hath  forsaken    his  covert,  as   the  f>o"^  '^''■' 
lion  :  for  their  land  is  become  an  astonishment  l-seajc/rirn"' 
because   of  Hhe    fierceness    of  the   oppressing  ^■''• 
sword,  and  because  of  his  fierce  anger.  in^'to^^ome'' 

26  I       In  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Jehoiakim  ancient  au- 
the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judali,  came  this  word  '^Jp^:,'^'^ 
2  from  the  Lord,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  :  ■"wr./ 
Stand    in  the  court  of  the  Lord's  house,  and 
speak  unto  all  the  cities  of  Judah,  which  come 
to  worship  in  the  Lord's  house,  all  the  words 
that  I  command  thee  to  speak  unto  them ;  keep 
«J^<(jM>^     3  not    back    a    word.       It    may    be    they    will 
.   .  .      hearken,    and    turn    every    man  from    his  evil 

*^^' '"^        vvay;  that  I   may  repent  me  of  the  evil,  which 
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I    purpose   to   do    unto   them    because   of  the 
evil    of    their    doings.     And    thou   shalt    say  4 
unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  :    If  ye  will 
not  hearken  to  me,  to  walk  in  my  law,  which 
I    have   set   before    you,    to    hearken    to    the  5 
words  of  my  servants    the  prophets,  whom    I 
send  unto  you,  even  rising  up  early  and  sending 
them,  but  ye    have    not  hearkened ;    then  will  6 
I  make  this  house  like  Shiloh,  and  will  make 
this  city  a  curse  to  all  the  nations  of  the  earth. 
And  the  priests  and  the  prophets  and  all  the  7 
people   heard  Jeremiah   speaking   these   words 
in  the  house  of  the    Lord.     And    it   came   to  8 
pass,  when  Jeremiah  had  made  an  end  of  speak- 
ing all  that  the  Lord  had  commanded  him  to 
speak  unto  all  the  people,  that  the  priests  and  * 
the   prophets  and  all   the  people  laid  hold  on 
him,    saying,    Thou    shalt    surely   die.      »Why  9 
hast  thou  prophesied  in  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
saying,  This  house    shall  be  like    Shiloh,  and 
this  city  shall  be  desolate  without  inhabitant  ? 
And  all  the  people  were  gathered  unto  Jeremiah 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord. 

And  when  the  princes  of  Judah  heard  these  10 
things,  they  came  up  from  the  king's  house  unto 
the   house  of  the  Lord  ;   and  they  sat  in  the 
entry  of  the   new  gate   of  the    Lord's   hoiLse. 
Then  spake  the  priests  and  the  prophets  unto  1 1 
the  princes  and  to  all  the  people,  saying,  This 
man  is  worthy  of  dfeath;  for  he  hath  prophesied 
against  this  city,  as  ye  have  heard  with  your 
ears.     Then  spake  Jeremiah  unto  all  the  princes  12 
and  to  all  the  people,  saying,  The  Lord  sent 
me  to  prophesy  against  this  house  and  against 
this    city  all    the   words    that   ye   have   heard. 
Therefore    now    amend   your   ways    and    your  13 
doings,  and  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  your 
God ;  and  the  Lord  will  repent  him  of  the  evil 
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14  that  he  hath  pronounced  against  you.  Rut 
as  for  me,  behold,  I  am  in  your  hand  :  do  widi 

15  me  as  is  good  and  right  in  your  eyes.  Only 
know  ye  for  certain,  that  if  ye  put  me  to  death, 
ye  shall  bring  innocent  blood  upon  your- 
selves, and  upon  this  city,  and  upon  the  in- 
habitants thereof:  for  of  a  truth  the  Lord  hath 
sent  me  unto  you  to  speak  all  these  words  in 

16  your  ears.  Then  said  the  princes  and  all 
the  people  unto  the  priests  and  to  the  prophets: 
This  man  is  not  worthy  of  death;  for  he  hath 
spoken  to  us  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  our  God. 

17  Then  rose  up  certain  of  the  elders  of  the 
land,    and    spake   to   all   the   assembly  of  the 

18  people,  saying,  ^Micaiah    the    Morashtite    pro-

phesied  in  the  days  of  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah,  MUah.    See 
and  spake  to  all  the  people  of  Judah,  saying,  Mieahi.  i. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  "Zion  shall  be  ^SceMicah 
plowed  as  a  held,  and  Jerusalem  shall  become  '"'  '^" 
heaps,  and  the  mountain  of  the  house  as  the 

19  high  places  of  a  forest.  Did  Hezekiah  king 
of  Judah  and  all  Judah  put  him  at  all  to  death.'* 
did  he  not  fear  the  Lord,  and  intreat  the  favour 
of  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  repented  him  of  the 
evil  which  he  had  pronounced  against  them? 
Thus  should  we  commit  great  evil  against  our 

20  own  souls.  And  there  was  also  a  man  that  pro- 
phesied in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  Uriah  the 
son  of  Shemaiah  of  Kiriath-jearim;  and  he  pro- 
phesied against  this  city  and  against  this  land 

21  according  to  all  the  words  of  Jeremiah:  and 
when  Jehoiakim  the  king,  with  all  his  mighty 
men,  and  all  the  princes,  heard  his  words,  the 
king  sought  to  put  him  to  death  ;  but  when 
Uriah   heard    it,  he   was  afraid,  and  lied,  and 

22  went  into  Egypt:  and  Jehoiakim  the  king 
sent  men  into  Egypt,  namely,  Elnathan  the 
son  of  Achbor,  and  certain  men  with  him,  into 


the  people 
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Egypt :    and    they    fetched^    forth     Uriah    out  23 
of   Egypt,    and    brought   him    unto   Jehoiakim 
the  king ;   who  slew  him  with  the  sword,  and 
cast    his   dead    body    into    the   graves    of    the 

'Ueh.  sons  of  'commou    people.      But    the   hand    of  Ahikam  24 
the   son  of  Shaphan  was  with   Jeremiah,  that 
they  should  not  give  him  into  the  hand  of  the 
people  to  put  him  to  death. 

2  Properly  In  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  'Jehoiakim  i  27 

the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  came  this  word 
unto   Jeremiah  from    the    Lord,  saying,   Thus  2 
saith  the  Lord  to  me :  Make  thee  bands  and 
''bars,  and  put  them  upon  thy  neck;  and  send  3 

xjfvfJs^'''       them  to  the  king  of  Edom,  and  to  the  king  of 
Moab,  and  to  the  king  of  the  children  of  Am- 
mon,  and  to  the  king  of  Tyre,  and  to  the  king  * 
of  Zidon,  by  the  hand  of  the  messengers  which 
come  to  Jerusalem  unto  Zedekiah  king  of  Jjidah;  ■    . 
and  give  them    a  charge  unto  their    masters,  4' 
saying,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel :  Thus  shall  ye  say  unto  your  masters  ; 
I  have  made  the  earth,  the  man  and  the  beast  5 
that  are  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  by  my  great 
power  and  by  my  outstretched  arm ;  and  I  give 
it  unto  whom  it  seemeth  right  unto  me.     And  6 
now  have  I  given  all  these  lands  into  the  hand 
of  Nebucadnezzar  the  king  of  Babylon,  my  ser- 
vant ;  and  the  beasts  of  the  field  also  have   I 
given  him  to  serve  him.     And  all  the  nations  7 
shall  serve  him,  and  his  son,  and  his  son's  son, 
until  the  time  of  his  own  land  come :  and  then 
many  nations  and  great  kings  shall  serve  them- 
selves of  him.     And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  8 
the  nation  and  the  kingdom  which  will  not  serve 
the  same  Nebucadnezzar  king  of  Babylon,  and 
that  will  not  put  their  neck  under  the  yoke  of 
the  king  of  Babylon,  that  nation  will  I  punish, 
saith  the  Lord,  with  the  sword,  and  with  the 
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famine,  and  with  the  pestilence,  until  I  have 
()  consumed  them  by  his  hand.  But  as  for  you, 
hearken  ye  not  to  your  prophets,  nor  to  your 
diviners,  nor  to  your  dreams,  nor  to  your  sooth- 
sayers, nor  to  your  sorcerers,  which  speak  unto 
you,   saying,  Ye    shall    not  serve   the    king  of 

10  Babylon  :  for  they  prophesy  a  lie  unto  you,  to 
remove  you  far  from    your    land  ;    and  that    I 

1 1  should  drive  you  out  and  ye  should  perish.  But 
the  nation  that  shall  bring  their  neck  under  the 
yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  serve  him, 
that  nation  will  I  let  remain  in  their  own  land, 
saith  the  Lord  ;  and  they  shall  till  it,  and  dwell 
therein. 

12  I  spake  ask©  to  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  ac- 
cording to  all  these  words,  saying,  Bring  your 
necks  under  the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon, 

13  and  serve  him  and  his  people,  and  live.  Why 
will  ye  die,  thou  and  thy  people,  by  the  sword, 
by  the  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence,  as  the 
Lord  hath  spoken  concerning  the  nation  that 

14  will  not  serve  the  king  of  Babylon  ?  And 
hearken  not  unto  the  words  of  the  prophets 
that  speak  unto  you,  saying.  Ye  shall  not  serve 
the  king  of  Babylon  :  for  they  prophesy  a  lie 

15  unto  you.  For  I  have  not  sent  them,  saith  the 
Lord,  but  they  prophesy  falsely  in  my  name  ; 
that  I  might  drive  you  out,  and  that  ye  might 
perish,  ye,  and  the  prophets  that  prophesy  unto 

16  you.  Also  I  spake  to  the  priests  and  to  all  this 
people,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  :  Hearken 
not  to  the  words  of  your  prophets  that  proi:)hesy 
unto  you,  saying,  Behold,  the  vessels  of  the 
Lord's  house  shall  now  shortly  be  brought  again 
from  Babylon:  for  they  prophesy  a  lie  unto  you. 

17  Hearken  not  unto  them  ;  serve  the  king  of 
Babylon,  and  live  :  wherefore  should  this  city 

18  become  a  desolation  ?     But  if  thc)^  be  pr()i)hets. 
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and  if  the  word  of  the  Lord  be  with  them,  let 
them  now   make    intercession  to  the    Lord   of 
hosts,  that  the  vessels  which  are  left  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord,  and  in  the  house  of  the  king  of 
Judah,  and  at  Jerusalem,  go  not  to    Babylon. 
For  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts  concerning  the  19 
pillars,  and  concerning  the  sea,  and  concerning 
the   bases,  and  concerning  the    residue  of  the 
vessels  that  are  left  in  this  city,  which  Nebu-  20 
cadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  took  not,  when  he 
carried  away  captive  Jeconiah  the  son  of  Jehoi- 
akim  king  of  Judah,  from  Jerusalem  to  Baby- 
lon, and  all  the  nobles  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem ; 
yea,  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  21 
Israel,  concerning  the  vessels  that  are  left  in  the 
house  of  the  Lord,  and  in  the  house  of  the  king* 
of  Judah,    and    at   Jerusalem :    They  shall    be  22 
carried   to    Babylon,   and  there  shall   they  be,, 
until  the  day  that  I  visit  them,  saith  the  Lord  ;   • 
then  will  I  bring  them  up,  and  restore  them  to 
this  place. 

And  it  came  to  pass  the  same  year,  in  the  i  28 
beginning  of  the    reign   of  Zedekiah    king   of 
Judah,  in  the  fourth  year,   in  the  fifth  month, 
that  Hananiah  the  son  of  Azzur  the  prophet, 
which  was  of   Gibeon,  spake  unto '  me   in  the 
house  of  the  Lord,  in  the  presence  of  the  priests 
and  of  all  the  people,  saying,  Thus  speaketh  the  2 
Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  saying,  I  have 
broken  the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon.    Within  3 
two  full  years  will  I  bring  again  into  this  place 
all  the  vessels  of  the  Lord's  house,  that  Ne- 
bucadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  took  away  from 
this  place,  and  carried  them  to  Babylon  :  and  I  4 
will  bring  again  to  this  place  Jeconiah  the  son 
of  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah,  with  all  the  captives 
of  Judah,  that  went  to  Babylon,  saith  the  Lord: 
for  I  will  break  the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon. 
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Lord  hath 
truly  sent 


5  Then  the  prophet  Jeremiah  said  unto  the  pro- 
phet Hananiah  in  the  presence  of  the  priests, 
and  in  the  presence  of  all  the  people  that  stood 

6  in  the  house  of  the  Lord,  even  the  prophet 
Jeremiah  said,  Amen :  the  Lord  do  so :  the 
Lord  perform  thy  words  which  thou  hast  pro- 
phesied, to  bring  again  the  vessels  of  the  L(;rd's 
house,  and  all  them  of  the  captivity,  from  Baby- 

7  Ion  unto  this  place.  Nevertheless  hear  thou 
now  this  word  that  I  speak  in  thine  ears,  and  in 

8  the  ears  of  all  the  people  :  The  prophets  that 
have  been  before  me  and  before  thee  of  old 
prophesied  against  many  countries,  and  against 
great    kingdoms,  of  war,  and  of  evil,  and    of 

9  pestilence.  The  prophet  which  prophesieth  of 
peace,  when  the  word  of  the  prophet  shall 
come  to  pass,  then  shall  the  prophet  loe  known, 

10  'that    the    Lord    hath    truly  sent   him.     Then  ^ Or, w//<7w ///<.• 
Hananiah  the    prophet  took  the   bar  from   off 

11  the  prophet  Jeremiah's  neck,  and  brake  it.  And 
Hananiah  spake  in  the  presence  of  all  the 
people,  saying.  Thus  salth  the  Lord  :  Even  so 
will  I  break  the  yoke  of  Nebucadnezzar  king  of 
Babylon  within  two  full  years  from  off  the  neck 
of  all  the  nations.     And  the  prophet  Jeremiah 

12  went  his  way.  Then  the  w^ord  of  the  Lord 
came  unto  Jeremiah,  after  that  Hananiah  the 
prophet  had  broken  the  bar  from  off  the  neck  of 

13  the  prophet  Jeremiah,  saying.  Go  and  tell  Ha- 
naniah, saying.  Thus   saith  the    Lord  :    Thou 

hast  broken  the  bars  of  wood  ;  but  thou  -'shalt  ■'Or,  mnlmt 

14  make  in  their  stead  bars  of  iron.  For  thus 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  I 
have  put  a  yoke  of  iron  upon  the  neck  of  all 
these  nations,  that  they  may  serve  Nebucad- 
nezzar king  of  Babylon  ;  and  they  shall  serve 
him  :  and  I   have  given  him  the  beasts  of  the 

15  field    also.      Th(!n    said   tlic    prophet    Jeremiah 

1-: 
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unto  Hananiah  the  prophet,  Hear  now,  Hana- 
niah  ;  The  Lord  hath  not  sent  thee  ;  but  thou 
makest  this  people  to  trust  in  a  He.  Therefore  16 
thus  saith  the  Lord  ;  Behold,  I  will  send  thee 
away  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth  :  this  year 
thou  shalt  die,  because  thou  hast  spoken  rebellion 
against  the  Lord.  So  Hananiah  the  prophet  17 
died  the  same  year  in  the  seventh  month. 

Now  these  are  the  words  of  the  letter  that  i  29 
Jeremiah  the  prophet  sent  from  Jerusalem  unto 
the  residue  of  the  elders  of  the  captivity,  and 
to  the    priests,    and    to    the   prophets,    and    to 
all  the  people,  whom   Nebucadnezzar  had  car- 
ried away  captive  from  Jerusalem  to  Babylon  : 
(after  that  Jeconiah  the  king,  and  the  .queen-  2 
mother,  and  the  eunuchs,  and  the   princes   of* 
Judah  and  Jerusalem,  and  the  craftsmen,  and 
the  smiths,  were  departed  from  Jerusalem  ;)  by  ,3 
the  hand  of   Elasah  the  son  of  Shaphan,  and    • 
Gemariah  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  (whom  Zedekiah 
king  of  Judah  sent  unto  Babylon  to  Nebucad-   ' 
nezzar  king  of  Babylon)  saying.

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Up  early  and  sending  them  ;^  but  ye  would  not 
hear,  saith  the  Lord.  Hear  ye  therefore  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  all  ye  of  the  captivity,  whom 
I  have  sent  away  from  Jerusalem  to  Babylon. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of 
Israel,  concerning  Ahab  the  son  of  Kolaiah,  and 
concerning  Zedekiah  the  son  of  Maaseiah,  which 
prophesy  a  lie  unto  you  in  my  name  :  Behold,

And  ^concerning  Shemaiah  the  Nehelamite 
thou  shalt  speak,  saying.  Thus  speaketh  the 
Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  saying.  Be- 
cause thou  hast  sent  letters  in  thine  own  name 
unto  all  the  people  that  are  at  Jerusalem,  and  to 
Zephaniah  the  son  of  Maaseiah  the  priest,  and 
to  all  the  priests,  saying.  The  Lord  hath  made 
thee  priest  in  the  stead  of  Jehoiada  the  priest, 
that  ye  should  be  officers  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord,  for  every  man  that  is  mad,  and  maketh 
himself  a  prophet,  that  thou  shouldest  put  him 
"^  Ox jJu collar  in  the  stocks  and  in  "shackles.  Now  therefore 
why  hast  thou  not  rebuked  Jeremiah  of  Ana- 
thoth,  which  maketh  himself  a  prophet  to  you  I 
'^P'orasmuch  as  he  hath  sent  unto  us  in  Babylon, 
saying,  The  captivity  is  long :  build  ye  houses, 
and  dwell  in  them  ;  and  plant  gardens,  and  eat 
the  fruit  of  them/     And  Zephaniah  the  priest

For  I  have  satiated  the  weary  soul,  and  every  25 
sorrowful  soul  have  I  replenished.      Upon  this  26 
I  awaked,  and  beheld  ;  and  my  sleep  was  sweet 
unto    me.     Behold,    the   days    come,   saith  the  27 
Lord,  that  I  will  sow  the  house  of  Israel  and 
the  house  of  Judah  with  the  seed  of  man,  and 
with  the  seed  of  beast.     And  it  shall  come  to  28 
pass,  that  like  as  I  have  watched  over  them  to 
pluck  up  and  to  break  down,  and  to  overthrow 
and  to  destroy,  and  to  afflict;    so  will   I   watch 
over  them  to  build  and  to  plant,  saith  the  Lord.

Thus  saith  35 
the  Lord,  which  giveth  the  sun  for  a  light  by 
day, 'and  the  ordinances  of  the  moon  and  of  the 
stars  for  a  light  by  night,  which  ''stirreth  up  the 
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sea,  that  the  waves  thereof  roar ;   The  Lord  of 

36  hosts  is  his  name  :  If  these  ordinances  depart 
from  before  me,  saith  the  Lord,  then  the  seed 
of  Israel  also  shall  cease  from  being  a  nation 

37  before  me  for  ever.  Thus  saith  the  Lord:  If 
heaven  above  can  be  measured,  and  the  foun- 
dations of  the  earth  searched  out  beneath,  then 
will  I  also  cast  off  all  the  seed  of  Israel  for  all 

38  that  they  have  done,  saith  the  Lord.  Behold, 
the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that  the  city 
shall  be  built  to  the  Lord  from  the  tower  of 

39  Hananel  unto  the  gate  of  the  corner.  And  the 
measuring  line  shall  yet  go  out  straightonward 
unto  the  hill  Gareb,  and  shall  turn  about  unto 

40  Goah.  And  the  whole  valley  of  the  dead  bodies, 
and  of  the  ashes,  and  all  the  fields  unto  the 
brook  Kidron,  unto  the  corner  of  the  horse 
gate  toward  the  east,  shall  be  holy  unto  the 
Lord  ;  it  shall  not  be  plucked  up,  nor  thrown 
down  any  more  for  ever. 

32  I  The  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  from  the 
Lord  in  the  tenth  year  of  Zedekiah  king  of 
Judah,  which  was  the  eighteenth  year  of  Nebu- 

2  cadrezzar.  Now  at  that  time  the  king  of  Baby- 
lon's army  besieged  Jerusalem  :  and  Jeremiah 
the  prophet  was  shut  up  in  the  court  of  the 
guard,  which  was  in  the  king  of  Judah's  house, 

3  For  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  had  shut  him  up, 
saying,  Wherefore  dost  thou  prophesy,  and  say, 
Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Behold,  I  will  give  this 
city  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and 

4  he  shall  take  it;  and  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah 
shall  not  escape  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Chal- 
deans, but  shall  surely  be  delivered  into  the 
hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  shall  speak 
with  him  mouth  to  mouth,  and  his  eyes  shall 

5  behold  his  eyes  ;  and  he  shall  lead  Zedekiah  to 
Babylon,  and  there  shall  he  be  until  I  visit  him, 
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saith  the  Lord  :  though  ye,  fight  with  the  Chal- 
deans, ye  shall  not  prosper. 

And  Jeremiah  said,  The  word  of  the   Lord  6 
came  unto  me,  saying,   Behold,    Hanamel    the  7 
son    of   Shallum  thine  uncle  shall   come    unto 
thee,  saying,  Buy  thee  my  field  that  is  in  Ana- 
thoth  :  for  the  right  of  redemption  is  thine  to 
buy  it.     So  Hanamel  mine  uncle's  son  came  to  8 
me  in  the  court  of  the  guard  according  to  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  and  said  unto  me.  Buy  my 
field,  I  pray  thee,  that  is  in  Anathoth,  which  is 
in  the  land  of  Benjamin  :   for  the  right  of  in- 
heritance is  thine,  and  the  redemption  is  thine  ; 
buy  it  for  thyself.     Then  I  knew  that  this  was 
the  word  of  the  Lord.     And  I  bought  the  field  9 
that  was  in  Anathoth  of  Hanamel  mine  uncle'5 
son,  and  weighed  him  the  money,  even  seven- 
teen shekels  of  silver.     And   I   subscribed   the  i-o 
deed,  and  sealed  it,  and  called  witnesses,  and " 
weighed  him  the  money  in  the  balances.     So  I  n 
took  the  deed  of  the  purchase,  both  that  which 
1  Or,  contain-   was  Sealed,  ^according  to  the  law  and  custom, 
'aSdt!^ions  a^d  that  which  was  open  :  and  I   delivered  the  12 
deed  of  the  purchase  unto   Baruch  the  son  of 
I)Aj^4j^-t^/     N^^i^h'  ^^^  son  of   Mahseiah,  in   the  si^t  of 
/  Hanamel  mine  uncle's  son,  and  in  the  presence 

of  the  witnesses  that  subscribed  the  deed  of  the 
purchase,  before  all  the   Jews  that  sat  in   the 
court  of  the   guard.     And    I    charged    Baruch  13 
before  them,  saying,   Thus  saith   the   Lord  of  14 
hosts,  the   God  of   Israel  ;    Take  these  deeds, 
this  deed  of  the  purchase,  both  that  which  is 
sealed,  and  this  deed  which   is  open,  and  put 
them  in  an  earthen  vessel ;   that  they  may  con- 
•    tinue  many  days.     For  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  15 
hosts,  the  God  of   Israel :    Houses  and   fields 
and  vineyards  shall  yet  again  be  bought  in  this 
land. 
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16  Nqw  after  I  had  delivered  the  deed  of  the 
purchase    unto    Baruch    the    son   of   Neriah,    1 

17  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  saying,  Ah  Lord  God! 
behold,  thou  hast  made  the  heaven  and  the 
earth  by  thy  great  power  and  by  thy  stretched 
out  arm  ;    there  is  nothing  too  hard  for  thee  : 

18  which  shewest  mercy  unto  thousands,  and  re- 
compensest  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  into  the 
bosom  of  their  children  after  them  :  the  great, 
the  mighty  God,  the  Lord  of  hosts  is  his  name : 

19  great  in  counsel,  and  mighty  in  work  :  whose 
eyes  are  open  upon  all  the  ways  of  the  sons  of 
men  ;   to  give  every  one  according  to  his  ways, 

20  and  according  to  the  fruit  of  his  doings  :   which 
didst   set   signs   and   wonders    in  the  land   of 
Egypt,  even  unto  this  day,  ^both  in   Israel  and  ^  Or,  aW 
among  other  men  ;   and  madest  thee  a  name,  as 

21  at  this  day;  and  didst  bring  forth  thy  people 
Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  with  signs,  and 
with  wonders,  and  with  a  strong  hand,  and  with 

22  a  stretched  out  arm,  and  with  great  terror;  and 
gavest  them  this  land,  which  thou  didst  swear 
to  their  fathers   to  give  them,  a  land   flowing 

23  with  milk  and  honey ;  and  they  came  in,  and 
possessed  it ;  but  they  obeyed  not  thy  voice, 
neither  walked  in  thy  law  ;  they  have  done  no- 
thing of  all  that  thou  commandedst  them  to  do : 
therefore  thou  hast  caused  all  this  evil  to  come 

24  upon  them  :  behold  the  mounts,  they  are  come 
unto  the  city  to  take  it ;    and  the  city  is  given        ^ 
into  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans  that  fight  against 

it,  because  of  the  sword,  and  of  the  famine,  and 
of  the  pestilence  :  and  what  thou  hast  spoken  is 

25  come  to  pass  ;  and,  behold,  thou  scest  it.  And 
thou  hast  said  unto  me,  O  Lord  God,  Buy  thee 
the  field  for  money,  and  call  witnesses;  whereas 
the  city  is  given  into  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans. 

26  Then    came    the   word    (jf    the     Lord    unto 
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Jeremiah,  saying,  Behold,   I  am  the  Lord,  the  27 
God  of  all  flesh :  is  there    anything  too   hard 
for  me  ? 

Therefore    thus    saith  the  Lord:    Behold,   I  28 
will  give  this  city  into  the  hand  of  the  Chal- 
deans,   and    into    the    hand    of    Nebucadrezzar 
king  of  Babylon,  and  he  shall  take  it:  and  the  29 
Chaldeans,   that   fight   against   this    city,    shall 
come  and  set    this  city  on    fire,  and    burn    it, 
with  the  houses,  upon   whose  roofs  they  have 
offered  incense  unto  Baal,  and  poured  out  drink- 
offerings  unto  other   gods,   to  provoke    me   to 
anger.     For   the    children   of    Israel    and    the  3° 
children  of  Judah  have  only  done  that  which 
was  evil  in  my  sight  from  their  youth :  for  the 
children  of  Israel  have  only  provoked   me  to 
anger  with  the  work  of  their  hands,  saith  the 
Lord.     For  this  city  hath  been  to  me  .a  pro-  3.1 
vocation  of  mine  anger  and  of  my  fury  from  • 
the  day  that  they  built  it  even  unto  this  day; 
that  I  should  remove  it  from  before  my  face:' 
because  of  all  the  evil  of  the  children  of  Israel  32 
and  of  the  children  of  Judah,  which  they  have 
done  to  provoke  me  to  anger,  they,  their  kings, 
their  princes,  their  priests,  and  their  prophets, 
and  the  men  of  Judah,  and  the  inliabitants  of 
Jerusalem.     And   they  have   turned   unto    me  33 
the  back,  and  not  the  face :  and  though  I  taught 
them,  rising  up  early  and  teaching  them,  yet 
they  have  not  hearkened  to  receive  instruction. 
But  they  set  their  abominations  in  the  house  3+ 
which  is  called  by  my  name,  to  defile  it.     And  35 
they  built  the  high  places  of  Baal,  which  are  in 
the  valley  of  the  son  of  Hinnom,  to  cause  their 
sons  and  their  daughters  to  pass  through   the 
Jire  unto  Molech;  which  I  commanded  them  not, 
neither  came  it  into  my  mind,  that  they  should 
do  this  abomination;  to  cause  Judah  to  sin. 
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36  And  now  therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord,  the 
God  of  Israel,  concerning  this  city,  whereof 
ye  say,  It  is  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king 
of  Babylon  by  the  sword,  and  by  the  famine, 

37  and  by  the  pestilence:  Behold,  I  will  gather 
them  out  of  all  the  countries,  whither  I  have 
driven  them  in  mine  anger,  and  in  my  fury, 
and  in  great  wrath;  and  I  will  bring  them 
again  unto  this   place,   and   I    will   cause   them 

38  to  dwell  safely:  and  they  shall  be  my  people, 

39  and  I  will  be  their  God :  and  I  will  give  them 
one  heart  and  one  way,  that  they  may  fear  me 
for  ever;    for  the  good  of  them,  and  of  their 

40  children  after  them:  and  I  will  make  an  ever- 
lasting covenant  with  them,  that  I  will  not  turn 

away  ^from  them,  to  do  them  good;  and  I  will  ^  Heb./;w« 
put  my  fear  in  their  hearts,  that  they  shall  not 

41  depart  from  me.  Yea,  I  will  rejoice  over  them 
to  do  them  good,  and  I   will  plant  them  in  this 

land  ^assuredly  with  my  whole  heart  and  with  -  ^feb.  /;/ 

42  my  whole  soul.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord: 
Like  as  I  have  brought  all  this  great  evil  upon 
this  people,  so  will  I  bring  upon  them  all  the 

43  good  that  I  have  promised  them.  And  fields 
shall  be  bought  in  this  land,  whereof  ye  say,  It 
is  desolate  without  man  or  beast;    it  is  given 

44  into  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans.  Men  shall  buy 
fields  for  money,  and  subscribe  the  deeds,  and 
seal  them,  and  call  witnesses,  in  the  land  of 
Benjamin,  and  in  the  places  about  Jerusalem, 
and  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  in  the  cities  of 
the  hill-country,  and  in  the  cities  of  the  lowland, 
and  in  the  cities  of  the  South :  for  I  will  cause 
their  captivity  to  return,  saith  the  Lord. 

33  I       Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto 

Jeremiah    the   second   time,  while  he  was  yet 

2  shut  up  in  the  court  of  the  guard,  saying,  Thus 

saith   the   Lord  that   dorth    it.   the    Lord  that 
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formeth  it  to  establish  it;  the  Lord  is  his  name: 
Call  unto  me,  and  I  will  answer  thee,  and  will  3 

^  n&h.  fenced,  shew  thee  great  things,  and  Vlifficiilt,  which 
thou  knowest  not.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord,  4 
the  God  of  Israel,  concerning  the  houses  of  this 
city,  and  concerning  the  houses  of  the  kings  of 
Judah,  which  are  broken  down  to  make  a  defence 
against  the  mounts,  and  against  the  sword :  They  5 
come  to  fight  with  the  Chaldeans,  but  it  is  to  fill 
them  with  the  dead  bodies  of  men,  whom  I 
have  slain  in  mine  anger  and  in  my  fury,  and  for 
all  whose  wickedness  I  have  hid  my  face  from 

"  Or,  healing    this  city.     Behold,    I   will  bring  it  "health  and  6 
cure,  and  I   will  cure  them;  and    I  will  reveal 
unto  them  abundance  of  peace  and  truth.     And  7 
I    will    cause  the  captivity  of  Judah    and    the* 
captivity   of   Israel    to    return,    and    will    build 
them,  as  at  the  first.     And  I  will  cleanse  them,  8 
from    all    their    iniquity,    whereby   they    have   • 
sinned  against  me ;  and  I  will  pardon  all  their 
iniquities,    whereby  they  have   sinned    against  - 
me,  and  whereby  they  have  transgressed  against 
me.     And  this  city  shall  be  to  me  for  a  name  of  9 
joy,  for  a  praise  and  for  a  glory,  before  all  the 
nations  of  the  earth,  which  shall  hear  all  the 
good  that  I  do  unto  them,  and  shall  fear  and 
tremble  for  all  the  good  and  for  all  the  peace 
that  I  procure  untO'  it.     Thus  saith  the  Lord:  10 
Yet  again  there  shall  be  heard  in  this  place, . 
whereof  ye  say.  It  is  waste,  without  man  and 
without  beast,  even  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  in 
the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  that  are  desolate,  without 
man  and  without  inhabitant  and  without  beast, 
the  voice  of  joy  and  the  voice  of  gladness,  the  n 
voice  of  the  bridegroom  and  the  voice  of  the 
bride,  the  voice  of  them  that  say,  Give  thanks 
to  the  Lord  of  hosts,  for  the  Lord  is  good,  for 
his  mercy  endureth  for  ever:  and  of  them  that 
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bring  sacrifices  of  thanksgiving  into  the  house 
of  the  Lord.  For  I  will  cause  the  captivity  of 
theiand  to  return  as  at  the  first,  saith  the  Lord. 

12  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  Yet  again  shall 
there  be  in  this  place,  which  is  waste,  without 
man  and  without  beast,  and  in  all  the  cities 
thereof,  an  habitation  of  shepherds  causing  their 

13  flocks  to  lie  down.  In  the  cities  of  the  hill- 
country,  in  the  cities  of  the  lowland,  and  in  the 
cities  of  the  South,  and  in  the  land  of  Benjamin, 
and  in  the  places  about  Jerusalem,  and  in  the 
cities  of  Judah,  shall  the  flocks  again  pass  under 
the  hands  of  him  that  telleth  them,  saith  the 
Lord. 

14  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that 
I  will  perform  that  good  word  which  I  have 
spoken  concerning  the  house  of  Israel  and  con- 

15  cerning  the   house  of  Judah.      In  those   days, 

and    at  that  time,  will    I    cause   a  ^Branch   of  '  See xxiii.  5. 
righteousness  to  grow  up  unto  David;  and  he 
shall  execute  judgement  and  righteousness  in  the 

16  land.  In  those  days  shall  Judah  be  saved,  and 
Jerusalem    shall    dwell  safely:    and    this  is  the 

name  whereby  she  shall  be  called,  '  The  Lord  is  i  see  xxiii.  6. 

17  our  righteousness.     For  thus  saith  the  Lord: 

^  David  shall  never  want  a  man  to  sit  upon  the  3  neb.  There 

18  throne    of   the    house  of    Israel;    neither   shall  J^f^^^^^ 
the  priests  the  Levites  want  a  man  before  me  David. 

to  offer  burnt-offerings,  and  to  burn  oblations,      ^^ 

19  and  to  do  sacrifice  continually.     And  the  word 

20  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jeremiah,  saying.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord:  If  ye  can  break  my  covenant  of 
the  day,  and  my  covenant  of  the  night,  so  that 
there    should    not   be    day  and   night   in   their 

21  season;  then  may  also  my  covenant  be  broken 
with  David  my  servant,  that  he  should  not  have 
a  son  to  reign  upon  his  throne;  and  with  the 

22  Levites  the  priests,  my  ministers.     As  the  host

>   The  word  which  came  unto  Jeremiah  from  t  34 
the  Lord,  when  Nebucadnezzar  king  of  Baby- 
lon, and  all  his  army,  and  all  the  kingdoms  of  ' 
the  earth  that  were  under  his  dominion,  and  all 
the    peoples,    fought    against    Jerusalern,    and 
against  all  the  cities  thereof,  saying:  Thus  saith  2 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  Go  and  speak  to 
Zedekiah   king   of  Judah,  and  tell' him,   Thus 
saith  the  Lord,    Behold,    I   will  give  this   city 
into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  he 
shall  burn  it  with  fire:  and  thoushalt  not  escapes 
out  of  his  hand,  but  shalt  surely  be  taken,  and 
delivered  into   his  hand;  and  thine  eyes  shall 
behold  the  eyes  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  'he 
shall  speak  with  thee  mouth  to  mouth,  and  thou 
shalt  go  to  Babylon.

7  Judah  in  Jerusalem,  when  the  king  of  Babylon's 
army  fought  against  Jerusalem,  and  against  all 
the  cities  of  Judah  that  were  left,  against 
Lachish  and  against  Azekah;  for  these  alone 
remained  of  the  cities  of  Judah  as  fenced  cities. 

8  The  word  that  came  unto  Jeremiah  from  the 
Lord,  after  that  the  king  Zedekiah  had  made  a 
covenant   with    all  the    people  which   were  at 

9  Jerusalem,  to  proclaim  liberty  unto  them;  that 
every  man  should  let  his  manservant,  and  every 
man  his  maidservant,  being  an  Hebrew  or  an 
Hebrewess,  go  free;  that  none  should  serve 
himself  of  them,  to  wit,  of  a  Jew  his  brother: 

10  and  all  the  princes  and  all  the  people  obeyed, 
which  had  entered  into  the  covenant,  that  every 
one  should  let  his  manservant,  and  every  one 
his  maidservant,  go  free,  that  none  should  serve 
themselves  of  them  any  more;  they  obeyed,  and 

11  let  them  go:  but  afterwards  they  turned,  and 
caused  the  servants  and  the  handmaids,  whom 
they  had  let  go  free,  to  return,  and  brought 
them  into  subjection  for  servants  and  for  hand- 

12  maids:  therefore  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to 

13  Jeremiah  from  the  Lord,  saying.  Thus  saith 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel;  I  made  a  coven- 
ant with  your  fathers  in  the  day  that  I  brought 
them  forth  out  of  the  land  of   Egypt,  out  of 

14  the  house  of  bondage,   saying,   At  the  end  of 
seven    years   ye    shall    let   go   every  man    his 
brother  that  is  an   Hebrew,   which  -^hath  been  '^-''/'''V 
sold  unto  thee,  and  hath  served  thee  si.x  years,  '"    """'^ 
thou    shalt    let    him    go    free    from    thee:     but 

your  fathers    hearkened   not   unto    me.    neither 

\  2 
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inclined  their  ear.     And  ye,  were  now  turned,  15 
and  had  done  that  which  is  right  in  my  sight,  in 
proclaiming  liberty  every  man  to  his  neighbour; 
and  ye  had  made  a  covenant  before  me  in  the 
house  which    is   called    by  my  name:    but   ye  16 
turned  and  profaned  my  name,  and  caused  every 
man  his  servant,  and  every  man  his  handmaid, 
whom  ye  had  let  go  free  at  their  pleasure,  to 
return;    and  ye  brought  them   into  subjection, 
to  be  unto  you  for  servants  and  for  handmaids. 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord:    Ye  have  not  17 
hearkened  unto  me,  to  proclaim  liberty,  every 
man    to    his    brother,    and    every    man    to    his 
neighbour:    behold,    I     proclaim    unto    you    a 
liberty,   saith    the   Lord,   to  the  sword,  -  to  the

""^''  kingdoms  of  the  earth.     And   I   will  giv^e  the  .18., 

men  that  have  transgressed  my  covenant,  which 
have  not  performed  the  words  of  the  covenant 
^  Wt\-i.  the  calf  which  they  made  before  me,  ^when  they  cut  the 
Zu'd-c!"^       calf  in    twain   and  passed    between    the    parts 

thereof;  the  princes  of  Judah,  and  the  princes  19 

of  Jerusalem,  the  eunuchs,  and  the  priests,  and 

all  the  people  of  the  land,  which  passed  between 

the  parts  of  the  calf;   I  will  even  give  them  into  20 

the  hand  of  their  enemies,  and  into  the  hand  of 

them  that  seek  their' life:  and  their  dead  bodies 

shall  be  for  meat  unto  the  fowls  of  the  heaven, 

and  to  the  beasts  of  the  earth.     And  Zedekiah  21 

king  of  Judah  and  his  princes  will  I  give  into 

the  hand  of  their  enemies,  and  into  the  hand  of 

them  that   seek    their   life,  and   into   the  hand 

of  the  king  of  Babylon's  army,  which  are  gone       *f  y^'^ 

up  from  you.      Behold,   I   will  command,  saith  22 

the  Lord,  and  cause  them  to  return  to  this  city ; 

and  they  shall  fight  against  it,  and  take  it,  and 

burn  it  with  fire:  and  I  will  make  the  cities  of 

Judah  a  desolation  without  inhabitant. 
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35  I  The  word  which  came  unto  Jeremiah  from 
the  Lord  in  the  days  of  Jehoiakim  the  son 
2ofJosiah  king  of  Judah,  saying,  Go  unto  the 
house  of  the  Recabites,  and  speak  unto  them, 
and  bring  them  into  the  house  of  the  Lord, 
into  one  of  the  chambers,  and  give  them  wine 

3  to  drink.  Then  I  took  Jaazaniah  the  son  of 
Jeremiah,  the  son  of  Habazziniah,  and  his 
brethren,  and  all  his  sons,  and  the  whole  house 

4  of  the  Recabites;  and  I  brought  them  into  the 
house  of  the  Lord,  into  the  chamber  of  the 
sons  of  Hanan,  the  son  of  Igdaliah,  the  man  of 
God,  which  was  by  the  chamber  of  the  princes, 
which  was  above  the  chamber  of  ]\Liaseiah  the 

5  son  of  Shallum,  the  keeper  of  the  'door:  and  I  ^  H^b.  th,x. 
set  before  the  sons  of  the  house  of  the  Recabites  ^^'^' 
bowls  full  of  wine,  and  cups,  and  I  said  unto 

6  them,  Drink  ye  wine.  But  they  said,  We  will 
drink  no  wine:  for  Jonadab  the  son  of  Recab 
our  father  commanded  us,  saying,  Ye  shall 
drink  no  wine,  neither  ye,  nor  your  sons  for 

7  ever:  neither  shall  ye  build  house,  nor  sow  seed, 
nor  plant  vineyard,  nor  have  any:  but  all  your 
days  ye  shall  dwell  in  tents;  that  ye  may  live 
many  days    in    the   land   wherein    ye  sojourn. 

8  And  we  have  obeyed  the  voice  of  Jonadab  the 
son  of  Recab  our  father  in  all  that  he  charged 
us,  to  drink  no  wine  all  our  days,  we,  our  wives, 

9  our  sons,  nor  our  daughters;  nor  to  build  houses 
for  us  to  dwell  in:  neither  have  we  vineyard, 

10  nor  field,  nor  seed:  but  we  have  dwelt  in  tents, 
and    have    obeyed,  and    done  according  to  all 

11  that  Jonadab  our  father  commanded  us.  But 
it  came  to  pass,  when  Nebucadrezzar  king  of 
Babylon  came  up  into  the  land,  that  we  said. 
Come,  and  let  us  go  to  Jerusalem  for  fear  of 
the  army  of  the  Chaldeans,  and  for  fear  of  the 
army  of  the  Syrians;  so  we  dwell  at  Jerusalem. 
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Then    came   the   word    of    the    Lord    unto  12 
Jeremiah,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  13 
the   God  of   Israel:    Go    and   say  to  the  men 
of  Judah  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  Will 
ye  not  receive  instruction  to   hearken    to    my 
words?  saith  the  Lord.    The  words  of  Jonadab  14 
the  son  of  Recab,  that  he  commanded  his  sons, 
not  to  drink  wine,  are  performed,  and  unto  this 
day  they  drink  none,  for  they  obey  their  father's 
commandment:    but  I   have  spoken   unto  you, 
rising  up  early  and  speaking;  and  ye  have  not 
hearkened  unto  me.    I  have  sent  also  unto  you  15 
all  my  servants   the  prophets,   rising  up  early 
and  sending  them,  saying.  Return  ye  now  every 
man  from  his  evil  way,  and  amend  your  doings, 
and  go  not  after  other  gods  to  serve  them,  and* 
ye  shall  dwell  in  the  land  which  I  have  given 
to  you   and  to  your  fathers :  but  ye  ha^je  not'    • 
inclined  your  ear,  nor  hearkened  unto  me.    For-  16 
asmuch  as   the   sons    of  Jonadab   the   son    of 
Recab  have  performed   the  commandment   of 
their  father  which  he  commanded  them,  but  this 
people  hath  not  hearkened  unto  me;  therefore  17 
thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  God  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel:  Behold,  I  will  bring  upon  Judah  and 
upon  all  the   inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  all   the 
evil  that  I  have  pronounced  against  them:  be- 
cause I  have  spoken  unto  them,  but  they  have 
not  heard ;  and   I   have  called  unto  them,  but 
they  have  not  arlswered.     And  Jeremiah  said  18 
unto  the  house  of  the   Recabites,   Thus  saith 
the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :   Because 
ye  have  obeyed  the  commandment  of  Jonadab 
your  father,  and  kept  all  his  precepts,  and  done 
according   unto   all    that   he  commanded   you; 
therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  19 
of  Israel:  Jonadab  the  son  of  Recab  shall  not 
want  a  man  to  stand  before  me  for  ever. 
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36  I  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fourth  year  of 
Jehoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah  kin^f,^  of  Judah, 
that  this  word   came    unto  Jeremiah  from  the 

2  Lord,  saying-,  Take  thee  a  roll  of  a  book, 
and  write  therein  all  the  words  that  I  have 
spoken  unto  thee  against  Israel,  and  against 
Judah,  and  against  all  the  nations,  from  the  day 
I   spake  unto   thee,  from  the   days  of  Josiah, 

3  even  unto  this  day.  It  may  be  that  the  house 
of  Judah  will  hear  all  the  evil  which  I  purpose 
to  do  unto  them ;  that  they  may  return  every 
man    from    his    evil  way;   that    I   may  forgive 

4  their  iniquity  and  their  sin.  Then  Jeremiah 
called  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah;  and  Baruch 
wrote  from  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah  all  the  words 
of  the  Lord,  which  he  had  spoken  unto  him, 

5  upon  a  roll  of  a  book.  And  Jeremiah  com- 
manded Baruch,  saying,  I  am^shut  up;  I  cannot  ^  ^^i";  ''■ 

6  go  into  the  house  of  the  Lord  :  therefore  go 
thou,  and  read  in  the  roll,  which  thou  hast 
written  from  my  mouth,  the  words  of  the  Lord 
in  the  ears  of  the  people  in  the  Lord's  house 

upon  Hhe  fast  day:    and  also  thou  shalt  read  ■OT,a/cist 
them  in  the  ears  of  all  Judah  that  come  out  of    ""^ 

7  their  cities.     It  may  be  Hhey  will  present  their  Mieb.  MrtV, 
supplication  before  the  Lord,  and  will  return  ZitifaiL" 
every  one  from  his  evil  way:  for  great  is  the 

anger  and  the   fury  that  the   Lord  hath  pro- 

8  nounced  against  this  people.  And  Baruch  the 
son  of  Neriah  did  according  to  all  that  Jeremiah 
the  prophet  commanded  him,  reading  in  the 
book  the  words  of  the  Lord  in  the  Lord's 
house. 

9  Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fifth  year  of 
Jehoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah, 
in  the  ninth  month,  that  all  the  people  in  Je- 
rusalem, and  all  the  people  that  came  from  the 
cities  of   Judah    unto  Jerusalem,  proclaimed    a 
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fast  before  the  Lord.     Then  read  Baruch  in  the  10 
book  the  words  of  Jeremiah   in  the   house  of 
the    Lord,  in    the   chamber  of   Gemariah    the 
son  of  Shaphan  the  scribe,  in  the  upper  court, 
at  the  entry  of  the   new   gate  of  the    Lord's 
house,    in    the    ears    of  all    the   people.     And  n 
when   Micalah  the  son  of   Gemariah,   the    son 
of  Shaphan,  had  heard  out  of  the  book  all  the 
words  of  the  Lord,  he    went   down    into   the  12 
king's  house,  into  the  scribe's  chamber:  and,  lo, 
all  the   princes  sat   there,  even    Elishama   the 
scribe,  and  Delaiah  the  son  of  Shemaiah,  and 
Elnathan  the  son  of  Achbor,  and  Gemariah  the 
son  of  Shaphan,  and  Zedekiah  the  son  of  Hana- 
niah,  and  all   the  princes.     Then   Micaiah   de-  13 
Glared   unto    them    all  the  words  that   he  had » 
heard,  when  Baruch  read  the  book  in  the  ears 
of  the  people.     Therefore  all  the  princes  sent,  14 
Jehudi    the    son    of    Nethaniah,    the    son    of   ' 
^helemiah,  the  son  of  Cushi,  unto  Baruch,  say- 
ing, Take  in  thine  hand  the  roll  wherein  thou  ' 
hast  read  in  the  ears  of  the  people,  and  come. 
So  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah  took  the  roll  in 
his    hand,    and    came    unto   them.     And    they  15 
said  unto  him.  Sit  down  now,   and  read   it  in 
our   ears.     So    Baruch    read    it    in  'their  ears. 
Now  it   came  to  pass,  when  they  had   heard  16 
all  the  words,  they  turned  in  fear  one  toward 
another,  and  said  unto  Baruch,  We  will  surely 
tell  the   king   of  all    these    words.     And  they  17 
asked  Baruch,  saying.  Tell  us  now,  How  didst 
thou  write  all  these  words  at  his  mouth  .'^    Then  18 
Baruch  answered  them,  He  pronounced  all  these 
words  unto  me  with  his  mouth,  and    I   wrote 
them   with    ink    in  the  book.     Then   said   the  19 
princes  unto  Baruch,   Go,  hide  thee,  thou  and 
Jeremiah;  and  let  no  man  know  where  ye  be. 
And  they  went  in  to  the  king  into  the  court;  20 
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but  they  had  laid  up  the  roll  in  the  chamber  of 
Elishama  the  scribe;  and  they  told  all  the  words 

21  in  the  ears  of  the  kino-.  So  the  king  sent 
Jehudi  to  fetch  the  roll:  and  he  took  it  out 
of  the  chamber  of  Elishama  the  scribe.  And 
Jehudi  read  it  in  the  ears  of  the  king,  and  in 
the  ears  of  <  all  the  princes  which  stood  beside 

22  the  king.  Now  the  king  sat  in  the  winterhouse 
in  the  ninth  month:  and  there  was  afire  in  the 

23  brasier  burning  before  him.     And  it  came  to 

pass,  when  Jehudi  had  read  three  or  four  'leaves,  ■  Or,  columns 
that  the  king  cut  it  with  the  penknife,  and  cast 
it  into  the  fire  that  w^as  in  the  brasier,  until  all 
the  roll  was  consumed  in  the  fire  that  was  in  the 

24  brasier.  And  they  were  not  afraid,  nor  rent 
their  garments,  neither  the  king,  nor  any  of  his 

25  servants  that  heard  all  these  words.  More- 
over Elnathan  and  Delaiah  and  Gemariah  had 
made  intercession  to  the  king  that  he  would 
not  burn  the  roll :  but  he  would  not  hear  them. 

26  And  the  king  commanded  Jerahmeel'the  king's  "^Or^tfuson 
son,  and  Seraiah  the  son  of  Azriel,  and  Shele-  'f  ^^^"""^^^'^ 
miah  the  son  of  Abdeel,  to  take   Baruch    the 

scribe  and  Jeremiah  the  prophet:  but  the  Lord 
hid  them. 

27  Then  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  Jere- 
miah, after  that  the  king  had  burned  the  roll, 
and  the  words  which  Baruch  wrote  at  the  mouth 

28  of  Jeremiah,  saying,  Take  thee  again  another 
roll,  and  write  in  it  all  the  former  words  that 
were  in  the  first  roll,  which  Jehoiakim  the  king 

29  of  Judah  hath  burned.  And  concerning  Jehoia- 
kim king  of  Judah  thou  shalt  say.  Thus  saith 
the  Lord:  Thou  hast  burned  this  roll,  saying, 
Why  hast  thou  written  therein,  saying.  The 
king  of  Babylon  shall  certainly  come  and 
destroy  this  land,  and  shall  cause  to  cease  from 

30  thence  man  and    beast?    Therefore   thus  saith

the  Lord  concerning  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah: 
He  shall  have  none  to  sit  upon  the  throne  of 
David:  and  his  dead  body  shall  be  cast  out  in 
the  day  to  the  heat,  and  in  the  night  to  the 
frost.  And  I  will  punish  him  and  his  seed  and  31 
his  servants  for  their  iniquity;  and  I  will  bring 
upon  them,  and  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusa- 
lem, and  upon  the  men  of  Judah,  all  the  evil 
that  I  have  pronounced  against  them,  but  they 
hearkened  not.  Then  took  Jeremiah  another  32 
roll,  and  gave  it  to  Baruch  the  scribe,  the  son 
of  Neriah;  who  wrote  therein  from  the  mouth 
of  Jeremiah  all  the  words  of  the  book  which 
Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah  had  burned  in  the 
fire:  and  there  were  added  besides  unto  them 
many  like  words. 

And  Zedekiah  the  son  of  Josiah  reigned  as  i  37 
Seech,  xxii.  king,  instead  of  ^Coniah  the  son  of  Jehpiakirri,  - 
'whom   Nebucadrezzar   king  of   Babylon  made 
king  in  the  land  of  Judah.     But  neither  he,  nor  2 
his    servants,   nor  the  people  of  the  land,  did 
hearken  unto  the  words  of  the  Lord,  which  he 
spake  by  the  prophet  Jeremiah. 

And    Zedekiah    the    king   sent   Jehucal    the  3 
son  of   Shelemiah,  and  Zephaniah  the  son  of 
Maaseiah  the  priest,  to  the  prophet  Jeremiah, 
saying.  Pray  now  unto  the  Lord  our  God  for 
us.      Now    Jeremiah    came   in    and   went   out  4 
among  the  people:   for  they  had  not  put  him 
into  prison.     And   Pharaoh's  army  was   come  5 
forth  out  of  Egypt:  and  when  the  Chaldeans 
that  besieged  Jerusalem  heard  tidings  of  them, 
they  brake  up  from  Jerusalem.     Then  came  the  6 
word  of  the  Lord  unto  the  prophet  Jeremiah, 
saying.  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel:  7 
Thus  shall  ye  say  to  the  king  of  Judah,  that 
sent  you  unto   me  to  enquire  of  me;  Behold, 
Pharaoh's   army,  which   is  come  forth  to  help 
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you;  shall  return  to  Egypt  into  their  own  land. 

8  And  the  Chaldeans  shall  come  again,  and  ficdit 
against  this  city;   and   they  shall  take  it,  and 

9  burn  it  with  fire.     Thus  saith  the  Lokd:   De- 
ceive not  'yourselves,  saying,   The    Chaldeans  » iieb.^w//- 
shall  surely  depart  from  us:  for  they  shall  not  ''"''''• 

10  depart.  For  though  ye  had  smitten  the  whole 
army  of  the  Chaldeans  that  fight  against  you, 

and  there  remained  but  'wounded  men  among  '  Hcb.///r;/j/ 
them,    yet   should   they  rise  up  every  man  in  '''''°"^^- 
his  tent,  and  burn  this  city  with  fire. 

11  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  the  army  of 
the  Chaldeans  was  broken  up  from  Jerusalem 

12  for  fear  of  Pharaoh's  army,  then  Jeremiah  went 
forth  out  of  Jerusalem  to  go  into  the  land  of 
Benjamin,  to  receive  his  portion  'there,  in  the  ^w^h. from 

13  midst  of  the  people.     And  when  he  was  in  the  '''"■"^'^• 
gate  of  Benjamin,  a  captain  of  the  ward  was 
there,    whose    name    was    Irijah,    the    son    of 
Shelemiah,  the  son  of  Hananiah;  and  he  laid 
hold    on   Jeremiah  the   prophet,  saying.  Thou 

14  fallest  away  to  the  Chaldeans.  Then  said 
Jeremiah,  It  is  false;  I  fall  not  away  to  the 
Chaldeans;  but  he  hearkened  not  to  him:  so 
Irijah  laid  hold  on  Jeremiah,  and  brought  him 

15  to  the  princes.  And  the  princes  were  wroth 
with  Jeremiah,  and  smote  him,  and  put  him  in 
prison  in  the  house  of  Jonathan  the  scribe;  for 

16  they  had  made  that  the  prison.    When  Jeremiah 

was   come  into  the  Mungeon  house,  and   into  ^Ov,  home  of 
the    cells,    and    Jeremiah    had    remained    there  ^'^'^^^ 

17  many  days;  then  Zedekiah  the  king  sent,  and 
fetched  him:  and  the  king  asked  him  secretly 
in  his  house,  and  said.  Is  there  any  word  from 
the  Lord?  And  Jeremiah  said,  There  is.  Me 
said  also.  Thou  shalt  be  delivered  into  the  hand 

18  of  the  king  of  Babylon.  Moreover  Jeremiah 
said    unto    king    Zedekiah,    Wherein    have    I 


supplication 
fall.

sinned  against  thee,  or  against  thy  servants,  or 
against  this  people,   that  ye  have  put    me    in 
prison?   Where  now  are  your  prophets   which  19 
prophesied    unto    you,    saying,    The    king    of 
Babylon  shall  not  come  against  you,  nor  against 
this  land?     And  now  hear,  I  pray  thee,  O  my  20 
Yieo.idmy    lord  the  king:  Met  my  supplication,  I  pray  thee, 
be  accepted    before  thee;   that  thou  cause  me 
not  to   return    to   the    house   of  Jonathan  the 
scribe,   lest    I  die  there.     Then   Zedekiah   the  21 
king  commanded,  and  they  committed  Jeremiah 
into  the  court  of  the  guard,  and  they  gave  him 
daily  a  loaf  of  bread  out  of  the  bakers'  street, 
until  all  the  bread  in  the  city  was  spent.     Thus 
Jeremiah  remained  in  the  court  of  the  guard. 

And    Shephatiah    the   son    of    Mattan,    and  i  38 
Gedaliah  the  son  of  Pashhur,  and  Jucal  the  son 
of  Shelemiah,  and  Pashhur  the  son  of  M^lchiah,  . 
, heard  the  words  that  Jeremiah  spake  unto  all" 
the  people,   saying.   Thus  saith  the  Lord,   He  2 
that  abideth  in  this  city  shall  die  by  the  sword; 
by  the  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence:    but  he 
that  goeth   forth  to    the  Chaldeans  shall  live, 
and  his  life  shall  be  unto  him  for  a  prey,  and 
he  shall  live.     Thus  saith  the  Lord,  This  city  3 
shall  surely  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  army 
■  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and   he   shall  take  it. 
Then  the  princes  said  unto  the  king,  Let  this  4 
man,  we  pray  thee,  be  put  to  death ;  forasmuch 
as  he  weakenetb  the  hands  of  the  men  of  war 
that  remain  in  this  city,  and  the  hands  of  all 
the  people,  in  speaking  such  words  unto  them : 
for  this    man   seeketh   not  the  welfare  of  this 
people,  but  the  hurt.     And  Zedekiah  the  king  5 
said.   Behold,  he  is  in  your  hand:  for  the  king 
is  not  he  that  can  do  any  thing  against  you. 
-Ox, pit  Then  took  they  Jeremiah,   and  cast   him  into  6 

ofHammckch   the  'duugeon  of  Malchiah  ^the  king's  son,  that 
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was  in  the  court  of  the  <,aiard:  and  they  let  down 
Jeremiah  with  cords.  And  in  the  dunc^eon 
there  was  no  water,   but   mire:    and  Jeremiah 

7  sank  in  the  mire.  Now  when  Ebed-melech  the 
Ethiopian,  an  eunuch,  which  was  in  the  kin^r's 
house,  heard  that  they  had  put  Jeremiah  in  the 
dungeon;  the  king  then  sitting  in  the  gate  of 

8  Benjamin;  Ebed-melech  went  forth  out  of  the 
king's  house,   and   spake  to  the   king,   saying, 

9  My  lord  the  king,  these  men  have  done  evil  in 
all  that  they  have  done  to  Jeremiah  the  pro- 
phet, whom  they  have  cast  into  the  dungeon ; 

and  ^he   is  like  to  die  in  the  place  where  he  '  iich. /4«- ;V 
is  because  of  the  famine:  for  there  is  no  more  "''''^' 

10  bread  in  the  city.  Then  the  king  commanded 
Ebed-melech  the  Ethiopian,  saying.  Take  from 
hence  thirty  men  with  thee,  and  take  up  Je- 
remiah the  prophet  out  of  the  dungeon,  before 

11  he  die.  So  Ebed-melech  took  the  men  with 
him,  and  went  into  the  house  of  the  king  under 
the  treasury,  and  took  thence  old  cast  clouts 
and  okl  worn  out  garments,  and  let  them  down 

12  by  cords  into  the  dungeon  to  Jeremiah.  And 
Ebed-melech  the  Ethiopian  said  unto  Jeremiah, 
Put  now  these  old  cast  clouts  and  worn  out  gar- 
ments under  thine  armholes   under  the  cords. 

13  And  Jeremiah  did  so.  So  they  drew  up  Jeremiah 
with  the  cords,  and  took  him  up  out  of  th(; 
dungeon:  and  Jeremiah  remained  in  the  court 
of  the  guard. 

14  Then  Zedekiah  the  king  sent,  and  took  Jere- 
miah the  prophet  unto  him  into  the  third  entry 
that  is  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  :  and  the  king 
said  unto  Jeremiah,  I  will  ask  thee  a  thing  ;  hide 

15  nothing  from  me.  Then  Jeremiah  said  unto 
Zedekiah,  If  I  declare  it  unto  thee,  wilt  ihou  not 
surely   put   me  to  death  .^    and  if    I    give  the(; 

16  counsel,    thou   wilt    not    hearken    unto   mc      So 
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Zedekiah  the  king  sware  secretly  unto  Jeremiah, 
saying,  As  the  Lord  Hveth',  that  made  us  this 
soul,  I  will  not  put  thee  to  death,  neither  will  I 
give  thee  into  the  hand  of  these  men  that  seek 
thy  life.     Then  said  Jeremiah  unto  Zedekiah,  17 
Thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  God  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel :  If  thou  wilt  gro  forth  unto  the  kingf  of 
Babylon's  princes,  then  thy  soul  shall  live,  and 
this  city  shall  not   be   burned   with   fire ;    and 
thou  shalt  live,  and  thine  house  :  but  if  thou  wilt  18 
not  go  forth  to  the  king  of  Babylon's  princes, 
then  shall  this  city  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the 
Chaldeans,  and  they  shall  burn  it  with  fire,  and 
thou  shalt  not  escape  out  of  their  hand.     And  19 
Zedekiah  the   king  said  unto  Jeremiah,    I   am 
afraid  of  the  Jews  that  are  fallen  away  to  the, 
Chaldeans,  lest  they  deliver  me  into  their  hand, 
and  they  mock  me.      But  Jeremiah  said.  They,  20 
shall  not  deliver  thee.     Obey,   I  beseecH  thee,  • 
the  voice  of  the  Lord,  in  that  which  I  speak 
unto  thee  :  so  it  shall  be  well  with  thee,  and  thy ' 
soul  shall  live.      But  if  thou  refuse  to  go  forth,  21 
this  is  the  word  that  the  Lord  hath  shewed  me : 
Behold,  all  the  women  that  are  left  in  the  king  22 
of  Judah's  house  shall  be  brought  forth  to  the 
king  of  Babylon's    princes,   and  those  women 
^Yieo.The      shall  say,  ^Thy  familiar  friends  have  ^set  thee 
"place     '^       01^'  ai^cl  have  prevailed  over  thee  :  now  that  thy 
2  Or,  deceived    feet  are  sunk  in  the  mire,  they  are  turned  away, 

back.     And  they,  shall  bring  out  all  thy  wives  23 
and  thy  children  to  the  Chaldeans  :  and  thou 
shalt  not  escape  out  of  their  hand,  but  shalt  be 
taken  by  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon  :  and 
Hhou  shalt  cause  this  city  to  be  burned  with  fire. 
Then  said  Zedekiah  unto  Jeremiah,  Let  no  man  24 
know  of  these  words,   and  thou  shalt  not  die. 
But  if  the  princes  hear  that  I  have  talked  with  25 
thee,  and  they  come  unto  thee,  and  say  unto 


thee 


3  Heb.  tho7i 
shalt  bu7-n  dr. 
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thee,^  Declare  unto  us  now  what  thou  hast  said 
unto  the  king,  hide  it  not  from  us,  and  we  will 
not.  put  thee  to  death  :  also  what  the  king-  said 

26  unto  thee  :   then   thou   shalt  say  unto  them,    I 
'presented  my  supplication  before  the  king,  that  '  \\<A^.  caused 
he  would  not  cause  me  to  return  to  Jonathan's  '"■f'^' 

27  house,  to  die  there.  Then  came  all  the  princes 
unto  Jeremiah,  and  asked  him :  and  he  told  them 
according  to  all  these  words  that  the  king  had 
commanded.     So  they  left   off  speaking   with 

28  him  ;   for  the  matter  was  not  "perceived.     So  -Or, reported 
Jeremiah  abode  in  the  court  of  the  guard  until     t^^'  ^^^f"^ 
the  day  that  Jerusalem  was  taken. 

39  I       And   it  came  to  pass  when  Jerusalem  was 

taken,  ^(in  the  ninth  year  of  Zedekiah  king  of  'Seeiii.  4&r. 
Judah,    in    the   tenth    month,    came    Nebucad-  ^_';^^['s^ '"'^• 
rezzar  king  of  Babylon  and  all  his  army  against 

2  Jerusalem,  and  besieged  it;  in  the  eleventh  year 
of  Zedekiah,  in  the  fourth  month,  the  ninth  day 
of  the  month,  a  breach  was  made  in  the  city  :) 

3  that  all  the  princes  of  the  king  of  Babylon  came 
in,  and  sat  in  the  middle  gate,  even  Nergal- 
sharezer,  Samgar-nebo,  Sarsechim,  chief  eunuch, 
Nergal-sharezer,  chief  Magian,  with  all  the  rest 

4  of  the  princes  of  the  king  of  Babylon.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  that  when  Zedekiah  the  king  of 
Judah  and  all  the  men  of  war  saw  them,  then 
they  fled,  and  went  forth  out  of  the  city  by 
night,  by  the  way  of  the  king's  garden,  by  the 
gate  betwixt  the  two  walls :  and  he  went  out  the 

5  way  of  the  plain.  But  the  Chaldeans'  army 
pursued  after  them,  and  overtook  Zedekiah  in 
the  plains  of  Jericho  :  and  when  they  had  taken 
him,  they  brought  him  up  to  Nebucadrezzar 
king  of  Babylon  to  Riblah  in  the  land  of  Ha- 

6  math,  and  he  'gave  judgement  upon  him.    Then  Mich,  .v/rj-fr 
the  king  of  Babylon  slew  the  sons  of  Zedekiah  Cvfw ' 
in    Riblah  before    his  eyes:    also   the    king    of  Scc  xii.  ..  ^ 
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Babylon  slew  all  the  nobles  of  Judah.     More-  7 
over  he  put  out  Zedekiah's  eyes,  and  bound  him 
in  fetters,  to  carry  him  to  Babylon.     And  the  8 
Chaldeans    burned   the    king's    house,    and   the 
houses  of  the  people,  with  fire,  and  brake  down 
the  walls  of  Jerusalem.     Then  Nebuzaradan  the  9 
See  Gen.       'captain  of  the  guard  carried  away  captive  into 
>:xvii.  36.        Babylon  the  residue  of  the  people  that  remained 
in  the  city,  the  deserters  also,  that  fell  away  to 
him,  and  the  residue  of  the  people  that  remained. 
But  Nebuzaradan  the  captain  of  the  guard  left  10 
of  the  poor  of  the  people,  which  had  nothing,  in 
the  land  of  Judah,  and  gave  them  vineyards  and 
fields  at  the  same  time.      Now  Nebucadrezzar  n 
king  of  Babylon  gave  charge  concerning  Jere- 
miah to  Nebuzaradan  the  captain  of  the  guard,* 
saying.  Take  him,  and  look  well  to  hirh,  and  do  12 
him  no  harm  ;  but  do  unto  him  even  as  h^e  shall    . 
say  unto  thee.     So  Nebuzaradan  the  captain  of '13 
the  guard  sent,  and  Nebushazban,  chief  eunuch, 
and  Nergal-sharezer,  chief  Magian,  and  all  the' 
^      "  chief  officers  of  the  king  of  Babylon  ;  they  sent,  14 

and  took  Jeremiah  out  of  the  court  of  the  guard, 
and  committed  him  unto  Gedaliah  the  son  of 
Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan,  that  he  should  carry 
^..„  him  to  his  house  :  so  he  dwelt  among  the  people. 

Now  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jere-  iT) 
miah,  while  he  was  shut  up  in  the  court  of  the 
guard,  saying,  Go  and  speak  to  Ebed-melech  the  16 
Ethiopian,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
the  God  of  Israel :  Behold,  I  will  bring  my 
words  upon  this  city  for  evil,  and  not  for 
■'Ox.,  shall  be  good;  and  they  'shall  be  accomplished  before 
before  thee        Jj^^^  jj^  ^^i^^   ^^y^     guj-  J   ^^\\\  deliver  thee  in  17 

that  day,  saith  the  Lord  :  and  thou  shalt  not 
be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  men  of  whom 
thou  art  afraid.      For  I  will  surely  save  thee,  iS 
and  thou  shalt  not  fall  by  the   sword,  but  thy 
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life  shall  be  for  a  prey  unto  thee :  because  thou 
hast  put  thy  trust  in  me,  saith  the  Lord. 
40  I  The  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  from  the 
Lord,  after  that  Nebuzaradan  tlic  captain  of  the 
i^aiard  had  let  him  go  from  Ramah,  when  he 
had  taken  him  being  bound  in  cliains  among 
all  the  captives  of  Jerusalem  and  Judah,  which 

2  were  carried  away  captive  unto  Babylon.  And 
the  captain  of  the  guard  took  Jeremiah,  and  said 
unto  him.  The  Lord  thy  God  pronounced  this 

3  evil  upon  this  place:  and  the  Lord  hath  brought 
it,  and  done  according  as  he  spake  ;  because 
ye  have  sinned  against  the  Lord,  and  have  not 
obeyed  his  voice,  therefore  this  thing  is  come 

4  upon  you.  And  now,  behold,  I  loose  thee  this 
day  from  the  chains  which  are  upon  thine  hand. 
If  it  seem  good  unto  thee  to  come  with  me  into 
Babylon,  come,  and  I  will  look  well  unto  thee  ; 
but  if  it  seem  ill  unto  thee  to  come  with  me  into 
Babylon,  forbear :  behold,  all  the  land  is  before 

thee;  whither  it  seemeth  good  and 'convenient  '  Or,  nv///" 

5  unto  thee  to  go,  thither  go.  Now  while  he  was 
not  yet  gone  back,  Go  back  then,  said  he,  to 
Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan, 
whom  the  king  of  Babylon  hath  made  governor 
over  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  dwell  with  him 
among  the  people :  or  go  wheresoever  it  seemeth 
convenient  unto  thee  to  go.  So  the  captain  of 
the  guard  gave  him  victuals  and  a  present,  and 

'  6  let  him  go.  Then  went  Jeremiah  unto  Gedaliah 
the  son  of  Ahikam  to  IVIizpah  ;  and  dwelt  with 
him  among  the  people  that  were  left  in  the  land. 
7  Now  when  all  the  captains  of  the  forces 
which  were  in  the  fields,  even  they  and  their 
men,  heard  that  the  king  of  Babylon  had  made 
Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  governor  in  the  land, 
and  had  committed  unto  him  men,  and  women, 
and  chiklren,  'and  of  the  poorest  of  tlic  land,  of  'Or,  r;v/»^

them  that  were  not   carried   away   captive   to 
Babylon  ;   then  they  came  to  Gedaliah  to  Miz-  8 
pah,  even  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah,  and 
Johanan  and  Jonathan  the  sons  of  Kareah,  and 
Seraiah  the  son  of  Tanhumeth,  and  the  sons  of 
Ephai    the     Netophathite,    and    Jezaniah    the 
Maacathite,  they  and  their  men.    And  GedaHah  9 
the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan  sware 
unto  them  and  to  their  men,  saying,  Fear  not 
to  serve  the  Chaldeans  :  dwell  in  .the  land,  and 
serve  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  it  shall  be  well 
with  you.     As  for  me,  behold,  I   will  dwell  at  10 
Mizpah,  to  stand  before  the  Chaldeans,  which 
shall  come  unto  us  :  but  ye,  gather  ye  wine  and 
summer  fruits  and   oil,  and  put  them  in  your 
vessels,  and  dwell  in  your  cities  that  ye  have' 
taken.     Likewise  when  all  the  Jews  that  were  n 
in  Moab,  and  among  the  children  of  Amnion,'    . 
and  in  Edom,  and  that  were  in  all  the  countries, 
heard  that  the  king  of  Babylon  had  left  a  rem- 
nant of  Judah,  and  that  he  had  set  over  them  ' 
Gedaliah    the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son  of  Sha- 
phan;   then  all  the  Jews  returned   out   of  all  12 
places  whither  they  were  driven,  and  came  to 
the  land  of  Judah,  to  Gedaliah,  unto   Mizpah, 
and  gathered  wine  and  summer  fruits  very  much. 

Moreover  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  13 
all  the  captains  of  the  forces  that  were  in  the 
fields,  came  to   Gedaliah  to   Mizpah,  and  said  14 
unto  him.  Dost  thou  know  that  Baalis  the  king 
of  the  children  of  Ammon  hath  sent  Ishmael 
the   son   of   Nethaniah   to  take  thy  life  ?    But 
Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  believed  them  not. 
Then    Johanan    the  son    of   Kareah    spake    to  15 
Gedaliah  in   Mizpah  secretly,  saying.   Let   me 
go,  I  pray  thee,  and  I  will  slay  Ishmael  the  son 
of  Nethaniah,  and  no  man  shall  know  it:  where- 
fore should  he  take  thy  life,  that  all  the  Jews 
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whidi  are  gathered  unto  thee  should  be  scat- 
16  tered,  and  the  remnant  of  Judah  perish?  But 
GedaHah  the  son  of  Ahikam  said  unto  Johanan 
the  son  of  Kareah,  Thou  shalt  not  do  this 
thing  :  for  thou  speakest  falsely  of  Ishmael. 
41    I       Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  seventh  month, 

'that  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah,  the  son  of  '  See  2  Kings 
Elishama,  of  the  seed   royal,  *and  one  of  the  Tl^^^^^^^u,, 
chief  officers    of  the  king,   and  ten  men  with  chu/ojiuirs 
him,  came  unto  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  to  '^■'•*'^"^" 
Mizpah  ;  and  there  they  did  eat  bread  together 

2  in  Mizpah.  Then  arose  Ishmael  the  son  of  Ne- 
thaniah, and  the  ten  men  that  were  with  him, 
and  smote  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son 
of  Shaphan  with  the  sword,  and  slew  him, 
whom  the  king  of  Babylon  had  made  governor 

3  over  the  land.  Ishmael  also  slew  all  the  Jews 
that  were  with  him,  even  with  Gedaliah,  at 
Mizpah,    and  the  Chaldeans   that  were   found 

4  there,  even  the  men  of  war.  And  it  came  to 
pass  the  second  day  after  he  had  slain  Gedaliah, 

5  and  no  man  knew  it,  that  there  came  certain 
from  Shechem,  from  Shiloh,  and  from  Samaria, 
even  fourscore  men,  having  their  beards  shaven 
and  their  clothes  rent,  and  having  cut  them- 
selves, with  oblations  and  frankincense  in  their 
hand,  to  bring  them  to  the  house  of  the   Lord. 

6  And  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  went  forth 
from  Mizpah  to  meet  them,  weeping  all  along  as 
he  went :  and  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  met  them, 
he  said  unto  them,  Come  to  Gedaliah  the  son  of 

7  Ahikam.  And  it  was  so,  when  they  came  into 
the  midst  of  the  city,  that  Ishmael  the  son  ol 
Nethaniah  slew  them,  and  cast  them  into  the 
midst  of  the  pit,   he,  and  the  men  that  wc-re 

8  with  him.  But  ten  men  were  found  among 
them  that  said  unto  Ishmael,  Slay  us  not:  lor 
we   have  stores  hidden   in  the  field,  ol    wheat. 
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and  of  barley,  and  of  oil,  and  of  honey.  So  he 
forbare,  and  slew  them  not  among  their  brethren. 
Now  the  pit  wherein  Ishmael  cast  all  the  dead  9 
bodies  of  the  men,  whom  he  had  slain,  by  the 
side  of  Gedaliah,  (the  same  was  that  which  Asa 
the  king  had  made  for  fear  of  Baasha  king  of 
Israel,)  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  filled  it 
with  them  that  were  slain.  Then  Ishmael  10 
carried  away  captive  all  the  residue  of  the  people 
that  were  in  Mizpah,  even  the  king's  daugh- 
ters, and  all  the  people  that  remained  in  Mizpah, 
whom  Nebuzaradan  the  captain  of  the  guard 
had  committed  to  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam : 
Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  carried  them 
away  captive,  and  departed  to  go  over  to  the 
children  of  Ammon. 

But  when  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  n 
all    the   captains  of  the  forces  that  wera  with'    • 
him,  heard  of  all  the  evil  that   Ishmael  the  son 
of  Nethaniah  had  done,  then  they  took  all  the  12 
men,  and  went  to  fight  with  Ishmael  the  son  of 
Nethaniah,  and  found  him  by  the  great  waters 
that  are  in  Gibeon.     Now  it  came  to  pass,  that  13 
when  all  the  people  which  were  with   Ishmael 
saw   Johanan   the  son  of   Kareah,  and  all  the 
captains  of  the  forces  that  were  with  him,  then 
they  were  glad.     So  all  the  people  that  Ishmael  14 
had   carried    away    captive    from    Mizpah  cast    ' 
about  and  returned,  and  went  unto  Johanan  the 
son  of  Kareah,    'But  Ishmael  the  son  of  Ne-  15 
thaniah  escaped  from  Johanan  with  eight  men, 
and  went  to  the  children    of  Ammon,     Then  16 
took  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all   the 
captains  of  the  forces  that  were  with  him,  all 
the   remnant  of  the  people  whom   he  had  re- 
covered   from    Ishmael  the  son  of   Nethaniah, 
from  Mizpah,  after  that  he  had  slain   Gedaliah 
the  son  of  Ahikam,  even  the   mighty  men    of 
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war,  and  the  women,  and  the  children,  and  the 
eunuchs,   whom    he   had   brought   again    from 

17  Gibeon  :     and    they    departed,    and    dwelt    in 
^Geruth  Chimham,  which  is  by  Beth-lehem,  to  '  Or,  m<- 
go  to  enter  into  Egypt,  because  of  the  Chal-  i/S£' 

18  deans  :  for  they  were  afraid  of  them,  because 
Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  had  shiin  Geda- 
Hah  the  son  of  Ahikam,  whom  the  king  of 
Babylon  made  governor  over  the  land. 

42  I       Then    all    the   captains    of    the    forces,    and 

Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  "Jezaniah  the  =  in  xiiii.  2, 
son  of  Hoshaiah,  and  all  the  people  from  the  ^='"''*'^'- 

2  least  even  unto  the  greatest,  came  near,  and 
said  unto  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  Let,  we  pray 

thee,  our  supplication  'be  accepted  before  thee,  ^neb./rt//. 
and  pray  for  us  unto  the  Lord  thy  God,  even 
for  all  this  remnant ;   for  we  are  left  but  a  few 

3  of  many,  as  thine  eyes  do  behold  us  :  that  the 
Lord  thy  God  may  shew  us  the  way  wherein 
we  should  walk,  and  the  thing  that  we  should 

4  do.  Then  Jeremiah  the  prophet  said  unto 
them,  I  have  heard  you  ;  behold,  I  will  pray 
unto  the  Lord  your  God  according  to  your 
words  ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  what- 
soever thing  the  Lord  shall  answer  you,  I  will 
declare  it  unto  you  ;    I  will  keep  nothing  back 

5  from  you.     Then  they  said  to  Jeremiah,  The 

Lord  be  a  true  and  faithful  witness  'amongst  *  Or,  a-aimt 
us,  if  we  do  not  even  according  to  all  the  word 
wherewith  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  send  thee  to 

6  us.  Whether  it  be  good,  or  whether  it  be 
evil,  we  will  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  our 
God,  to  whom  we  send  thee  ;  that  it  may  be 
well  with  us,  when  we  obey  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  our  God. 

7  And  it  came  to  pass  after  ten  days,  that  the 

8  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jeremiah.  Then 
called  he  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all 
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the  captains  of  the  forces  which  were  with  him, 
and  all  the  people  from  the  least  even  to  the 
greatest,  and  said    unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  9 
Lord,  the  God  of   Israel,  unto  whom  ye  sent 
1  Or,  lay         me    to  ^present   your  supplication  before  him  : 

If  ye  will    still  abide  in  this  land,  then  will  I  10 
build  you,  and  not  pull  you  down,  and  I  will 
plant  you,  and  not  pluck  you  up  :   for  I  repent 
me  of  the  evil  that  I  have  done  unto  you.     Be  1 1 
not  afraid  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  of  whom  ye 
are  afraid;  be  not  afraid  of  him,  saith  the  Lord: 
for  I  am  with  you  to  save  you,  and  to  deliver 
you  from    his    hand.      And    I    will   grant   you  12 
mercy,  that  he  may  have  mercy  upon  you,  and 
cause  you  to  return  to  your  own  land.  .  But  if  13 
ye  say,  We  will  not  dwell  in  this  land  ;  so  that* 
ye  obey  not  the  voice  of  the  Lord  your  God  ; 
saying.   No;    but  we  will  go   into  the  land  of, 14 
Egypt,  where  we  shall  see  no  war,  nor  hear  the    • 
sound  of  the  trumpet,  nor  have  hunger  of  bread ; 
and  there  will  we  dwell :  now  therefore  hear  ye  15 
the  word  of  the   Lord,  O  remnant  of  Judah  : 
thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel, 
If  ye  wholly  set  your  faces  to  enter  into  Egypt, 
and  go  to  sojourn  there  ;   then  it  shall  come  to  16 
pass,  that  the  sword,  which  ye  fear, '  shall  over- 
take you  there  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  the 
=  Heb.  shall     famine,  whereof  ye  are  afraid,  'shall  follow  hard 
cleave  after       ^{^^^  yQ^  there  iu   Egypt;    and  there  ye  shall 

die.  So  shall  it  be  with  all  the  men  that  set  17 
their  faces  to  go  into  Egypt  to  sojourn  there  ; 
they  shall  die  by  the  sword,  by  the  famine,  and 
by  the  pestilence  :  and  none  of  them  shall  re- 
main or  escape  from  the  evil  that  I  will  bring 
upon  them.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  18 
the  God  of  Israel ;  As  mine  anger  and  my  fury 
hath  been  poured  forth  upon  the  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem  ;    so  shall  my  fury  be   poured    forth 
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upon  you,  when  ye  shall  enter  into  Egypt :  and 
ye  shall  be  an  execration,  and  an  astonishment, 
and  a  curse,  and  a  reproach  ;    and  ye  shall  see 

19  this  place  no  more.  The  Lord  hath  spoken 
concerning  you,  O  remnant  of  Judah  ;  Go  ye 
not   into  Egypt :    know  certainly  that    I    have 

20  testified  unto  you  this  day.     For  ye  have  dealt 
deceitfully  ^against  your  own  souls  ;  for  ye  sent  ^Ox,  in  your 
me  unto  the  Lord  your  God,  saying,  Pray  for  ^°'*^^ 

us  unto  the  Lord  our  God;  and  according  unto 
all  that  the  Lord  our  God  shall  say,  so  declare 

21  unto  us,  and  we  will  do  it :  and  I  have  this  day 
declared  it  to  you  ;  but  ye  have  not  obeyed  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  your  God  in  anything  for  the 

22  which  he  hath  sent  me  unto  you.  Now  there- 
fore know  certainly  that  ye  shall  die  by  the 
sword,  by  the  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence,  in 
the  place  whither  ye  desire  to  go  to  sojourn 
there. 

43  I  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jeremiah  had 
made  an  end  of  speaking  unto  all  the  people  all 
the  words  of  the  Lord  their  God,  wherewith 
the  Lord  their  God  had  sent  him  to  them,  even 

2  all  these  words,  then  spake  Azariah  the  son  of 
Hoshaiah,  and  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and 
all  the  proud  men,  saying  unto  Jeremiah,  Thou 
speakest  falsely  :  the  Lord  our  God  hath  not 
sent  thee  to  say.  Ye  shall  not  go  into  Egypt  to 

3  sojourn  there :   but  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah 
setteth  thee  on  against  us,  for  to  deliver  us  into 
the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans,  that  they  may  put      ' 
us    to   death,    and   carry  us    away   captives  to 

4  Babylon.  So  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and 
all  the  captains  of  the  forces,  and  all  the  people, 
obeyed  not  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  to  dwell  in 

.-,  the  land  of  Judah.  But  Johanan  the  son  of 
Kareah,  and  all  the  captains  of  the  forces,  took 
all   the   remnant  of   Judah,   that  were  retiirnecl 
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from    all    the    nations  whither   they  had   been 
driven,  to   sojourn   in  the  land  of  Judah  ;    the  6 
men,  and  the  women,  and  the  children,  and  the 
king's  daughters,  and  every  person  that  Nebu- 
zaradan  the  captain  of  the  guard  had  left  with 
Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son  of  Sha- 
phan,  and   Jeremiah   the  prophet,  and   Baruch 
the  son  of  Neriah  ;    and  they  came    into    the  7 
land  of  Egypt ;  for  they  obeyed  not  the  voice 
of  the   Lord  :    and  they  came   even   to  Tah- 
panhes.     Then   came   the  word   of  the    Lord  8 
4  unto    Jeremiah    in    Tahpanhes,    saying,    Take  9 

^Or,inthe      great  stones  in  thine  hand,  and  hide  them  Mn 
'brickkiln         mortar  in  the  brickwork,  which  is  at  the  entry 
of  Pharaoh's  house  in  Tahpanhes,  in  the  sight 
of  the  men  of  Judah  ;  and  say  unto  them,  Thus  ro 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  Be- 
hold,  I  will  send  and  take  Nebucadrezzaj*  the  ■    . 
king  of  Babylon,  my  servant,  and  will  set  his 
throne  upon  these  stones  that  I  have  hid ;   and 
he   shall  spread   his  royal  pavilion  over  them. 
And  he  shall  come  and  shall  smite  the  land  of  1 1 
Egypt ;  such  as  are  for  death  shall  be  given  to 
death,  and  such  as  are  for  captivity  to  captivity, 
and  such  as  are  for  the  sword  to  the   sword. 
And   I  will  kindle  a  fire  in  the  houses  of  the  12 
gods  of  Egypt ;    and  he  shall  burn  them,  and 
carry  them  away  captives  :   and  he  shall  array 
himself  with  the  land  of  Egypt,  as  a  shepherd 
putteth  on  his  gapment ;    and  he  shall  go  forth 
from  thence  in  peace.      He  shall  also  break  the  13 
•^  Ox, obelisks     "pillars  of  ^Beth-shemesh,  that  is  in  the  land  of 
Qisiatidu^g     Kcrypt ;    and  the  houses  of  the  crods  of  Ecrypt 
"  Or,  The        shall  he  burn  with  nre. 

house  of  t  lie  fhe  worcl  that  came  to  Jeremiah  concerning  i  44  , 

"iMiopdb  Jx'  cdl  the  Jews  which  dwelt  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  /CaT 

^"-  which  dwelt  at  Migdol,  and  at  Tahpanhes,  and 

at  Noph,  and- in  the  country  of  Pathros,  saying, 
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2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel : 
Ye  have  seen  all  the  evil  that  I  have  brought 
upon  Jerusalem,  and  upon  all  the  cities  of 
Judah  ;  and,  behold,  this  day  they  are  a  desola- 

3  tion,  and  no  man  dvvelleth  therein  ;  because  of 
their  wickedness  which  they  have  committed  to 
provoke  me  to  anger,  in  that  they  went  to  burn 
incense,  and  to  serve  other  gods,  whom  they 
knew  not,  neither  they,  nor  ye,  nor  your  fathers. 

4  Howbeit  I  sent  unto  you  all  my  servants  the 
prophets,  rising  up  early  and  sending  them, 
saying.  Oh,  do  not  this  abominable  thing  that  I 

5  hate.  But  they  hearkened  not,  nor  inclined 
their  ear  to  turn  from  their  wickedness,  to  burn 

6  no  incense  unto  other  gods.  Wherefore  my 
fury  and  mine  anger  was  poured  forth,  and  was 
kindled  in  the  cities  of  Judah  and  in  the  streets 
of  Jerusalem;  and  they  are  w^asted  and  desolate, 

7  as  it  is  this  day.  Therefore  now  thus  saith  the 
Lord,  the  God  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel  : 
Wherefore  commit  ye  this  great  evil  against 
your  own  souls,  to  cut  off  from  you  man  and 
woman,  child  and  suckling,  out  of  the  midst  of 

8  Judah,  to  leave  you  none  remaining ;  in  that  ye 
provoke  me  unto  anger  with  the  works  of  your 
hands,  burning  incense  unto  other  gods  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  whither  ye  be  gone  to  sojourn  ; 
that  ye  may  be  cut  off,  and  that  ye  may  be  a 
curse  and  a  reproach  among  all  the  nations  of 

9  the  earth?  Have  ye  forgotten  the  wickedness 
of  your  fathers,  and  the  wickedness  of  the  kings 
of  Judah,  and  the  wickedness  of  their  wives, 
and  your  own  wickedness,  and  the  wickedness 
of  your  wives,  which  they  committed  in  the 
land  of  Judah,  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  ? 

lo  They  are  not  humbled  even  unto  this  day, 
neither  have  they  feared,  nor  walked  in  my  law. 
nor  in  my  stalulcs.  that  I  set  before   you  and 
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before  your  fathers.     Therefore  thus  saith  the  n 
Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :    Behold,  I 
will  set  my  face  against  you  for  evil,  even  to 
cut  off  all  Judah.     And  I  will  take  the  remnant  12 
of  Judah,  that  have  set  their  faces  to  go  into 
the  land  of  Egypt  to  sojourn  there,  and  they 
shall  all  be  consumed  ;    in  the  land  of  Egypt 
shall  they  fall ;   they  shall  be  consumed  by  the 
sword  and  by  the  famine ;  they  shall  die,  from 
the  least  even  unto  the  greatest,  by  the  sword 
and  by  the  famine:  and  they  shall  be  an  execra- 
tion, and  an  astonishment,  and  a  curse,  and  a 
reproach.     For  I  will  punish  them  that  dwell  13 
in  the  land  of  Egypt,  as  I  have  punished  Jeru- 
salem, by  the  sword,  by  the  famine,  and  by  the 
pestilence :    so  that   none   of   the    remnant   of' 14 
Judah,  which  are  gone  into  the  land  of  Egypt 
to  sojourn  there,  shall  escape  or  remain,  that    . 
they  should  return  into  the  land  of  Judah,  to  "

escape. 

Then  all  the  men  which  knew  that  their  wives  15 
burned  incense  unto  other  gods,   and  all   the 
women  that  stood  by,  a  great  assembly,  even  all 
the  people  that  dwelt  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  in 
Pathros,  answered  Jeremiah,  saying,  As  for  the  16 
word  that  thou  hast  spoken  unto  us  in  the  name 
of  the   Lord,   we  will  not  hearken  unto  thee. 
But  we  will  certainly  perform  every  word  that  17 
is  gone  forth  out  of  our  mouth,  to  burn  incense 
unto  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour  out  drink- 
offerings  unto  her,  as  we  have  done,  we  and  our 
fathers,  our  kings  and  our  princes,  in  the  cities 
of  Judah,  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  :  for 
-Hcb,  bread,    then  had  we  plenty  of  'victuals,  and  were  well, 

and  saw  no  evil.     But  since  we  left  off  to  burn  18 
incense  to  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour  out 
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drink-offerings    unto   her,   we  have  wanted  all 
things,  and  have  been  consumed  by  the  sword 

19  and  by  the  famine.  And  when  we  burned 
incense  to  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  poured  out 
drink-offerings  unto  her,  did  we  make  her  cakes 

to    'worship  her,  and  pour  out  drink-offerings  '  Or, /..«;-//, 7^ 

20  unto  her,  without  our  husbands?  Then  Jere- 
miah said  unto  all  the  people,  to  the  men,  and 
to  the  women,  even  to  all  the  people  which  had 

21  given  him  that  answer,  saying,  The  incense  that 
ye  burned  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  in  the 
streets  of  Jerusalem,  ye  and  your  fathers,  your 
kings  and  your  princes,  and  the  people  of  the 
land,  did  not  the   Lord  remember  them,  and 

22  came  it  not  into  his  mind  ?  So  that  the  Lord 
could  no  longer  bear,  because  of  the  evil  of  your 
doings,  and  because  of  the  abominations  which 
ye  have  committed  ;  therefore  is  your  land  be- 
come a  desolation,  and  an  astonishment,  and  a 

23  curse,  w^ithout  inhabitant,  as  it  is  this  day.  Be- 
cause ye  have  burned  incense,  and  because  ye 
have  sinned  against  the  Lord,  and  have  not 
obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  nor  walked  in 
his  law,  nor  in  his  statutes,  nor  in  his  testimo- 
nies ;  therefore  this  evil  is  happened  unto  you, 
as  it  is  this  day. 

24  Moreover  Jeremiah  said  unto  all  the  people, 
and  to  all  the  women,  Hear  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  all  Judah  that  are  in  the  land  of  Egypt : 

25  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Lsrael,

26  and  perform  your  vows.  Therefore  hear  ye  the 
word  of  the  L(m;d,  all  Judah  that  dwell   in  the 
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land  of  Egypt :  Behold,  1  .have  sworn  by  my 
great  name,  saith  the  Lord,  that  my  name  shall 
no  more  be  named  in  the  mouth  of  any  man  of 
Judah  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt,  saying.  As  the 
Lord  God  liveth.     Behold,  I  watch  over  them  27 
for  evil,  and  not  for  good  :  and  all  the  men  of 
Judah  that  are  in  the  land  of  Egypt  shall  be 
consumed  by  the  sword  and  by  the  famine,  until 
there  be  an  end  of  them.     And  they  that  escape  28 
the  sword  shall  return  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt 
into  the  land  of  Judah,  few  in  number ;  and  all 
the  remnant  of  Judah,  that  are  gone  into  the 
land    of   Egypt    to    sojourn   there,   shall    know 
whose  word  shall  stand,  mine,  or  theirs.

The  word  that  Jeremiah  the  prophet  spake  i  45 
unto  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah,  wJhen  he  wrote 
these  words  in  a  book  at  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah, 
in  the  fourth  year  of  Jehoiakim  the  son  of 
Josiah  king  of  Judah,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  2 
Lord,  the  God  df  Israel,  'unto  thee,  O  Baruch: 
Thou  didst  say.  Woe  is  me  now !  for  the  Lord  3 

"  Ps.  vi.  6.       hath  added  sorrow  to  my  pain  ;  '  I  am  weary 
with  my  groaning,  and  I  find  no  rest.     Thus  4 
shalt  thou  say  unto  him,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  : 
Behold,  that  which   I   have  built  will   I   break 
down,   and    that   which   I    have  planted   I   will

The  word  that  the  Lord  spake  to  Jeremiah 
the  prophet,  how  that  Nebucadrezzar  king  of 
Babylon  should  come  and  smite  the  land  of 
Egypt.

34  come    for    her.      Nebucadrezzar   the    king   of 
Babylon  hath  devoured  ^me,  he  hath  crushed  '  Another

The  42 
sea  is  come  up  upon  Babylon:  she  is  covered 
with  the  ^multitude  of  the  waves  thereof.      Her  43 
cities  are  become  ^a  desolation,  a  dry  land,  and 
a  desert,  a  land  wherein  no  man  dwelleth,  neither 
doth   any  son    of  man    pass  thereby.     And   I  44 
will  Mo  judgement  upon  Bel  in  Babylon,  and  I 
will  bring  forth  out  of  his  mouth  that  which  he 
hath  swallowed  up;   and  the  nations  shall  not 
flow    together   any  more    unto    him:   yea,    the 
wall  of  Babylon  shall  fall. 

My  people,  go  ye  out  of  the  midst  of  her,  45 
and  ^save  yourselves  every  man  from  the  fierce 
anger  of  the   Lord.     And  let  not  your  heart  46 
faint,  neither  fear  ye  for  the  rumour  that  shall 
be  heard  in  the  land;  for  a  rumour  shall  come* 
one  year,  and  after  that  in  another  year  sAall 
come  2l  rumour,  and  violence  in  the  lan4,  ruler    . 
Against    ruler.      Therefore,    behold,    the    days  47 
come,  that  I  will  do  judgement  upon  the  graven 
images  of  Babylon,  and  her  whole  land  shall  be' 
ashamed ;  and  all  her  slain  shall  fall  in  the  midst 
of  her.     Then  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  and  48 
all  that  is  therein,  shall  sing  for  joy  over  Baby- 
lon; for  the  spoilers  shall  come  uato  her  from 
the  north,  saith  the  Lord.     'As  Babylon  hath  49 
caused  the  slain  of  Israel  to  fall,  so   at  Babylon 
shall  fall  the  slain'  of  all  the  "land.     Ye  that  50 
have  escaped  the  sword,  go  ye,  stand  not  still ; 
remember  the  Lord  from  afar,  and  let  Jerusalem 
come   into  your  mind.     We  are  ashamed,  be-  51 
cause  we  have  heard  reproach ;  confusion  hath 
covered  our  faces:  for  strangers  are  come  into 
the  sanctuaries  of  the  Lord's  house.     Where-  52 
fore,  behold,  the   days  come,  saith  the   Lord, 
that    I    will    do  judgement    upon    her  graven 
images;  and  through  all  her  land  the  wounded 
shall  groan.     Though    Babylon    should   mount  53 
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up  to  heaven,  and   thoiif^h  she  should   fortify 
the  height  of  her  strength,  yet  from  me  shall 

54  spoilers  come  unto  her.^saith  the  Lord.  The 
sound  of  a  cry  from  Babylon,  and  of  great 
destruction   from    the    land    of  the  Chaldeans! 

55  For  the  Lord  spoileth  Babylon,  and  destroyeth 
i^y</y-  Qut  of  j^gj.  |.|^g  great    voice;   and  their   waves 

roar  like  many  waters,  the  noise  of  their  voice 

56  is  uttered:  for  the  spoiler  is  come  upon  her, 
even  upon  Babylon,  and  her  mighty  men  are 
taken,  their  bows  are  broken  in  pieces :  for  the 
Lord  is  a  God  of  recompences,  he  shall  surely 

57  requite.  And  I  will  make  drunk  her  princes 
and  her  wise  men,  her  governors  and  her 
deputies,  and  her  mighty  men;  and  they  shall 
sleep  a  perpetual  sleep  and  not  wake,  saith  the 

58  King,  whose  name  is  the  Lord  of  hosts.     Thus 

saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  ^The  broad  walls  of  '  Or,  The 
Babylon  shall  be  utterly -overthrown,  and  her  ^Bai'yhn'""" 
high  gates  shall  be  burned  with  fire ;  ''and  the  -  Or,  made 
peoples  shall  labour  for  vanity,  and  the  nations  ^'^^^         .. 
for  the  fire;  and  they  shall  be  weary.  i_^. 

59  The  word  which  Jeremiah  the  prophet  com- 
manded Seraiah  the  son  of  Neriah,  the  son 
of  Mahseiah,  when  he  went  with  Zedekiah  the 
king  of  Judah  to   Babylon  in  the  fourth  year 

of  his  reign.     Now  Seraiah  was  chief  ^chamber-  *OT,(juarur. 

60  lain.     And  Jeremiah  wrote  in  'a  book  all  the  Tq^Ziu- /-ooi- 
evil  that  should  come  upon  Babylon,  even  all 

these  words  that  are  written  concerning  Baby- 

61  Ion.      And   Jeremiah    said   to    Seraiah,    When 

thou  comest  to   Babylon,  'then  see  that  thou  '^''^"'^'^I'f 
c>2  read  all  these  words,   and  say,  O   Lord,  thou  '(■,',  "/Li'sZu 

hast  spoken  concerning  this  place,  to  cut  it  off,   Mt;«  j./;- .rv. 

that  none  shall  dwell  therein,  neither  man  nor 

beast,  but   that   it   shall   be  desolate    for   ever. 
6:^  And    it   shall    be,    when    thou    hast    made   an 

end  of  reading  this  book,  that  thou  shalt  bind 

I 
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a  Stone  to  it,  and  cast    it. into    the   midst   of 
Euphrates:    and    thou    shalt   say,    Thus    shall  64 
Babylon  sink,  and  shall  not  rise  again  because 

j^fh^  .     of  the  evil  that  I  will  bring  upon  her :  and  they 
shall  be  weary. 

Thus  far  are  the  words  of  Jeremiah. 

2  Kings  ^Zedekiah  was  one  and  twenty  years  old  when  i  52 

«iv.  18.         ]^g  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigned  eleven  years 
in    Jerusalem.     And   his    mother's    name   was 
Hamutal  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah  of  Libnah. 
And  he  did  that  which  was  evil  in   the  sight  2 
of  the  Lord,  according  to  all   that  Jehoiakim 
had  done.     For  through  the  anger  of  the  Lord  3 
did  it  come  to  pass  in  Jerusalem  and  Judah,  until 
he  had  cast  them  out  from  his  presence :  and 
Zedekiah  rebelled  against  the  king  of  Babylon.* 
And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  ninth  year  of  his  4 
reign,    in    the    tenth   month,   in  the   ten^  day    . 
of    the    month,    that    Nebucadrezzar    king    of  " 
Babylon    came,   he  and    all    his  army,   against 
Jerusalem,  and  encamped  against  it;  and  they' 
built   forts    against    it    round    about.     So    the  5 
city  was    besieged  unto   the  eleventh  year  of 
king  Zedekiah.      In   the  fourth  month,   in  the  6 
ninth  day  of  the  month,  the  famine  was  sore  in 
the    city,  so  that  there  was   no  bread  for  the 
people  of  the  land.     Then  a  breach  was  made  7 
in  the  city,   and  all  the  men  of  war  fled,  and 
went   forth    out    of  the   city  by  night  by    the 
way  of  the  gate  'between  the  two  walls,  which 
was  by  the  king's  garden ;  (now  the  Chaldeans 
were  against  the  city  round  about:)  and  they 
went  by  the  way  of  the  plain.     But  the  army  of  8 
the  Chaldeans  pursued  after  the  king,  and  over- 
took  Zedekiah    in   the  plains  of  Jericho;    and 
all    his  army  was  scattered   from  him.     Then  9 
they  took  the  king,  and  carried  him  up  unto 
the  king  of  Babylon  to   Riblah  in  the  land  of 
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Hamath;   and  he  'gave  judgement  upon  him.  'HlI).  j/j/v 

10  And   the   king   of   Babylon  slew  the   sons    of  ^^J/H^;^ 
Zedekiah    before    his    eyes:    he   slew   also    all 

11  the  princes  of  Judah  in  Riblah.  And  he  put 
out  the  eyes  of  Zedekiah;  and  the  king  of 
Babylon  bound  him  in  fetters,  and  carried  him 
to  Babylon,  and  put  him  in  prison  till  the  day 
of  his  death. 

12  Now  in  the  fifth  month,  in  the  tenth  day 
of  the  month,  which  was  the  nineteenth  year 
of  king  Nebucadrezzar,  king  of  Babylon,  came 
Nebuzaradan,  the  captain  of  the  guard,  which 
stood  before  the  king  of   Babylon,  into  Jeru- 

13  salem:  and  he  biirned  the  house  of  the  Lord, 
and  the  king's  house;  and  all  the  houses  of 
Jerusalem,  even  "every  great  house  burned  he  -Ox,ncrv 

14  with  fire.     And  all  the  army  of  the  Chaldeans,  Sf,^""""' 
that  were  with  the  captain  of  the  guard,  brake 

down  all  the  walls  of  Jerusalem  round  about. 

15  Then  Nebuzaradan  the  captain  of  the  guard 
carried  away  captive  of  the  poorest  sort  of  the 
people,  and  the  residue  of  the  people  that  were 
left  in  the  city,  and  those  that  fell  away,  that 
fell  to  the  king  of   Babylon,  and   the  residue 

16  of  the  'multitude.    But  Nebuzaradan  the  captain  =»  Or,  artifims 
of  the  guard  left  of  the  poorest  of  the  land  to 

17  be  vinedressers  and  husbandmen.  And  the 
pillars  of  brass  that  were  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  bases  and  the  brasen  sea  that 
were  in  the  house  of  the  Lord,  did  the  Chal- 
deans break  in  pieces,  and  carried  all  the  brass 

18  of  them  to  Babylon.  The  pots  also,  and  the 
shovels,  and  the  snuffers,  and  the  basons,  and 
the  spoons,  and  all  the  vessels  of  brass  where- 

19  with  they  ministered,  took  they  away.  And 
the  cups,  and  the  firepans,  and  the  basons,  and 
the  pots,  and  the  candlesticks,  and  the  spoons, 
and  the  bowls;  that  which  was  of  gold,  in  gold, 

I  2 
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and    that   which    was   of  siWer,   in    silver,  the 
captain    of    the   guard    took    away.     The   two  20 
pillars,  the  one  sea,  and  the  twelve  brasen  bulls 
that  were  under  the  bases,  which  King  Solomon 
had  made  for  the  house  of  the  Lord  :  the  brass 
of  all  these  vessels  was  without  weight.     And  21 
as  for  the  pillars,  the  height  of  the  one  pillar  was 
eighteen  cubits;  and  a  line  of  twelve  cubits  did 
compass  it;  and  the  thickness  thereof  was  four 
fingers:  it  was  hollow.     And  a  chapiter  of  brass  22 
was  upon  it ;  and  the  height  of  the  one  chapiter 
was  five  cubits,  with  network  and  pomegranates 
upon  the  chapiter  round  about,  all  of  brass :  and 
the  second  pillar  also  had  like  unto  these,  and 
pomegranates.     And  there  were  ninety  and  six  23 
^Qx,cntitc      pomegranates   ^on   the    sides;    all    the'   pome-* 
TolvardsH^^'   granates    were  an   hundred  upon  the  network 
fourivhids.      rouud   about.     And  the  captain   of  the  guard '24 
t6ok  Seraiah  the  chief  priest,  and   Zephaniah 
the  second  priest,  and  the  three  keepers  of  the 
r^_  door:    and  out  of  the  city  he   took  an   officer  25 

that  was  set  over  the  men  of  war;  and  seven 
men  of  them  that  saw  the  king's  face,  which 
were  found  in  the  city;  and  the  scribe  of  the 
captain  of  the  host,  who  mustered  the  people  of 
the  land;  and  threescore  men  of  the  people  of 
the  land,  that  were  found  in  the  midst  of  the 
city.     And    Nebuzaradan    the    captain    of    the  26 
guard   took   them,    and    brought   them    to   the 
king  of  Babylon  to  Riblah.     And  the  king  of  27 
Babylon  smote  them,  and  put  them  to  death  at 
Riblah  in  the  land  of  Hamath.     So  Judah  was 
carried  away  captive  out  of  his  land.     This  is  28 
the  people  whom   Nebucadrezzar  carried  away 
captive:    in   the  seventh   year    three   thousand 
Jews  and  three  and  twenty:  in  the  eighteenth  29 
year  of  Nebucadrezzar  he  carried  away  captive 
from  Jerusalem  eight  hundred  thirty  and   two 
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30  persbns :  in  the  three  and  twentieth  year  of 
Nebucadrezzar  Nebuzaradan  the  captain  of  tht- 
guard  carried  away  captive  of  the  Jews  seven 
hundred  forty  and  five  persons  :  all  the  persons 
were  four  thousand  and  six  hundred. 

31  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  seven  and  thirtieth 
year  of  the  captivity  of  Jehoiachin  king  of 
Judah,  in  the  twelfth  month,  in  the  five  and 
twentieth  day  of  the  month,  that  Evil-merodach 
king  of  Babylon  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign 
lifted  up  the  head  of  Jehoiachin  king  of  Judah, 

32  and  brought  him  forth  out  of  prison  ;  and  he 
spake  kindly  unto  him,  and  set  his  throne  above 
the  throne  of  the  kings  that  were  with  him  in 

33  Babylon.  And  he  changed  his  prison  garments, 
and  did  eat  bread  before  him  continually  all  the 

34  days  of  his  life.  And  for  his  allowance,  there 
was  a  continual  allowance  given  him  of  the 
king  of  Babylon,  every  day  a  portion  until  the 
day  of  his  death,  all  the  days  of  his  life.

1  Now    it   came    to    pass    in    the    thirtieth    year, 
in  the  fourth    month,   in    the   fifth    day  of  the 
month,   as    I   was  among  the  ^captives  by  the  \Heb.  ^^7/ 
river   Chebar,   that    the  heavens  were  opened, 

2  and  I  saw  visions  of  God.  In  the  fifth  day 
of  the  month,  which  was  the  fifth  year  of  king 

3  Jehoiachin's  captivity,  the  word  of  the  Lord 
came  expressly  unto  Ezekiel  the  priest,  the  son 
of  Buzi,  in  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans  by  the 
river  Chebar;  and  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was 

4  there  upon  him.  And  I  looked,  and,  behold, 
a  stormy  wind  came  out  of  the  north,  a  great 
cloud,  with  a  fire  'infolding  itself,  and  a  bright- 
ness round  about  it,  and  out  of  the  midst  thereof 
^as  the  colour  of  'amber,  out  of  the  midst  of  the 

5  fire.  And  out  of  the  midst  thereof  came  the 
likeness  of  four  living  creatures.  And  this  was

went ;    they  went  every  one  straight   forward. 
As  for  the  likeness  of  their  faces,  they  had  the  10 
face  of  a  man  ;  and  they  four  had  the  face  of  a 
Hon  on  the  right  side  ;  and  they  four  had  the 
face  of  an  ox  on  the  left  side  ;  they  four  had 
also  the  face  of  an  eagle.     ^And  their  faces  and  u 
their    wings  were  separate  above ;    two    zvings 
of  every  one  were  joined  one  to  another,  and 
two  covered  their  bodies.    And  they  went  every  12 
one  straight  forward :    whither   the   spirit    was 
to  go,  they  went ;  they  turned  not  when  they 
went.     ^As  for  the  likeness  of  the  living  crea-  13 
tures,  their  appearance  was  like  burning  coals  of 
fire,  like  the    appearance   of  torches ;    it  went 
up  and  down  among  the  living  creature?  :  and 
the  fire  was  bright,  and  out    of  the  fire  went  , 
forth  lightning.     And  the  living  creatures  ran  14 
and   returned  as  the  appearance  of  a  flash    of  , 
lightning.      Now  as   I    beheld  the  living  'crea-  15- 
tures,  behold  one  wheel  upon  the  earth  beside 
the  living  creatures,  for  each  of  the  four  faces    ' 
thereof     The    appearance   of  the   wheels    and  16 
their  work  was  like  unto  the  colour  of  a  beryl : 
and    they    four    had    one    likeness :    and    their 
appearance  and  their  work  was    as    it  were    a 
wheel  ^within  a  wheel.     When  they  went,  they  17 
went  upon    their  four   sides :    they  turned    not 
when    they    went.     As    for    their   Vings,    they  18 
were    high    and    dreadful ;    and    they  four   had 
their  rings  full  of  eyes  round  about.

23  forth  over  their  heads  above.  And  under  the 
firmament  were  their  wings  straight,  the  one 
toward  the  other :  every  one  had  two  which 
covered  ^on  this  side,   and  every  one  had  two  ^  Ox, for 

24  which  covered  ^on  that  side,  their  bodies.  And 
when  they  went,  I  heard  the  noise  of  their 
wings  like  the  noise  of  great  waters,  like  the 
voice  of  the  Almighty,  a  noise  of  tumult 
like    the    noise   of  an   host :    when  they  stood, 

25  they  let  down  their  wings.  And  there  was  a 
voice  above  the  firmament  that  was  over  their 
heads  :    when    they  stood,  they  let  down  their 

26  wings.  And  above  the  firmament  that  was 
over  their  heads  was  the  likeness  of  a  throne, 
as  the  appearance  of  a  sapphire  stone :  and 
upon  the  likeness  of  the  throne  was  a  likeness 
as  the  appearance    of   a    man    upon    it    above, 

27  And   I    saw   as    the    colour    of  ^amber,   as    the  » see  ver.  4. 
appearance  of  fire  within  it  round  about,  from 

the  appearance  of  his  loins  and  upward  ;  and 
from  the  appearance  of  his  loins  and  downward 
I   saw  as  it  were  the  appearance    of   fire,   and 

28  there  was  brightness  round  about  •'him.     As  the  ^  Or,  it 
appearance  of  the  bow  that  is  in  the  cloud  in 

the  day  of  rain,  so  was  the  appearance  of  the 
brightness  round  about.  This  was  the  appear- 
ance of  the  likeness  of  the  glory  of  the  Lord. 
And  when  I  saw  it,  I  fell  upon  my  face,  and  I 
heard  a  voice  of  one  that  spake.

But  thou,   son  of  mian,   hear  8 
what  I  say  unto  thee  ?  be  not  thou  rebellious 
like  that  rebellious  house  :  open  thy  mouth,  and 
eat  that    I    give    thee.     And    when    I    looked,  9 
behold,  an  hand  was  put  forth  unto  •  me  ;  and, 
lo,  a  roll  of  a  book  was  therein  ;  and  he  spread 
it   before   me  ;    and  it  was  written   within   and 
without :  and  there  was  written  therein  lamen- 
tations, and  mourning,  and  woe.     And  he  said  i 
unto   me,   Son   of  man,  eat  that  thou  findest ; 
eat  this  roll,  and  go  speak  unto  the  house   of 
Israel.

7  they  would  hearken  unto  thee.  But  the  house 
of  Israel  will  not  hearken  unto  thee  ;  for  they 
will  not  hearken  unto  me  :  for  all  the  house

the  captivity  at  Tel-abib,  that  'dwelt  by  the  river  reading  is, 
Chebar,  ^and  to  where  they  ^dvvelt ;  and  I  sat  'tltf/tty 
there  astonied  amon^  them  seven  days.  sai. 
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And   it  came  to   pass  at    the    end    of  seven  i6 
days,  that  the  word  of  the   Lord    came   unto 
me,  saying,   Son  of  man,  I  have  made  thee  a  17 
watchman  unto  the  house  of  Israel :   therefore 
hear   the  word  at    my  mouth,   and    give    them 
warning    from    me.      When     I     say    unto    the  18 
wicked,  Thou  shalt  surely  die;  and  thou  givest 
him    not    warning,    nor    speakest    to    warn    the 
wicked  from  his  wicked  way,  to  save  his  life  ; 
the  same  wicked  man  shall  die  in  his  iniquity ; 
but  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thine  hand.     Yet  19 
if  thou  warn  the  wicked,  and  he  turn  not  from 
his    wickedness,   nor  from    his  wicked  way,   he 
shall  die  in  his  iniquity  ;  but  thou  hast  delivered 
thy  soul.      Again,   when  a  righteous  man  doth  20 
turn  from  his  righteousness,  and  commit  iniquity,  » 
and  I  lay  a  stumblingblock  before  him,  he  shall 
die  :  because  thou  hast  not  given  him  warning,  , 
he  shall  die  in  his  sin,  and  his  righteous  deeds    • 
which  he  hath  done  shall  not  be  remembered  ;

Then  the  spirit  entered  24 
into    me,   and    set  me   upon  my  feet ;    and   he 
spake  with  me,  and  said  unto  me,  Go,  shut  thy- 
self within  thine  house.     But  thou,  son  of  man,  25 
behold,   they    shall    lay  bands    upon    thee,   and 
shall  bind  thee  with  them,  and  thou  shalt  not 
go  out  among  them :  and  I  will  make  thy  tongue  26

3  And  take  thou  unto  thee  an  iron  ^pan,  and  set  ^^x,flat 
it  for  a  wall  of  iron  between  thee  and  the  city  : 
and  set  thy  face  toward  it,  and  it  shall  be  be- 
sieged, and  thou  shalt  lay  siege  against  it.    This 
shall  be  a  sign  to  the  house  of  Israel. 

4  Moreover  lie  thou  upon  thy  left  side,  and 
lay  the  iniquity  of  the  house  of  Israel  upon  it  :

5  For  I  have  appointed  the  years  of  their  iniquity 
to  be  unto  thee  a  number  of  days,  even  three

6  the  iniquity  of  the  house  of  Israel.  And  again, 
when  thou  hast  accomplished  these,  thou  shalt 
lie  on  thy  right  side,  and  shalt  bear  the  iniquity

And 
thou  shalt  set  thy  face  toward  the  siege  of 
Jerusalem,  with  thine  arm  uncovered  ;  and  thou

lay  bands  upon  thee,  and  thou  shalt  not  turn 
thee  from  one  side  to    another,  till    thou    hast 

9  accomplished  the  days  of  thy  siege.  Take 
thou    also    unto    thee    wheat,    and    barlev,    and 
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beans,  and   lentiles,  and  millet,   and  spelt,  and 
put  them  in  one  vessel,   and'  make  thee  bread 
thereof;    according  to  the  number  of  the  days 
that   thou   shalt  lie  upon  thy  side,   even  three 
hundred  and  ninety  days,  shalt  thou  eat  thereof. 
And    thy  meat  which    thou   shalt  eat  shall  be  10 
by  weight,  twenty  shekels  a  day  :  from  time  to 
time  shalt  thou  eat  it.      And  thou  shalt  drink  n 
water  by  measure,  the  sixth   part    of  an    hin  : 
from  time  to  time  shalt  thou  drink.     And  thou  12 
shalt  eat  it  as  barley  cakes,  and  thou  shalt  bake 
it  in  their  sight  with  dung  that  cometh  out  of 
man.     And  the  Lord  said,  Even  thus  shall  the  13 
children  of  Israel  eat  their  bread  as  an  unclean 
thing,  among  the  nations  whither  I   will  drive 
them.     Then    said  I,  Ah   Lord   God!    behold,  h 
my  soul  hath  not  been  polluted  :  for  from  my 
youth  up  even  till   now  have    I    not    eaten    of  , 
that  which  dieth  of  itself,  or  is  torn  of  beasts  ; 
neither  came  there    abominable  flesh    into    my 
mouth.     Then    he   said  unto  me.   See,    I   have  15 
given    thee    cow's    dung   for    man's    dung,   and 
thou  shalt  prepare  thy  bread  thereon.      More-  16 
over  he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  behold,    I 
will  break  the  staff  of  bread  in  Jerusalem  :  and 
they  shall  eat  bread  by  weight,  and  with  careful- 
ness ;  and  they  shall  drink  water  by  measure, 
and  with    astonishment:    that    they    may  want  17 
bread    and   water,    and    be   astonied   one    with 
another,  and  pine  away  in  their  iniquity. 

And  thou,  son  of  man,  take  thee  a  sharp  i  i 
sword,  as  a  barber's  razor  shalt  thou  take  it 
unto  thee,  and  shalt  cause  it  to  pass  upon  thine 
head  and  upon  thy  beard  :  then  take  thee  ba- 
iieb.  divUe  lances  to  weigh,  and  Mi  vide  the  hair.  A  third  2 
part  shalt  thou  burn  in  the  fire  in  the  midst  of 
the  city,  when  the  days  of  the  siege  are  fulfilled ; 
and  thou  shalt  take  a  third  part,  and  smite  with 


them. 
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the  sword  round  about  it  ;  and  a  third  part  thou 
sHalt  scatter  to  the  wind,  and  I  will  draw  out  a 

3  sword  after  them.     And  thou  shalt  take  thereof  ^  Heb.  thence. 
a  few  in  number,  and  bind  them  in  thy  skirts. 

4  And  of  these  again  shalt  thou  take,  and  cast 
them  into  the  midst  of  the  fire,  and  burn  them 
in  the  fire  ;  therefrom  shall  a  fire  come  forth 
into  all  the  house  of  Israel. 

5  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  This  is  Jerusalem: 
I  have  set  her  in  the  midst  of  the  nations,  and 

6  countries  are  round  about  her.  And  she  hath 
"rebelled  af^ainst  my  judorements  in  doin^  wicked-  "  O"",  changed

ness   more  than   the    nations,    and    agamst  my  intowicked- 
statutes  more  than  the  countries  that  are  round  "^-^^

7  in  them.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  : 
Because  ye  are  turbulent  more  than  the  nations 
that  are  round  about  you,  and  have  not  walked 
in  my  statutes,  neither  have  kept  my  judge- 
ments, neither  have  done  after  the  ^ordinances  ^Heb.yW^^- 

8  of  the  nations  that  are  round  about  you  ;  there- 
fore thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  Behold,  I,  even 
I,  am  against  thee  ;  and  I  will  execute  judge- 
ments in  the  midst  of  thee  in  the  sight  of  the 

9  nations.  And  I  will  do  in  thee  that  which  I 
have  not  done,  and  whereunto  I  will  not  do  any 
more  the  like,  because  of  all  thine  abominations. 

10  Therefore  the  fathers  shall  eat  the  sons  in  the 
midst  of  thee,  and  the  sons  shall  eat  their 
fathers  ;  and  I  will  execute  judgements  in  thee, 
and   the  whole  remnant  of  thee  will   I   scatter 

11  unto  all  the  winds.  Wherefore,  as  I  live,  saith 
the  Lord  God,  surely,  because  thou  hast  defiled 
my  sanctuary  with  all  thy  detestable  things,  and 

with  all  thine  abominations,  therefore  will  I  also  ^ox,  diminish 
^withdraw  mine  eye  that  it  shall  not  spare,  and  t^ee;  neuher

Thus  shall  mine  anger  be  accomplished,  13 

and  I  will  ^satisfy  my  fury  ^upon  them,  and   I    ' 

will  be  comforted  :   and  they  shall  know  that  I 

the  Lord  have  spoken  in  my  zeal,  when  I  have 

accomplished  my  fury  upon  them.      Moreover  I  14 

will    make    thee    a  desolation   and    a  reproach, 

among  the  nations  that  are  round  about  thee, 

in  the  sight  of  all  that  pass  by.      So  it  shall  be  15 

a  reproach  and  a  taunt,  an  instruction  and  an 

astonishment,  unto  the  nations  that  are  round 

about  thee,  when  I  shall  execute  judgements  in  ^  /- 

thee  in  anger  and  in  fury,  and  in  furious  rebukes,      "t'^^ 

I  the  Lord  have  spoken  it.     When  I  shall  send  16        "* 

upon  them  the  evil  arrows  of  famine,  that  »are      '  _  • 

for  .destruction,    which    I    will  send  to  destroy 

you  :  and  I  will  increase  the  famine  upon  you, 

and  will  break  your  staff  of  bread  :   and   I  will  17 

send  upon  you  famine  and  evil  beasts,  and  they 

shall  bereave  thee ;    and  pestilence    and    blood 

shall  pass  through  thee  ;    and   I  will  bring  the 

sword  upon  thee.      I  the  Lord  have  spoken  it. 

And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  i  6 
saying.   Son    of  man,  set    thy  face  toward  the  2 
mountains  of  Israel,  ahd  prophesy  ^unto  them, 
and  say.  Ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  3 
of  the  Lord  God  ;  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  to 
the  mountains,  and  to  the  hills,  to  the  Water- 
courses, and  to  the  valleys:   Behold,  I,  even  I, 
will  bring  a  sword  upon  you,  and  I  will  destroy 
your  high  places.     And  your  altars  shall  become  4 
desolate,  and  your  sun-images  shall  be  broken  : 
and   I   will  cast   down    your   slain    men    before 
your  idols.     And  I  will  lay  the  carcases  of  the  5 
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children  of  Israel  before  their  Idols ;   and  I  will 

6  s"'catter  your  bones  round  about  your  altars.  In 
all  your  dwellingplaces  the  cities  shall  be  laid 
waste,   and    the   high  places  shall  be  desolate; 

that  your  altars  may  be  laid  waste  and  ^made  ^  Or,  hear 
desolate,  and   your   idols    may  be    broken  and     "'^'^" 
cease,  and  your  sun-images  may  be  hewn  down, 

7  and  your  works  may  be  'abolished.     And  the  -iieo. blotted 
slain  shall  fall  in  the  midst  of  you,  and  ye  shall  °''^' 

8  know  that  I  am  the  Lord.  Yet  will  I  leave  a 
remnant,  in  that  ye  shall  have  some  that  escape 
the  sword  among  the  nations,  when  ye  shall  be 

9  scattered  through  the  countries.  And  they  that 
escape  of  you  shall  remember  me  among  the 
nations  whither  they  shall  be  carried  captives, 

how  that  'I  have  been  broken  with  their  whorish  '  Or,  accord- 
heart,  which  hath  departed  from  me,  and  with  [Jf  ^nS  ° 
their  eyes,  which  go  a  whoring  after  their  idols ':  J^^'^j^jJJ^,^ 
and  they  shall  loathe  themselves  in  their  own  Iheir'&c. 
sight  for  the  evils  which  they  have  committed 

10  in  all  their  abominations.  And  they  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord  :  I  have  not  said  in  vain 
that  I  would  do  this  evil  unto  them. 

11  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  Smite  with  thine 
hand,  and  stamp  with  thy  foot,  and  say,  Alas! 
because  of  all  the  evil  abominations  of  the  house 
of  Israel:  for  they  shall  fall  by  the  sword,  by  the 

12  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence.      He  that  is  far 
off  shall  die  of  the  pestilence  ;    and  he  that  is 
near  shall  fall  by  the  sword  ;    and  he  that  re- 
maineth  and  is  ^besieged  shall  die  by  the  famine:  ^^Or-A"-- 
thus    will    I    accomplish    my    fury   upon    them. 

13  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when 
their  slain  men  shall  be  among  their  idols  round 
about  their  altars,  upon  every  high  hill,  in  all 
the    tops    of   the    mountains,  and    under  every 

green    tree,  and   under   every    thick   '^oak,    the  '  Or.  tcnhnth 
place  where  they  did  offer  sweet  savour  to  all 


than 
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their   idols.     And    I   will  stretch  out  my  hand  14 
upon    them,   and    make    the  l^nd    desolate  and 
Or,  more       waste,    ^from    the    wilderness    toward    Diblah, 
throughout  all  their  habitations  :  and  they  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  i   ' 
me,  saying,  And  thou,  son  of  man,  thus  saith  2 
the  Lord  God  unto  the  land  of  Israel,  An  end  : 
the  end  is  come  upon  the  four  cornei-s  of  the 
land.      Now  is    the  end  upon  thee,  and   I  will  3 
send  mine  anger  upon  thee,  and  will. judge  thee 
according  to  thy  ways  ;   and   I  will  bring  upon 
thee    all    thine    abominations.     And    mine    eye  4 
shall  not  spare  thee,   neither  will   I  have  pity  : 
but  I  will  bring  thy  ways  upon  thee,  and  thine 
abominations  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  thee  :  and 
ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord.  -  ' 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  An  evil,  an  only  5 
evil,  behold,  it  cometh.     An  end  is  come,  >the  6  ' 
end,  is  come,  it  awaketh  as^ainst  thee  ;  behold,  it 
"^  Ox,  The  turn  cometh.     "Thy  doom  is  come  unto  thee,  O  in-  7 
craning  time  habitant  of  the  land  :  the  time  is  come,  the  day 
is    near ;    a   day  of  tumult,  and    not    of  joyful 
^  Ox, from       shouting,  ^upon    the    mountains.      Now    will    I  8 
shortly  pour  out  my  fury  upon  thee,  and  accom- 
plish mine  anger  against  thee,   and  will  judge 
thee  according  to  thy  ways  ;    and   I   will  bring 
upon    thee   all  thine  abominations.     And  mine  9 
eye  shall  not  spare,  neither  will  I  have  pity  :    I 
will  bring  upon  thee  according  to  thy  ways,  and 
thine  abominations  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  thee; 
and  ye  shall  know  that   I  the  Lord  do  smite. 
Behold  the  day,  behold,  it  cometh  :  'thy  doom  10 
them,  nor        is  gone  forth  ;    the  rod   hath    blossomed,  pride 
multitude,  nor  ^'ith  buddcd.     Violence  is  risen  up  into  a  rod  11 
w/f "''    "  °^  wickedness  ;    'none  of  them    shall  remain, 
Tor,  availing    "'^*'   °^  ^^'^^^^   multitude,    nor    of  their  wealth : 
for  them  neither  shall   there  be  "eminency  among  them.

touching    the   whole    multitude    thereof,    'none  ttoJg'Jc^'^ 
shall  return  ;   neither  shall  any  strengthen  him-  ir'ji>4- 

14  self  ^in  the  iniquity  of  his  life.    They  have  blown  "  ^'■'  '^^^f^^, 

,  -^  ,  /  11111  ''"'  /«''« "^'^'i 

the  trumpet,  and  nave  made  all  ready ;  but  none  3  or,  whose 

goeth  to  the  battle:    for  my  wrath  is  upon  all  itf^jsinhis 

15  the  multitude  thereof.     The  sword  is  without,  "'"^'"^ 
and  the  jDestilence  and  the  famine  within  :    he 

that  is  in  the  held  shall  die  with  the  sword  ;  and 
he    that    is    in    the  city,  famine  and  pestilence 

16  shall  devour  him.  But  they  that  escape  of 
them  shall  escape,  and  shall  be  on  the  moun- 
tains   like    doves    of  the    valleys,   all    of  them 

17  mourning,  every  one  in  his  iniquity.  All  hands 
shall  be  feeble,  and  all  knees  shall  be  weak  as 

18  water.  They  shall  also  gird  themselves  with 
sackcloth,  and  horror  shall  cover  them ;  and 
shame    shall    be    upon    all  faces,    and    baldness 

19  upon  all  their  heads.  They  shall  cast  their 
silver  in  the  streets,  and  their  gold  shall  be  as 
an  unclean  thing :  their  silver  and  their  gold 
shall  not  be  able  to  deliver  them  in  the  day  of 
the  wrath  of  the  Lord  ;  they  shall  not  satisfy 
their  souls,  neither  fill  their  bowels  :  because  it 
hath  been  the  stumblingblock  of  their  iniquity. 

20  As  for  the  beauty  of  his  ornament,  'he  set  it  in  ''Or,  they 
majesty  :    but  they  made  the   images   of  their  ^™'.  'j/^ 
abominations  a?id  their  detestable  things  'there-  /%'  <i'-'-. 

in  :   therefore  have  I  made  it  unto  them  as  an  "  ^r,  tharof 

21  unclean  thing.  And  I  will  give  it  into  the 
hands  of  the  strangers  for  a  prey,  and  to  the 
wicked  of  the  earth  for  a  spoil ;  and  they  shall 

22  profane  it.      My  face  will  I  turn  also  from  them,  «  q^^^^.^.,.^.^ 
and    they  shall   profane  my  ^secret  place:   and  treasure 
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robbers    shall    enter    into    it,    and    profane    it. 
^  nea.  judge-    Make  the  chain  :  for  the  land  .is  full  of  ^bloody  23 
metit  of  blood,   crimes,  and  the  city  is  full  of  violence.     Where-  24 
fore  I  will  bring  the   worst  of  the  heathen,  and 
they  shall   possess    their   houses:     I    will    also 
make   the   pride    of  the  strong  to  cease ;    and 
^  Ox,  they  that  ^their  holy  places  shall  be  profaned.     ^Destruc-  25 
sanciif  t  em    ^.^^  cometh  ;    and  they  shall    seek    peace,  and 

^  Or,  L>t stress  i      1 1   i  t\  /r  •      i   •    r      i      1 1 

there  shall  be  none.      iViischiei  shall  come  upon  26 
mischief,  and    rumour   shall    be    upon  rumour ; 
and    they  shall    seek  a  vision  of  the  prophet ; 
but    the    law  shall  perish  from  the  priest,  and 
counsel    from    the    ancients.      The    king    shall  27 
■    mourn,  and    the   prince    shall    be  clothed   with 
desolation,  and  the  hands  of  the  people  of  the 
land  shall  be  troubled  :    I   will    do    unto   them 
after  their  way,  and  according  to  their  deserts      * 
will  I  judge  them  ;   and  they  shall  know  that   I 
am  the  Lord.  , 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  sixth  year,  in  the  i   8 
sixth  month,  in  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  as  I 
sat  in  mine  house,  and  the  elders  of  Judah  sat 
before  me,  that  the  hand  of  the  Lord  God  fell 
there  upon  me.     Then  I  beheld,  and  lo  a  like-  2 
ness  as  the  appearance  of  fire  ;  from  the  appear- 
ance of  his  loins  and  downward,  fire  :  and  from 
his   loins   and    upward,    as    the    appearance    of 
^Ox,  as  amber  brightness,  ^as  the  colour  of  'amber.     And  he  3 
"''seech^i.'V    P^^  ^OY\h  the  fomi  of  an  hand,  and  took  me  by 
a  lock  of  mine  head  ;    and  the  spirit  lifted  me 
up    between    the   eanh    and    the    heaven,    and 
brought  me  in  the  visions  of  God  to  Jerusalem, 
to  the  door  of  the  gate  of  the  inner  cotirt  that 
looketh  toward  the  north  ;   where  was  the  seat 
of  the  image  of  jealousy,  which    provoketh   to 
-  jealousy.     And,   behold,   the  glory  of  the  God  4 
Or,  vision      ^f  isj-^el  was  there,  according  to  the  ^appearance 
that  I  saw  in  the  plain.      Then  said  he  unto  me,  5 
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Son  of  man,  lift  up  thine  eyes  now  the  way  to- 
ward the  north.  So  I  lifted  up  mine  eyes  the  way 
toward  the  north,  and  behold  northward  of  the 
■gate  of  the  altar  this  image  of  jealousy  in  the 
6  entry.  And  he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man, 
seest  thou  what  they  do  ?  even  the  great  abomin- 
ations that  the  house  of  Israel  do  commit  here, 
Hhat   I   should  go  far  off  from  my  sanctuary.^  ^Oi,togct 


but    'thou    shalt   again    see    yet    other    great  ^^"" f""'' "J^ 

7  abominations.      And  he  brought  me  to  the  door  ]S\^!iZand 
of  the  court;    and    when    I   looked,  behold    a  ^^^^" ^^'^ait see 

8  hole  in  the  wall.     Then  said  he  unto  me.  Son  S^'/Voaiso 
of  man,  dig  now  in  the  wall :    and  when  I  had  ^"^  ""'•  ^3'  ^s- 

9  digged    in    the    wall,   behold  a  door.     And    he 
said  unto  me,  Go  in,  and  see  the  wicked  abomin- 

10  ations  that  they  do  here.  So  I  went  in  and 
saw  ;  and  behold  every  form  of  creeping  things, 
and  abominable  beasts,  and  all  the  idols  of  the 
house  of  Israel,  pourtrayed  upon  the  wall  round 

11  about.  And  there  stood  before  them  seventy 
men  of  the  elders  of  the  house  of  Israel,  and  in 
the  midst  of  them  stood  Jaazaniah  the  son  of 
Shaphan,  with  every  man  his  censer  in  his 
hand  ;    and  the  odour  of  the  cloud  of   incense 

12  went  up.  Then  said  he  unto  me,  Son  of  man, 
hast  thou  seen  what  the  elders  of  the  house  of 
Israel  do  in  the  dark,  every  man  in  his  chambers 
of  imagery  ?  for  they  say,  The  Lord  seeth  us 

13  not ;  the  Lord  hath  forsaken  the  ^earth.      He  ^  Ot,  land 
said  also  unto  me,    Thou   shalt  again   see    yet 

14  other  great  abominations  which  they  do.  Then 
he  brought  me  to  the  door  of  the  gate  of  the 
Lord's  house  which  was  toward  the  north  ;  and 
behold,     there    sat    the    women    weeping    for 

15  Tammuz.  Then  said  he  unto  me.  Hast  thou 
seen  fhis,  O  son  of  man  }   thou  shalt  again  see 

16  yet  greater  abominations  than  these.  And  he 
brought  me  into  the  inner  court  of  the  Lord's 
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house,  and,  behold,  at  the  door  of  the  temple 
of  the  Lord,  between  the  porch  and  the  altar, 
were  about  five  and  twenty  men,  with  their 
backs  toward  the  temple  of  the  Lord,  and  their 
faces  toward  the  east ;  and  they  worshipped  the 
sun  toward  the  east.  Then  he  said  unto  me,  17 
Hast  thou  seen  this,  O  son  of  man  ?  Is  it  a 
light  thing  to  the  house  of  Judah  that  they 
commit  the  abominations  which  they  commit 
here  ?  for  they  have  filled  the  land  with  violence, 
and  have  turned  again  to  provoke  me  to  anger : 
and,  lo,  they  put  the  branch  to  their  nose. 
Therefore  will  I  also  deal  in  fury  :  mine  eye  18 
shall  not  spare,  neither  will  I  have  pity  :  and 
though  they  cry  in  mine  ears  with  a  loud  voice, 
yet  will  I  not  hear  them. 

Then  he  cried  in  mine  ears  with  a  loud  voice,  i  '9 
saying,  'Cause  ye  them  that  have  charge  over  the 
city  to  draw  near,  every  man  with  his  destroying     '    • 
weapon  in  his  hand.     And,  behold,  six  men  came  2. 
from  the  way  of  the  upper 'gate,  which  lieth  to- 
ward the  north,  every  man  with  his  ^slaughter 
weapon  in  his  hand ;  and  one  man  in  the  midst 
of  them  clothed  in  linen,  with  a  writer's  inkhorn 
^by  his  side.     And  they  went  in,  and  stood  beside 
the  brasen  altar.     And  the  glory  of  the  God  of  3 
Israel  was  gone  up  from  the  cherub,  whereupon 
it  was,  to  the  threshold  of  the  house  :  and  he 
called  to  the  man  clothed  in  linen,  w^hich  had 
the  writer's  inkhorn  by  his  side..    And  the  Lord  4 
said  unto  him,  Go  through  the  midst  of  the  city, 
through  the  midst  of  Jerusalem,  and  set  a  mark 
upon  the  foreheads  of  the  men  that  sigh  and  that 
cry  for  all  the  abominations  that  be  done  in  the 
midst  thereof     And  to  the   others   he  said 
my  hearing.  Go  ye  through  the  city  after  him 
and  smite  :  let  not  your  eye  spare,  neither  have 
ye  pity  :  slay  ^utterly  the  old  man,   the  young 
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man   and  the    maiden,  and    little  children    and 

Women  :  but  come  not  near  any  man  upon  whom 

is  the  mark  ;  and  begin  at  my  sanctuary.     Then 

^  ^  they  began  at  the  ancient  men  which  were  before 

7  the  house.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Defile  the 
house,  and  fill  the  courts  with  the  slain  :  go  ye 
forth.     And  they  went  forth,  and  smote  in  the 

8  city.  And  it  came  to  pass,  while  they  were 
smiting,  and  I  was  left,  that  I  fell  upon  my  face, 
and  cried,  and  said,  Ah  Lord  God  !  wilt  thou 
destroy  all  the  residue  of  Israel  in  thy  pouring 

9  out  of  thy  fury  upon  Jerusalem  ?  Then  said  he 
unto  me.  The  iniquity  of  the  house  of  Israel  and 
Judah  is  exceeding  great,  and  the  land  is  full  of 

blood,  and  the  city  full  of  \\v&simg  of  jiidgeuicuf :  ^  Ox,  p.-mrse- 
for   they    say.    The    Lord    hath    forsaken    the  "''' 

10  "earth,  and  the  Lord  seeth  not.     And  as    {or  -Or,  lami 
me  also,  mine  eye  shall  not  spare,  neither  will 

I   have  pity,  but   I   will  bring  their  way  upon 

11  their  head.  And  behold,  the  man  clothed  in 
linen,  which  had  the  inkhorn  by  his  side,  reported 
the  matter,  saying,  I  have  done  as  thou  hast 
commanded  me. 

10  I  Then  I  looked,  and  behold,  in  the  firmament 
that  was  over  the  head  of  the  cherubim,  there 
appeared  above  them  as  it  were  a  sapphire  stone, 
as  the  appearance  of  the  likeness  of  a  throne. 

2  And  he  spake  unto  the  man  clothed  in  linen,  and 
said.  Go  in  between  the  whirling  zu/icels,  even 
under  the  cherub,  and  fill  both  thine  hands  with 
coals  of  fire  from  between  the  cherubim,  and 
^scatter  them  over  the  city.     And  he  went  in  in  '  ^''  'P'-'"^'^ 

3  my  sight.  Now  the  cherubim  stood  on  the  right 
side  of  the  house,  when  the  man  went   in ;  and 

4  the  cloud  filled  the  inner  court.  And  the  glory 
of  the  Lord  mounted  up  from  the  cherub,  and 
stood  over  the  threshold  of  the  house  ;  and  the 
house  was  filled  with  the  cloud,  and  the  court 

13 
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was  full  of  the  brightness  of  the  Lord's  glory. 
And  the  sound  of  the  wings  of-the  cherubim  was  5 
heard  even  to  the  outer  court,  as  the  voice  of 
'God  Almighty  when  he  speaketh.     And  it  came  6 
to  pass,  when  he  commanded  the  man  clothed  in 
linen,  saying,  Take  fire  from  between  the  whirl- 
ing wheels,  from  between  the  cherubim,  that  he 
went  in,  and  stood  beside  a  wheel.     And  the  7 
cherub   stretched  forth  his  hand  from  between 
the  cherubim  unto  the  fire  that  was  between  the 
cherubim,  and  took  thereof,  and  put  it  into  the 
hands  of  him  that    was  clothed    in  linen,   who 
took  it  and  went  out.     And  there  appeared  in  8 
the  cherubim  the  form  of  a  man's  hand  under 
their  wings.     And   I    looked,   and  behold,   four  9 
wheels  beside  the  cherubim,   one  wheel  beside 
one  cherub,  and  another  wheel  beside  another 
cherub  :  and  the  appearance  of  the  wheels  was 
^as  the  colour  of  a  ''beryl  stone.     And  a^  for  16 
their  appearance,  they  four  had  one  likeness,  as 
if  a  wheel  had  been  ''within  a  wheel.    When  they  n 
went,  they  went   ^upon  their  four  sides  :    they 
turned  not  as  they  went,  but  to  the  place  whither 
the  head  looked  they  followed  it ;  they  turned 
not  as  they  went.     And  their  whole  body,  and  12 
their  backs,  and  their  hands,  and  their  wings, 
and  the  wheels,  were  full  of  eyes  round  about,  even 
the  wheels  that  they  four  had.    As  for  the  wheels,  13 
they  were  called  in  rny  hearing,  the    whirling 
wheels.     And  every  one  had  four  faces:  the  first  14 
face  was  the  face  of  the  cherub,  and  the  second 
face  was  the  face  of  a  man,   and  the  third  the 
face  of  a  lion,  and  the  fourth  the  face  of  an  eagle. 
And  the  cherubim  mounted  up:  this  is  the  living  15 
creature  that  I  saw  by  the  river  Chebar.     And  16 
when  the  cherubim  went,  the  wheels  went  beside 
them  :    and  when  the  cherubim  lifted  up  their 
wings  to  mount  up  from  the  earth,  the  wheels 
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17  also  turned  not  from  beside  them.  When  they 
stood,  these  stood  ;  and  when  they  mounted  up, 

these  mounted  up  with  them  :  for  the  spirit  'of  'O"-.  "//'/'' 

18  the  hving  creature  was  in  them.     And  the  glory  ^^^'^' '"  ""' 
of  the  Lord  went  forth  from  over  the  threshold 

19  of  the  house,  and  stood  over  the  cherubim.  And 
the  cherubim  lifted  up  their  wings,  and  mounted 
up  from  the  earth  in  my  sight  when  they  went 

forth,  and  the  wheels  ■  beside  them  :   and  they  "  Or,  over 
stood  at  the  door  of  the  east  gate  of  the  Lord's  '^^'^""^ 
house  ;  and  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  was 

20  over  them  above.  This  is  the  living  creature 
that  I  saw  under  the  God  of  Israel  by  the  river 
Chebar ;  and  I  knew  that  they  were  cherubim. 

21  Every  one  had  four  faces  apiece,  and  every  one 
four  wings  ;  and  the  likeness  of  the  hands  of  a 

22  man  was  under  their  wings.  And  as  for  the 
likeness  of  their  faces,  they  were  the  faces  which 
I  saw  by  the  river  Chebar,  their  appearances 
and  themselves  ;  they  went  every  one  straight 
forward. 

11  I  Moreover  the  spirit  lifted  me  up,  and  brought 
me  unto  the  east  gate  of  the  Lord's  house, 
which  looketh  eastward  :  and  behold  at  the  door 
of  the  gate  five  and  twenty  men  ;  and  I  saw  in 
the  midst  of  them  Jaazaniah  the  son  of  Azzur, 
and  Pelatiah  the  son  of  Benaiah,  princes  of  the 

2  people.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  these 
are  the  men  that  devise  iniquity,  and  that  give 

3  wicked  counsel  in  this  city:  which  say,  "^  The  time  ^Or,  is  not

IS    not    near  to    build    houses  :    tins  ctty  is  the 

4  caldron,  and  we  be  the  flesh.  Therefore  pro- 
phesy against  them,   prophesy,   O  son  of  man. 

5  And  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  fell  upon  me,  and  he 
said  unto  me,  Speak,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  : 
Thus  have  ye  said,  O    house  of  Isr-ael :  for   I 

6  know  the  things  that  come  into  your  mind.  Ye 
have  multiplied  your  slain  in  this  city,  and  ye 
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have    filled  the    streets  thereof   with  the  slain. 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  Your  slain  7 
whom  ye  have  laid  in  the  midst  of  it,  they  are 
the  flesh,  and  this  city  is  the  caldron  :  but  'ye 
shall  be  brought  forth  out  of  the  midst  of  it.    Ye  8 
have  feared  the    sword  ;    and    I   will  bring  the 
sword  upon  you,  saith  the  Lord  God.     And  I  9 
will   bring  you  forth  out  of  the  midst  thereof, 
and  deliver  you    into  the    hands  of  strangers, 
and  will  execute  judgements  among  you.     Ye  10 
shall  fall  by  the  sword  ;   I  will  judge  you  in  the 
border  of  Israel  ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord.     This  city  shall  not  be  your  caldron,  n 
neither  shall  ye  be  the  flesh  in  the  midst  thereof; 
I  will  judge  you  in  the  border  of  Israel ;  and  ye  12 
shall  know  that   I  am  the  Lord  :   for  ye .  have 
not  walked  in  my  statutes,  neither  have  ye  exe- 
cuted my  judgements,  but  have  done  after  the 
'-'ordinances  of  the  nations  that  are  round  about 
you.     And  it  came  to  pass,  when  I  prophesied,  13 
that  Pelatiah  the  son  of  Benaiah  died.     Then  fell 
I    down  upon  my  face,  and   cried   with  a  loud 
voice,  and  said,  Ah  Lord  God!  wilt  thou  make  a 
full  end  of  the  remnant  of  Israel  ? 

And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  14 
saying,    Son   of   man,    thy    brethren,    even    thy  15 
brethren,  the  men  of  thy  ^kindred,  and  all  the 
house  of  Israel,  all  of  them,  are  they  unto  whom 
the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  have  said.  Get  you 
far  from  the  Lord  ;  ,unto  us  is  this  land  given 
for  a  possession  :  therefore  say.  Thus  saith  the  16 
Lord  God  :  Whereas  I  have  removed  them  far 
off  among  the  nations,  and  whereas  I  have  scat- 
tered them  among  the  countries,  ^yet  will  I  be 
to  them  ^a    sanctuary  for   a  little  while  in  the 
countries  where  they  are  come.     Therefore  say,  17 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :   I  will  even  gather 
you  from  the  peoples,  and  assemble  you  out  of 
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the  countries  where  ye  have  been  scattered,  and 

18  I  will  give  you  the  land  of  Israel.  And  they 
shall  come  thither,  and  they  shall  take  away  all 
the  detestable  things  thereof  and  all   the  abo- 

19  minations  thereof  from  thence.  And  I  will  give 
them  one  heart,  and  I  will  put  a  new  spirit  within 
you ;  and  I  will  take  the  stony  heart  out  of 
their  flesh,  and  will  give  them  an  heart  of  flesh: 

20  that  they  may  walk  in  my  statutes,  and  keep 
mine  ordinances,  and  do  them  :  and  they  shall 

21  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  their  God.  But  as 
for  them  whose  heart  walketh  after  the  heart  of 
their  detestable  things  and  their  abominations,.  I 
will  bring  their  way  upon  their  own  heads,  saith 

22  the  Lord  God.     Then  did  the  cherubim  lift  up 
their  wings,  and  the  wheels  were  ^beside  them  ;  ^  Or 
and  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  was  over  them  " 

23  above.  And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  went  up 
from  the  midst  of  the  city,  and  stood  upon  the 
mountain  w^hich  is  on  the  east  side  of  the  city. 

24  And  the  spirit  lifted  me  up,  and  brought  me  in 
the  vision  by  the  Spirit  of  God  into  Chaldea,  to 
them  of  the  captivity.     So  the  vision  that  I  had 

25  seen  went  up  from  me.  Then  I  spake  unto 
them  of  the  captivity  all  the  things  that  the 
Lord  had  shewed  me. 

12    I       The  word  of  the  Lord  also  came  unto  me,

In  their  sight  6 
shalt  thou  bear  it  upon  thy  shoulder,  and  carry 
it  forth  in  the  dark  ;  thou  shalt  cover  thy  face, 
that  thou  see  not  the  ground  :   for  I   have  set 
thee  for  a  sign  unto  the  house  of  Israel.     And  7 
I  did  so  as  I  was  commanded  :   I  brought  forth 
my  stuff  by  day,  as  stuff  for  removing,  and  in 
the  even  I  digged  through  the  wall  with  mine 
hand  ;   I  brought  it  forth  in  the  dark,  and  bare 
it  upon  my  shoulder  in  their  sight.

And  the  prince  12 
that  is  among  them  shall  bear  upon  his  shoulder 
in  the  dark,  and  shall  go  forth  :  they  shall  dig 
through  the  wall  to  carry  out  thereby  :  he  shall

My   net    also    will    I  13 
spread  upon  him,  and  he  shall  be  taken  in  my 
snare  :  and  I  will  bring  him  to  Babylon  to  the 
land  of  the  Chaldeans  ;  yet  shall  he  not  see  it, 
though  he  shall  die 'there.

Tell  them 
therefore,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  I  will  make 
this  proverb  to  cease,  and  they  shall  no  more 
use  it  as  a  proverb  in  Israel;  but  say  unto  them. 
The  days  are  at  hand,  and  the  ''effect  of  every  '  Heb.  -Mord. 

24  vision.  For  there  shall  be  no  more  any  vain 
vision  nor  flattering  divination  within  the  house 

25  of  Israel.  For  I  am  the  Lord  ;  I  will  speak, 
and  the  word  that  I  shall  speak  shall  be  per- 
formed; it  shall  be  no  more  deferred:  for  in  your 
days,  O  rebellious  house,  will  I  speak  the  word, 
and  will  perform  it,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

2(>      Again  the  word  of  the    Lord  came  to  me, 

27  saying.  Son  of  man,  behold,  they  of  the  house  of 
Israel  say.  The  vision  that  he  seeth  is  for  many

19  ^for    yourselves.^      And    ye    have  profaned  me  Tof^'hatare 
among  my  people  for  handfuls  of  barley  and  for  yours

live,  by  your  lying  to  my  people  that  hearken 

20  unto  lies.     Wherefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :

Therefore  say  6 
unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God:  Return  ye,  and  turn  yourselves  from  your 
idols  ;  and  turn  away  your  faces  from  all  your 
abominations.      For  every  one  of  the  house  of  7 
Israel,  or  of  the  strangers  that  sojourn  in  Israel, 
which  separateth  himself  from  me,  and  taketh 
his  idols  into  his  heart,  and  putteth  the  stum- 
blingblock of  his  iniquity  before  his  face,  and 
Cometh  to  the  prophet  to  inquire  ^for  himself  of 
me  ;    I   the   Lord  will  answer  him  by  myself : 
and   I   will  set  my  face  against  that  man,   and  8 
will  make  him  an  astonishment  for  a  sign  and  a 
proverb,  and  I  will  cut  him  off  from  the  midst 
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of  my  people ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
9  Lord.  And  if  the  prophet  be  deceived  and 
speaketh  a  word,  I  the  Lord  have  deceived 
that  prophet,  and  I  will  stretch  out  my  hand

11  kijn ;  that  the  house  of  Israel  may  go  no  more 
astray  from  me,  neither  defile  themselves  any 
more  with  all  their  transgressions ;  but  that 
they  may  be  my  people,  and  I  may  be  their 
God,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

12  And    the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me, 

13  saying.  Son  of  man.  when  a  land  sinneth 
against  me  by  committing  a  trespass,  and  I 
stretch  out  mine  hand  upon  it,  and  break  the 
staff  of  the  bread  thereof,  and  send  famine 
upon    it,  and  cut  off  from    it  man  and  beast ; 

14  though  these  three  men,  Noah,  Daniel,  and 
Job,  were  in  it,  they  should  deliver  but  their 
own  souls  by  their  righteousness,  saith  the  Lord 

15  God.     If  I  cause  noisome  beasts  to  pass  through 

the  land,  and  they  "spoil  it,  so  that  it  be  desol-  "  O""'  i"^''^^'^'' 
ate,   that    no    man    may  pass    through  because 

16  of  the  beasts  ;  though  these  three  men  were 
in  it,  as  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  they  shall 
deliver  neither  sons  nor  daughters  ;  they  only 
shall  be  delivered,  but  the  land  shall  be  desolate. 

17  Or  if  I  bring  a  sword  upon  that  land,  and  say, 
^Sword,  2:0  throuQfh  the  land  ;  so  that  I  cut  off  ^  ^'■'

18  from  It  man  and  beast ;  though  these  three 
men  were  in  it,  as  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God, 
they  shall  deliver  neither  sons  nor  daughters, 
but    they  only  shall    be   delivered    themselves. 

19  Or  if  I  send  a  pestilence  into  that  land,  and 
pour   out    my   fury    upon    it   in    blood,    to    cut 

.:o  off    from    it    man    and    beast  :     though     Xoah, 
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Daniel,  and  Job,  were  in  it,  as  I  live,  saith  the 
Lord  God,  they  shall  deliver  neither  son  nor 
daughter ;  they  shall  but  deliver  their  own  souls 
by  their  righteousness.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  21 
God  :  How  much  more  when  I  send  my  four 
sore  judgements  upon  Jerusalem,  the  sword,  and 
the  famine,  and  the  noisome  beasts,  and  the 
pestilence,  to  cut  off  from  it  man  and  beast  ? 
Yet,  behold,  therein  shall  be  left  ^a  remnant  22 
that  shall  be  carried  forth,  both  sons  and 
daughters  :  behold,  they  shall  come  forth  unto 
you,  and  ye  shall  see  their  way  and  their  doings: 
and  ye  shall  be  comforted  concerning  the  evil 
that  I  have  brought  upon  Jerusalem,  even  co^i- 
cerning  all  that  I  have  brought  upon  it.  And 
they  shall  comfort  you,  when  ye  see  their  way 
and  their  doings:  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  have

And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  i 
saying.

Shall    wood  3 
be  taken  thereof   to   make  any  work  ?    or  will 
men  take  a  pin  of  it  to  hang  any  vessel  there- 
on }    Behold,  it  is  cast  into  the  fire  for  fuel :  the  4 
fire  had  devoured  both  the  ends  of  it,  and  the 
midst  of  it  is  burned  ;    is  it  profitable  for  any 
work  ?      Behold,    when    it    was    whole,    it    was  5 
''meet  for  no  work  :  how  much  less,  when  the 
fire  hath  devoured  it',  and  it  is  burned,  shall  it 
yet  be  ^meet  for  any  work  ?

And  thine  elder  sister  is 
Samaria,  that  dwelleth  at  thy  left  hand,  she  and 
her  daughters:  and  thy  younger  sister,  that

11  Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto 

12  me,  saying,  Say  now  to  the  rebellious  house.

The  nations  also  4 
heard  of  him  ;  he  was  taken  in  their  pit :  and 
they  brought  him  with  hooks  unto  the  land  of 
Egypt.      Now  when  she  saw  that  she  had  wait-  5 
ed,  and  her  hope  was  lost,  then  she  took  another      " 
of  her  whelps,  and    made  him    a   young   lion. 
And  he  went  up  and  down  among  the  lions,  he  6    .    .

and  when  ye  offer  your  gifts,    when  ye  make  31 
your  sons  to  pass  through  the  hre,  do  ye  pollute 
yourselves  with  all  your  idols,  unto  this  day  ? 
and  shall  I  be  inquired  of  by  you,  O  house  of 
Israel  ?    As  I   live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  will 
not    be   inquired   of  by  you :    and   that    whjch  32 
Cometh  into  your  mind  shall  not  be  at  all ;  in 
that  ye  say,  We  will  be  as  the  nations,  as  the   » 
families  of  the  countries,   to   serve  wood    and 
stone.     As   I   live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely  33 
with  a  mighty  hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out 
anil,  and  with  fury  poured  out,  will   I   be  king 
over  you  :   and   I  will  bring  you  out  from  the  Z4 
peoples,  and  will  gather  you  out  of  the  countries 
wherein  ye  are  scattered,  with  a  mighty  hand, 
and  with  a  stretched  out   arm,   and  with    fury 
poured    out :    and    I  .  will    bring    you    into    the  35 
wilderness  of  the  peoples,  and  there  will  I  plead 
with  you  face  to  face.

Thou  art  become 
guilty  in  thy  blood  that  thou  hast  shed,  and 
art  defiled  in  thine  idols  which  thou  hast  made  ; 
and  thou  hast  caused  thy  days  to  draw  near, 
and  art  come  even  unto  thy  years  :  therefore 
have  I  made  thee  a  reproach  unto  the  nations, 

5  and  a  mocking  to  all  the  countries.  Those  that 
be  near,  and  those  that  be  far  from  thee,  shall 

mock    thee,    thou    "infamous    one    and    full    o{  ''-\lG\•^.d^fllcd 

6  tumult.      Behold,  the   princes   of   Lsrael,  every  "/'""'"■• 
one  according  to  his  ^power,  have  been  in  thee  ^  iieb.  arm. 

7  to  shed  blood.  In  thee  have  they  set  light 
by  father  and  mother ;  in  the  midst  of  thee 
have  they  dealt  by  oppression  with  the  stranger: 
in  thee  have  they  vexed  the  fatherless  and  the 

8  widow.     Thou  hast  despised  mine  holy  things, 

9  and  hast  profaned  my  sabbaths.  Slanderous 
men  have  been  in  thee  to  shed  blood  :  and  in 
thee  they  have  eaten  upon  the  mountains  :  in 
the  midst  of  thee  they  have  committed  lewdness. 

10  Li  thee  have  they  discovered  their  fathers'  naked- 
ness :  in  thee  have  they  humbled  her  that  was 

11  unclean  in  her  separation.  And  one  hath  com- 
mitted abomination  with  his  neighbour's  wife  ; 
and  another  hath  lewdly  defiled  his  daughter  in 
law ;    and  another  in    thee    hath    humbled    his 

12  sister,  his  father's  daughter.  In  thee  have  they 
taken  bribes  to  shed  blood  ;  thou  hast  taken 
usury  and  increase,  and  thou  hast  greedily 
gained    of  thy  neighbours   by  oppression,   and 

13  hast  forgotten    me,  saith  the  Lord  God.      Be- 
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hold,  therefore,   I  have  smitten  mine    hand    at 
thy  dishonest  gain  which  thou  hast  made,  and 
at  thy  blood  which  hath  been  in  the  midst  of 
thee.     Can    thine   heart    endure,   or   can   thine  14 
hands  be  strong,  in  the  days  that  I   shall  deal 
with  thee  ?     I  the  Lord   have  spoken    it,  and 
will  do  it.     And  I  will  scatter  thee  among  the  15 
nations,  and  disperse  thee  through  the  countries; 
and  I   will  consume  thy  filthiness  out  of  thee. 
And  thou  shalt  be  profaned  in  thyself,   in  the  16 
sight  of  the  nations  ;  and  thou  shalt  know  that 
I  am  the  Lord. 

And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  17 
saying,    Son    of  man,    the    house   of   Israelis  18 
become  dross  unto  me  :   all  of  them  are-  brass 
and  tin  and  iron  and  lead,  in  the  midst  of  the    ' 
furnace;  they  are  the  dross  of  silver.     There-  19 
fore   thus   saith    the    Lord    God  :    Because   ye    • 
are  all   become  dross,  behold,  therefore  I   will 
gather  you  into  the   midst  of  Jerusalem.     As  20 
they  gather  silver  and  brass  and  iron  and  lead 
and  tin  into  the  midst  of  the  furnace,  to  blow 
the  fire  upon  it,  to  melt  it ;  so  will  I  gather  you 
in  mine  anger  and  in  my  fury,  and  I   will  lay 
you  there,  and  melt  you.     Yea,    I   will  gather  21 
you,   and    blow  upon  you  with  the  fire  of .  my 
wrath,   and    ye  shall   be   melted    in    the   midst 
thereof.     As  silver  is  melted  in    the   midst    of  22 
the  furnace,  so  shall  ye  be  melted  in  the  midst 
thereof;   and  ye  sh^ll   know  that   I   the   Lord 
have  poured  out  my  fury  upon  you. 

And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  23 
saying,   Son    of  man,  say  unto    her,   Thou  art  24 
a  land  that  is   not  cleansed,   nor   rained    upon 
in  the   day  of  indignation.     There    is    a   con-  25 
spiracy  of  her   prophets  in  the  midst  thereof, 
like  a  roaring  lion  ravening  the  prey:  they  have 
devoured  souls  ;  they  take  treasure  and  precious 
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things ;    they  have  made  her  widows  many  in 

26  the  midst  thereof.  Her  priests  have  done 
violence  to  my  law,  and  have  profaned  mine 
holy  things  :  they  have  put  no  difference  be- 
tween the  holy  and  the  common,  neither  have 
they  caused  men  to  discern  between  the  unclean 
and  the  clean,  and  have  hid  their  eyes  from  my 

27  sabbaths,  and  I  am  profaned  among  them.  Her 
princes  in  the  midst  thereof  are  like  wolves 
ravening  the  prey ;  to  shed  blood,  and  to  de- 
stroy souls,  that  they  may  get  dishonest  gain. 

28  Ancl  her  prophets  have  daubed  for  them  with 
untempered  vioi^tar,  seeing  vanity,  and  divining 
lies  unto  them,  saying.  Thus   saith   the    Lord 

29  God,  when  the  Lord  hath  not  spoken.  The 
people  of  the  land  have  used  oppression,  and 
exercised  robbery ;  yea,  they  have  vexed  the 
poor  and  needy,  and  have  oppressed  the  stranger 

30  wrongfully.  And  I  sought  for  a  man  among 
them,  that  should  make  up  the  fence,  and  stand 
in  the  gap  before  me  for  the  land,  that  I  should 

31  not  destroy  it :  but  I  found  none.  Therefore 
have  I  poured  out  mine  indignation  upon  them ; 
I  have  consumed  them  with  the  fire  of  my 
wrath :  their  own  way  have  I  brought  upon 
their  heads,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

23  I       The   word   of   the    Lord    came   again    unto 

2  me,  saying,  Son  of  man,  there  were  two  women, 

3  the  daughters  of  one  mother :  and  they  com- 
mitted whoredoms  in  Egypt ;  they  committed 
whoredoms  in  their  youth :  there  were  their 
breasts    pressed,    and    there    they    bruised    the 

4  teats   of  their   virginity.     And    the    names   of 

them  were  Aholah'the  elder,  and  Aholibah  her  ,^^^^.^^  ^^,.^. 
sister :    and  they  became  mine,   and  they  bare  (,„f^  "' 
sons  and  daughters.     And  as  for  their  names,  2  That  is,  My 
Samaria  is  ^Aholah.  and  Jerusalem  ^^holibah.  f^^jj^",^'^;. 

5  And  Aholah  played  the  harlot  'when  she  was  ,9,''io.

horses.     And    she    bestowed    her   whoredoms 
upon  them,  the  choicest  men  of  Assyria  all  of 
them  :  and  on  whomsoever  she  doted,  with  all 
their  idols  she    defiled    herself.      Neither   hath  8 
she    left    her   whoredoms   ^since    the    days   of 
Egypt ;    for   in    her   youth   they  lay  with   her, 
and  they  bruised    the   teats    of  her   virginity : 
and  they  poured  out  their  whoredom  upon  her. 
Wherefore  I   delivered    her   into    the    hand    of  9 
her  lovers,  into  the  hand  of  the  Assyrians,  uf)on 
whom  she  doted.     These  discovered  her  naked-  10 
ness  :    they  took   her  sons  and  her  daughters, 
and    her  they  slew  with    the   sword  :    and   she 
became  ^a   byword   among   women ;    for   they  ' 
executed  judgements  upon  her.     And  her  sister  1 1 
Aholibah  saw  this,  yet  was  she  more  corrupt  in 
her   doting   than    she,  and    in   her  whoredoms 
^more  than  her  sister  in  her  whoredoms.     She  12 
doted  upon  the  Assyrians,  governors  and  rulers, 
^her  neighbours,  clothed  most  gorgeously,  horse- 
men riding  upon  horses,  all  of  then;  desirable 
young  men.     And  I  saw  that  she  was  defiled  ;  13 
they  both  took  one  way.     And  she   increased  14 
her  whoredoms ;    for  she  saw  men  pourtrayed 
upon    the  wall,   the   images   of  the    Chaldeans 
pourtrayed  with  vermilion,  girded  with  girdles  15 
upon  their  loins,  "exceeding  in  dyed  attire  upon 
their  heads,  all  of  them  princes  to  look  upon, 
after  the  likeness  of  the  Babylonians  'in  Chaldea, 
the  land  of  their  nativity.     And  **as  soon  as  she  16 
saw  them  she  doted  upon  them,  and  sent  mes- 
sengers   unto    them    into    Chaldea.     And    the  17 
Babylonians  came  to  her  into  the  bed  of  love, 
and  they  defiled  her  with  their  whoredom,  and 
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she  was  polluted  with  them,  and  her  soul  was 

18  alienated  from  them.  So  she  discovered  her 
whoredoms,  and  discovered  her  nakedness : 
then   my  soul  was  alienated  from  her,  like  as 

19  my  soul  was  alienated  from  her  sister.  Yet 
she  multiplied  her  whoredoms,  remembering  the 
days  of  her  youth,  wherein  she  had  played  the 

20  harlot  in  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  she  doted  upon 
their  paramours,  whose  flesh  is  as  the  flesh  of 
asses,    and    whose    issue    is   like   the    issue    of 

21  horses.  Thus  thou  calledst  to  remembrance 
the  lewdness  of  thy  youth,  in  the  bruising  of 
thy  teats  by  the  Egyptians  for  the  breasts  of 
thy  youth. 

22  Therefore,  O  Aholibah,  thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  :  Behold,  I  will  raise  up  thy  lovers  against 
thee,  from  whom  thy  soul  is  alienated,  and  I 
will  bring  them    against    thee   on    every  side ; 

23  the  Babylonians  and  all  the  Chaldeans,  Pekod 
and  Shoa  and  Koa,  and  all  the  Assyrians 
with    them :    desirable    young   men,    governors 

and    rulers   all    of  them,   princes    and  ^men  oi  "^  Ox,couusd- 

24  renown,  all  of  them  riding  upon  horses.     And  Heb.  caikd. 
they    shall    come    against   thee   with    weapons, 
chariots,  and  "wagons,  and    with    an    assembly  '  O''.  "■^'^"'^''^ 
of  peoples  ;    they  shall   set  themselves  against 

thee  with  buckler  and  shield  and  helmet  round 
about:  and  I  will  commit  the  judgement  unto 
them,  and  they  shall  judge  thee  according  to  their 

25  judgements.  And  I  will  set  my  jealousy  against 
thee,  and  they  shall  deal  with  thee  in  fury : 
they  shall  take  away  thy  nose  and  thine  ears  ; 
and  thy  residue  shall  fall  by  the  sword  :  they 
shall  take  thy  sons  and  thy  daughters  ;  and  thy 

26  residue  shall  be  devoured  by  the  fire.  They 
shall   also   strip  thee  of  thy  clothes,   and  take 

27  away  thy  fair  jewels.  Thus  will  I  make  thy 
lewdness  to  cease  from  thee,  and  thy  whoredom 
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1  See  ver.  8.     '^  bvought  from  the  land  of  Egypt :  so  that  thou 
shalt   not   Hft   up   thine   eyes    unto   them,    nor 
remember    Egypt   any  more.      For   thus  saith  28 
the    Lord    God  :    Behold,    I    will    deliver   thee 
into  the  hand  of  them  whom  thou  hatest,  into 
the    hand    of    them    from    whom    thy    soul    is 
alienated :    and   they   shall    deal    with    thee    in  29 
hatred,  and  shall  take  away  all  thy  labour,  and 
shall  leave  thee  naked  and  bare :  and  the  naked- 
ness   of  thy   whoredoms   shall    be    discovered, 
both  thy  lewdness  and  thy  whoredoms.     These  30 
things   shall  be  done  unto  thee,   for  that  thou 
hast   gone    a  whoring   after   the   heathen,   and 
because    thou    art    polluted    with    their    idds. 
Thou    hast  walked   in   the   way  of  thy  sister  131 
therefore  will   I  give  her  cup  into  thine  hand.     * 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :    Thou  shalt  drink  32 
of  thy  sister's  cup  which   is    deep    and   large :    ■ 
thou   shalt    be    laughed    to    scorn    and    had    in 

'  Or  /^^  much  derision  ;  =it  containeth  much.     Thou  shalt  be  33 
filled  with    drunkenness    and  sorrow,   with  the 
cup  of  astonishment  and   desolation,   with  the 
cup  of  thy  sister  Samaria.     Thou  shalt  even  34 
drink  it  and  drain  it  out,  and  thou  shalt  gnaw 
the  sherds  thereof,  and  shalt  tear  thy  breasts  : 
for    I    have   spoken   it,    saith    the    Lord   God. 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :    Because  35 
thou  hast  forgotten  me,  and  cast  me  behind  thy 
back,  therefore  bear  thou  also  thy  lewdness  and 
thy  whoredoms. 

The  Lord  said  mioreover  unto  me  :   Son  of  36 
man,   wilt  thou  judge  Aholah   and    Ahollbah  ? 
then    declare    unto    them    their   abominations. 
For  they  have  committed  adultery,  and  blood  37 
,     is  in  their  hands,  and  with  their  idols  have  they 

^^Sce  xvi.  20,  committed  adultery  ;  and  they  have  also  'caused 
their  sons,  whom  they  bare  unto  me,  to  pass 
through    the  fire    unto    them    to  be   devoured. 
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38  Moreover  this  they  have  done  unto  me  :  they 
have  defiled    my  sanctuary   in    the    same   day, 

39  and  have  profaned  my  sabbaths.  For  when 
they  had  slain  their  children  to  their  idols,  then 
they  came  the  same  day  into  my  sanctuary  to 
profane  it ;  and,  lo,  thus  have  they  done  in  the 

40  midst    of    mine    house.     And    furthermore    ye 

have  sent  for  men  Hhat  come  from  far:  unto  ^  Ox,  to  come 
whom    a   messenger   was    sent,    and,    lo,    they 
came;  for  whom  thou  didst  wash  thyself,  paint- 
edst    thine    eyes,    and    deckedst   thyself  with 

41  ornaments,  and  satest  upon  a  stately  bed,  with 
a    table    prepared   before   it,    whereupon   thou 

42  didst  set  mine  incense  and  mine  oil.  And 
the  voice  of  a  multitude  being  at  ease  was 
with  her:  and  with  men  of  the  common  sort 
were  brought  drunkards  from  the  wilderness  ; 
and  they  put  bracelets  upon  the  hands  of  them 
twain,  and  beautiful  crowns  upon  their  heads. 

43  Then  said  I  'of  her  that  was  old  in  adulteries,  '.^j;^-^^/^"^^ 
Now  will    they  commit  Svhoredoms  with  her,  ^com^u 

44  ^and  she  zvith  them.     And  they  went  in  unto  ^^duUerics 
her,  as  they  go  in  unto  an  harlot :  so  went  they  „J,,,>,;,^;. 
in  unto   Aholah  and  unto  Aholibah,   the  lewd  ^ox^rucnxvUh 

45  women.     And  righteous  men,  they  shall  judge  ^"•'' 
them  with  the  judgement  of  adulteresses,  and 
with  the  judgement  of  women  that  shed  blood  ; 
because  they  are  adulteresses,  and  blood  is  in 

46  their  hands.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  I 
will  bring  up  an  assembly  against  them,  and 
will  give  them  to  be   tossed   to   and    fro   and 

47  spoiled.  And  the  assembly  shall  stone  them 
with  stones,  and  despatch  them  with  their 
swords;  they  shall  slay  their  sons  and  their 
daughters,  and  burn  up  their  houses  with  fire. 

48  Thus  will  I  cause  lewdness  to  cease  out  of  the 
land,  that  all  women  may  be  taught  not  to  do 

49  after    your   lewdness.     And    they  shall   recom- 
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pense  your  lewdness  upon  you,  and  ye  shall 
bear  the  sins  of  your  idols:  and  ye  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord  God, 

Again  in  the  ninth  year,  in  the  tenth  month,  i  24 
in  the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  the  word  of  the 
Lord  came  unto  me,  saying.  Son  of  man,  write  2 
thee  the  name  of  the  day,  ez^en  of  this  selfsame 
1  Heb.  leaned   day :     the  king   of   Babylon  Mrew   close    unto 
^'pon.  Jerusalem  this  selfsame  day.     And  utter  a  para-  3 

ble   unto    the    rebellious    house,  and    say    unto 
them.   Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,    Set   on  the 
caldron,  set  it  on,  and  also  pour  water  into  it : 
gather   the    pieces  thereof  into   it,  even  every  4 
good  piece,  the  thigh,  and  the  shoulder ;    fill  it 
with  the  choice  bones.     Take  the  choice  of  the  5 
flock,  and  pile  also  the  bones  under  it :   make  it       ♦ 
boil  well ;  yea,  let  the  bones  thereof  be  seethed 
in  the  midst  of  it. 

Wherefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  Woe  to  6 
the  bloody  city,  to  the  caldron  whose  "rust  is 
therein,  and  whose  "rust  is  not  gone  out  of  it ! 
bring  it  out  piece  by  piece ;  no  lot  is  fallen  upon 
it.      For  her  blood  is  in  the  midst  of  her  ;    she  7 
set  it  upon  the  bare  rock  ;    she  poured   it   not 
upon  the  ground,  to  cover  it  with  dust ;  that  it  8 
might  cause  fury  to  come  up  to  take  vengeance, 
I  have  set  her  blood  upon  the  bare  rock,  that 
it  should  not  be  covered.     Therefore  thus  saith  9 
the  Lord  God  :  Woe  to  the  bloody  city !   I  also 
will  make  the  pile  great.      Heap  on  the  wood,  10 
make  the  fire  hot,  boil  well  the  flesh,  and  make 
thick  the  broth,  and  let  the  bones  be  burned. 
Then  set  it  empty  upon  the  coals  thereof,  that  n 
it  may  be  hot,  and  the  brass  thereof  may  burn, 
and  that  the  filthiness  of  it  may  be  molten  in  it, 
"that  the  rust  of  it  may  be  consumed.     She  hath  12 
Or,  me  wearied  ^hci'self  with  toil  :    vet  her    ofreat    rust

f   ■       .?      filthiness  any  more,  till  I  have  "satisfied  my  fury  -Ueh.hvi/^/n 
ir>**^i4^upon   thee.     I    the   Lord  have  spoken  it:    it  f ''''''• 
shall  come  to  pass,  and  I  will  do  it ;  I  will  not  go 
back,  neither  will  I  spare,  neither  will  I  repent ; 
according  to  thy  ways,  and  according  to  thy  do- 
ings, shall  they  judge  thee,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

15  Also  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me, 

16  saying,  Son  of  man,  behold,  I  take  away  from 
thee  the  desire  of  thine  eyes  with  a  stroke  :  yet 
neither  shalt  thou  mourn  nor  weep,  neither  shall 

17  thy    tears    run    clown.      Sigh,    "^but    not    aloud;  \iieb.  <5^ 
make  no  mourning  for  the  dead,  bind  thy  head- 
tire    upon    thee,  and    put   thy  shoes  upon  thy 

feet,  and  cover  not  thy  lips,  and  ^eat  not  the  ^Seejer.xvi. 

18  bread  of  men.     So   I  spake  unto  the  people  in  fxTj.' 
the  morning  ;  and  at  even  my  wife  died  :  and  I 

19  did  in  the  morning  as  I  was  commanded.  And 
the  people  said  unto  me.  Wilt  thou  not  tell  us 
what  these  things  are  to  us,  that  thou  doest  so  ? 

20  Then  I  said  unto  them.  The  word  of  the  Lord 

21  came  unto  me,  saying.  Speak  unto  the  house  of 
Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  Behold,  I  will 
profane  my  sanctuary,  the  pride  of  your  power, 

the  desire  of  your  eyes,  and  "that  which  your  ^J}^^'/^"^ 
soul  pitieth  ;   and  your  sons  and  your  daughters  sotd. 
^  22  whom  ye  have  left  shall  fall  by  the  sword.     And 

ye  shall  do  as  I  have  done  :  ye  shall  not  cover 

23  your  lips,  nor  eat  the  bread  of  men.  And  your 
tires  shall  be  upon  your  heads,  and  your  shoes 
upon  your  feet :  ye  shall  not  mourn  nor  weep  ; 
but  ye  shall  pine  away  in  your  iniquities,  and 

24  moan  one  toward  another.  Thus  shall  Ezekiel 
be  unto  you  a  sign  ;  according  to  all  that  he 
hath  done  shall  ye  do :  when  this  cometh,  then 
shall  ye  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  God. 
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And  thou,  son  of  man,  shall  it  not  be  in  the  25 
day  when  I  take  from  them  their  ^strength,  the 
joy  of  their  "glory,  the  desire  of  their  eyes,  and 
^that  whereupon  they  set  their  heart,  their  sons 
and    their  daughters,  that  in  that  day  he  that  26 
escapeth  shall  come  unto  thee,  to  cause  thee  to 
hear  it  with  thine  ears?    In  that  day  shall  thy  27 
mouth  be  opened  ^to  him  which  is  escaped,  and 
thou   shalt    speak,  and  be  no  more  dumb :    so 
shalt  thou  be  a  sign  unto  them ;  and  they  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

The  word  of  the  Lord  came  again  unto  me,  i  25 
saying,   Son  of  man,  set   thy  face   toward  the  2 
children    of    Ammon,    and    prophesy    ^against 
them  :    and  say  unto  the  children  of  Ammon,  3 
Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  God  ;    Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  :  Because  thou  saidst.  Aha,  against 
my  sanctuary,  when  it  was  profaned ;  and  against 
the  land  of  Israel,  when  it  was  made  desolate ; 
and  against  the  house  of  Judah,  when  they  went 
into  captivity  :   therefore  behold,   I  will  deliver  4 
thee  to  the  children  of  the  east  for  a  possession, 
and  they  shall  set  their  encampments  in  thee, 
and    make  their  dwellings  in  thee  ;    they  shall 
eat  thy  fruit,  and   they    shall    drink    thy  milk. 
And  I  will  make  Rabbah  a  stable  for  camels,  5 
and  the  children  of  Ammon    a  couching-place 
for  flocks  :    and  ye  shall  know  that  I    am  the 
Lord.     For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  Because  6 
thou    hast   clapped    thine  hands,  and    stamped 
with  the  feet,  and  rejoiced  with  all  the  despite 
of  thy  soul  against  the  land  of  Israel ;    there-  7 
fore   behold,   I    have  stretched   out  mine  hand 
upon  thee,  and  will  deliver  thee  for  a  spoil  to 
^the  nations  ;    and   I  will  cut  thee  off  from  the 
peoples,  and  I  will  cause  thee  to  perish  out  of 
the   countries :     I   will  destroy  thee ;    and  thou 
shalt  know  that  1  am  the  Lord. 
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8.     Thus   saith    the    Lord    God  :     Because    that 
Moab  and  Seir  do  say,   Behold,   the  house  of

but  that  the  wicked  turn  from  his  way  and  live  : 
turn  ye,  turn  ye  from  your  evil  ways  ;  for  why 
v/ill  ye  die,  O  house  of  Israel?     And  thou,  son  12 
of  man,   say  unto  the  children   of  thy  people, 
The  righteousness  of  the  righteous   shall    not 
deliver  him  in  the  day  of  his  transgression  ;  and 
as  for  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked,  he  shall 
not   fall    thereby    in    the    day  that    he    turneth 
from  his  wickedness  :    neither  shall  he  that  is 
righteous  be  able  to  live  thereby  in  the  day  that      ' 
he  sinneth.     When  I  say  to  the  righteous,  that  13 
he  shall  surely  live  ;  if  he  trust  to  his  righteous- 
nessj  and  commit  iniquity,  none  of  his  righteous 
deeds  shall  be  remembered  ;  but  4n  his  iniquity 
that  he  hath  committed,  therein  shall  he  die. 
Again,  when  I  say  unto  the  wicked.  Thou  shalt  14 
surely  die ;    if  he   turn  from    his  sin,   and  do 
**that  which  is  lawful  and  right ;  if  the  wicked  15 
restore  the  pledge,  give  again  that  he  had  taken 
by  robbery,  walk  in  the  statutes  of  life,  commit- 
ting, no  iniquity  ;  he  shall  surely  live,  he  shall 
not  die.      None  of  his  sins  that  he  hath  com-  16 
mitted   shall  be  remembered  against   him  :    he 
hath  done  that  which  is  lawful  and  right ;  he 
shall  surely  live.    Yet  the  children  of  thy  people  17 
say.  The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal :  but  as 
for  them,  their  way  is  not  equal.     When  the  18 
righteous    turneth  from  his  righteousness,   and 
committeth  iniquity,  he  shall  even  die  ^therein. 
And  when  the  wicked  turneth  from  his  wicked-  19 
ness,  and  doeth  that  which  is  lawful  and  right, 
he  shall  live  thereby.      Yet  ye  say,  The  way  of  20 
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the  Lord  is  not  equal.     O  house  of  Israel,  I  will 
judge  you  every  one  after  his  ways. 

21  ■  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twelfth  year  of 
our  captivity,  in  the  tenth  month,  in  the  fifth 
day  of  the  month,  that  one  that  had  escaped 
out  of  Jerusalem  came  unto  me,   saying.   The 

22  city  is  smitten.  Now  the  hand  of  the  Lord 
had  been  upon  me  in  the  evening,  afore  he 
that  was  escaped  came;  and  he  had  opened  my 
mouth,  until  he  came  to  me  in  the  morning; 
and  my  mouth  was  opened,  and  I  was  no  more 

23  dumb.     And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto 

24  me,  saying,  Son  of  man,  they  that  inhabit  those 
waste  places  in  the  land  of  Israel  speak,  saying, 
Abraham  was  one,  and  he  inherited  the  land: 
but  we  are  many;  the  land  is  given  us  for  in- 

25  heritance.  Wherefore  say  unto  them.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God:  Ye  eat  with  the  blood, 
and  lift  up  your  eyes  unto  your  idols,  and  shed 

26  blood:  and  shall  ye  possess  the  land.^  Ye 
stand  upon  your  sword,  ye  work  abomination, 
and  ye  defile  every  one  his  neighbour's  wife: 

27  and  shall  ye  possess  the  land.?  Thus  shalt 
thou  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  : 
As  I  live,  surely  they  that  are  in  the  waste 
places  shall  fall  by  the  sword,  and  him  that  is  in 
the  open  field  will  I  give  to  the  beasts  to  be  de- 
voured, and  they  that  be  in  the  strongholds  and 

28  in  the  caves  shall  die  of  the  pestilence.  And 
I  will  make  the  land  a  desolation  and  an  as- 
tonishment, and  the  pride  of  her  pou-er  shall 
cease;    and   the    mountains   of    Israel   shall    be 

29  desolate,  that  none  shall  pass  through.  Then 
shall  they  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I 
have  made  the  land  a  desolation  and  an  as- 
tonishment,   because   of  all   their  abominations 

30  which  they  have  committed.  And  as  for  thee, 
son  of  man,  the  children  of  thy  people  talk  o{ 
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thee    by    the    walls   and    in    the    doors    of  the 
houses,  and  speak  one  to  another,  every  one  to 
his  brother,  saying,  Come,  I  pray  you,  and  hear 
what  is  the  word  that  cometh  forth  from  the 
Lord.     And  they  come  unto  thee  as  the  people  31 
cometh,  and  they  sit  before  thee  as  my  people, 
and  they  hear  thy  words,  but  do  them  not :  for 
with   their    mouth    they   shew  much   love,    but 
their  heart  goeth   after   their   gain.     And,    lo,  32 
Or,  a  love      thou  art  unto  them  as  ^a  very  lovely  song  of 
one  that  hath  a  pleasant  voice,   and  can  play 
well  on  an  instrument :  for  they  hear  thy  words, 
but  they  do  them  not.     And  when  this  cometh  33 
to  pass,    (behold,    it   cometh,)   then   shall    thay 
know  that  a  prophet  hath  been  among  them. 

And  the  word  of  the   Lord  came  unto  me,  i  34 
saying.     Son    of    man,    prophesy    against    the  2 
shepherds   of    Israel,   prophesy,    and    say    unto      , 
them,   even  to  the  shepherds.   Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God:  Woe  unto  the  shepherds  of  Israel 
that  do  feed  themselves!   should  not  the  shep- 
herds feed  the  sheep?     Ye  eat  the  fat,  and  ye  3 
clothe  you  with  the  wool,  ye  kill  the  fatlings: 
but  ye  feed  not  the  sheep.     The  weak  have  ye  4 
not  strengthened,  neither  have  ye  healed  that 
which  was  sick,  neither  have  ye  bound  up  that 
which    was    broken,    neither   have  ye   brought 
again  that  which  was  driven  away,  neither  have 
ye  sought  that  which  was  lost;  but  with  force 
and  with  rigour  have,  ye  ruled  over  them.     And  5 
they  were  scattered,  because  there  was  no  shep- 
herd: and  they  became  meat  to  all  the  beasts 
of  the  field,    and   were   scattered.      My   sheep  6 
wandered  through  all  the  mountains,  and  upon 
^    every  high  hill:  yea,   my  sheep  were  scattered 
upon  all  the  face  of  the  earth;  and  there  was 
none    that    did    search    or    seek    after    them. 
Therefore,   ye  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  the  7 
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8  Lqrd:  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely 
forasmuch  as  my  sheep  became  a  prey,  and  my 
sheep  became  meat  to  all  the  beasts  of  the  field, 
because  there  was  no  shepherd,  neither  did  my 
shepherds  search  for  my  sheep,  but  the  shep- 
herds fed   themselves,   and  fed  not   my  sheep; 

9  therefore,  ye  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  the 

10  Lord;  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  Behold,  I  am 
against  the  shepherds;  and  I  will  require  my 
sheep  at  their  hand,  and  cause  them  to  cease 
from  feeding  the  sheep;  neither  shall  the  shep- 
herds feed  themselves  any  more;  and  I  will 
deliver  my  sheep  from  their  mouth,  that  they 

1 1  may  not  be  meat  for  them.  For  thus  saith  the 
Lord  God:  Behold,  I  myself,  even  I,  will  search 

12  for  my  sheep,  and  will  seek  them  out.  As  a 
shepherd  seeketh  out  his  flock  in  the  day  that 
he  is  among  his  sheep  that  are  scattered  abroad, 
so  will  I  seek  out  my  sheep;  and  I  will  deliver 
them  out  of  all  places  whither  they  have  been 

13  scattered  in  Hhe  cloudy  and  dark  day.     And  I     .  ,    , 
will    bring    them    out    from    the    peoples,    and  thick'darkness. 
gather  them  from  the  countries,  and  will  bring 

them  into  their  own  land;  and  I  will  feed  them 
upon  the  mountains  of  Israel,  by  the  water- 
courses, and  in  all  the  inhabited  places  of  the 

14  country.  I  will  feed  them  with  good  pasture, 
and  upon  the  high  mountains  of  Israel  shall 
their  fold  be:  there  shall  they  lie  down  in  a 
good   fold,   and   on  fat  pasture  shall  they  feed 

15  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel.  I  myself  will 
feed   my   sheep,  and    I   will  cause   them  to  lie 

16  down,  saith  the  Lord  God.  I  will  seek  that 
which  was  lost,  and  will  bring  again  that  which 
was  driven  away,  and  will  bind  up  that  which 
was  broken,  and  will  strengthen  that  which  was 
sick:  and  the  fat  and  the  strong  I  will  destroy; 

17  I  will  feed  them  in  judgement.     And  as  for  you, 
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0  my  flock,  thus  saith  the  Lord  God:   Behold, 

1  judge  between  cattle  and  cattle,  as  well  the 
rams  as  the  he-goats.  Seemeth  it  a  small  18 
thing  unto  you  to  have  fed  upon  the  good  pas- 
ture, but  ye  must  tread  dowm  with  your  feet  the 
residue  of  your  pasture?  and  to  have  drunk  of 
the  clear  waters,  but  ye  must  foul  the  residue 
with  your  feet?  And  as  for  my  sheep,  they  19 
eat  that  which  ye  have  trodden  with  your  feet, 
and  they  drink  that  which  ye  have  fouled  with 
your  feet. 

Therefore    thus    saith    the    Lord    God    unto  20 
them:    Behold,    I,  even    I,  will  judge  between 
the  fat  cattle  and  the  lean  cattle.      Because*  ye  21 
thrust  with  side  and  with  shoulder,   and  push 
all    the    weak    with    your    horns,    till    ye    have  " 
scattered   them   abroad;    therefore   will  T    save  22 
my  flock,   and  they  shall  no  more  be  a  prey;  .    . 
anid    I    will   judge    between    cattle    and    cattle. 
And  I  will  set  up  one  shepherd  over  them,  and  23 
he  shall  feed  them,  even  my  servant  David;  he    ' 
shall  feed  them,  and  he  shall  be  their  shepherd. 
And   I   the   Lord  will   be  their   God,   and   my  24 
servant  David  prince  among  them ;   I  the  Lord 
have  spoken  it.     And  I  will  make  with  them  a  25 
covenant  of  peace,  and  will  cause  evil  beasts  to 
cease   out    of   the    land:    and   they  shall   dwell 
securely    in    the    wilderness,    and    sleep   in   the 
woods.     And  I  will  make  them  and  the  places  36 
round  about  my  hill  a  blessing;  and  I  will  cause 
the  shower  to  come  down  in  its  season ;  there 
shall  be  showers  of  blessing.     And  the  tree  of  27 
the  field  shall  yield  its  fruit,  and  the  earth  shall 
yield  her  increase,  and  they  shall  be  secure  in 
their  land;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord,  when  I  have  broken  the  bars  of  their 
yoke,  and  have  delivered  them  out  of  the  hand 
of  those  that  served  themselves  of  them.     And  28 
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they  shall  no  more  be  a  prey  to  the  heathen, 
neither  shall  the  beast  of  the  earth  devour 
them;  but  they  shall  dwell  securely,  and  none 

29  shall   make  them  afraid.      And   I   will  raise  up 

unto  them  a  ^plantation  for  renown,  and  they  ^Ox,  plant 
shall  be  no  more  -consumed  with  famine  in  the  ^  Heb.  token

30  more.  And  they  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord

And  ye  my  sheep,  the  sheep  of  my  pas- 
ture, are  men,  and  I  am  your  God,  saith  the 
Lord  God. 

35  I       Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto

Thus 
will  I  make  mount  Seir  an  astonishment  and  a

shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord.  Because  thou 
hast  said,  These  two  nations  and  these  two 
countries  shall  be  mine,  and  we  will  possess  It; 
'whereas  the  Lord  was  there:  therefore,  as  I 
live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  will  do  according  to 
thine  anger,  and  according  to  thine  envy  which 
thou  hast  shewed  out  of  thy  hatred  against 
them;  and  I  will  make  myself  known  among 
them,  'when  I  shall  judge  thee.

Son  of.  man,  3 
can  these  bones-  live  ?  And  I  answered,  O  Lord 
God,  thou  knowest.     Again  he  said  unto  me,  4 
Prophesy  over  these  bones,  and  say  unto  them,     '  .  • 
O  ye  dry  bones,   hear  the  word  of  the  Lord. 
Thus    saith    the    Lord  God  unto  these  bones  :  5  , 
3  Or,  spirit       Behold,  I  will  cause  ^breath  to  enter  into  you, 
and  ye  shall  live.     And   I  will  lay  sinews  upon  6 
you,  and  will  bring  up  flesh  upon  you,  and  cover 
you  with  skin,  and  put  breath  in  you,  and  ye 
shall  live  ;    and  ye  shall  know  that    I    am    the 
Lord.     So  I  prophesied  as  I  was  commanded:  7 
and    as    I   prophesied,   there  was  a  "'noise,  and 
behold    an    earthquake,    and    the    bones    came 
together,  bone  to  his  bone.     And  I  beheld,  and  8 
lo,    there    were    sinews    upon    them,  and    flesh 
came    up,  and    skin  covered  them  above  :    but 
there    was   no  breath  in  them.     Then  said  he  9 
Or,  hrath      unto    me.    Prophesy  unto  the  ^wind,   prophesy, 
son  of  man,  and  say  to  the  ^wind.  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  :   Come  from  the  four  winds,  O 
Ox,^('ind       "breath,  and  breathe  upon  these  slain,  that  they 

may  live.      So   I  prophesied  as  he  commanded  10 
me,  and  the  breath  came  into  them,  and  they

11  great  army.  Then  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of 
man,  these  bones  are  the  whole  house  of  Israel:

12  our  hope  is  lost  ;  we  are  clean  cut  off.  There- 
fore prophesy  and  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  :  Behold,  I  will  open  your  graves, 
and  cause  you  to  come  up  out  of  your  graves, 
O  my  people  ;    and   I   will  bring  you    into  the 

13  land  of  Israel.  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord,  when  I  have  opened  your  graves, 
and  caused  you  to  come  up  out  of  your  graves, 

14  O  my  people.     And  I  will  put  my 'spirit  in  you,  ^  Or,  breath 
and  ye  shall  live,  and  I  will  place  you  in  your 

own  land  :    and  ye  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord 
have  spoken  it,  and  j^erformed  it,  saith  the  Lord. 

15  The  word  of  the  Lord  came  again  unto  me, 

16  saying.  And  thou,  son  of  man,  take  thee  one 
stick,  and  write  upon  it.  For  Judah,  and  for 
the  children  of  Israel  his  companions :  then 
take  another  stick,  and  write  upon  it.  For  Joseph, 

the  stick  of  Ephraim,  and  -for  all  the  house  of  -  Or,  of 

17  Israel  his  companions  :  and  join  them  for  thee 
one    to    another  into  one  stick,   that  they  may 

18  become  one  in  thine  hand.  And  when  the 
children  of  thy  people  shall  speak  unto  thee, 
saying,  Wilt  thou  not  shew  us  what  thou  mcan- 

19  est  by  these  ?  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  :  Behold,  I  will  take  the  stick  of 
Joseph,  which  is  in  the  hand  of  Kphraim,  and 
the  tribes  of  Israel  his  companions  ;  and  I  will 

put  them  'with  it,  eveji  with  the  stick  of  Judah,  ^  Or,  to^s;ether 
and  make  them  one  stick,  and  they  shall  be  one  ''  ^ ' 

20  in    mine   hand.     And  the  sticks  whereon  thou  Judah 
writest  shall  be  in  thine  hand  before  their  eyes. 

21  And  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  : 
Behold,  I  will  take  the  children  of  Israel  from 
among  the  nations,  whither  they  be  gone,  and 


vith  him  unto 
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go 
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will  gather  them  on  every  side,  -and  bring  them 
into  their  own  land  :  and  I  will  make  them  one  22 
nation  in  the  land,  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel; 
and  one  king  shall  be  king  to  them  all :    and 
they  shall  be  no  more  two  nations,  neither  shall 
they  be  divided  into  two  kingdoms  any  more  at 
all :    neither  shall    they  defile    themselves    any  23 
more  with  their  idols,  nor  with  their  detestable 
things,  nor   with    any    of  their  transgressions : 
but  I  will  save  them  ^out  of  all  their  dwelling- 
places,    wherein    they    have    sinned,    and    will 
cleanse  them  :   so  shall  they  be  my  people,  and 
I   will  be  their  God.     And  my  servant  David  24 
shall    be    king   over   them ;    and  they  all  shall 
have  one  shepherd  :  they  shall  also  walk  in',  my 
judgements,  and  observe  my  statutes,  and    do 
them.     And  they  shall  dwell  in  the  land  that  I  25 
have   given   unto   Jacob    my    servant,  wherein       '  , ' 
your- fathers  dwelt ;   and  they  shall  dwell  there- 
in, they,  and  their  children,  and  their  children's 
children  for  ever :   and  David  my  servant  shall 
be  their  prince  for  ever.      Moreover  I  will  make  26 
a  covenant  of  peace  with  them  :   it  shall  be  an 
everlasting   covenant    with    them :    and    I    will 
^place  them,  and  multiply  them,  and  will  set  my 
sanctuary  in  the  midst  of  them  for  evermore. 
My  tabernacle  also  shall  be  *with  them  ;   and  I  27 
will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 
And    the    nations    shall    know    that  ^I    am  the  28 
Lord  that  sanctify   ISrael,  when  my  sanctuary 
shall  be  in  the  midst  of  them  for  evermore. 

And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  i  38 
saying.  Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  toward  Gog,  2 
of  the    land    of   Magog,  the  ^prince  of   Rosh, 
■  Meshech,    and    Tubal,    and    prophesy    against 
him,  and  say.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :    Be-  3 
hold,    I    am    against    thee,    O    Gog,  ''prince    of 
Rosh,    Meshech,   and    Tubal  :    and   I    will   turn  4 
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com- 
mander

thee  about,  and  put  hooks  into  thy  jaws,  and  I 

will  bring  thee  forth,  and  all  thine  army,  horses 
and  horsemen,  all  of  them  clothed  in  full  armour, 
a  great  company  with  buckler  and  shield,  all  of 

5  them  handling  swords  :  Persia,  Cush,  and  Put 
with  them  ;  all  of  them  with  shield  and  helmet: 

6  Gomer,  and  all  his  hordes  ;  the  house  of  Togar- 
mah  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  north,  and  all 

7  his  hordes :  even  many  peoples  with  thee.  Be 
thou  prepared,  yea,  prepare  thyself,  thou,  and 
all  thy  companies  that  are  assembled  unto  thee, 

8  and  be  thou  a  ^guard  unto  them.  After  many  ^  o 
days  thou  shalt  be  visited :  in  the  latter  years 
thou  shalt  come  into  the  land  that  is  'brought 
back  from  the  sword,  that  is  gathered  out  of 
many  peoples,  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel, 
which  have  been  a  continual  w^aste  :  but  it  is 
brought  forth  out  of  the  peoples,  and  they  shall 

9  dwell  securely  all  of  them.  And  thou  shalt 
ascend,  thou  shalt  come  like  a  storm,  thou  shalt 
be  like  a  cloud  to  cover  the  land,  thou,  and  all 

10  thy  hordes,  and  many  peoples  with  thee.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God:  It  shall  come  to  pass  in 
that  day  that  things  shall  come  into  thy  mind, 

1 1  and  thou  shalt  devise  an  evil  device  :  and  thou 
shalt  say,  I  will  go  up  to  'the  land  of  unwalled 
villages  ;  I  will  go  to  them  that  are  at  quiet, 
that ^ well  securely,  all  of  them  dwelling  without 

12  walls,  and    having   neither  bars  nor  gates:    to  ^ 
take  the   spoil  and  to  take  the  prey  ;    to  turn 

thine  hand  against  the  waste  places  that  are 
nozv  inhabited,  and  against  the  people  that  are 
gathered  out  of  the  nations,  which  have  gotten 
cattle  and  goods,  that  dwell  in  the  ^middle  of  *  Heb._  ««7W, 

13  the    earth.     Sheba,  and    Dedan,  and  the  mer-  J"^e-'*-37- 
chants  of   Tarshish,  with  all    the    young   lions 
thereof,  shall  say  unto  thee,  Art  thou  come  to 

take  the  spoil  ?    hast  thou  assembled  thy  com- 
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pany  to  take  the  prey?  to  carry  away  silver 
and  gold,  to  take  away  cattle  and  goods,  to 
take  great  spoil  ? 

Therefore,  son  of  man,  prophesy  and  say  unto  14 
Gog,   Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :    In  that  day 
when  my  people  Israel  dwelleth  securely,  shalt 
thou  not  know  it?   And  thou  shalt  come  from  15 
thy   place    out    of  the    uttermost  parts  of  the 
north,  thou,  and  many  peoples  with  thee,  all  of 
them  riding  upon  horses,  a  great  company  and 
a  mighty  army  :  and  thou  shalt  come  up  against  16 
my  people  Israel,  as  a  cloud  to  cover  the  land  ; 
it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  latter  days,  that  I 
will  bring  thee  against  my  land,  that  the  nations 
may  know  thee,  when   I   shall  be  sanctified  in 
thee,  O  Gog,  before  their  eyes.     Thus  saith  the  17' 
Lord  God  :    Art  thou  he  of  whom   I  spake  in 
old  time  by  my  servants  the  prophets  of  Israel, 
which  prophesied  in  those  days  for  many  years 
that   I  would  bring  thee  against  them  ?  And  it  18 
shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  when  Gog  shall 
come  against  the  land  of  Israel,  saith  the  Lord 
God,    that    my    fury    shall    come   up    into    my 
nostrils.      For  in  my  jealousy  and  in  the  fire  of  19 
my  wrath    have    I   spoken.   Surely  in  that  day 
there   shall  be  a  great  shaking  in  the  land  of 
Israel ;    so  that  the  fishes  of  the  sea,   and  the  20 
fowls  of  the  heaven,  and  the  beasts  of  the  field, 
and    all    creeping    things    that    creep  upon  the 
earth,  and  all  the  meh  that  are  upon  the  face  of 
the  earth,  shall  shake  at  my  presence,  and  the 
mountains  shall  be  thrown  down,  and  the  steep 
places  shall  fall,  and  every  wall  shall  fall  to  the 
ground.     And    I   will    call  for  a  sword  against  21 
him    unto    all    my    mountains,    saith    the    Lord 
God  :    every  man's  sword  shall  be  against  his 
brother.      And    I   will    plead    against  him  with  22 
pestilence  and  with  blood  ;  and  I  will  rain  upon 
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htm,  and  upon  his  hordes,  and  upon  the  many 
peoples  that  are  with  him,  an  overflowing 
shower,  and  great  hailstones,  fire,  and  brim- 
23  stone.  And  I  will  magnify  myself,  and  sanctify 
myself,  and  I  will  make  myself  known  in  the 
eyes  of  many  nations ;  and  they  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord. 
39  I  And  thou,  son  of  man,  prophesy  against  Gog, 
and  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  Behold,  I 
am    against   thee,    O    Gog,    'prince    of    Rosh,  ^  Or,  chuf 


Meshech,  and  Tubal  :  and  I  will  turn  thee  about,  %"/'j{ 
and  will  lead    thee  on,   and  will  cause  thee  to 
come  up  from  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  north  ; 
and    I   will  bring    thee  upon  the  mountains  of 

3  Israel  :  and  I  will  smite  thy  bow  out  of  thy  left 
hand,  and  will  cause  thine  arrows  to  fall  out  of 

4  thy  right  hand.  Thou  shalt  fall  upon  the  moun- 
tains of  Israel,  thou,  and  all  thy  hordes,  and 
the  peoples  that  are  with  thee  :  I  will  give  thee 
unto  the  ravenous  birds  of  every  sort,  and  to 

5  the  beasts  of  the  field  to  be  devoured.  Thou 
shalt  fall  upon  the  open  field  :  for  I  have  spoken 

6  it,  saith  the  Lord  God.  And  I  will  send  a  fire 
on  Magog,  and  on  them  that  dwell  securely  in 

the  4sles  :   and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  ^  Or,  coas^ 

7  Lord.     And  my  holy  name  will  I  make  known  ^^"'^'' 
in  the  midst  of  my  people  Israel ;  neither  will  I 
sufter  my  holy  name  to  be  profaned  any  more  : 
and  the  nations  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord, 

8  the  Holy  One  in  Israel.  Behold,  it  cometh, 
and  it  shall  be  done,  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  this 

9  is  the  day  whereof  I  have  spoken.  And  they 
that  dwell  in  the  cities  of  Israel  shall  go  forth, 
and  shall  make  fires  of  the  weapons  and  burn 
them,  both  the  shields  and  the  bucklers,  the 
bows  and  the  arrows,  and  the  handstaves.  and 
the  spears,  and  they  shall  make  fires  of  them 

10  seven  years  :    so  that  they  shall  take  no  wood 
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out  of  the  field,  neither  cut  down  any  out  of 
the  forests ;  for  they  shall  make  fires  of  the 
weapons  :  and  they  shall  spoil  those  that  spoiled 
them,  and  rob  those  that  robbed  them,  saith  the 
Lord  God. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  I  n 
will  give  unto  Gog  a  place  for  burial  in  Israel, 
the  valley  of  them   that  pass  through  ^on  the 
east  of  the  sea  :  and  it  shall  stop  them  that  pass 
through  :  and  there  shall  they  bury  Gog  and  all 
his  multitude  :  and  they  shall  call  it  The  valley 
of  "Hamon-gog.     And  seven  months  shall  the  12 
house  of  Israel  be  burying  of  them,  that  they 
may  cleanse  the  land.     Yea,  all  the  people  hi  13 
the  land    shall    bury  them  ;    and  it  shall  be  to 
them  a  renown,  in  the  day  that  I  shall  be  glori-      * 
fied,  saith  the  Lord  God.     And  they  shall  sever  14 
out    men    of  continual    employment,  that  shall 
pass  through  the  land  to  bury  Hhem  ^that  pass 
through,  that  remain  upon  the  face  of  the  land, 
to  cleanse  it :    after  the  end  of  seven   months 
shall  they  search.     And  they  that  pass  through  15 
the   land    shall    pass   through  ;    and   when  any 
seeth  a  man's  bone,  then  shall  he  ^set  up  a  sign 
by    it,    till   the   buriers    have   buried   it    in    the 
valley    of   Hamon-gog.     And  "Hamonah   shall  16 
also,  be  the  name  of  a  city.     Thus  shall  they 
cleanse  the  land. 

And  thou,  son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord  17 
God  :  Speak  unto  the  birds  of  every  sort,  and 
to  every  beast  of  the  field,  Assemble  yourselves, 
and  come  ;  gather  yourselves  on  every  side  to 
my  sacrifice  that  I  do  sacrifice  for  you,  even  a 
great  sacrifice  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel, 
that  ye  may  eat  flesh  and  drink  blood.  Ye  shall  18 
eat  the  flesh  of  the  mighty,  and  drink  the  blood 
of  the  princes  of  the  earth,  of  rams,  of  lambs, 
and  of  goats,  of  bullocks,  all  of  them  fatlings  of 
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19  Bashan.  And  ye  shall  eat  fat  till  ye  be  full, 
and  drink  blood  till  ye  be  drunken,  of  my  sacri- 

2ofice  which  I  have  sacrificed  for  you.  And  ye 
shall  be  filled  at  my  table  with  horses  and 
chariots,  with  mighty  men,  and  with  all  men  of 

21  war,  saith  the  Lord  God.  And  I  will  set  my 
glory  among  the  nations,  and  all  the  nations 
shall  see  my  judgement  that  I  have  executed, 

22  and  my  hand  that  I  have  laid  upon  them.  So 
the  house  of  Israel  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord    their    God,  from  that  day  and  forward. 

23  And  the  nations  shall  know  that  the  house  of 
Israel  went  into  captivity  for  their  iniquity ; 
because  they  trespassed  against  me,  and  I  hid 
my  face  from  them  :  so  I  gave  them  into  the 
hand  of  their  adversaries,  and  they  fell  all  of 

24  them  by  the  sword.  According  to  their  un- 
cleanness  and  according  to  their  transgressions 
did  I  unto  them ;  and  I  hid  my  face  from  them. 

25  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  Now 
will  I  bring  again  the  captivity  of  Jacob,  and 
have   mercy  upon   the  whole  house  of   Israel ; 

26  and  I  will  be  jealous  for  my  holy  name.  And 
they  shall  bear  their  shame,  and  all  their  tres- 
passes whereby  they  have  trespassed  against 
me,    when    they  shall    dwell    securely   in    their 

27  land,  and  none  shall  make  them  afraid  ;  when  I 
have  brought  them  again  from  the  peoples,  and 
gathered  them  out  of  their  enemies'  lands,  and 
am    sanctified    in   them    in    the  sight  of   many 

28  nations.  And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord  their  God,  in  that  I  caused  them  to  go 
into  captivity  among  the  nations,  and  have 
gathered  them  unto  their  own  land  ;  and  I  will 

29  leave  none  of  them  any  more  there  ;  neither 
will  I  hide  my  face  any  more  from  them  :  for  I 
have  poured  out  my  spirit  upon  the  house  of 
Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God. 
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In  the  five  and  twentieth  year  of  our  cap-  i  40 
tivity,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  in  the  tenth 
day  of  the  month,  in  the  fourteenth  year  after 
that  the  city  was  smitten,  in  the  selfsame  day, 
the  hand   of  the   Lord  was  upon  me,  and  he 
brought    me    thither.      In    the    visions  of  God  2 
brought  he  me  into  the  land  of  Israel,  and  set 
me  down  upon  a  very  high  mountain,  whereon 
was  as  it  were  the  frame  of  a  city  on  the  south. 
And  he  brought  me  thither,  and,  behold,  there  3 
was    a   man,    whose    appearance  was   like    the 
appearance  of  brass,  with  a  line  of  flax  in  his 
hand,  and  a  measuring  reed  ;    and  he  stood  in 
the  gate.     And  the  man  said  unto  me,  Son  of  4 
man,  behold   with    thine    eyes,  and    hear  -with 
thine  ears,  and  set  thine  heart  upon  all  that  I 
shall  shew  thee  ;  for  to  the  intent  that  I  might 
shew  them  unto  thee  art  thou  brought  hither:       •    . 
declare  all  that  thou  seest  to  the  house  of  Israel. 

And    behold    a   wall    on    the  outside  of  the  5 
house    round   about,  and  in  the  man's  hand  a 
measuring  reed  of  six  cubits  long,  of  a  cubit 
and  an  hand  breadth  each  :  so  he  measured  the 
thickness    of  the  building,   one  reed  ;   and  the 
height,  one  reed.     Then  came  he  unto  the  gate  6 
which  looketh  toward  the  east,  and  went  up  the 
steps  thereof;    and  he  measured  the  threshold 
^C)x,eiicnone  of  the   gate,  one   reed  broad:   ^and  the  other 
threshold         threshold,  one  reed  broad.     And  every  'lodge  7 
\hamZ"''''^      was  one  reed  long,  and  one  reed  broad;    and 
the  space  between  the  lodges  was  five  cubits  ; 
and  the  threshold  of  the  gate  by  the  porch  of 
3  This  verse  is  the  gate  toward  the  house  was  one  reed.     'He  8 
set'rafandent  measured  also  the  porch  of  the  gate  toward  the 
versions  and  -  house,  One  rccd.     Then  measured  he  the  porch  9 
Ms'r"^  of  the  gate,  eight  cubits  ;  and  the  'posts  thereof, 

^  Ox,  jambs      two  cubits  ;  and  the  porch  of  the  gate  was  to- 
ward the  house.     And  the  lodges  of  the  gate  10 
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eastward  were  three  on  this  side,  and  three  on 
that  side  ;  they  three  were  of  one  measure  : 
and  the  posts  had  one  measure  on  this  side  and 

11  on  that  side.  And  he  measured  the  breadth  of 
the  opening  of  the  gate,  ten  cubits  ;    and  the 

12  length  of  the  gate,  thirteen  cubits;  and  a  border 
before  the  lodges,  one  cubit  on  this  side,  and  a 
border,  one  cubit  on  that  side  ;  and  the  lodges, 
six  cubits  on  this  side,  and  six  cubits  on  that 

13  side.  And  he  measured  the  gate  from  the  roof 
of  the  one  lodge  to  the  roof  of  the  other,  a 
breadth  of  five  and  twenty  cubits  ;  door  against 

14  door.  He  made  also  posts,  threescore  cubits  ; 
and  the  court  reached  unto  the  post,  the  gate 

15  being  round  about.  And  from  the  forefront  of 
the  gate  at  the  entrance  unto  the  forefront  of 
the  inner  porch  of  the  gate  were  fifty  cubits. 

16  And  there  were  closed  windows  to  the  lodges, 
and  to  their  posts  within  the  gate  round  about, 

and  likewise  to  the  ^arches  :  and  windows  were  ^Ox, colonnade 
round  about  inward  :  and  upon  each  post  were  oftheTk"!rSv 
palm  trees.  «ord  is  un- 

17  Then  brought  he  me  into  the  outer  court, 
and,  lo,  there  were  chambers  and  a  pavement, 
made  for  the  court  round  about :   thirty  cham- 

18  bers  were  upon  the  pavement.     And  the  pave-

ment  was  by  the  'side  of  the  gates,  answerable 
unto  the  length  of  the  gates,  even  the  lower 

19  pavement.  Then  he  measured  the  breadth 
from  the  forefront  of  the  lower  gate  unto  the 
forefront  of  the  inner  court  without,  an  hundred 

20  cubits,  both  on  the  east  and  on  the  north.  And 
the  gate  of  the  outer  court  whose*  prospect  is 
toward  the  north,  he  measured  the  length  there- 

21  of,  and  the  breadth  thereof  And  the  lodges 
thereof  were  three  on  this  side  and  three  on 
that  side  ;  and  the  posts  thereof  and  the  'arches 
thereof  were  after  the  measure  of  the  first  gate:

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the    length    thereof  was    fifty   cubits,    and    the 
breadth  five  and  twenty  cubits.     And  the  win-  22 
dows  thereof,  and  the  arches  thereof,  and  the 
palm   trees  thereof,  were  after  the  measure  of 
the   gate  whose    prospect    is  toward    the  east ; 
and  they  went  up  unto  it  by  seven  steps  ;   and 
the    arches    thereof  were    before    them.      And  23 
there  was  a  gate  to  the  inner  court  over  against 
the   other  gate,   both  on  the  north  and  on  the 
east ;    and  he  measured  from  gate,  to  gate    an 
hundred    cubits.     And    he  led    me  toward  the  24 
south,  and  behold  a  gate  toward  the  south  :  and 
he  measured  the  posts  thereof  and  the  arches 
thereof    according    to    these    measures.       And  25 
there   were   windows    in    it   and    in  the  arches 
thereof  round   about,   like  those  windows  :    the   ' 
length  was  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  five  and 
twenty  cubits.     And  there  were  seven  steps  to  a6 
go,  up  to  it,  and  the  arches  thereof  were  before 
them  :    and  it  had  palm  trees,  one  on  this  side, 
and  another  on  that  side,  upon  the  posts  thereof     ' 
And  there  was  a  gate  to  the  inner  court  toward  27 
the  south  :  and  he  measured  from  gate  to  gate 
toward  the  south  an  hundred  cubits. 

Then  he  brought  me  to  the  inner  court  by  28 
the  south  gate :    and  he    measured    the    south 
gate    according    to    these    measures  ;    and    the  29 
lodges  thereof,  and  the  posts  thereof,  and  the 
arches    thereof,  according   to    these    measures : 
and  there  were  windov/s  in  it  and  in  the  arches 
thereof  round  about :    it  was  fifty  cubits    long, 
and  five  and  twenty  cubits  broad.     And  there  3° 
were  arches  round  about,  five  and  twenty  cubits 
long,  and    five  cubits  broad.     And   the  arches  31 
thereof  were  toward  the  outer  court ;  and  palm 
trees    were    upon    the    posts  thereof:    and  the 
going  up  to  it  had  eight  steps.     And  he  brought  32 
mc  into  the  inner  court  toward  the  east :  and  he 
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measured  the  gate  according  to  these  measures; 

33  and  the  lodges  thereof,  and  the  posts  thereof, 
and  the  arches  thereof,  according  to  these 
measures  :  and  there  were  windows  therein  and 
in  the  arches  thereof  round  about :  it  was  fifty 
cubits  long,  and  five  and  twenty  cubits  broad. 

34  And  the  arches  thereof  were  toward  the  outer 
court ;  and  pahii  trees  were  upon  the  posts 
thereof,  on  this  side,  and  on  that  side  :  and  the 

3.5  going  up  to  it  had  eight  steps.  And  he  brought 
me    to   the    north   gate :     and   he   measured    it 

36  according  to  these  measures  ;  the  lodges  there- 
of, the  posts  thereof,  and  the  arches  thereof; 
and  there  were  windows  therein  round  about : 
the  length  was  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  five 

37  and  twenty  cubits.  And  the  posts  thereof  were 
toward  the  outer  court ;  and  palm  trees  were 
upon  the  posts  thereof,  on  this  side,  and  on  that 
side  :  and  the  going  up  to  it  had  eight  steps. 

38  And  a  chamber  with  the  door  thereof  was  by 
the  posts  at  the  gates  ;  there  they  washed  the 

39  burnt  offering.     And  ^in  the  porch  of  the  gate  ^  Or, /y 
were  two  tables  on  this  side,  and  two  tables  on 

that  side,  to  slay  thereon  the  burnt  offering  and 

40  the  sin  offering  and  the  guilt  offering.      And  on 

the  one  side  without,  ^as  one  goeth  up  to  the  "-Ox^atthe 
entry  of  the  gate  toward  the  north,  were  two  ^l^Ji'^y"^ ^''' 
tables  ;    and  on  the  other  side,  which  belonged 
to    the    porch    of    the    gate,    were    two    tables. 

41  Four  tables  were  on  this  side,  and  four  tables 
on    that  side,  by  the    side  of  the  gate  ;    eight 

42  tables,  whereupon  they  slew  the  sacrifices.  And 
there  were  four  tables  for  the  burnt  offering,  of 
hewn  stone,  a  cubit  and  a  half  long,  and  a  cubit 
and  a  half  broad,  and  one  cubit  high  :  where- 
upon they  laid  the  instruments  wherewith  they  '  According  to

^within  round  about:   and  upon  the  tables  was 
the    flesh    of  the    oblation.     "And  without  the  44 
inner  gate  were  chambers  for  the  singers  in  the 
inner  court,  which  was  at  the  side  of  the  north 
gate ;  and  their  prospect  was  toward  the  south  : 
one    at   the    side    of  the  east  gate  having  the 
prospect  toward  the  north.     And  he  said  unto  45 
me,   This    chamber,  whose    prospect  is  toward 
the  south,  is  for  the  priests,  the  keepers  of  the 
charge  of  the  house.     And  the  chamber  whose  46 
prospect  is  toward  the  north  is  for  the  priests, 
the  keepers  of  the  charge  of  the  altar :    these 
are  the  sons  of  Zadok,  which  from  among  the 
sons  of  Levi  come  near  to  the  Lord  to  minister 
unto   him.     And    he    measured    the    court,    an  47 
hundred    cubits    long,   and    an    hundred    cubits    ' 
broad,  foursquare  ;  and  the  altar  was  before  the 
house. 

Then  he  brought  me  to  the  porch  of  the  48 
house,  and  measured  each  post  of  the  porch, 
five  cubits  on  this  side,  and  five  cubits  on  that 
side  :  and  the  breadth  of  the  gate  was  three 
cubits  on  this  side,  and  three  cubits  on  that  side. 
The  length  of  the  porch  was  twenty  cubits,  and  49 
the  breadth  eleven  cubits;  "even  by. the  steps 
whereby  they  went  up  to  it :  and  there  were 
pillars  by  the  posts,  one  on  this  side,  and  another 
on  that  side. 

And    he    brought    me    to    the    temple,    and  i 
measured  the  posts,'  six  cubits  broad  on  the  one 
side,  and   six  cubits  broad    on  the  other  side, 
which  was  the  breadth  of  the  "tabernacle.

about,  and  the  length  thereof  ninety  cubits. 
So  he  measured  the  house,  an  hundred  cubits  13 
long  ;  and  the  separate  place,  and  the  building, 
with  the  walls  thereof,  an  hundred  cubits  long  ; 
also  the  breadth  of  the  face  of  the  house,  and  14 
of  the  separate  place  toward  the  east,  an  hun- 
dred cubits. 

And  he  measured  the  length  of  the  building  15 
before  the  separate  place  which  was  at  the  back 
thereof,   and    the   galleries  thereof  on.  the  one 
side  and  on  the  other  side,  an  hundred  cubits  ; 
and  the  inner  temple,  and  the  porches  of  the 
court ;  the  thresholds,  and  the  closed  windows,  16 
and    the    galleries    round   about  on  their. three 
stories,  over  against  the  threshold,  cieled  with     * 
wood  round  about,  and  from  the  ground  up  to 
the  windows  ;  now  the  windows  were  covered ;     , 
to  the  space  above  the  door,  even  unto  the  inner  17 
house,  and  without,  and  by  all  the  wall  round 
about  within  and  without,  ^by  measure.     And  18' 
it  was  made  with  cherubim  and  palm  trees ;  and 
a    palm  tree  was  between  cherub  and  cherub, 
and  every  cherub  had  two  faces  ;   so  that  there  19 
was  the  face  of  a  man  toward  the  palm  tree  on 
the    one   side,  and    the    face    of  a   young  lion 
toward  the  palm  tree  on  the  other  side  :    tJms 
zvas  it  made  through  all  the  house  round  about. 
From    the   ground    unto  above  the  door  were  20 
cherubim  and  palm, trees  made:  Hhus  was  the 
wall   of  the    temple.     As    for   the    temple,  the  21 
doorposts  were  squared  ;    and  as   for  the   face 
of  the  sanctuary,   the    appearance   thereof  was 
''as    the  appearance   of  the  temple.     The  altar  22 
was  of  wood,  three  cubits  high,  and  the  length 
thereof  two    cubits  ;    and  ^the  corners  thereof, 
and  the  ^length  thereof,  and  the  walls  thereof, 
were  of  wood  :    and  he  said  unto  me,   This  is 
the   table    that    is  before  the  Lord.     And  the  23 
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24  temple  and  the  sanctuary  had  two  doors.  And 
the  doors  had  two  leaves  apiece,  two  turning

And  there  were  made  on 
them,  on  the  doors  of  the  temple,  cherubim  and 
palm  trees,  like  as  were  made  upon  the  walls  ;

And    there    were  ""^  f'"''-'''- 
closed  windows  and  palm  trees  on  the  one  side 

and  on  the  other  side,  on  the  sides  of  the  porch : 
thus  were  the  side-chambers  of  the  house,  and 
the  thick  beams. 
42  I  Then  he  brought  me  forth  into  the  outer 
court,  the  way  toward  the  north :  and  he  brought 
me  into  the  chamber  that  was  over  against  the 
separate  place,  and  which  was  over  against  the 

2  building  toward  the  north.  Before  the  length 
of  an  hundred  cubits  was  the  north  door,  and 

3  the  breadth  was  fifty  cubits.  Over  against  the 
twenty  cubits  which  belonged  to  the  inner  court, 
and  over  against  the  pavement  which  belonged 
to  the  outer  court,  was  gallery  against  gallery

And  the  Vail   that   was   without  by  '  Or./v/.v 
the    side    of  the    chambers,    toward    the    outer 

court  before  the  chambers,   the   length   thereof

bers that  were  in  the  outer  court  was  fifty 
cubits:  and.  lo,  before  the  temple  were  an  hun- 
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dred  cubits.     And  from  under  these  chambers  9 
was  the  entry  on  the  east  side,  as  one  goeth 
into  them  from  the  outer  court.

^  Ox,  fence       ness  of  the  ^wall  of  the  court  toward  the  east, 
before  the  separate  place,  and  before  the  build- 
ing, there  were  chambers.     And  the  way  before  1 1 
them  was  like  the  appearance  of  the  zuay  of  the 
•  Or, they tvere  chambers  which  were  toward  the  north;  "accord- 
"aJrisTrmd'  ^^g  ^o  their  length  so  was  their  breadth:  and 
as  they  all  their  goings  out  were  both  according  to  their 

fashions,  and  according  to  their  doors.  And  12 
according  to  the  doors  of  the  chambers  that 
were  toward  the  south  was  a  door  in  the  he^d 
of  the  way,  even  the  way  directly  before  the 
^wall  toward  the  east,  as  one  entereth  into  them. 
Then  said  he  unto  me.  The  north  chambers  13 
and  the  south  chambers,  which  are  before  the 
separate  place,  they  be  the  holy  chambers, 
where  the  priests  that  are  near  unto  the  Lord 
shall  eat  the  most  holy  things:  there  shall  they 
lay  the  most  holy  things,  and  the  meal  offering, 
and  the  sin  offering,  and  the  guilt  offering;  for 
the  place  is  holy.  When  the  priests  enter  in,  14 
then  shall  they  not  go  out  of  the  holy  place  into 
the  outer  court,  but  there  they  shall  lay  their  gar- 
ments wherein  they  minister;  for  they  are  holy: 
and  they  shall  put  on  other  garments,  and  shall 
approach  to  that  which  pertaineth  to  the  people. 

Now  when  he  had  made  an  end  of  measur-  15 
ing  the  inner  house',  he  brought   me  forth  by 
the  way  of  the  gate  whose  prospect  is  toward 
the  east,  and  measured   it    round    about.      He  16 
3  iieb.  wimi.    measured  on  the  east  ^side  with  the  measuring 
reed,   five  hundred  reeds,  with  the  measuring 
"    reed  round  about.      He  measured  on  the  north  17 
■''side,   five  hundred  reeds,   with  the  measuring 
reed  round  about.      He  measured  on  the  south  18 
^side,  five  hundred   reeds,  with  the  measuring 
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19  reed.      He  turned  about  to  the  west  ^side,  and  '  Hcb.  -vind. 
■  measured  five  hundred  reeds  with  the  measur- 

20  ing  reed.  He  measured  it  "on  the  four  sides:  ^  \\q\,.  tcmmrd 
it  had  a  wall  round  about,  the  length  five  the  four -winds. 
hundred,  and  the  breadth  five  hundred,  to  make 

a  separation  between  that  which  was  holy  and 
that  which  was  common. 
43  I       Afterward  he  brought  me  to  the  gate,  even 

2  the  gate  that  looketh  toward  the  east:  and,  be- 
hold, the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  came  from 
the  way  of  the  east:  and  his  voice  was  like  the 
sound   of  many  waters:   and   the   earth   shined 

3  with  his  glory.  And  it  was  according  to  the 
appearance  of  the  vision  which  I  saw,  even  ac- 
cording to  the  vision  that  I  saw  when  I  came 
to  destroy  the  city;  and  the  visions  were  like 
the  vision  that  I  saw  by  the  river  Chebar:  and 

4  I  fell  upon  my  face.  And  the  glory  of  the 
Lord  came  into  the  house  by  the  way  of  the 

5  gate  whose  prospect  is  toward  the  east.  And 
the  spirit  took  me  up,  and  brought  me  into  the 
inner  court;  and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  Lord 

6  filled  the  house.  And  I  heard  one  speaking 
unto  me  out  of  the  house;  and  a  man  stood  by 

7  me.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  tJiis  is 
the  place  of  my  throne,  and  the  place  of  the 
soles  of  my  feet,  where  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst 
of  the  children  of  Israel  for  ever:  and  the  house 
of  Israel  shall  no  more  defile  my  holy  name, 
neither  they,  nor  their  kings,  by  their  whoredom, 

and  by  the  carcases  of  their  kings  ^in  their  high  3  Or,  accord- 

8  places;   in   their  setting  of  their  threshold  by  j'^s/i^^^"'^;'^" 
my  threshold,   and    their   doorpost    beside  my  thdr  death 
doorpost,   and  there  was  but  the  wall  between 

me  and  them;  and  they  have  defiled  my  holy 
name  by  their  abominations  which  they  have 
committed:   wherefore   I   have  consumed  them 

9  in  mine  anger.     Now  let  them  put  away  their 
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whoredom,  and  the  carcases  of  the'ir  kings,  far  from 
me,  and  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  them  forever. 

Thou,  son  of  man,  shew  the  house  to  the  lo 
house  of  Israel,  that  they  may  be  ashamed  of 
their  iniquities:  and  let  them  measure  the 
'pattern.  And  if  they  be  ashamed  of  all  that  n 
they  have  done,  make  known  unto  them  the 
form  of  the  house,  and  the  fashion  thereof,  and 
the  goings  out  thereof,  and  the  comings  in 
thereof,  and  all  the  forms  thereof,  and  all  the 
ordinances  thereof,  and  all  the  forms  thereof, 
and  all  the  laws  thereof,  and  write  it  in  their 
sight:  that  they  may  keep  the  whole  forni 
thereof,  and  all  the  ordinances  thereof,  and  do 
them.  This  is  the  law  of  the  house;  Upon- the  12 
top  of  the  mountain  the  whole  limit  thereof 
round  about  shall  be  most  holy.  Behold,  this  is 
the  law  of  the  house. 

And  these  are  the  measures  of  the  altar  by  13 
cubits :  (the  cubit  is  a  cubit  and  an  hand  breadth :) 
The  ^bottom  shall  be  a  cubit,  and  the  breadth 
a  cubit,  and  the   border  thereof  by  the  edge 
thereof  round  about  a  span:  and  this  shall  be 
the  ^base  of  the  altar.     And  from  the  bottom  14 
^upon  the  ground  to  the  lower  ^settle  shall  be 
two  cubits,  and  the  breadth  one  cubit;  and  from 
the  lesser  settle  to  the  greater  settle  shall   be 
four  cubits,  and  the  breadth  a  cubit.     And  the  15 
"upper  altar  shall  be  four  cubits;  and  from  the 
^ altar  hearth   and  upward  there   shall   be   four 
horns.     And  the  altar  hearth  shall   be   twelve  16 
cubits  long  by  twelve  broad,  square  in  the  four 
sides  thereof.     And  the  settle  shall  be  fourteen  17 
^  cubits  long  by  fourteen  broad  in  the  four  sides 
thereof;  and  the  border  about  it  shall  be  half  a 
cubit;  and  the  bottom  thereof  shall  be  a  cubit 
about;  and  the  steps  thereof  shall  look  toward 
the  east. 
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18  And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  thus  saith 
■the  Lord  God:  These  are  the  ordinances  of  the 

altar  in  the  day  when  they  shall   make   it,  to 
offer  burnt  offerings   thereon,   and   to  sprinkle 

19  blood  thereon.  Thou  shalt  give  to  the  priests 
the  Levites  that  be  of  the  seed  of  Zadok,  which 
are  near  unto  me,  to  minister  unto  me,  saith 
the  Lord  God,  a  young  bullock  for  a  sin  offer- 

20  ing.  And  thou  shalt  take  of  the  blood  thereof, 
and  put  it  on  the  four  horns  of  it,  and  on  the 
four  corners  of  the  settle,  and  upon  the  border 
round    about:    thus   shalt    thou    cleanse   it   and 

21  make  atonement  for  it.  Thou  shalt  also  take 
the  bullock  of  the  sin  offering,  and  he  shall  burn 
it  in  the  appointed  place  of  the  house,  without 

22  the  sanctuary.  And  on  the  second  day  thou 
shalt  offer  a  he-goat  without  blemish  for  a  sin 
offering;    and  they  shall   cleanse  the  altar,   as 

23  they  did  cleanse  it  with  the  bullock.  When 
thou  hast  made  an  end  of  cleansing  it,  thou 
shalt  offer  a  young  bullock  without  blemish, 
and   a   ram   out   of  the   flock  without  blemish. 

24  And  thou  shalt  bring  them  near  before  the 
Lord,  and  the  priests  shall  cast  salt  upon  them, 
and  they  shall  offer  them  up  for  a  burnt  offering 

25  unto  the  Lord.  Seven  days  shalt  thou  prepare 
every  day  a  goat  for  a  sin  offering:  they  shall 
also  prepare  a  young  bullock,  and  a  ram  out  of 

26  the  flock,  without  blemish.  Seven  days  shall 
they  make  atonement  for  the  altar  and  purify 

27  if  so  shall  they  ^consecrate  it.  And  when  '  ikh. //////.• 
they  have  accomplished  the  days,  it  shall  be,  '^^^^^ 
that    upon    the    eighth    day,    and   forward,    the 

priests  shall  make  your  burnt  offerings  upon  the 
altar,    and    your    peace    offerings;    and    I    will 
accept  you,  saith  the  Lord  God. 
44  I       Then   he  brought  me  back  the  way  of  the 
outer  gate  of  the  sanctuary  which  looketh  to- 
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ward  the  east;  and  it  was  shut.  '  And  the  Lord  2 
said  unto  me:  This  gate  shall  be  shut,  it  shall 
not  be  opened,  neither  shall  any  man  enter  in 
by  it,  for  the   Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,   hath 
entered  in  by  it;  therefore  it  shall  be  shut.     As  3 
for  the  prince,  he  shall  sit  therein  as  prince  to 
eat  bread  before  the   Lord;  he  shall  enter  by 
the  way  of  the  porch  of  the  gate,  and  shall  go 
out  by  the  way  of  the  same.     Then  he  brought  4 
me  the  way  of  the  north  gate  before  the  house, 
and    I    looked,    and,    behold,   the  glory  of  the 
Lord  filled  the  house  of  the  Lord:  and  I  fell 
upon  my  face.     And  the  Lord  said  unto  me>  5 
^  With,  set        Son  of  man,  ^mark  well,  and  behold  with  thine 
upon. "'''        eyes,   and  hear  with  thine  ears  all  that  I.  say 
unto  thee  concerning  all  the  ordinances  of  the 
house  of  the   Lord,   and  all  the  laws  thereof; 
and  ^mark  well   the  entering  in  of  the  house, 
with  every  going  forth  of  the  sanctuary.     And  6 
thou  shalt   say  to  the   rebellious,   even   to  the 
house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  O 
ye  house  of  Israel,  let  it  suffice  you  of  all  your 
abominations,  in  that  ye  have  brought  in  aliens,  7 
uncircumcised  in   heart   and    uncircumcised   in 
flesh,  to  be  in  my  sanctuary,  to  profane  it,  even 
my  house,  when  ye  offer  my  bread,  the  fat  and 
=>  Most  ancient  (-^g  blood,  and  Hhey  have  broken  my  covenant, 

versions  have,    ,,  ,,  „•'  ,  ..-'.,' 

ye.  to  add  unto  all  your  abommations.     And   ye  8 

3  Or,  in  all  have  not  kept  the  charge  of  mine  holy  things : 
but  ye  have  set  keepers  of  my  charge  in  my 
sanctuary  for  yourselves.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  9 
God,  No  stranger,  uncircumcised  in  heart  and 
uncircumcised  in  flesh,  shall  enter  into  my 
^sanctuary,  of  any  stranger  that  is  among  the 
children  of  Israel.  But  the  Levites  that  went  10 
far  from  me,  when  Israel  went  astray,  which 
went  astray  from  me  after  their  idols;  they 
shall    bear   their   iniquity.     Yet   they   shall   be  n 
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ministers  in  my  sanctuary,  having  oversight  at 
the  gates  of  the  house,  and  ministering  in  the 
house:  they  shall  slay  the  burnt  offering  and 
the  sacrifice  for  the  people,  and  they  shall  stand 

12  before  them  to  minister  unto  them.  Because 
they  ministered  unto  them  before  their  idols, 
and  became  a  stumblingblock  of  iniquity  unto 
the  house  of  Israel;  therefore  have  I  lifted  up 
mine  hand  against  them,  saith  the   Lord  God, 

13  and  they  shall  bear  their  iniquity.  And  they 
shall  not  come  near  unto  me,  to  execute  the 
office  of  priest  unto  me,  nor  to  come  near  to 
any  of  my  holy  things,  unto  the  things  that  are 
most  holy :  but  they  shall  bear  their  shame,  and 
their  abominations  which  they  have  committed. 

14  Yet  will  I  make  them  keepers  of  the  charge  of 
the  house,  for  all  the  service  thereof,  and  for  all 
that  shall  be  done  therein. 

15  But  the  priests  the  Levites,  the  sons  of 
Zadok,  that  kept  the  charge  of  my  sanctuary 
when  the  children  of  Israel  went  astray  from 
me,  they  shall  come  near  to  me  to  minister  unto 
me;  and  they  shall  stand  before  me  to  offer 
unto  me  the  fat  and  the  blood,  saith  the  Lord 

16  God:  they  shall  enter  into  my  sanctuary,  and 
they  shall  come  near  to  my  table,  to  minister 

17  unto  me,  and  they  shall  keep  my  charge.  And 
it  shall  be,  that  when  they  enter  in  at  the  gates 
of  the  inner  court,  they  shall  be  clothed  with 
linen  garments;  and  no  wool  shall  come  upon 
them,  whiles  they  minister  in  the  gates  of  the 

18  inner    court,    and    ^within.     They    shall    have  ^Or, /«//;^ 
linen   tires   upon   their   heads,    and    shall    have  ''"""^ 
linen  breeches  upon  their  loins;  they  shall  not 

gird    themselves    with    any   thing  that   caiiscth 

19  sweat.  And  when  they  go  forth  into  the  outer 
court,  even  into  the  outer  court  to  the  people, 
they  shall  put.  off  their  garments  wherein  they 
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minister,    and  lay  them   in  the. holy  chambers, 
and  they  shall  put  on  other  garments,  that  they 
sanctify    not    the    people   with   their  garments. 
Neither  shall  they  shave  their  heads,  nor  suffer  20 
their  locks  to  grow  long;  they  shall  only  poll 
their    heads.      Neither    shall    any    priest    drink  21 
wine,  when   they   enter   into    the    inner   court. 
Neither  shall  they  take  for  their  wives  a  widow,  22 
nor  her  that  is  put  away:  but  they  shall  take 
maidens  of  the  seed  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  a 
widow  that  is  the  widow  of  a  priest.     And  they  23 
shall  teach  my  people  the  difference  between 
the  holy  and  the  common,  and  cause  them  to 
discern    between    the    unclean    and    the    clean* 
And  in  a  controversy  they  shall  stand  to  judge;  24 
according  to  my  judgements  shall  they  judge  it: 
and  they  shall  keep  my  laws  and  my  statutes  in 
all  my  appointed  feasts;  and  they  shall  hallow 
my  sabbaths.     And  they  shall  come  at  no  dead  25 
person  to  defile  themselves:  but  for  father,  or 
for    mother,    or    for  son,    or  for    daughter,    for 
brother,  or  for  sister  that  hath  had  no  husband, 
they  may  defile   themselves.     And  after  he  is  26 
cleansed,    they    shall    reckon    unto    him    seven 
days.     And  in  the  day  that  he  goeth  into  the  27 
sanctuary,   into  the  inner  court,  to  minister  in 
the   sanctuary,   he   shall  offer  his   sin   offering, 
saith  the  Lord  God.     And  they  shall  have  an  28 
inheritance;     I    am   their   inheritance:    and   ye 
shall  give  them  no  possession  in  Israel;   I  am 
their  possession.     They  shall  eat  the  meal  offer-  29 
ing,  and  the  sin  offering,  and  the  guilt  offering; 
and    every   devoted    thing   in    Israel    shall    be 
theirs.     And  the   first  of  all   the   firstfruits   of  3° 
every  thing,  and  every  ^oblation  of  every  thing, 
of  all  your  oblations,  shall  be  for  the  priests :  ye 
shall  also  give  unto  the  priest  the  first  of  your 


fmJ      "       "dough,    to  cause   a  blessing  to   rest  on   thine 
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31  house.     The  priests  shall  not  eat  of  any  thing 
that  dieth  of  itself,  or  is  torn,  whether  it  be  fowl 
■  or  beast. 
45  I       Moreover,   when    ye   shall  divide  by  lot  the 
land  for  inheritance,  ye  shall  offer  an  oblation 
unto  the  Lord,  ^an  holy  portion  of  the  land  :  '  iiei).  hou- 
the  length  shall  be  the  length  of  five  and  twenty  '"■^■'• 
thousand    rccds,  and  the  breadth  shall  be  'ten  ^TheLxx. 
thousand :    it  shall  be    holy  in    all    the    border  ^^^  '''""">'• 

2  thereof  round  about.  Of  this  there  shall  be 
for  the  holy  place  five  hundred  271  length  by 
five    hundred    t7t  b^^eadth,  square  round  about ; 

and  fifty  cubits  for  the  'suburbs  thereof  round  ^Ox,op,-n 

3  about.     And  of  this  measure  shalt  thou  mea-  '^'■^" 
.     sure,  a  length  of  five  and  twenty  thousand,  and 

a  breadth  of  ten  thousand  :  and  in  it  shall  be  the 

4  sanctuary,  which  is  most  holy.  It  is  an  holy 
portion  of  the  land  ;  it  shall  be  for  the  priests 
the  ministers  of  the  sanctuary,  which  come  near 
to  minister  unto  the  Lord  ;  and  it  shall  be  a 
place  for  their  houses,  and  an  holy  place  for  the 

5  sanctuary.  And  five  and  twenty  thousand  in 
length,  and  ten  thousand  in  breadth,  shall  be 
unto   the    Levites,  the  ministers  of  the  house, 

for  a  possession   unto  themselves,  yi7r  "^ twenty  *TheLXX. 

6  chambers.     And  ye  shall  appoint  the  possession  Jjt//;;/! '" 
of  the  city  five  thousand  broad,  and  five  and 
twenty  thousand    long,  side    by    side  with  the 
oblation  of  the  holy  portion  :  it  shall  be  for  the 

7  whole  house  of  Israel.  And  whatsoever  is  for 
the  prince  shall  be  on  the  one  side  and  on  the 
other  side  of  the  holy  oblation  and  of  the  pos- 
session of  the  city,  in  front  of  the  holy  oblation 
and  in  front  of  the  possession  of  the  city,  on 
the  west  side  westward,  and  on  the  east  side 
eastward  :    and  in  length  answerable  unto  one 

of  the  portions,  from  the  west  border  unto  the  sQr,  ^j 

8  east  border.      'In  the  land  it  shall  be  to  him  for  touching 
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a  possession  in  Israel:  and  my  .princes  shall  no 
more  oppress  my  people  ;  but  they  shall  give 
the  land  to  the  house  of  Israel  according  to 
their  tribes. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  Let  it  suffice  you,  9 
O  princes  of  Israel :  remove  violence  and  spoil, 
and  execute  judgement  and  justice  ;  take  away 
your  ^exactions  from  my  people,  saith  the  Lord 
God.     Ye  shall  have  just  balances,  and  a  just  10 
ephah,  and    a  just  bath.     The  ephah  and  the  n 
bath    shall  be   of  one  measure,   that    the    bath 
may  contain  the  tenth  part  of  a  homer,  and  the 
ephah  the  tenth  part  of  a  homer :  the  measure 
thereof  shall    be    after    the    homer.      And    thfe  12 
shekel  shall  be  twenty  gerahs  :  twenty  shekels,     . 
five  and  twenty  shekels,  fifteen  shekels,  shall  be 
your  maneh.     This  is  the  oblation  that  ye  shall  13 
offer ;  the  sixth  part  of  an  ephah  from  a  homer 
of  wheat,  and  ye  shall  give  the  sixth  part  of  an 
ephah    from    a  homer  of  barley  :    and  the  set  14 
portion  of  oil,  of  the  bath  of  oil,  shall  be  the 
tenth  part  of  a  bath  out  of  the  cor,  which  is 
ten  baths,  even  a  homer ;    for  ten  baths  are  a 
homer :   and  one  lamb  of  the  flock,  out  of  two  15 
hundred,  from  the  "fat  pastures  of  Israel ;   for  a 
meal  offering,  and  for  a  burnt  offering,  and  for 
peace   offerings,  to  make  atonement  for  them, 
saith    the    Lord    God.     All   the  people  of  the  16 
land  "shall  give  unto  this  oblation  for  the  prince 
in   Israel.     And  it  shall  be  the  prince's  part  to  17 
give  the  burnt  offerings,  and  the  meal  offerings, 
and  the  drink  offerings,  in  the  feasts,  and  in  the 
new  moons,  and    in    the    sabbaths,    in    all    the 
appointed    feasts    of  the    house  of   Israel :    he 
shall    prepare    the    sin  offering,  and    the    meal 
offering,  and  the  burnt  offering,  and  the  peace 
offerings,  to  make  atonement  for  the  house  of 
Israel. 
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18  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  In  the  first  month, 
in  the  first  day  of  the  month,  thou  shalt  take  a 
young  bullock  without  blemish  ;   and  thou  shalt 

19  cleanse  the  sanctuary.  And  the  priest  shall 
take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering,  and  put  it 
upon  the  door  posts  of  the  house,  and  upon  the 

four   corners   of  the  ^settle    of  the    altar,    and  ^Ox,Uge 
upon  the  posts  of  the  gate  of  the  inner  court. 

20  And  so  thou  shalt  do  on  the  seventh  day  of  the 
month  for  every  one  that  erreth,  and  for  him 
that  is  simple  :  so  shall  ye  make  atonement  for 

21  the  house.     In  the  first  month,  in  the  fourteenth  . 
day  of  the  month,  ye  shall  have  the  passover, 
a  feast  of  seven  days  ;   unleavened  bread  shall 

22  be  eaten.  And  upon  that  day  shall  the  prince 
prepare   for    himself  and  for  all  the  people  of 

23  the  land  a  bullock  for  a  sin  offering.  And  the 
seven  days  of  the  feast  he  shall  prepare  a  burnt 
offering  to  the  Lord,  seven  bullocks  and  seven 
rams    without    blemish   daily  the    seven    days ; 

24  and  a  he-goat  daily  for  a  sin  offering.  And  he 
shall  prepare  a  meal  offering,  an  ephah  for  a 
bullock,  and  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  a  hin  of 

25  oil  to  an  ephah.  In  the  seventh  month,  in  the 
fifteenth  day  of  the  month,  in  the  feast,  shall 
he  do  the  like  the  seven  days  ;  according  to  the 
sin  offering,  according  to  the  burnt  offering,  and 
according  to  the  meal  offering,  and  according  to 
the  oil. 

46  I  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  The  gate  of  the 
inner  court  that  looketh  toward  the  east  shall  be 
shut  the  six  working  days  ;  but  on  the  sabbath 
day  it  shall  be  opened,  and  in  the  day  of  the 
2  new  moon  it  shall  be  opened.  And  the  prince 
shall  enter  by  the  way  of  the  porch  of  the  gate 
without,  and  shall  stand  by  the  post  of  the  gate, 
and  the  priests  shall  prepare  his  burnt  offering 
and  his  peace  offerings,  and  he  shall  worship  at 
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the    threshold    of  the  gate  ;    then  he  shall    go 
forth  :    but  the  gate  shall  not  be  shut  until  the 
evening.     And    the    people    of  the    land    shall  3 
worship    at    the    door   of  that  gate  before  the 
Lord  in  the  sabbaths  and  in  the  new  moons. 
And    the   burnt   offering    that  the  prince  shall  4 
offer  unto  the  Lord  shall  be  in  the  sabbath  day- 
six  lambs  without  blemish  and  a  ram  without 
blemish  ;     and    the    meal    offering    shall    be  an  5 
ephah   for  the  ram,   and  the  meal  offering   for 
the  lambs  as  he  is  able  to  give,  and  a  hin  of  oil 
to  an  ephah.     And  in  the  day  of  the  new  moon  6 
it    shall    be    a  young  bullock  without  blemish  ; 
and  six. lambs,  and  a  ram  ;  they  shall  be  without 
blemish  :  and  he  shall  prepare  a  meal  offering,  7  ^ 
an  ephah  for  the-  bullock,  and  an  ephah  for  the 
ram,  and  for  the  lambs  according  as  ^he  is  able, 
and  a  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah.     And  when  the  8 
prince  shall  enter,  he  shall  go  in  by  the  way  of 
the  porch  of  the  gate,  and  he  shall  go  forth  by 
the  way  thereof.      But  when  the  people  of  the  9 
land  shall  come  before  the  Lord  in  the  appoint- 
ed feasts,   he  that  entereth  by  the  way  of  the 
north  gate  to  worship  shall  go  forth  by  the  way 
of  the  south  gate  ;   and  he  that  entereth  by  the 
way  of  the  south  gate  shall  go  forth  by  the  way 
of  the  north  gate  :    he  shall  not  return  by  the 
way  of  the  gate  whereby  he  came  in,  but  shall 
go  forth  straight  before  him.     And  the  prince,  10 
when  they  go  in,  shall  go  in    in   the  midst  of 
them  ;  and  when  they  go  forth,  Hhey  shall  go 
forth    together.     And    in   the  feasts  and  in  the  n 
^solemnities  the  meal  offering  shall  be  an  ephah 
3  Or,  appointed  for  a  bullock,  and  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  for 
"    the  lambs  as  he  is  able  to  give,  and  a  hin  of  oil 
to  an  ephah.     And  when  the  prince  shall  pre-  12 
pare    a    freewill    offering,    a   burnt    offering   or 
peace  offerings  as   a   freewill  offering  unto  the 


2  Or,  accord- 
ing to  anolhe 
reading,  he 
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Lord,  one  shall  open  for  him  the  gate  that 
looketh  toward  the  east,  arid  he  shall  prepare 
his  burnt  offering  and  his  peace  offerings,  as  he 
doth  on  the  sabbath  day :  then  he  shall  go 
forth  ;   and  after  his  going  forth  one  shall  shut 

13  the  gate.  And  thou  shalt  prepare  a  lamb  of 
the  first  year  without  blemish  for  a  burnt  offer- 
ing unto  the  Lord  daily :  morning  by  morning 

14  shalt  thou  prepare  it.  And  thou  shalt  prepare 
a  meal  offering  with  it  morning  by  morning,  the 
sixth  part  of  an  ephah,  and  the  third  part  of  a 

hin  of  oil,  to  'moisten  the  fine   flour;    a  meal  '  Or,  w/x 
offering  unto  the   Lord  continually  by  a   per- 

15  petual  ordinance.  Thus  shall  they  prepare  the 
lamb,  and  the  meal  offering,  and  the  oil,  morning 
by  morning,  for  a  continual  burnt  offering. 

16  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  If  the  prince 
give  a  gift  unto  any  of  his  sons,  it  is  his  inherit- 
ance,   it    shall    belong   to  his  sons  ;    it  is  their 

17  possession  by  inheritance.  But  if  he  give  a 
gift  of  his  inheritance  to  one  of  his  servants,  it 
shall  be  his  to  the  year  of  liberty  ;  then  it  shall 
return  to  the  prince  ;  but  as  for  his  inheritance 

18  it  shall  be  for  his  sons.  Moreover  the  prince 
shall  not  take  of  the  people's  inheritance,  to 
'thrust  them  out  of  their  possession  ;  he  shall 
give  inheritance  to  his  sons  out  of  his  own 
possession :  that  my  people  be  not  scattered 
every  man  from  his  possession. 

19  Then  he  brought  me  through  the  entry, 
which  was  at  the  side  of  the  gate,  into  the  holy 
chambers  for  the  priests,  which  looked  toward 
the  north  :    and,   behold,   there  was  a  place  on 

20  the  hinder  part  westward.  And  he  said  unto 
me,  This  is  the  place  where  the  priests  shall 
boil  the  guilt  ofi'ering  and  the  sin  offering,  where 
they  shall  bake  the  meal  offering;  that  they 
bring  them  not  forth   into  the  outer    court,   to 
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sanctify  the  people.     Then  he  -brought  me  forth  21 
into  the  outer  court,  and  caused  me  to  pass  by 
the  four  corners  of  the  court ;    and,  behold,  in 
every  corner  of  the  court  there  was  a  court.     In  22 
the  four  corners  of  the  court  there  were  courts 
^  Ox  Joined  on  'enclosed,   forty  cubits    long  and  thirty  broad: 
these  four  in  the  corners  were  of  one  measure. 
And  there  was  a  row  of  building  round  about  23 
in  them,  round  about  the  four,  and  it  was  made 
with  boiling-places  under  the  rows  round  about. 
Then  said  he  unto  me,  These  are  the  boiling-  24 
houses,  where  the  ministers  of  the  house  shall 
boil  the  sacrifice  of  the  people. 

And  he  brought  me  back  unto  the  door  of  i  47 
the  house;  and,  behold,  waters  issued  out  .from 
under  the  threshold  of  the  house  eastward,  for 
the  forefront  of  the  house  was  toward  the  east : 
and  the  waters  came  down  from  under,   from     '  _  • 
the  Tight  side  of  the  house,  on  the  south  of  the 
altar.     Then  brought  he  me  out  by  the  way  of  2 
the  gate  northward,  and  led  me  round  by  the 
way  without  unto  the  outer  gate,  by  the  way  of 
the  gate  that    looketh    toward    the    east ;    and, 
"'Ox,  trickled    behold,  there  'ran  out  waters  on  the  right  side. 
forih  When  the  man  went  forth  eastward  .  with  the  3 

line  in  his  hand,  he  measured  a  thousand  cubits, 
and  he  caused  me  to  pass  through  the  waters, 
waters   that    were    to    the    ankles.     Again    he  4 
measured  a  thousand,  and  caused  me  to  pass 
through   the   waters,   waters   that   were  to  the 
knees.     Again   he   measured   a  thousand,    and 
caused  me  to  pass  through  the  waters,  waters 
that  were  to  the  loins.     Afterward  he  measured  5 
a  thousand ;  and  it  was  a  river  that  I  could  not 
"     pass  through :  for  the  waters  were  risen,  waters 
to  swim  in,   a  river  that  could  not  be  passed 
through.     And  he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  6 
hast   thou   seen   this?     Then   he   brought    me. 
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and   caused    me   to   return  to  the  bank  of  the 

7  river.  Now  when  I  had  returned,  behold, 
upon   the   bank   of  the   river  were  very  many 

8  trees  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other.  Then 
said  he  unto  me,  These  waters  issue  forth 
toward  the  eastern  region,  and  shall  go  down 

into  the  *  plain:  and  they  shall  go  toward  the  ^w^h.Ambah. 
sea;  into  the  sea  shall  the  waters  go  which  were 
made  to  issue  forth;   and  the   waters  shall   be 

9  healed.     And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  every 
living  creature  which  swarmeth,  in  every  place 
whither  the  Vivers  come,  shall  live;  and  there  -  iieb. /tc^? 
shall    be   a  very  great    multitude   of  fish:    for  "^''''^* 
these  waters  are  come  thither,  and  the  waters 

of  tJie  sea  shall  be  healed,  and  every  thing  shall 

10  live  whithersoever  the  river  cometh.  And  it 
shall  come  to  pass,  that  fishers  shall  stand  by 
it:  from  En-gedi  even  unto  En-eglaim  shall  be 
a  place  for  the  spreading  of  nets;  their  fish 
shall   be   after  their  kinds,  as   the   fish   of  the 

11  great  sea,  exceeding  many.  But  the  miry 
places  thereof,  and  the  marishes  thereof,   shall 

12  not  be  healed;  they  are  given  up  to  salt.  And 
by  the  river  upon  the  bank  thereof,  on  this  side 
and  on  that  side,  shall  grow  every  tree  for 
meat,  whose  leaf  shall  not  wither,  neither  shall 

the  fruit  thereof  fail:  it  shall  bring  forth  'new  ^\l^^^.first- 
fruit  every  month,  because  the  waters  thereof  •^'""'^' 
issue  out  of  the  sanctuary:  and  the  fruit  there- 
of shall  be  for  meat,   and  the  leaf  thereof  for 
healing. 

13  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  This  shall  be  the 
border,  whereby  ye  shall  divide  the  land  for 
inheritance    according   to   the   twelve   tribes   of

It   unto   your   fathers:   and   this   land    shall    fall  j u/ud up 
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unto  you  for  Inheritance.     And  this  shall  be  the  15 
border  of  the  land :  on  the  north  side,  from  the 
great  sea,   by   the   way  of  Hethlon,    unto   the 
entering    in    of    Zedad;     Hamath,     Berothah,  16 
Sibraim,   which  is  between  the  border  of  Da- 
^  Ox,  the         mascus  and   the  border  of   Hamath;    ^Hazer- 
hatticon,   which   is   by  the   border  of  Hauran. 
And  the  border  from  the  sea  shall  be  Hazar-  17 
enon  at  the  border  of  Damascus,  and  on  the 
north    northward    is    the    border   of-    Hamath. 
This  is  the    north    side.     And   the    east    side,  18 
between    Hauran    and    Damascus  and   Gilead, 
and  the  land  of  Israel,   shall  be  Jordan;  from 
the   north  border  unto  the  east   sea   shall    ye 
measure.     This    is    the    east    side.     And;  the  19 
south  side  southward  shall   be  from  Tamar  as 
far  as  the  waters   of   Meriboth-kadesh,   to  the 
river,  unto   the  great  sea.     This   is  the  south       '  .  • 
side>  southward.     And  the  west  side  shall   be  20 
the  great  sea,  from  the  south  border  as  far  as 
over  against  the  entering  in  of  Hamath.     This 
is  the  west  side.     So  shall  ye  divide  this  land  21 
unto    you    according   to    the    tribes   of    Israel. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  ye  shall  divide  it  22 
by  lot  for  an  inheritance  unto  you  and  to  the 
strangers  that  sojourn  among  you,  which  shall 
beget  children  among  you;  and  they  shall  be 
unto  you  as  the  homeborn  among  the  children 
of  Israel;  they  shall  have  inheritance  with  you 
among  the  tribes  of  Israel.

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2  west ;  Dan,  one  portion.  And  by  the  border  of 
Dan,   from  the   east   side   unto   the   west   side; 

3  Asher,  one  portion.  And  by  the  border  of 
Asher,  from  the  east  side  even  unto  the  west 

4  side;  Naphtali,  one  portion.  And  by  the 
border  of  Naphtali,  from  the  east  side  unto  the 

5  west  side;  Manasseh,  one/^r//^;^.  And  by  the 
border  of  Manasseh,  from  the  east  side  unto  the 

6  west  side;  Ephraim,  one  portion.  And  by  the 
border  of  Ephraim,    from   the   east   side  even 

7  unto  the  west  side;  Reuben,  on^ portion.  And 
by  the  border  of  Reuben,  from  the  east  side 
unto  the  west  side;  Judah,  ovi^t. portion. 

8  And  by  the  border  of  Judah,  from  the  east 
side  unto  the  west  side,  shall  be  the  oblation 
which  ye  shall  offer,  five  and  twenty  thousand 
reeds  in  breadth,  and  in  length  as  one  of  the 
portions,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west  side: 
and  the  sanctuary  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  it. 

9  The  oblation  that  ye  shall  offer  unto  the  Lord 
shall    be    five    and    twenty    thousand    rccds    in 

10  length,  and  ten  thousand  in  breadth.  And  for 
these,  even  for  the  priests,  shall  be  the  holy 
oblation;  toward  the  north  five  and  twenty 
thousand  in  length,  and  toward  the  west  ten 
thousand  in  breadth,  and  toward  the  east  ten 
thousand  in  breadth,  and  toward  the  south  five 
and  twenty  thousand  in  length:  and  the  sanc- 
tuary of  the  Lord  shall  be  in  the  midst  thereof. 

11  4t  shall  be  for  the  priests  that  are  sanctified  of  ^Ox,The^am- 
the  sons  of  Zadok,  which  have  kept  my  charge;  f ^jf  j,;"}];!" 
which   went  not   astray   when   the  children   of  the  priests 
Israel  went  astray,  as  the  Levites  went  astray. 

12  And  it  shall  be  unto  them  an  oblation  from  the 
oblation  of  the  land,  a  thing  most  holy,  by  the 

13  border  of  the  Levites.  And  answerable  unto 
the  border  of  the  priests,  the  Levites  shall  have 
five   and   twenty   thousand   in   length,   and   ten 
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thousand   in   breadth:    all   the   length   shall   be 
^TheLXX.     five  and  twenty  thousand,  and  the  breadth  Hen 
hns/wcv;/;-.       thousand.     And  they  shall  not  sell  of  it,  neither  14 
exchange  it,  nor  shall  the  firstfi-uits  of  the  land 
be   alienated:    for   it    is    holy  unto   the    Lord. 
And   the    five    thousand    that    are    left    in    the  15 
breadth,  in  front  of  the  five  and  twenty  thou- 
sand, shall  be  for  common  use,  for  the  city,  for 
dwelling  and  for  suburbs:  and  the  city  shall  be 
in  the  midst  thereof.     And  these  shall  be  the  16 
measures  thereof;  the  north  side  four  thousand 
and  five  hundred,  and  the  south  side  four  thou- 
sand and   five   hundred,   and   on  the  east  si^e 
four  thousand  and  five  hundred,  and  the  west 
side  four  thousand  and  five  hundred.     And  the  17^ 
city  shall  have  suburbs  ;   toward  the  north  two 
hundred  and  fifty,   and  toward   the  south   two 
hundred   and    fifty,    and   toward    the    east    two 
hundred   and   fifty,   and  toward  the   west   two 
hundred    and    fifty.     And    the    residue    in    the  18 
length,  answerable  unto  the  holy  oblation,  shall 
be  ten   thousand   eastward,    and   ten    thousand 
westward:  and  it  shall  be  answerable  unto  the    . 
holy  oblation;  and  the  increase  thereof  shall  be 
for    food    unto    them    that    labour   in  'the   city. 
And  they  that  labour  in  the  city,  out  of  all  the  19 
tribes  of  Israel,  shall  till  it.     All  the  oblation  20 
shall  be  five  and  twenty  thousand  by  five  arid 
twenty  thousand:    ye   shall   offer  the   holy  ob- 
lation  foursquare,    with   the    possession   of   the 
city. 
^Seexiv.  7.  "And  the  residue  shall  be  for  the  prince,  on  21 

the  one  side  and  on  the  other  of  the  holy  ob- 
lation and  of  the  possession  of  the  city,  in  front 
of  the  five  and  twenty  thousand  of  the  oblation 
toward  the  east  border,  and  westward  in  front 
of  the  five  and  twenty  thousand  toward  the 
west  border,   answerable   unto  the  portions,    it 
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shall  be  for  the  prince:  and  the  holy  oblation 
and   the    sanctuary  of  the   house   shall    be    in 

22  the  midst  thereof  Moreover  from  the  pos- 
session of  the  Levites,  and  from  the  possession 
of  the  city,  being  in  the  midst  of  that  which 
is  the  prince's,  between  the  border  of  Judah 
and  the  border  of  Benjamin,  shall  be  for  the 
prince. 

23  And  as  for  the  rest  of  the  tribes:  from  the 
east  side  unto  the  west  side;    Benjamin,   one 

2^  portion.  And  by  the  border  of  Benjamin,  from 
the  east  side  unto  the  west  side;  Simeon,  one 

2^  portion.  And  by  the  border  of  Simeon,  from 
the  east  side  unto  the  west  side;   Issachar,  one 

26  portion.  And  by  the  border  of  Issachar,  from 
the  east  side  unto  the  west  side;  Zebulun,  one 

2^  portion.  And  by  the  border  of  Zebulun,  from 
the  east  side  unto   the  west   side;    Gad,   one 

2%  portion.  And  by  the  border  of  Gad,  at  the 
south  side  southward,  the  border  shall  be  even 
from  Tamar  unto  the  waters  of  Meribath-ka- 

29  desh,  to  the  river,  unto  the  great  sea.  This  is 
the  land  which  ye  shall  divide  by  lot  unto  the 
tribes  of  Israel  for  inheritance,  and  these  are 
their  several  portions,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

30  And  these  are  the  goings  out  of  the  city ;  on 
the  north  side  four  thousand  and  five  hundred 

31  reeds  by  measure:  and  the  gates  of  the  city 
shall  be  after  the  names  of  the  tribes  of  Israel- 
three  gates  northward:  the  gate  of  Reuben, 
one;  the  gate  of  Judah,  one;  the  gate  of  Levi, 

32  one:  and  at  the  east  side  four  thousand  and  five 
hundred  reeds;  and  three  gates:  even  the  gate 
of  Joseph,  one;  the  gate  of  Benjamin,  one;  the 

^Z  gate  of  Dan,  one:  and  at  the  south  side  four 
thousand  and  five  hundred  reeds  by  measure; 
and  three  gates:  the  gate  of  Simeon,  one;  the 
gate    of   Issachar,    one;    the  gate  of  Zebulun. 
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one:   at  the  west  side  four  thousand  and  five  34 
hundred    reeds,    with    their    three    gates :    the 
gate  of  Gad,  one;  the  gate  of  Asher,  one;  the 
gate   of   Naphtali,   one.     It  shall  be  eighteen  35 
^j^h^vah-         thousand  reeds  round  about:  and  the  name  of 
shammah.        the  city  from  that  day  shall  be,  ^The  Lord  is

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THE 

BOOK   OF  DANIEL. 


1  Ix  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  Jchoiakiiii  king 
of  Judah  came  Nebucadnezzar  king  of  Babylon 

2  unto  Jerusalem,  and  besieged  it.  And  the  Lord 
gave  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah  into  his  hand, 
with  part  of  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  God  ; 
and  he  carried  them  into  the  land  of  Shinar 
to  the  house  of  his  god  :  and  he  brought  the 

3  vessels  into  the  treasure  house  of  his  god.  And 
the  king  spake  unto  Ashpenaz  the  master  of 
his  eunuchs,  that  he  should  bring  in  cej^tain  of 
the  children  of  Israel,  even  of  the  seed  royal 

4  and  of  the  nobles ;  youths  in  whom  was  no 
blemish,  but  well  favoured,  and  skilful  in  all 
wisdom,  and  cunning  in  knowledge,  and  under- 
standing science,  and  such  as  had  ability  to 
stand  in  the  king's  palace ;  and  that  he  should 
teach  them  the  learning  and  the  tongue  of  the 

5  Chaldeans.  And  the  king  appointed  for  them 
a  daily  portion  of  the  king's  ^meat,  and  of  the 
wine  which  he  drank,  and  that  they  should  be 
nourished  three  years ;  that  at  the  end  thereof 

6  they  might  stand  before  the  king.  Now  among 
these  were,  of  the  children  of  Judah,    Daniel, 

7  Hananiah,  Mishael,  and  Azariah.  And  the 
prince  of  the  eunuchs  gave  names  unto  them  : 
unto  Daniel  he  gave  the  name  of  Belteshazzar  ; 
and  to  Hananiah,  ^Shadrach;  and  to  Mishael, 
of  Meshach  ;    and   to    Azariah,   of  Abed-nego. 
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But  Daniel  purposed  in  his  heart  that  he  would  8 
not  defile  himself  with  the  king's  meat,  nor  with 
the  wine  which  he  drank:  therefore  he  requested 
of  the    prince    of  the  eunuchs    that   he  might 
not  defile  himself.      Now  God  made  Daniel  to  9 
find  favour  and  compassion  in  the  sight  of  the 
prince    of    the    eunuchs.     And    the   prince    of  10 
the  eunuchs  said  unto   Daniel,  I  fear  my  lord 
the  king,  who   hath  appointed  your  meat  and 
your  drink :  for  why  should  he  see  your  faces 
worse  liking  than  the  youths  which  are  of  your 
own  age  ?  so  should  ye  endanger  my  head  with 
^  Wch.  i/am-    the  king.     Then  said   Daniel  to  'the  steward,  n 
whom  the  prince  of  the  eunuchs  had  appointed 
over  Daniel,  Hananiah,   Mishael,  and  Azariali ; 
Prove  thy  servants,  I  beseech  thee,  ten  days;  12 
and  let  them  give   us  pulse  to  eat,  and  water 
to  drink.     Then  let  our.  countenances  be  looked  13 
upon  before  thee,  and  the  countenance  of  the 
youths  that  eat  of  the  king's  meat ;  and  as  thou 
seest,  deal  with  thy  servants.     So  he  hearkened  14 
unto    them    in    this   matter,   and   proved   them 
ten  days.     And   at  the  end   of  ten   days  their  15 
countenances    appeared    fairer,   and    they  were 
fatter  in   flesh   than  all  the   youths   which    did 
eat  of  the  king's  meat.     So  'the  steward  took  16 
away  their  meat,  and  the  wine  that  they  should 
drink,  and  gave  them  pulse.     Now  as  for  these  17 
four  youths,  God  gave  them  science  and  skill, 
in  all   learning  and  wisdom  :    and  Daniel    had 
understanding  in  all 'visions  and  dreams.     And  18 
at    the   end   of  the  days   which  the   king  had 
iid).  f,//,/.      'appointed   for  bringing  them  in,  the  prince  of 
the  eunuchs  brought  them  in  before  Nebucad- 
nezzar.     And  the  king  communed  with  them;  19 
and  among  them  all  was  found  none  like  Daniel, 
Mananiah,    Mishael,    and    Azariah :      therefore 
stood    they    before    the    king.      And    in    every  20 
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matter  of  wisdom  and  understanding,  concerninq- 
wliich  the  king-  inquired  of  them,  he  found  them 
ten  times  better  than  all  the  magicians  and 
21  enchanters  that  were  in  all  his  realm.  And 
Daniel  continued  even  unto  the  first  year  of 
king  Cyrus. 
2  I  And  in  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of  Nebu- 
cadnezzar  Nebucadnezzar  dreamed  dreams  ;  and 
his    spirit   was    troubled,    and    his  sleep   brake 

2  from  him.  Then  the  king  commanded  to  call 
the  magicians,  and  the  enchanters,  and  the 
sorcerers,  and  the  Chaldeans,  for  to  tell  the 
king  his  dreams.     So  they  came  in  and  stood 

3  before  the  king.  And  the  king  said  unto  them, 
I    have   dreamed  a    dream,    and    my    spirit    is 

4  troubled  to  know  the  dream.     Then  spake  the 
Chaldeans  to  the  king  'in  the  Syrian  language,  '  o,-. /« 
O    king,  live  for   ever:    tell   thy  servants  the  '^'''""'''' 

5  dream,  and  w^e  will  shew  the  interpretation.    The 

king  answered  and  said  to  the  Chaldeans,  ^The  -Or,  The  word 
thing  is  gone  from  me  :  if  ye  make  not  known  'frommT^''' 
unto  me  the  dream  and  the  interpretation  there- 
of, ye  shall  be  cut  in  pieces,   and  your  houses 

6  shall  be  made  a  dunghill.  But  if  ye  shew  the 
dream  and  the  interpretation  thereof,  ye  shall 
receive  of  me  gifts  and  rewards  and  great 
honour :  therefore  shew  me  the  dream  and  the  in- 

7  terpretation  thereof.  They  answered  the  second 
time  and  said,  Let  the  king  tell  his  servants 
the  dream,  and  we  will  shew  the  interpretation. 

8  The    king   answered   and    said,    I    know  of  a       / 
certainty   that   ye    would   'gain    time,    because  ^efctH. /v/j 

9  ye  see  Hhe  thincr  is  crone  from  me.     But  if  ve  'i^i!""!,' 

■'       .  ,  rt  o  ,  •'.  Or,  the  -wont 

make  not  known  unto  me  the  dream,  there  is  is  gone  forth 
but   one    law  for   you  :    for  )e  have  prepared  -'ff'"^. ""■  "'"^ 
lying  and  corrupt  words  to    speak   before  me, 
till  the  time  be  changed:   therefore  tell  me  the 
dream,  and  I  shall  know  that  ye  can  shew  me  the 
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interpretation  thereof.    The  Chaldeans  answered  lo 
before  the  king,  and  said,  Thei'e  is  not  a  man 
upon  the  earth  that  can  shew  the  king's  matter : 
forasmuch    as   no    king,    Mord,   nor   ruler,    hath 
asked  such  a  thing  of  any  magician,  or  enchanter, 
or  Chaldean.      And  it  is  a   rare  thing  that  the  1 1 
king  requireth,  and  there  is  none  other  that  can 
shew  it  before  the  king,  except  the  gods,  whose 
dwelling  is  not  with  flesh.     For  this  cause  the  12 
king  was    angry    and    very    furious,  and    com- 
manded to  destroy  all  the  wise  men  of  Babylon. 
So  the  decree  went  forth,  and  the    wise  men  13 
were  to  be  slain  ;  and  they  sought  Daniel  and 
his  companions  to  be  slain.     Then   Daniel  re-  14 
turned  answer  with    counsel   and   prudence   \h 
Arioch  the  captain  of  the  king's  guard,  which 
was  gone  forth  to,  slay  the  wise  men  of  Babylon  ; 
he    answered    and   said    to    Arioch    the   king's  15 
captain,  Wherefore  is  the  decree  so  urgent  from 
the  king  ?     Then  Arioch  made  the  thing  known 
to  Daniel.     And   Daniel  went  in,  and   desired  16 
of  the  king  that  he  would  ^appoint  him  a  time, 
^and    he  would  shew  the   king  the  interpreta- 
tion. 

Then  Daniel  went  to  his  house,  and   made  17 
the  thing  known    to   Hananiah,    Mishael,    and 
Azariah,  his  companions:  that  they  would  desire  18 
mercies  of  the  God  of  heaven   concerning  this 
secret ;    that  Daniel  and  his  companions  should 
not  perish   with   the   rest  of   the  wise  men   of 
Babylon.     Then  wa^  the  secret  revealed  unto  19 
Daniel  in  a  vision  of  the  night.     Then  Daniel 
blessed  the  God  of  heaven.     Daniel  answered  20 
and    said,    Blessed    be    the    name   of   God    for 
ever  and  ever:    for  wisdom  and  might  are  his: 
and    he    changeth  the   times  and  the  seasons  :  21 
he  removeth  kings,  and   setteth   up  kings :  he 
giveth  wisdom  unto    the  wise,  and   knowled^re 
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22  to.  them  that  know  understanding:  he  revealcth 
the  deep  and  secret  things  ;  he  knoweth  what 
is  in  the  darkness,  and  the  Hght  dwelleth  with 

23  him.  I  thank  thee,  and  praise  thee,  O  thou 
God  of  my  fathers,  who  hast  given  me  wisdom 
and  might,  and  hast  now  made  known  unto  me 
what  we  desired  of  thee  :    for  thou  hast  made 

24  known  unto  us  the  king's  matter.  Therefore 
Daniel  went  in  unto  Arioch,  whom  the  king  had 
appointed  to  destroy  the  wise  men  of  Babylon  : 
he  went  and  said  thus  unto  him  ;  Destroy  not 
the  wise  men  of  Babylon  :  bring  me  in  before 
the  king,  and  I  will  shew  unto  the  king  the 
interpretation. 

25  Then  Arioch  brought  in  Daniel  before  the 
king  in  haste,  and  said  thus  unto  him,  I  have 
found  a  man  of  the  children  of  the  captivity  of 
Judah,  that  will  make  known  unto  the  king  the 

26  interpretation.  The  king  answered  and  said 
to  Daniel,  whose  name  was  Belteshazzar,  Art 
thou  able  to  make  known  unto  me  the  dream 
which  I  have  seen,  and  the  interpretation  there- 

27  of?  Daniel  answered  before  the  king,  and  said. 
The  secret  which  the  king  hath  demanded  can 
neither   wise    men,  enchanters,    magicians,    nor 

28  soothsayers,  shew  unto  the  king ;  but  there  is 
a  God  in  heaven  that  revealeth  secrets,  and 
he  hath  made  known  to  the  king  Nebucadnezzar 
what  shall  be  in  the  latter  days.  Thy  dream, 
and  the  visions  of  thy  head  upon  thy  bed,  are 

29  these  ;  As  for  thee,  O  king,  thy  thoughts  came 
into  thy  mind  upon  thy  bed,  what  should  come 
to  pass  hereafter :  and  he  that  revealeth  secrets 
hath  made  known  to  thee  what  shall  come  to 

30  pass.  But  as  for  me,  this  secret  is  not  re- 
vealed to  me  for  any  wisdom  that  I  have  more 
than  any  living,  but  to  the  intent  that  the 
interpretation  may  be  made  known  to  the  king. 
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and   that  thou   mayest  know    the    thoughts    of 
thy  heart.     Thou,  O  king,  sawest,  and  behold  31 
a  great  image.      This  image  which  was  mighty, 
and  whose  brightness  was  excellent,  stood  before 
thee  ;   and  the  aspect  thereof  was  terrible.     As  32 
for  this  image,   his  head  was  of  fine  gold,   his 
breast  and  his  arms  of  silver,  his  belly  and  his 
thighs  of  brass,  his  legs  of  iron,  his  feet  part  of  33 
iron  and  part  of  clay.     Thou  sawest  till  that  a  34 
stone  was  cut  out  without  hands,  which  smote 
the  image  upon  his  feet  that  were  of  iron  and 
clay,  and  brake  them  in  pieces.     Then  was  the  35 
iron,   the   clay,   the  brass,   the  silver,   and    the 
gold,  broken  in   pieces    together,   and    becanie 
like   the  chaff  of  the  summer  thresh ing-fl,oors  ; 
and  the  wind  carried  them  away,  that  no,  place     » 
was  found  for  them  :  and  the  stone  that  smote 
the  image  became  a  great  ^mountain,  and  filled     , 
the,  whole  earth.     This  is  the  dream;   and  we  36 
will   tell    the   interpretation   thereof  before  the 
king.      Thou,  O  king,  art  king  of  kings,  unto  37 
whom  the  God  of  heaven  hath  given  the  king- 
dom, the  power,  and  the  strength,  and  the  glory  ; 
and  wheresoever  the  children  of  men  dwell,  the  38 
beasts  of  the  field  and  the  fowls  of  the  heaven 
hath  he  given  into  thine  hand,  and  hath  made 
thee  to  rule  over  them  all:  thou  art  the  head 
of  gold.     And  after   thee    shall   arise    another  39 
kingdom   inferior  to  thee ;    and  another  third 
kingdom  of  brass,  which   shall  bear  rule  over 
all  the  earth.     And  the  fourth  kingdom  shall  be  40 
strong  as  iron  :  forasmuch  as  iron  breaketh  in 
pieces  and  subdueth  all  things  :  and  as  iron  that 
crusheth  all  these,  shall  it  break  in  pieces  and 
crush.      And  whereas  thou  sawest  the  feet  and  41 
toes,  part  of  potters'  clay,  and  part   of  iron,  it 
shall  be  a  divided  kingdom  ;  but  there  shall  be 
in  it  of  the  stren^-th  of  the  iron,  forasmuch  as 
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42  thou  sawest  the  iron  mixed  with  miry  clay.  Aiul 
as  the  toes  of  the  feet  were  part  of  iron,  and 
part   of  clay,  so  the   kingdom  shall  be  partly 

43  strong,  and  pardy  'broken.     And  whereas  thou  ^Ox,i>ntiic 
sawest  the  iron  mixed  with  miry  clay,  they  shall 
mingle  themselves  with  the  seed  of  men  ;  but 

they  shall   not  cleave  one  to  another,  even  as 

44  iron  doth  not  mingle  with  clay.  And  in  the 
days  of  those  kings  shall  the  God  of  heaven  set 
up  a  kingdom,  which  shall  never  be  destroyed, 
nor  shall  the  sovereignty  thereof  be  left  to 
another  people ;  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces 
and  consume  all   these  kingdoms,  and  it  shall 

45  stand  for  ever.  Forasmuch  as  thou  sawest  that 
a  stone  was  cut  out  of  the  mountain  without 
hands,  and  that  it  brake  in  pieces  the  iron,  the 
brass,  the  clay,  the  silver,  and  the  gold  ;  the  . 
great  God  hath  made  known  to  the  king  what 
shall  come  to  pass  hereafter:  and  the  dream 
is  certain,  and  the   interpretation  thereof  sure. 

46  Then  the  king  Nebucadnezzar  fell  upon  his  face, 
and  worshipped  Daniel,  and  commanded  that 
they  should  offer  an  oblation  and  sweet  odours 

47  unto  him.  The  king  answered  unto  Daniel, 
and  said,  Of  a  truth  your  God  is  the  God  of 
gods,  and  the  Lord  of  kings,  and  a  revealer  of 
secrets,   seeing  thou   hast  been   able  to  reveal 

48  this  secret.  Then  the  king  made  Daniel  great, 
and  gave  him  many  great  gifts,  and  made  him 
to  rule  over  the  whole  province  of  Babylon,  and 
to  be  chief  governor  over  all  the  wise  men  of 

49  Babylon.  And  Daniel  requested  of  the  king, 
and  he  appointed  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed- 
nego,  over  the  affairs  of  the  province  of  Babylon : 

but  Daniel  was  ^in  the  gate  of  the  king.  '^Ox.atthe 

I       Nebucadnezzar    the    king    made    an    image  ^"'S'<:("'rt 
of  gold,   whose  height   was  threescore    cubits, 
and  the  breadth  thereof  six  cubits :    he  set  it 
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Up  in    the  plain  of   Dura,  in    the    province  of 
Babylon.     Then  Nebucadnezzar  the  king  sent  2 
to  gather  together   the    satraps,   the  deputies, 

Or,  chief       and  the  governors,  the  ^judges,  the  treasurers, 
the  counsellors,  the  '^sheriffs,  and  all  the  rulers 
of  the  provinces,  to  come  to  the  dedication  of 
the  image  which  Nebucadnezzar  the  king  had 
set  up.      Then  the   satraps,  the   deputies,   and  3 
the  governors,  the  ^judges,  the  treasurers,  the 
counsellors,  the  ^sheriffs,  and  all  the  rulers  of  the 
provinces,    were    gathered    together    unto    the 
dedication  of   the  image    that    Nebucadnezzar 
the  king  had  set  up  ;  and  they  stood  before  the 
image  that  Nebucadnezzar  had  set  up.     Then  4 
the  herald  cried  aloud,  To  you  it  is  commanded, 
O  peoples,  nations,  and  languages,  that  at  what  5 
time  ye  hear  the  sound  of  the  cornet,  flute,.harp, 

Or,  bagpipe     sackbut,  psaltery,    Mulcimer,  and   all    kinds   of 
music,   ye   fall    down  and  worship  the   golden 
image  that  Nebucadnezzar  the  king  hath  set  up  : 
and  whoso    falleth  not  down  and    worshippeth  6 
shall  the  same  hour  be  cast  into  the  midst  of 
a  burning  fiery  furnace.    Therefore  at  that  time,  7 
when  all  the  peoples  heard  the   sound   of  the 
cornet,   flute,  harp,    sackbut,    psaltery,    anei    all 
kinds    of   music,   all    the  peoples,   the   nations, 
and  the  languages,  fell  down   and  worshipped 
the  golden  image  that  Nebucadnezzar  the  king 
had  set  up.     Wherefore   at  that    time    certain  8 
Chaldeans  came    near,  and  brought  accusation 
against  the  Jews.     They  answered  and  said  to  9 
Nebucadnezzar  the  king,  O  king,  live  for  ever. 
Thou,  O  king,  hast  made  a  decree,  that  every  10 
man  that  shall  hear  the   sound    of  the    cornet, 
flute,  harp,  sackbut,  psaltery,  and  dulcimer,  and 
^  all  kinds  of  music,  shall  fall   down  and  worship 
the  golden  image:  and  whoso  falleth  not  down  n 
and  worshippeth,  shall  be  cast  into  the   midst 
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12  of  a  burning  fiery  furnace.  There  are  certain 
Jews  whom  thou  hast  appointed  over  the 
affairs  of  the  province  of  Babylon,  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and  Abed-nego ;  these  men,  O  king, 
have  not  regarded  thee :  they  serve  not  thy 
gods,    nor   worship    the    golden    image   which 

13  thou  hast  set  up.  Then  Nebucadnezzar  in  Jiis 
rage  and  fury  commanded  to  bring  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and  Abed-nego.     Then  they  brought 

14  these  men  before  the  king.  Nebucadnezzar 
answered  and  said  unto  them,  Is  it  of  purpose, 
O  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  that  ye 
serve  not  my  god,  nor  worship  the  golden  image 

15  which  I  have  set  up  ?  Now  if  ye  be  ready  that 
at  what  time  ye  hear  the  sound  of  the  cornet, 
flute,  harp,  sackbut,  psaltery,  and  dulcimer, 
and  all  kinds  of  music,  ye  fall  down  and 
worship  the  image  which  I  have  made,  well'. 
but  if  ye  worship  not,  ye  shall  be  cast  the 
same  hour  into  the  midst  of  a  burning  fiery 
furnace  ;   and  who  is  that  god  that  shall  deliver 

16  you  out  of  my  hands  ?  Shadrach,  Meshach, 
and  Abed-nego,  answered  and  said  to  the  king, 

O  Nebucadnezzar,  Sve  have  no  need  to  answer  '^Ox,ivcare 

17  thee  in  this  matter.     "If  it  be  so,  our  God  whom  7^''"'!!'!!,, 

...  ...  ^  ...  -Or,  Behold, 

we  serve  is  able  to  deliver  us  trom  the  burning  ourGod&c. 
fiery   furnace  ;    and   he   will   deliver  us    out    of  '^^fJiZ'^ ^-^^ 

18  thine  hand,  O  king.      But  if  not,  be  it  known  )>cahUiodc- 
unto  thee,  O  king,  that  we  will  not  serve  thy  ^^I^Si^.„s 
gods,  nor  worship  the  golden  image  which  thou  from  dc. . 

19  hast  set  up.  Then  was  Nebucadnezzar  full  of 
fury,  and  the  form  of  his  visage  was  changed 
against  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego : 
therefo7'-e  he  spake,  and  commanded  that  they 
should    heat    the    furnace    seven    times    more 

20  than  it  was  wont  to  be  heated.  And  he  com- 
manded certain  mighty  men  that  were  in  his 
army  to  bind   Shadrach,  Meshach,  and   Abed- 
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nego,  and  to  cast  them  into  the  burning  fiery 
furnace.     Then  these  men  were  bound  in  their  21 
Ox,  turbans    hosen,  their  funics,  and  their  mantles,  and  their 
otho'  garments,  and  were  cast  into   the  midst 
of  the  burning  fiery  furnace.     Therefore  because  22 
the  king's  commandment  was  urgent,  and  the 
furnace  exceeding  hot,  the  flame  of  the  fire  slew 
those  men  that  took  up  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and 
Abed-nego.      And  these  three  men,  Shadrach,  23 
Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  fell  down  bound  into 
the  midst  of  the   burning  fiery  furnace.     Then  24 
Nebucadnezzar    the    king    was    astonied,    and 
rose  up  in  haste  :  he  spake,  and  said  unto  his 
counsellors.  Did  not  we  cast  three  men  boun4 
into   the    midst   of    the    fire  ?    They   answered 
and    said    unto  the  king,   True,   O  king.  ■  He  25, 
answered  and  said,   Lo,  I   see  four  men  loose, 
walking  in  the  midst  of  the  fire,  and  they  have 
no  hurt ;   and  the  aspect  of  the  fourth  is  like 
a  son  'of  the  gods.     Then  Nebucadnezzar  came  26 
near  to  the  ^mouth  of  the  burning  fiery  furnace: 
he  spake,   and   said,    Shadrach,   Meshach,    and 
Abed-nego,  ye  servants  of  the  Most  High  God, 
come  forth,  and  come  hither.     Then  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and    Abed-nego,  came    forth    out   of 
the  midst  of  the    fire.     And   the    satraps,  the  27 
deputies,    and    the   governors,    and   the   king's 
counsellors,  being  gathered  together,  saw  these 
men,  *upon  whose  bodies  the  fire  had  no  power, 
nor  was  the  hair  of  their  head  singed,  neither 
were  their  hosen  changed,   nor  had   the  smell 
of  fire  passed  on  them.      Nebucadnezzar  spake,  28 
and    said,    Blessed  be    the    God    of   Shadrach, 
Meshach,   and   Abed-nego,  who  hath  sent  his 
angel,  and  delivered  his   servants  that  trusted 
in  him,  and  have  changed  the  king's  word,  and 
have  yielded  their  bodies,  that  they  might  not 
serve  nor  worship  any  god,  except  their  own 
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29  Qod.  Therefore  I  make  a  decree,  That  every 
people,  nation,  and  language,  which  speak  any 
thing  amiss  against  the  God  of  Shadrach,  INIe- 
shach,  and  Abed-nego,  shall  be  cut  in  pieces, 
and  their  houses  shall  be  made  a  dunghill :  be- 
cause there  is   no   other  god    that    is   able   to 

30  deliver  after  this  sort.  Then  the  king  promoted 
Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Babylon. 

;   I       Nebucadnezzar  the  king,  unto  all  the  peoples,  chap.  iii.  3 
nations,  and   languages,  'that  dwell    in  all  the  ''^^h^'^- 

2  earth  ;  Peace  be  multiplied  unto  you.  It  hath 
seemed  good  unto  me  to  shew  the  signs  and 
wonders  "that  the  Most  High  God  hath  wrought 

3  toward  me.  How  great  are  his  signs  !  and  how 
mighty  are  his  wonders !  his  kingdom  is  an 
everlasting  kingdom,  and  his  dominion  is  from 
generation  to  generation. 

4  I  Nebucadnezzar  was  at  rest  in  mine  house,  chap 

5  and  flourishing  in  my  palace.  I  saw  a  dream 
which  made  me  afraid;  and  the  'thoughts  upon 
my    bed  and  the  visions  of  my  head  troubled 

6  me.  Therefore  made  I  a  decree  to  bring  in 
all  the  wise  men  of  Babylon  before  me,  that 
they   might   make    known  unto    me   the^  inter- 

7  pretation  of  the  dream.  Then  came  in  the 
magicians,  the  enchanters,  the  Chaldeans,  and 
the"^  soothsayers  :  and  I  told  the  dream  before 
them ;  but  they  did  not  make  known  unto  me 

8  the  interpretation  thereof.  But  at  the  last  Daniel 
came  in  before  me,  whose  name  was  Belte- 
shazzar,  according  to  the  name  of  my  god, 
and    in    whom  is    the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods : 

9  and  I  told  the  dream  before  him,  saying,  O 
Bclteshazzar,  master  of  the  magicians,  because 
I  know  that  the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods  is  in 
thee,  and  no  secret  troublcth  thee,  tell  me  the 
visions  of  mv  dream  that  I   have  seen,  and  the 
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interpretation  thereof.     Thus  were  the  visions  10 
of  my  head  upon  my  bed  :   I  saw,  and  behold 
a  tree  in  the  midst  of  the  earth,  and  the  height 
thereof  was  great.     The   tree   grew,  and  was  n 
strong,    and    the   height    thereof  reached  unto 
heaven,   and   the   sight   thereof  to    the  end  of 
all  the  earth.     The  leaves  thereof  were  fair,  and  12 
the  fruit  thereof  much,  and  in  it  was  meat   for 
all :   the  beasts  of  the  field  had  shadow  under 
it,  and  the  fowls   of  the   heaven  dwelt   in  the 
branches    thereof,   and   all  flesh  was  fed  of  it. 
I  saw  in  the  visions  of  my  head  upon  my  bed,  13 
and,  behold,  a  watcher  and  an  holy  one  came 
down  from  heaven.      He  cried  aloud,  and  sai^  14 
thus.    Hew   down    the    tree,    and    cut    off    his 
branches,  shake  off  his  leaves,  and  scatter  his 
fruit:    let  the  beasts  get  away  from  under   it, 
and    the  fowls   from   his  branches.     Neverthe-  15 
less  leave  the  stump  of  his  roots  in  the  earth, 
even  with  a  band    of  iron    and    brass,    in   the 
tender  grass    of  the  field ;    and   let   it    be  v/et 
with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  let  his  portion  be 
with  the  beasts  in  the  grass  of  the  earth  :   let  16 
his  heart  be  changed  from  man's,  and  let  a  beast's 
heart  be  given  unto  him  ;  and  let  seven  times 
pass  over  him.      The  sentence  is  by  the  decree  17 
Or,  matter     of  the  watchers,  and  the  Memand  by  the  word 
of  the  holy  ones:  to  the  intent  that  the  living 
may  know  that  the  Most  High    ruleth   in  the 
kingdom  of  men,  and  giveth  it  to  whomsoever 
he   will,  and  setteth  up  over  it  the    lowest    of 
men.     This  dream  I  king  Nebucadnezzar  have  18 
seen:    and    thou,    O    Belteshazzar,  declare   the 
interpretation,  forasmuch  as  all  the  wise  men  of 
my  kingdom  are  not  able  to  make  known  unto 
me  the  interpretation  ;    but  thou   art  able,    for 
the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods  is  in  thee. 

Then  Daniel,  whose  name  was  Belteshazzar,  19 
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was  astonied  for  a  while,  and  his  thoughts 
troubled  him.  The  king  answered,  and  said, 
Belteshazzar,  let  not  the  dream,  or  the  inter- 
pretation, trouble  thee.  Belteshazzar  answered 
and  said.  My  lord,  the  dream  be  to  them  that 
hate  thee,  and  the  interpretation  thereof  to  thine 

20  adversaries.  The  tree  that  thou  sawest,  which 
grew,  and  was  strong,  whose  height  reached 
unto  the  heaven,  and  the  sight  thereof  to  all 

21  the  earth ;  whose  leaves  were  fair,  and  the 
fruit  thereof  much,  and  in  it  was  meat  for  all ; 
under  which  the  beasts  of  the  field  dwelt,  and 
upon  whose  branches  the  fowls  of  the  heaven 

22  had  their  habitation  :  it  is  thou,  O  king,  that 
art  grown  and  become  strong:  for  thy  great- 
ness is  grown,  and  reacheth  unto  heaven,  and 

23  thy  dominion  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  And 
whereas  the  king  saw  a  watcher  and  an  holy 
one  coming  down  from  heaven,  and  saying. 
Hew  down  the  tree,  and  destroy  it;  never- 
theless leave  the  stump  of  the  roots  thereof 
in  the  earth,  even  with  a  band  of  iron  and 
brass,  in  the  tender  grass  of  the  field ;  and 
let  it  be  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and 
let  his  portion  be  with  the  beasts  of  the  field, 

24  till  seven  times  pass  over  him ;  this  is  the 
interpretation,  O  king,  and  it  is  the  decree  of 
the  Most  High,  which  is  come  upon  my  lord 

25  the  king:  that  thou  shalt  be  driven  from  men, 
and  thy  dwelling  shall  be  with  the  beasts  of 
the  field,  and  thou  shalt  be  made  to  eat  grass 
as  oxen,  and  shalt  be  wet  with  the  dew  of 
heaven,  and  seven  times  shall  pass  oyer  thee, 
till  thou  know  that  the  Most  High  ruleth  in 
the  kingdom  of  men,  and  giveth  it  to  whoms(v 

26  ever  he  will.  And  whereas  they  commanded 
to  leave  the  stump  of  the  tree  roots  ;  thy  king- 
dom   shall    be  sure    unto  thee,  after  that  thou 
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shalt   have    known    that   the   heavens  do  rule. 
Wherefore,  O  king,  let  my  counsel  be  acceptable  27 

1  Or,  redeem     uuto  thee,  and  'break  off  thy  sins  by  righteous- 

ness, and  thine  iniquities  by  shewing  mercy  to 

2  Or,  as  other-  the   poor;    if  there   may  be  "a   lengthening  of 
iuaiingtfthine  thy  tranquillity.     All  this  came  upon  the  king  28 
error  Nebucadnezzar.     At  the  end  of  twelve  months  29 
schaid.  tipon.  he  was  walking  ^in  the  royal  palace  of  Babylon. 

The  king  spake,  and  said,  Is  not  this  Babylon  30 
the  great,  which  I  have  built  for  the  royal  dwell- 
ing place,  by  the  might  of  my  power  and  for  the 
glory  of  my  majesty  ?    While  the  word  was  in  31 
the  king's  mouth,  there  fell  a  voice  from  heaven, 
saying,    O  king  Nebucadnezzar,    to    thee    it   is 
spoken  ;   The  kingdom  is  departed  from   thee. 
And  thou  shalt  be  driven   from  men,  and  thy  32 
dwelling  shall  be  with  the  beasts  of  the  .field  ; 
thou  shalt  be  made  to. eat  grass  as  oxen,  and 
seven  times  shall    pass    over   thee,    until   thou 
know  that  the  Most  High  ruleth  in  the  king- 
dom of  men,  and  giveth  it  to  whomsoever  he 
will.      The  same  hour  was    the    thing  fulfilled  33 
upon  Nebucadnezzar:  and  he  was  driven  from 
men,  and  did  eat  grass  as  oxen,  and  his  body 
was  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  till  his  hair 
was  grown  like  eagles'  feathers,  and  his  nails 
like  birds'  claivs.     And  at  the  end  of  the  days  I  34 
Nebucadnezzar  lifted  up  mine  eyes  unto  heaven, 
and  mine  understanding  returned  unto  me,  and 
I   blessed  the  Most  High,  and  I  praised    and 
honoured    him    that '  liveth    for   ever ;    for   his 
dominion   is  an   everlasting  dominion,  and   his 
kingdom  from  generation  to  generation :  and  all  35 
the    inhabitants    of  the   earth    are    reputed   as 
nothing :    and    he    doeth   according  to   his  will 
"   in  the  army  of  heaven,  and  among  the  inhabit- 
•1  cimid.  j/;77v.  ants  of  the  earth  :  and  none  can  ''stay  his  hand, 

or   say  unto    him,  What  doest  thou  ?    At  the  3*5 
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same  time  mme  understanding  returned  unto 
me;  and  for  the  glory  of  my  kingdom,  my 
majesty  and  brightness  returned  unto  me ; 
and  my  counsellors  and  my  lords  sought  unto 
me  ;    and    I  was   established    in    my    kingdom, 

•     and    excellent  greatness   was   added  unto    me. 

37  Now  I  Nebucadnezzar  praise  and  extol  and 
honour  the  King  of  heaven;  for  all  his  works 
are  truth,  and  his  ways  judgment :  and  those 
that  walk  in  pride  he  is  able  to  abase. 
I  I  Belshazzar  the  king  made  a  great  feast  to  a 
thousand   of  his  lords,  and  drank  wine  before 

2  the  thousand.  Belshazzar,  whiles  he  tasted  the 
wine,  com.manded  to  bring  the  golden  and  silver 
vessels  which  Nebucadnezzar  his  father  had 
taken  out  of  the  temple  which  was  in  Jeru- 
salem ;  that  the  king,  and  his  lords,  his  wives, 

3  and  his  concubines,  might  drink  therein.  Then 
they  brought  the  golden  vessels  that  were  taken 
out  of  the  temple  of  the  house  of  God  which 
was  at  Jerusalem  ;  and  the  king,  and  his  lords, 
his  wives,  and  his   concubines,  drank  in  them. 

4  They  drank  wine,  and  praised  the  gods  of  gold, 
and  of  silver,  of  brass,  of  iron,  of  wood,  and  of 

5  stone.  In  the  same  hour  came  forth  the  fingers 
of  a  man's  hand,  and  wrote  over  against  the 
candlestick  upon  the  plaister  of  the  wall  of  the 
king's  palace :   and   the   king  saw  the   part  of 

6  the   hand  that  wrote.     Then  the  king's  'coun-  'CimUi./'/vV///- 
tenance  was  changed  in  him,  and  his  thoughts 
troubled    him ;     and    the    joints    of   his    loins 

were  loosed,  and  his  knees  smote  one  against 

7  another.  The  king  cried  aloud  to  bring  in  the 
enchanters,  the  Chaldeans,  and  the  soothsayers. 


The  king  spake,  and  said  to  the  wise  men  of 
Babylon,  Whosoever  shall  read  this  writing,  and 
shew  me  the  interpretation  thereof,  shall  be 
clothed  with  purple,  and  have  a  chain  of  gold 
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father,  0  ki 


about  his  neck,  and  shall  be  the  third  ruler  in 
the    kingdom.      Then   came   in    all    the    king's  8 
wise  men  :    but   they  could  not  read  the  writ- 
ing, nor  make  known  unto  the  king  the  inter- 
pretation.    Then  was   king  Belshazzar  greatly  9 
troubled,  and  his  countenance  was  changed  in 
him,  and  his  lords  were  perplexed.     Now  the  10 
queen  by  reason  of  the  words  of  the  king  and 
his  lords    came    into    the   banquet  house :    the 
queen  spake  and    said,   O  king,  live  for  ever ; 
let  not  thy  thoughts  trouble  thee,  nor  let  thy 
countenance   be  changed:     there   is  a  man    in  n 
thy  kingdom,  in  whom  is  the  spirit  of  the  holy 
gods  ;  and  in  the  days  of  thy  father  light  and 
understanding    and    wisdom,    like    the    wisdom 
of  the  gods,  was   found  in  him:  and  the  .king      ^ 
Ox,ihy^^        Nebucadnezzar    thy   father,    Hhe    king,    /  say, 
thy  father,  made  him  master  of  the  magicians, 
enchanters,  Chaldeans,  and  soothsayers;    foras-  12 
much  as  an  excellent  spirit,  and  knowledge,  and 
understanding,  interpreting  of  dreams,  and  shew- 
ing of  dark  sentences,  and  dissolving  of  doubts, 
were  found  in  the  same  Daniel,  whom  the  king 
named  Belteshazzar.      Now  let  Daniel  be  called, 
and  he  will  shew  the  interpretation. 

Then  was  Daniel  brought  in  before  the  king.  13 
The  king  spake  and  said  unto  Daniel,  Art  thou 
that   Daniel,    which  art  of  the  children  of   the 
captivity  of  Judah,  whom   the  king  my  father 
brought  out  of  Judah  }    I  have  heard  of  thee,  14 
that  the  spirit  of  the  gods  is  in  thee,  and  that 
light  and  understanding  and  excellent  wisdom 
is  found  in  thee.     And  now  the  wise  men,  the  15 
enchanters,   have   been   brought   in   before  me, 
that  they  should  read  this  writing,   and   make 
known  unto  me  the  interpretation  thereof:  but 
they  could  not  shew  the   interpretation   of  the 
thinof.      Rut    I    have    heard   of  thee,  that  thou  16 
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canst  give  interpretations,  and  dissolve  doubts: 
now  if  thou  canst  read  the  writing,  and  make 
known  to  me  the  interpretation  thereof,  thou 
shalt  be  clothed  with  purple,  and  have  a  chain 
of  gold  about  thy  neck,  and  shalt  be  the  third 

17  ruler  in  the  kingdom.  Then  Daniel  answered 
and  said  before  the  king,  Let  thy  gifts  be  to 
thyself,  and  give  thy  rewards  to  another;  never- 
theless  I  will   read  the  writing  unto  the  king, 

18  and  make  known  to  him  the  interpretation.  O 
thou  king,  the  Most  High  God  gave  Nebucad- 
nezzar  thy  father  the  kingdom,  and  greatness, 

19  and  glory,  and  majesty:  and  because  of  the 
greatness  that  he  gave  him,  all  the  peoples, 
nations,  and  languages  trembled  and  feared 
before  him :  whom  he  would  he  slew,  and 
whom  he  would  he  kept  alive ;  and  whom  he 
would   he  raised  up,   and  whom  he  would   he 

20  put  down.  But  when  his  heart  was  lifted  up, 
and  his  spirit  was  hardened  that  he  dealt  proudly, 
he  was  deposed  from  his  kingly  throne,  and  they 

21  took  his  glory  from  him  :  and  he  was  driven 
from  the  sons  of  men  ;  and  his  heart  was  made 
like  the  beasts,  and  his  dwelling  was  with  the 
wild  asses  ;  he  was  fed  with  grass  like  oxen, 
and  his  body  was  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven : 
until  he  knew  that  the  Most  High  God  ruleth 
in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and  that  he  settcth  up 

22  over  it  whomsoever  he  will.  And  thou  his  son, 
O   Belshazzar,  hast   not  humbled    thine    heart, 

23  though  thou  knewest  all  this ;  but  hast  lifted 
up  thyself  against  the  Lord  of  heaven  ;  and  they 
have  brought  the  vessels  of  his  house  before 
thee,  and  thou,  and  thy  lords,  thy  wives,  and 
thy  concubines,  have  drunk  wine  in  them  ;  and 
thou  hast  praised  the  gods  of  silver,  and  gold, 
of  brass,  iron,  wood,  and  stone,  which  see  not, 
nor  hear,  nor    know :    and  the   God   in   whose 
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hand  thy  breath  is,  and  whose  are  all  thy  ways, 
hast  thou  not  glorified :  then 'was  the  part  of  the  24 
hand  sent  from  before    him,  and    this   writing 
was  inscribed.      And    this    is   the  writing    that  25 
was  inscribed,  ^  mene,  mene,   tekel,   upharsin. 
This  is  the  interpretation  of  the  thing:  mene;  26 
God  hath  numbered  thy  kingdom,  and  brought 
it  to  an  end.     Tekel  ;  Thou  art  weighed  in  the  27 
balances,  and  art  found  wanting.     "  Peres;  Thy  28 
kingdom  is  divided,  and  given   to  the   Medes 
and    Persians.     Then    commanded   Belshazzar,  29 
and  they  clothed  Daniel  with  purple,  and  put 
a   chain    of    gold   about    his    neck,    and    made 
proclamation    concerning   him,  that    he    should 
be  the  third    ruler   in    the    kingdom.      In    that  30 
night  Belshazzar  the  Chaldean  king  was  slain.  ^ 
And    Darius  the   Mede  received   the  kingdom,  31 
being  about  threescore  and  two  years  old. 

It  pleased   Darius  to  set  over  the  kingdom  i.  "6 
an  hundred  and  twenty  satraps,  which   should 
be  throughout  the  whole  kingdom  ;    and    over  2 
them  three  presidents,  of  whom  Daniel  was  one; 
that  these  satraps  might  give  account  unto  them, 
and  that  the  king  should  have  no  damage.    Then  3 
this  Daniel  was  distinguished  above  the  presid- 
ents and  the  satraps,  because  an  excellent  spirit 
was  in  him  ;  and  the  king  thought  to  set  him 
over  the  whole  realm.     Then  the  presidents  and  4 
the  satraps  sought  to  find  occasion  against  Daniel 
as  touching  the  kingdom ;    but  they  could  find 
none  occasion  nor  fault ;  forasmuch  as  he  was 
faithful,   neither  was    there   any  error   or  fault 
found  in  him.     Then  said  these  men.  We  shall  5 
not  find  any  occasion  against  this  Daniel,  except 
we  find  it  against  him   concerning  the  law  of 
his  God.     Then    these  presidents  and  satraps  6 
^  assembled  together  to  the  king,  and  said  thus 
unto  him.  King  Darius,  live  for  ever.     All  the  7 
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presidents  of  the   kingdom,   the    deputies,   and 

the  satraps,  the  counsellors,  and  the  governors, 

have  consulted    together  ^to   establish  a  royal  ^Ox,thatt/u 

statute,   and    to  make  a  strong    interdict,  that 

whosoever  shall  ask  a  petition  of  any  god  or 

man  for  thirty  days,  save  of  thee,  O  king,  he 

8  shall  be  cast  into  the  den  of  lions.  Now,  O 
king,  establish  the  interdict,  and  sign  the  writ- 
ing, that  it  be   not  changed,  according  to  the 

law  of  the  Medes  and  Persians,  which  'altereth  =  Chaid. 

9  not.    Wherefore  king  Darius  signed  the  writing  {'^"^'"f '"" 

10  and  the  interdict.  And  when  Daniel  knew  that 
the  writinor  was  siorned,  he  went  into  his  house  ; 
(now  his  windows  were  open  in  his  chamber 
toward  Jerusalem ;)  and  he  kneeled  upon  his 
knees  three  times  a  day,  and  prayed,  and  gave 
thanks  before   his  God,   as    he    did   aforetime. 

11  Then  these  men  assembled  together,  and  found 
Daniel  making  petition  and  supplication  before 

12  his  God.  Then  they  came  near,  and  spake 
before  the  king  concerning  the  king's  interdict ; 
Hast  thou  not  signed  an  interdict,  that  every 
man  that  shall  make  petition  unto  any  god  or 
man  within  thirty  days,  save  unto  thee,  O  king, 
shall  be  cast  into  the  den  of  lions  .'^  The  king 
answered  and  said,  The  thing  Is  true,  according 
to  the  law  of  the  Medes  and   Persians,  which 

13  altereth  not.  Then  answered  they  and  said  be- 
fore the  king.  That  Daniel,  which  is  of  the 
children  of  the  captivity  of  Judah,  rcgardeth  not 
thee,  O  king,  nor  the  interdict  that  thou  hast 
signed,   but  maketh  his  petition  three  times  a 

14  day.  Then  the  king,  when  he  heard  these  words, 
was  sore  displeased,  and  set  his  heart  on  Daniel 
to  deliver  him  :  and  he  laboured  till  the  going 

15  down  of  the  sun  to  rescue  him.  Then  thes(! 
men  assembled  together  unto  the  king,  and  said 
unto  the  kino-,    Know,  O  king,  tli.it   it  Is  a  law 
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of  the   Medes  and   Persians,  that  no   interdict 
nor  statute  which  the  king  e'stabHsheth  may  be 
changed.     Then  the  king  commanded,  and  they  i6 
brought  Daniel,  and  cast  him  into  the  den  of 
hons.    Now  the  king  spake  and  said  unto  Daniel, 
Thy  God  whom  thou  servest  continually,  he  will 
deliver  thee.      And  a  stone  was   brought,  and  17 
laid  upon  the   mouth  of  the  den ;  and  the  king 
sealed    it   with  his  own   signet,    and    with    the 
signet  of  his  lords ;  that  the  purpose  might  not 
be  changed  concerning  Daniel.     Then  the  king  18 
went  to  his  palace,  and  passed  the  night  fasting: 
^  Ox,  dancing   neither  were  instruments  of  music  brought  be- 
^"  '  fore  him:  and  his  sleep  fled  from  him.     Tiien  19 

the  king  arose  very  early  in  the  morning,  and 
went  in  haste  unto  the  den  of  lions.     And  when  20 
he  came  near  unto  the  den  to  Daniel,  he  cried 
with  a  lamentable  voice  :    the  king  spake  and  , 
sa^id  to  Daniel,  O  Daniel,  servant  of  the  living     • 
God,  is  thy  God,  whom  thou  servest  continually, 
able  to  deliver  thee  from  the  lions  ?  Then  said  21 
Daniel   unto  the  king,  O    king  live    for   ever. 
My  God  hath  sent   his  angel,   and    hath    shut  22 
the  lions'  mouths,  and  they  have  not  hurt  me: 
forasmuch  as  before  him  innocency  was   found 
in  me;  and  also  before  thee,  O  king,  have  I  done 
no  hurt.     Then  was  the  king  exceeding  glad,  and  23 
commanded  that  they  should  take  Daniel  up  out 
of  the  den.     So  Daniel  was  taken  up  out  of  the 
den,   and  no  manner  of  hurt  was  found  upon 
him,  because  he  had  trusted  in  his  God.     And  24 
the  king  commanded,  and  they  brought  those 
men  which  had  accused  Daniel,  and  they  cast 
them   into   the   den  of  lions,  them,  their  chil- 
dren, and  their  wives ;    and  the  lions  had   the 
mastery  of  them,  and  brake  all  their  bones  in 
pieces,  or  ever  they  came  at  the  bottom  of  the 
den. 
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25  Then  king  Darius  wrote  unto  all  the  peoples, 
nations,  and  languao-es,    that    dwell    in    all    the 

26  earth;  Peace  be  multiplied  unto  you.  I  make  a 
decree,  that  in  all  the  dominion  of  my  kingdom 
men  tremble  and  fear  before  the  God  of  Daniel : 
for  he  is  the  living-  God,  and  stedfast  for 
ever,  and  his  kingdom  that  which  shall  not  be 
destroyed,  and  his  dominion  shall  be  even  unto 

27  the  end :  he  delivereth  and  rescueth,  and  he 
worketh  signs  and  wonders  in  heaven  and  in 
earth ;  who  hath  delivered  Daniel  from  the  power 

28  of  the  lions.  So  this  Daniel  prospered  in  the 
reign  of  Darius,  and  in  the  reign  of  Cyrus  the 
Persian. 

1  In  the  first  year  of  Belshazzarking  of  Babylon 

Daniel  ^had  a  dream  and  visions  of  his  head  '  Chaid.  sa-o. 
upon  his  bed  :   then  he  wrote  the   dream   and 

2  told  the  sum  of  the  matters.  Daniel  spake  and 
said,  I  saw  in  my  vision  by  night,  and,  behold, 
the  four  winds  of  the  heaven  brake  forth  upon 

3  the  great  sea.     And  four  great  beasts  came  up 

4  from  the  sea,  diverse  one  from  another.  The 
first  was  like  a  lion,  and  had  eagle's  wings  :  I 
beheld  till  the  wings  thereof  were  plucked,  and 
it  was  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  and  made  to 
stand    upon    two   feet  as  a  man,  and  a  man's 

5  heart   was   given   to   it     And   behold  another 

beast,  a  second,  like  to  a  bear,  and  'it  was  raised  -O""-  ^^^o^'ier 
up  on  one  side,  and  three  ribs  were  in  his  mouth  "'latselnipone 
between  his  teeth  :  and  they  said  thus  unto  it,  'dominion    . 

6  Arise,  devour  much  flesh.  After  this  I  beheld, 
and  lo  another,  like  a  leopard,  which  had  ujjon 
the  back  of  it  four  wings  of  a  fowl ;  the  beast 
had  also  four  heads  ;  and  dominion  was  given 

7  to  it.     After  this    I   saw   in  the  night  visions, 

and  behold  a  fourth  beast,  terrible  and  'power-  ^Ox,drca.ifui 
ful,  and  strong  exceedingly ;  and  it  had  great 
iron  teeth:  it  devoured  and  brake  in  pieces,  and 
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down 


Stamped  the  residue  with  his  feet:  and  it  was 
diverse  from  all  the  beasts  that  were  before  it; 
and  it  had  ten  horns.      I  considered  the  horns,  8 
and,  behold,  there  came  up  among  them  another 
horn,  a  little  one,  before  which  three  of  the  first 
horns  were  plucked  up  by  the  roots :  and,  behold, 
in  this  horn  were  eyes  like  the  eyes  of  a  man, 
and  a  mouth  speaking  great  things.     I  beheld  9 
Or,  cast        till    thrones    were    ^placed,   and    one    that    was 
ancient  of  days  did  sit:   his  raiment  was  white 
as  snow,  and  the  hair  of  his  head  like  pure  wool ; 
his  throne   was    fiery    flames,    and  the  wheels 
thereof  burning  fire.     A  fiery  stream  issued  and  10 
came    forth    from  before  him  :    thousand  thou- 
sands  ministered  unto  him,  and  ten    thousand 
times    ten    thousand    stood    before    hirri. :    the 
judgement  was  set,  and  the  books  were  opened. 
I  beheld  at  that  time  because  of  the  voice  of  1 1 
the  great  words  which  the  horn  spake  ;    I  be- 
held even  till  the  beast  was  slain,  and  his  body 
destroyed,  and  he  was  given  Ho  be  burned  with 
fire.     And  as  for  the  rest  of  the  beasts,  their  12 
dominion  was  taken  away  :  yet  their  lives  were 
prolonged  for  a  season  and  a  time.      I  saw  in  13 
the  night  visions,  and,  behold,  there  came  with 
the  clouds  of  heaven   one  like   unto   a  son  of 
man,  and  he  came  even  to  the  ancient  of  days, 
arid  they  brought  him  near  before  him.      And  14 
there  was  given   him  dominion,  and  glory,  and 
a   kingdom,  that   all  the  peoples,  nations,  and 
languages,  should  serve  him :    his  dominion  is 
an  everlasting  dominion,  which  shall  not  pass 
away,  and    his   kingdom    that  which  shall   not 
be  destroyed. 

As  for  me   Daniel,  my  spirit  was  grieved  in  15 
•''Chnid.  "       the  midst  of  ^my  body,  and  the  visions  of  my 

head  troubled    me.      I   came  near  unto  one   of  16 
them  that   stood  by,  and  asked  him  the  truth 
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the  sheath. 
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concerning  all  this.     So  he  told  me,  and  made  me 

17  knl)w  the  interpretation  of  the  things.  These 
great  beasts,    which    are  four,  are    four   kings, 

18  which  shall  arise  out  of  the  earth.  But  the 
saints  of  the  Most  High  shall  receive  the  king- 
dom, and  possess  the  kingdom  for  ever,  even 

19  for  ever  and  ever.  Then  I  desired  to  know 
the  truth  concerning  the  fourth  beast,  which  was 
diverse  from  all  of  them,  exceeding  terrible, 
whose  teeth  were  of  iron,  and  his  nails  of 
brass ;    which  devoured,   brake   in    pieces,  and 

20  stamped  the  residue  with  his  feet ;  and  con- 
cerning the  ten  horns  that  were  on  his  head, 
and  the  other  hoi^n  which  came  up,  and  before 
which  three  fell ;  even  that  horn  that  had  eyes, 
and   a  mouth  that  spake  great  things,   whose 

21  look  was  more  stout  than  his  fellows.  I  beheld, 
and  the  same  horn  made  war  with  the  saints, 

22  and  prevailed  against   them  ;    until  the  ancient 

of  days  came,  and  judgement  was  given  'to  the  '  Oxjor 
saints  of  the  Most  H^igh  ;  and  the  time  came 

23  that  the  saints  possessed  the  kingdom.  Thus 
he  said,  The  fourth  beast  shall  be  a  fourth  king- 
dom upon  earth,  which  shall  be  diverse  from 
all    the  kingdoms,  and  shall  devour  the  whole 

earth,   and    shall  -tread    it  down,  and  break  it  -Ox,  thresh  it 

24  in  pieces.  And  as  for  the  ten  horns,  out  of 
this  kingdom  shall  ten  kings  arise:  and  another 
shall  arise  after  them  ;  and  he  shall  be  diverse 
from  the  former,  and  he  shall  put  down  three 

25  kings.  And  he  shall  speak  words  against  the 
Most  High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of 
the  Most  High:  and  he  shall  think  to  change 
the  times  and  the  law  ;  and  they  shall  be  given 
into  his  hand  until  a  time  and  times  and  half 

26  a  time.  But  the  judgement  shall  sit.  and  they 
shall  take  awa)'  his  dominion,  to  consume  and 

27  to  destroy  it  unto  the  end.     And  the  kingdom 
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and  the  dominion,  and  the  greatness  of  the 
kingdoms  under  the  whole  -heaven,  shall  be 
given  to  the  people  of  the  saints  of  the  Most 
High  :  his  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom, 
and  all  dominions  shall  serve  and  obey  him. 
'  Here  is  the  end  of  the  matter.  As  for  me  28 
Daniel,  my  thoughts  much  troubled  mie,  and  my 
"countenance  was  changed  in  me:  but  I  kept  the 
matter  in  my  heart. 

In  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  king  Bel-  i   8 
shazzar  a  vision  appeared  unto  me,  even  unto  me 
Daniel,  after  that   which   appeared  unto  me  at 
the  first.     And  I  saw  in  the  vision;  now  it  was  2 
3  Or,  cauie       SO  that  wheu  I  saw,  I  was  in  Shushan  the  ^palace, 
which  is  in  the  province  of  Elam  ;  and  I  saw^in 
the  vision,  and  I  was  by  the  river  Ulai.    '.Then  3 
I   lifted  up   mine   eyes,  and    saw,  and,   behold, 
there  stood  before  the.  river  a  ram  which  had 
two  horns  :  and  the  two  horns  were  high  ;  but   '  ,  • 
one  was  higher  than  the  other,  and  the  higher 
came  up  last.      I  saw  the  ram  pushing  westward,  4  , 
and  northward,  and  southward ;  and  no  beasts 
could  stand  before  him,  neither  was  there  any 
that  could  deliver  out  of  his.  hand  ;  but  he  did 
according   to   his   will,   and  magnified  himself. 
And   as    I  was  considering,  behold,   a  he-goat  5 
came  from  the  west  over  the  face  of  the  whole 
••  Hub.  uonc     earth,   and   ^touched  not   the  ground  :   and  the 
^^'romui'^"'       goat  had  a  notable  horn  between  his  eyes.     And  6 
he  came  to  the   ram   that  had  the  two   horns, 
which  I   saw  standing  before  the  river,  and  ran 
upon  him  in  the  fury  of  his  power.     And  I  saw  7 
him  come  close  unto  the  ram,  and  he  was  moved 
with  choler  against    him,   and  smote  the  ram, 
and  brake  his  two  horns  ;    and    there   was    no 
power  in  the  ram  to  stand  before  him  :  but  he 
cast  him  down  to  the  ground,  and  trampled  upon 
him  ;   and  there  was  none  that  could  deliver  the 
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8  ram  out  of  his  hand.  And  the  he-goat  magnified 
himself  exceedingly  :  and  when  he  was  strong, 
the  great  horn  was  broken  ;  and  instead  of  it 
there  came  up  four  notable  //^7^;^^  toward  the  four 

9  winds  of  heaven.  And  out  of  one  of  them  came 
forth  a  little  horn,  which  waxed  exceeding  great, 
toward  the  south,  and  toward  the  east,  and  to- 

10  ward  the  glorious  land.  And  it  waxed  great, 
even  to  the  host  of  heaven  ;  and  some  of  the 
host  and  of  the  stars  it  cast  down  to  the  ground, 

11  and  trampled  upon    them.     Yea,  it   magnified 

itself,  even  to  the  prince  of  the  host;  and  Mt  |  Another  read- 
took  away  from  him  the  continual  burnt  offering,  /liw  burnt" 
and  the  place  of  his  sanctuary  was  cast  down,  offering  7«w

12  And  Hhe  host  was  given   over  to  tt  together  iq^  „n'host 
with    the  continual    burnt  offering  because   of  -ums  ghcn  to  it 
transgression  ;    and  it  cast  down  truth   to  the  oT,'"«  Itx/'^'" 
ground,  and  it  did  its  pleasure  and  prospered,  ivassdover 

13  Then  I  heard  a  holy  one  speaking;  and  another 
holy  one  said  unto  that  certain  one  which  spake. 
How  long  shall  be  the  vision  concerning  the 
continual  burnt  offering,  and  the  transgression 
that  maketh  desolate,  to  give  both  the  sanctuary 

14  and  the  host  to  be  trodden  under  foot  .-*    And 

he  said  ^unto  me,  Unto  two  thousand  and  three  ^  According 


hundred  evenings  and mQX\\w\<g^  \    tlien  shall  the  vcrsionsT""/*? 
sanctuary  be  ^cleansed.  f''"'- 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  I,  even  I  Daniel,  '"cb>j//>-^. 
had  seen  the  vision,  that  I  sought  'to  under-  '  "^b.  under. 
stand  it,  and  behold,  there  stood  before  me  as  ' '""  "'^' 

16  the  appearance  of  a  man.  And  I  heard  a  man's 
voice  between  the  banks  of  Ulai,  which  called, 
and  said,  Gabriel,  make  this  man  to  understand 

17  the  vision.  So  he  came  near  where  I  stood; 
and  when  he  came,  I  was  affrighted,  and  fell 
upon  my  face  :  but  he  said  unto  me,  Under- 
stand, O  son  of  man  ;  for  the  vision  belongeth 

r8  to  the  time  of  the  end.      Now  as  he  was  speak- 
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ing  with  me,  I   fell  into  a  deep  sleep  with  my 
face    toward   the  ground :  but  he  touched   me, 
/   and  set  me  ^upright.     And  he  said,  Behold,  I  19 
will  make  thee  know  what  shall  be  in  the  latter 
time  of  the  indignation  :  for  it  belongeth  to  the 
appointed  time    of  the    end.     The  ram  which  20 
thou  sawest   that  had  the  two  horns,  they  are 
the  kings  of  Media  and  Persia,     And  the  rough  21 
■"-iiitXi.javan.  he-goat  is  the  king  of  ^Greece:    and  the  great 
horn  that  is  between  his  eyes  is  the  first  king. 
And  as  for  that  which  was  broken,  in  the  place  22 
whereof  four  stood  up,  four  kingdoms  shall  stand 
up  out   of  the  nation,  but  not  with  his  power. 
And  in  the  latter  time  of  their  kingdom,  when  23 
the  transgressors  are  come  to  the  full,  a  king 
of  fierce  countenance,  and  understanding  dark 
sentences,  shall  stand  up.     And  his  power  shall  24 
» Or,  with  /lis    be  mighty,  but  not  ^by  his  own  power ;    and  he 
pn^ucr  See  ver.  ^\^^\\  ^destroy  wouderfully,  and  shall  prosper  and 
•»  Or,  avnipt    do  Ilk plecisuj^e  :  and  he  shall  Mestroy  the  mighty 


5  Heb.>v//< 
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ones  and  ^the  holy  people.  And  through  his  25 
policy  he  shall  cause  craft  to  prosper  in  his 
hand;  and  he  shall  magnify  himself  in  his  heart, 
and  in  their  security  shall  he  Mestroy  many  :  he 
shall  also  stand  up  against  the  prince  of  princes; 
but  he  shall  be  broken  without  hand.  And  the  26 
vision  of  the  evenings  and  mornings  which  hath 
been-  told  is  true  :  but  shut  thou  up  the  vision ; 
for  it  belongeth  to  many  days  to  come.  And  27 
I  Daniel  fainted,  and  was  sick  certain  days;  then 
I  rose  up,  and  did  the  king's  business  :  and  I 
'^  Ox,  but  there  was  astonishcd  at  the  vision,  "but  none  under-

the    first    year    of    Darius    the    son    of  i   9 
Ahasuerus,  of  the  seed  of  the  Medes,  which  was 
made  king  over  the  realm    of  the  Chaldeans ; 
in  the  first  year  of  his  reign  I   Daniel  under-  2 
stood  by  the  books  the  number  of  the  years, 
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27 


whereof  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  Jere- 
miah the  prophet,  for  the  accomplishing  of  the 
desolations  of  Jerusalem,  even   seventy   years. 
3'  And  I  set  my  face  unto  the  Lord  God,  ^to  seek  '  (^r,  tos-ek 
by  prayer  and  supplications,  with  fasting,  and  "^'^ ^''''^'"' 

4  sackcloth,  and  ashes.  And  I  prayed  unto  the 
Lord  my  God,  and  made  confession,  and  said, 
O  Lord,  the  great  and  dreadful  God,  which 
keepeth  covenant  and  mercy  to  them  that  love 
him,  and  to  them  that  keep  his  commandments ; 

5  we  have  sinned,  and  have  dealt  perversely,  and 
have  done  wickedly,  and  have  rebelled,  even 
turning  aside   from  thy  precepts  and  from  thy 

6  judgements:  neither  have  we  hearkened  unto 
thy  servants  the  prophets,  which  spake  in  thy 
name  to  our  kings,  our  princes,  and  our  fathers, 

7  and  to  all  the  people  of  the  land.  O  Lord, 
righteousness  belongeth  unto  thee,  but  unto  us 
confusion  of  face,  as  at  this  day  ;  to  the  men  of 
Judah,  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  and 
unto  all  Israel,  that  are  near,  and  that  are  far 
off,  through  all  the  countries  whither  thou  hast 
driven  them,  because  of  their  trespass  that  they 

8  have  trespassed  against  thee.  O  Lord,  to  us 
belongeth  confusion  of  face,  to  our  kings,  to  our 
princes,  and   to  our  fathers,  because   we    have 

9  sinned  against  thee.  To  the  Lord  our  God 
belong  mercies  and  forgivenesses  ;  ^for  we  have  =Or,  though 

10  rebelled  against  him  ;  neither  have  we  obeyed 
the  voice  of  the  Lord  our  God,  to  walk  in  his 
laws,  which  he  set  before  us  by  his  servants  the 

11  prophets.  Yea,  all  Israel  have  transgressed  thy 
law,  even  turning  aside,  that  they  should  not 
obey  thy  voice  :  therefore  hath  the  curse  been 
poured  out  upon  us,  and  the  oath  that  is  written 
in  the  law  of  Moses  the  servant  of  God  ;    for 

12  we  have  sinned  against  him.  And  he  hath 
confirmed    his  words,   which   he  spake  against 
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US,    and  against  our  judges  that  judged  us,  by 
bringing  upon  us  a  great  evil  \    for  under  the 
whole  heaven  hath  not  been  done  as  hath  been 
done  upon  Jerusalem.     As  it  is  written  in  the  13 
law  of  Moses,   all  this  evil   is  come  upon  us  : 
yet  have  we  not  entreated  the    favour   of  the 
Lord  our  God,  that  we  should  turn  from  our 
iniquities,  and  'have  discernment  in  thy  truth. 
Therefore  hath  the  Lord  watched  over  the  evil,  14 
and   brought  it  upon   us :    for   the    Lord    our 
God .  is    righteous    in    all  his   works   which  he 
doeth,    and    we    have    not    obeyed    his    voice. 
And  now,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  hast  brought  15 
thy  people  forth  out  of  the  land   of  Egypt  with 
a  mighty  hand,  and  hast  gotten  thee  renown^ 
as  at  this  day ;  we  have  sinned,  we  have  done 
wickedly.     O  Lord,  according  to  all  thy  ^  right-  16 
eousness,  let  thine  anger  and  thy  fury,  I  pray 
thee,  be  turned  away  from  thy  city  Jerusalem, 
thy  holy  mountain  :    because   for  our  sins,  and 
for  the  iniquities  of  our  fathers,  Jerusalem  and 
thy  people  are  become  a  reproach  to  all  that  are 
round  about  us.     Now  therefore,  O   our  God,  17 
hearken  unto  the  prayer  of  thy  servant,  and  to 
his  supplications,  and  cause   thy  face  to  shine 
upon    thy  sanctuary   that   is    desolate,   for   the 
Lord's  sake.     O  my  God,  incline  thine  ear,  and  18 
hear-;  open  thine  eyes,  and  behold  our  desola- 
tions, and  the  city  which  is  called  by  thy  name  : 
for  we  do  not  ^present  our  supplications  before 
thee  for  our  righteousnesses,  but  for  thy  great 
mercies.     O   Lord,  hear;    O   Lord,  forgive;  O  19 
Lord,  hearken    and  do ;    defer    not ;    for  thine 
own    sake,    O    my  God,  because   thy  city  and 
thy  people  are  called  by  thy  name. 
"     And  whiles  I  was  speaking,  and  praying,  and  20 
confessing  my  sin   and  the  sin   of  my  people 
Israel,  and    presenting   my  supplication  before 
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the  Lord  my  God  for  the  holy  mountain  of  my

unto  "the  Anointed,  the  prince,  shall  be  ''seven  ;^^ 
weeks ;  and  threescore  and  two  weeks,  it  shall  n  or,  Mc-ssiaA

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thing   was  revealed  unto  Daniel,  whose  name 
was  called  Belteshazzar;  and  the  thing  was  true, 
even  a  great  warfare  :  and  he  understood  the 
thing,    and    had    understanding    of   the    vision.

lightning,  and  his  eyes  as  lamps  of  fire,  and  his 
arms  and  his  feet  like  in  colour  to  burnished 
brass,  and  the  voice  of  his  words  like  the  voice 
of  a  multitude.     And   I    Daniel  alone  saw   the  7 
vision:  for  the  men  that  were  with  me  saw  not 
the  vision;  but  a  great  quaking  fell  upon  them, 
and  they  fled  to  hide  themselves.

of  Darius  the  Mede,  I  stood  up  to  confirm  and  iQx,concfrui,tg 
strengthen  him.  th<sc  thins^ 

2      And  now  will  I  shew  thee  the  truth.     Behold, 
there  shall  stand  up  yet  three  kings  in  Persia ; 


strat^hcmth 
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and  the  fourth  shall  be  far  richer  than  they 
all :  and  when  he  is  waxed  strong  through  his 
riches  he  shall  stir  up  all   against  the  realm  of 

^Y^eo.javan.  ^Greece.     And   a  mighty  king  shall  stand  up,  3 
that  shall  rule  with  great  dominion,  and  do  ac- 
cording to  his  will     And  when  he  shall  stand  4 
up,  his  kingdom  shall  be  broken,  and  shall  be 
divided  toward  the  four  winds  of  heaven  ;  but 
not    to    his    posterity,    nor    according     to    his 
dominion  wherewith  he  ruled ;  for  his  kingdom 
shall    be   plucked    up,  even    for   others    beside 
these.

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1  Or,  office        ^  place  one  that  shall  cause  an  exacter  to  pass 

through    in    the   glory    of  'the    kingdom :    but 

2  iieb.  broken,  within  fcw  days  he  shall  be  Mestroyed,  neither 

in  anger,  nor  in  battle.     And  in  his  ^ place  shall  21 
stand  up  a  contemptible  person,  to  whom  they 
had  not  given  the  honour  of  the  kingdom  :  but 
he  shall  come   in  time    of  security,    and    shall 
obtain  the  kingdom  by  flatteries.

And  as  for  both  these  kings,  their  hearts  shall  27 
be  to  do  mischief,  and  they  shall  speak  lies  at 
one  table:  but  it  shall  not  prosper;  for  yet  the 
end  shall  be  at  the  time  appointed.     Then  shall  28 
he  return   into  his   land  with  great  substance  ; 
and  his  heart  shall  be  against  the  holy  covenant; 
and  he  shall  do  his  pleasure,  and  return  to  his 
own  land.     At  the  time  appointed  he  shall  return,  29 
•'Qx.asthe       and  come   into  the  south;    but  it  shall  not  be 
^the'"htier  "'     'in  the  latter  time,  as  it  was  in  the  former.      For  30 
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ships  of  Chittim  shall  come  against  him  ;  there- 
fore he  shall  be  grieved,  and  shall  return,  and 
have  indignation  against  the  holy  covenant,  and 
shall  do  Ills  pleastire  :  he  shall  even  return,  and 
have  regard  unto  them  that  forsake  the   holy 

31  covenant.  And  arms  shall  stand  on  his  part, 
and  they  shall  profane  the  sanctuary,  even  the 
fortress,  and  shall  take  away  the  continual  dum/ 
offering,  and  they  shall  set  up  the  abomination 

32  thatmaketh  desolate.     And  such  as  do  wickedly 
against    the    covenant    shall    he    'pervert    by  '  ikb.  wa/iv 
flatteries:   but  the  people  that  know  their  God  /'''i/'""'-

be  wise  among  the  people  shall  mstruct  many :  p^opu

Now 
when  they  shall  fall,  they  shall  be  holpen  with 
a  little  help  ■    but  many  shall  join  themselves 

35  unto  them  with  flatteries.     And  some  of  'Hhem  ^Ox,ihe 
that  be  wise  shall  fall,  to  refine   them,  and  to  •'"""'•^ 
purify,   and  to  make  them  white,  even  to  the 

time  of  the  end :   because  it  is  yet  for  the  time 

36  appointed.  And  the  king  shall  do  according 
to  his  will;  and  he  shall  exalt  himself,  and 
magnify  himself  above  every  god,  and  shall 
speak  marvellous  things  against  the  God  of 
gods  :  and  he  shall  prosper  till  the  indignation 
be  accomplished ;    for  that  which  is  determined 

37  shall  be  done.  Neither  shall  he  regard  the  gods 
of  his  fathers,  nor  the  desire  of  women,  nor 
regard  any  god  :    for  he  shall  magnify  himself

he  shall  acknowledge  rt';^^' mcrease  with  glory:  „tcn-as.- s^opa' 
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and  he  shall  cause  them  to  rule  over  many,  and 
shall  divide  the  land  for  a'  price.     And  at  the  40 
time  of  the   end  shall   the  king  of  the    south 
^contend  with  him:  and  the  king  of  the  north 
shall  come  against  him  like  a  whirlwind,  with 
chariots,  and  with  horsemen,   and  with   many 
ships  ;  and  he  shall  enter  into  the  countries,  and 
shall  overflow  and  pass  through.    He  shall  enter  41 
also  into  the  glorious  land,  and  many  countries 
shall  be  overthrown :  but  these  shall  be  delivered 
out  of  his    hand,    Edom,    and  Moab,  and  the 
chief  of   the   children    of    Ammon.

Go  thy  way,    Daniel:    for  the  words  are  shut 

10  up  and  sealed  till  the  time  of  the  end.  Many 
shall  purify  themselves,  and  make  themselves 
white,  and  be  refined  :  but  the  wicked  shall  do 
wickedly  ;  and  none  of  the  wicked  shall  under- 
stand: but  they  that  be  wase  shall  understand. 

11  And  from  the  time  that  the  continual  <^//r;z/ 
^rzVz^ shall  be  taken  away,  and  the  abomination 
that  maketh  desolate  set  up,   there  shall  be  a 

12  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety  days.  Blessed 
is  he  that  waiteth,  and  cometh  to  the  thousand 

13  three  hundred  and  five  and  thirty  days.  But 
go  thou  thy  way  till  the  end  be:  for  thou 
shalt  rest,  and  shalt  stand  in  thy  lot,  at  the  end 
of  the  days.

But  Jonah  3 
rose  up  to  flee  unto  Tarshish  from  the  presence 
of  the  Lord  ;  and  he  went  down  to  Joppa,  and     ^ 
found  a  ship  going  to  Tarshish  :  so  he  paid  the 
fare  thereof,  and  went  down  into  it,  to  go  with 
them  unto  Tarshish  from  the  presence  of  the 
^iieh.  cast       LoRD.     But  the  LoRD  ^scnt  out  a  great  wind  4 
■^''''^^''  into  the  sea,  and  there  was  a  mighty  tempest  in 

»-Heb.  the  sea,  so  that  the  ship  Vas  Hke  to  be  broken. 

^■okau°^^      Then  the  mariners  were  afraid,  and  cried  every  5 
man  unto  his  god ;  and  they  cast  forth  the  wares 
that  were  in  the  ship  into  the  sea,  to  Hghten  it 
unto  them.      But  Jonah  was  gone  down  into  the 
innermost  parts  of  the  ship  ;    and  he  lay,  and 
was    fast   asleep.     So   the  shipmaster  came  to  6 
him,  and  said  unto  him.  What  meanest  thou,  O 
sleeper  ?  arise,  call  upon  thy  God,  if  so  be  that 
God    will   think   upon    us,  that  we  perish  not. 
And  they  said  every  one  to  his  fellow.  Come,  7 
and   let   us    cast   lots,    that  we  may  know  for 
whose  cause  this  evil  is  upon  us.     So  they  cast 
lots,  and    the  lot  fell  upon  Jonah.     Then  said  8 
they  unto  him.  Tell  us,  we  pray  thee,  for  whose 
cause  this  evil  is  upon  us  ;   what  is  thine  occu- 
pation ?  and  whence  comest  thou  ?  what  is  thy 
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9  country  ?  and  of  what  people  art  thou  ?  And  he 
safd  unto  them,  I  am  an  Hebrew  ;  and  I  fear 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  heaven,  which  hath  made 

10  the  sea  and  the  dry  land.  Then  were  the  men 
exceedingly  afraid,  and  said  unto  him.  What  is 
this  that  thou  hast  done  ?  For  the  men  knew 
that  he  fled  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  be- 

1 1  cause  he  had  told  them.  Then  said  they  unto 
him,  What  shall  we  do  unto  thee,  that  the  sea 
may  be  calm  unto  us  ?    for  the  sea  grew  more 

12  and  more  tempestuous.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Take  me  up,  and  cast  me  forth  into  the  sea  ; 
so  shall  the  sea  be  calm  unto  you  :  for  I  know 
that  for  my  sake  this  great  tempest  is  upon  you. 

13  Nevertheless  the  men  rowed  hard  to  get  them 
back  to  the  land  ;  but  they  could  not :  for  the 
sea  grew  more  and  more  tempestuous  against 

14  them.  Wherefore  they  cried  unto  the  Lord, 
and  said,  We  beseech  thee,  O  Lord,  we  beseech 
thee,  let  us  not  perish  for  this  man's  life,  and 
lay  not   upon   us  innocent  blood  :    for  thou,   O 

15  Lord,  hast  done  as  it  pleased  thee.  So  they 
took  up  Jonah,  and  cast  him  forth  into  the  sea  : 

16  and  the  sea  ceased  from  her  raging.  Then  the 
men  feared  the  Lord  exceedingly ;  and  they 
offered   a   sacrifice   unto  the  Lord,  and  made

8  nor  drink  water  :  but  let  them  be  covered  with 
sackcloth,  both  man  and  beast,  and  let  them  cry 
mightily  unto  God  :  yea,  let  them  turn  every 
one  from   his  evil  way,  and  from  the  violence 

9  that  is  in  their  hands.  Who  knoweth  whether 
God  will  not  turn  and  repent,  and  turn   away

Thou  hast  had  pity  on  the  gourd,  for  the 
which  thou  hast  not  laboured,  neither  madest  it 
grow ;  which  came  up  in  a  night,  and  perisjied 
in    a   night :    and    should    not    I   have  pity  on  i 
Nineveh,  that   great   city;    wherein    are   more, 
than    sixscore    thousand    persons    that    cannot 
discern  between  their  right  hand  and  their  left  ^ 
hand  :  and  also  much  cattle  ?

I   will  go  stripped  and  naked  :   I  will  make  a 
wailing  like  the  jackals,  and  a  mourning  like 
the  ostriches.     For  her  wounds  are  incurable :  9 
for  it  is  come  even  unto  Judah;  it  reacheth  unto 
the  gate  of  my  people,  even  to  Jerusalem.    Tell  10 
it   not  in  Gath,  weep  not  at  all:   at  ^Beth-le-

oj  lesea         ^j^^  word  of  the  Lord  is  against  you,  O  C^maan, 

the  land  of  the  Philistines;  I  will  destroy  thee,    , 
that   there    shall    be    no    inhabitant.     And  the  6 
sea  coast   shall    be  pastures  with    cottages  for    , 
shepherds  and  folds  for  flocks.     And  the  coast  7 
shall  be  for  the  remnant  of  the  house  of  Judah; 
they  shall  feed   their  flocks  thereupon :   in  the     - 
houses  of  Ashkelon  shall  they  lie  down  in  the 
evening;    for   the    Lord   their  God  shall  visit 
them,  and  bring  again  their  captivity.      I  have  8 
heard  the  reproach  of  Moab,  and  the  revilings 
of  the  children  of  Ammon,  wherewith  they  have 
reproached    my    people,    and  magnified    them- 
selves against  their  border.

This  is  the 
joyous  city  that  dwelt  carelessly,  that  said  in 
her  heart,  I  am,  and  there  is  none  beside 
me :  how  is  she  become  a  desolation,  a  place 
for  beasts  to  lie  down  in!  every  one  that  passcth 
by  her  shall  hiss,  and  wag  his  hand. 

1  Woe  to  her  that  is  rebellious  and  polluted,

I  will  cause  it  to  go  forth, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  it  shall  enter  into 
the  house  of  the  thief,  and  into  the  house  of 
him  that  sweareth  falsely  by  my  name:  and  it 
shall  abide  in  the  midst  of  his  house,  and  shall 
consume  it  with  the  timber  thereof  and  the  stones 
thereof.

the   counsel    of  peace  shall  be  between   them 

14  both.     And  the  '^crowns  shall  be  to  Helem,  and  ■'Or,  mw« 
to  Tobijah,  and  to  Jedaiah,  and  'to  Hen  the  son  ^^^'j/l''/''/ , 
of  Zephaniah,  for  a  memorial  in  the  temple  of  son  die. 

15  the  Lord.  And  they  that  are  far  off  shall  come 
and  build  in  the  temple  of  the  Lord,  and  ye 
shall  know  that  the  Lord  of  hosts  hath  sent  me 
unto  you.  And  this  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye 
will  diligently  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  your 
God.

5  unto  me,  saying,  Speak  unto  all  the  people  of 
the  land,  and  to  the  priests,  saying,  When  ye 
fasted  and  mourned  in  the  fifth  and  in  the 
seventh  month,  even  these  seventy  years,   did 

6  ve   at   all    fast   unto    me,  even    to    me  .^     And  ' Or, <7/r «..or 
when  ye  eat.  and   when  ye   drmk,  Mo   not  ye  ,iy. 
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eat  for  yourselves,  and  drink  for  yourselves  ? 
S/ionld  ye  not  hear  the  words  which  the  Lord  7 
hath  cried  by  the  former  prophets,  when  Jeru- 
salem was  inhabited  and  in  prosperity,  and  the 
cities  thereof  round  about  her,  and  the  South 
and  the  lowland  were  inhabited  ? 

And    the    word    of    the    Lord    came   unto  8 
Zechariah,  saying,  Thus  hath  the  Lord  of  hosts  9 
spoken,  saying,  Execute  true  judgement,  and  shew 
mercy  and  compassion  every  man  to  his  brother: 
and  oppress  not  the  widow,  nor  the  fatherless,  10 
the  stranger,  nor  the  poor ;  and  let  none  of  you 
Imagine  evil  against  his  brother  in  your  heart. 
But  they  refused  to  hearken,  and  ^pulled  away  n 
the  shoulder,  and  "stopped  their  ears,  that  tliey 
should  not  hear.     Yea,  they  made  their,  hearts  12 
as  an  adamant  stone,  lest  they  should  hear  the  * 
law,  and  the  words   which   the   Lord  of  hosts 
had  sent  by  his  spirit  by  the  hand  of  the  former '  _  • 
prophets :     therefore    came    there   great   wrath 
from  the  Lord  of  hosts.     And  It  came  to  pass,  13 
that  as    he    cried,    and    they   would   not  hear ; 
so    they  shall  cry,  and    I    will   not   hear,    said 
the    Lord  of  hosts ;    but    I    will   scatter  them  14 
with  a  whirlwind  among  all  the   nations  whom 
they    have    not   known.     Thus    the    land    was 
desolate  after  them,  that  no  man  passed  through 
^\\(th.iandof  nor  returned:  for  they  laid  the  ^pleasant  land 

desire.  dcSolate. 

And  the  word  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  came  to  i  8 
me,   saying,  Thus  salth  the  Lord   of  hosts:    I  2 
am  jealous  for  Zion  with  great  jealousy,  and  I 
am  jealous  for  her  with  great  fury.     Thus  salth  3 
the  Lord  :   I  am  returned  unto  Zion,  and  will 
dwell  in  the  midst  of  Jerusalem:  and  Jerusalem 
shall  be  called  The  city  of  truth  ;  and  the  moun- 
tain of  the  Lord  of  hosts  The  holy  mountain. 
Thus   salth  the  Lord  of  hosts :    There    shall  4 
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yet    old   men    and    old    women    '  dwell    in    the  '  Or,  sit 
streets  of  Jerusalem,  every  man  with  his  staff 

5  in    his    hand  'for    very   age.     And   the  streets  "Heb./^r 
of  the  city  shall  be  full  of  boys  and  girls  playing  "J/j^'!"^ 

6  in  the  streets  thereof  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts  :  If  it  be  marvellous  in  the  eyes  of  the 
remnant  of  this  people  in  those  days,  should  it 
also    be    marvellous    in    mine  eyes  ?    saith   the 

7  Lord  of  hosts.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts  : 
Behold,   I   will  save  my  people   from   the  east 

8  country,  and  from  the  west  country :  and  I 
will  bring  them,  and  they  shall  dwell  in  the 
midst  of  Jerusalem  ;  and  they  shall  be  my 
people,  and    I   will  be  their  God,  in  truth  and 

9  in  righteousness.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts : 
Let  your  hands  be  strong,  ye  that  hear  in  these 
days  these  words  from  the  mouth  of  the  prophets, 
which  were  in  the  day  that  the  foundation  of 
the  house  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  was  laid,  even 

10  the  temple,  that  it  might  be  built.  For  before 
those  days  there  was  no  hire  for  man,  nor  any 
hire  for  beast ;  neither  was  there  any  peace  to 
him  that  went  out  or  came  in  because  of  the 
adversary  :  for  I  set  all  men  every  one  against 

11  his  neighbour.  But  now  I  will  not  be  unto 
the   remnant  of  this  people  as   in   the  former 

12  days,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  For  there  shall 
be  the  seed  of  peace;  the  vine  shall  give  her 
fruit,  and  the  ground  shall  give  her  increase, 
and  the  heavens  shall  give  their  dew;  and  I 
will  cause  the  remnant  of  this  people  to  inherit 

13  all  these  things.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  as  ye  were  a  curse  among  the  nations, 
O  house  of  Judah,  and  house  of  Israel;  so 
will    I   save  you,  and  ye  shall  be  a  blessing : 

14  fear  not,  dul  let  your  hands  be  strong.  For 
thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  As  I  thought 
to  do  evil  unto  you,  when  your  fathers  provoked 
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me  to  wrath,  salth  the   Lord  of  hosts,  and  I 
repented  not;  so  again  have- 1  thought  in  these  15 
days   to  do  good  unto  Jerusalem  and    to    the 
house  of  Judah:   fear  ye   not.     These  are  the  16 
things  that  ye  shall  do;  Speak  ye  every  man 
1  Yieo.  judge     the  truth  with  his  neighbour;  ^execute  the  judge- 
Vif'iT^ement    ""^^'"^^   of  truth  and  peace  in  your   gates:    and  17 
ofpeate.  let    uoue  of  you   imagine   evil  in   your  hearts 

against  his  neighbour;  and  love  no  false  oath  : 
for  all  these  are  things  that  I  hate,  saith  the 
Lord. 

And  the  word   of  the   Lord  of  hosts   came  18 
unto  me,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  19 
The  fast  of  the  fourth  month,  and  the  fast  of 
the   fifth,  and  the  fast  of  the  seventh,  and  the 
fast  of  the  tenth,  shall  be  to  the  house  of  Judah 
joy  and  gladness,  and  cheerful  feasts;  therefore 
love  truth  and  peace..     Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  20 
hosts :   //  shall  yet  come  to  pass,  that  there  shall '  . ' 
come    peoples,    and    the    inhabitants    of    many  21 
cities :  and  the  inhabitants  of  one  city  shall  go  , 
to  another,  saying,  Let  us  go  speedily  to  entreat 
the  favour  of  the  Lord,  and  to  seek  the  Lord 
of   hosts:    I   will    go  also.    Yea,  many  peoples  22 
and  strong  nations  shall  come  to  seek  the  Lord 
of  hosts  in  Jerusalem,  and  to  entreat  the  favour 
of  the  Lord.     Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  23 
In  those  days  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  ten  men 
shall  take  hold,  out  of  all  the  languages  of  the 
nations,  shall  even  take  hold  of  the  skirt  of  him 
that  is  a  Jew,  saying,  We  will  go  with  you:  for 
we  have  heard  that  God  is  with  you. 

The  burden  of  the  word  of  the   Lord  upon  i   9 
the  land  of  Hadrach,  and  Damascus  shall  be  its 
'"imthanfve"^  restingplace :   ^for    the  eye  of  man    and  of  all 
upo7i  vicn  and  the  tribcs  of  Israel  is  toward  the    Lord:  and  2 
^'tribes" o/hraei  Hamath  also   which  bordereth   thereon  :    Tyre 
'^Oxjhough     and  Zidon,  ^because  she  is  very  wise.    And  Tyre  3 
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did  build  herself  a  strong  hold,  and  heaped  up 
silver  as  the  dust,  and  fine  gold  as  the  mire  of 

4  the  streets.      Behold,  the  Lord  will    dispossess 

her,   and  he  will  smite  Mier  power  in  the   sea;  ^Ox,these,i 

5  and  she  shall  be  devoured  with  fire.     Ashkelon  Rampart  '"^ 
shall  see  it,   and  fear;  Gaza  also,  and  shall  be  Or,  her  ram- 
sore  pained;    and    Ekron,  for  her   expectation  sZ 
shall  be  ashamed:    and  the   king  shall   perish 

from  Gaza,  and  Ashkelon  shall  not  be  inhabited. 

6  And  ^a  bastard  shall  'dwell  in  Ashdod,  and  I  -  Or,  a  kistani 

7  will  cut  off  the  pride  of  the  Philistines.     And  J^q^^  ^-^^^ 
I   will  take  away  his  blood  out  of  his  mouth,  king 
and  his  abominations  from  between  his  teeth; 

and  he  also  shall  be   a  remnant  for  our  God: 
and  he  shall  be  as  a   chieftain  in  Judah,    and

vation ;    lowly,  and  riding  upon  an  ass,    even  '  ^'">  '"'''""'y 

10  upon  a  colt  the  foal  of  an  ass.  And  I  will  cut 
off  the  chariot  from  Ephraim,  and  the  horse 
from  Jerusalem,  and  the  batde  bow  shall  be  cut 
off;  and  he  shall  speak  peace  unto  the  nations : 
and  his  dominion  shall  be  from  sea  to  sea,  and 

11  from  the  River  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  As

Lord:  but,    lo,    I    will    deliver  the  men   every 
one    into   his    neighbour's    hand,  and   into   the 
hand  of  his  king:  and  they  shall  smite  the  land, 
and  out  of  their  hand   I  will  not  delivq;"  them.
